Whittlesey Discusses Politics at 
Annaal Convention of New 
Jersey Manufacturers.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 5.— 
Governor Smith and _ Secretary 
Hoover are the logical Presidential 
candidates, Walter Lincoln Whittle- 
sey, Assistant Professor of Politics 
at Princeton University, told the 
Manufacturers’ Association of New 
Jersey today at its convention in the 
Traymore Hotel. He spoke on ‘‘June 
and Noveniber.”’ 

Mr. Whittlesey praised Governor 
Smith personally and added: ‘‘Thou- 
sands in the State of New York 
would die for Al Smith if neces- 
sary.’’

The committee, Chairman Steiwer 
announced, will go to Annapolis 
Wednesday. to examine Governor 
Ritchie of Maryland, and will pay 
the samé courtesy to Governor Smith 
by journeying to New York City to 
take his testimony there, either late 
next week or early:in the following 
week. 

A number of letters accepting the 
committee’s invitation to testify 
were made public by Chairman Stei- 
wer after a two-hour executive ses- 
sion this afternoon. 

Governor Smith, Governor Ritchie, 
Senator Borah and Senator Norris 
‘all said they had no Chairman, man- 
agers or treasurers, and Secretary 

oover said he had none of a ‘‘na- 
tional’”’ character. In addition Sen- 
ators Curtis and Walsh signified a 
willingness to appear. Mr. Hoover 
stated that James W. Good of his 


Washington office would compile 
details. 


Governor Smith Has No Treasurer. 


Replying to Senator Steiwer’s tele- 
gram of invitation, Governor Smith 
said: 

“I beg to say that no one has been 
authorized by me to act as a Chair- 
man, manager or Treasurer in my 


behalf. I have known that some of 
my friends in New York have on 
their own initiative been advocating 
my nomination. On inquiry, I am 
informed that such expenditures as 
have heen made by them have been 
disbursed through George R. Van 
Namee of 120 Broadway, New York 
City. You may take my testimony if 
convenient to you on Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday of next week.’’ 

Mr. Hoover’s reply said: 

“TI am gied to assist the committee 
in every possible way. 

‘‘There has been no national com- 
mittee, national manager or national 
treasurer in advancement of my 
nam: for the nomination. Such ac- 
tivities have been conducted by vol- 
unteer ifidividuals and State com- 
mittees organized chiefly in those 
States holding Presidential prima- 
ries, together with a committee in 
Washington.

testing against ‘‘identification by co- 
incidence” and ‘“‘trial by newspa- 
pers.”” He asserted that, as a man 
who has often been unpopular him- 
self, he deplores seeing unpopularity 
made an excuse for loose criminal 
procedure. . 

Shaw writes: 

‘‘As Browne prefers death to penal 
servitude, a choice for “which there 


: 4s much to be said, it is not for me 


to attempt to thwart him. But, on 
public grounds, a strong protest 
should be made against three fea- 
tures of the case. One is the publi- 
cation of biographies of persons 
whose cases are still subject to 
appeal, especially when such biog- 
raphies cannot possibly be authentic 
and are published only because they 
are made sensational.”’ 

“The second is the use of the 
method of identification by coinci- 
dance, which any one can manufac- 
ture with the test ease. An 
one with access to a discharged cart- 
ridge case and a revolver can tamper 
with the revolver so that by ey 
putting the cartridge into one of 
chambers and snapping the hammer 
on it a mark e on the hammer 
or cylinder can be reproduced in the 
cartridge case and the jury may 
be deeply impressed by a manufac- 
tured coincidence.

“The third is the fact that a re- 
ward of £2,000 has been offered to 
any person who secured a convic- 
tion. It is amazing that we should 
still tolerate such a survival from the

Calls Reward “‘Bribe’”’ by Newspaper. 

“Yet in what do these three meth- 
ods of creating a pecuniary interest 
in a certain desired verdict differ? 
No Judge would try the most trivial 
case or any citizen sit unchallenged 
on a jury with £2,000 at stake on the 
verdict. Why, then, is a newspaper 
allowed to bribe every person alive 
to procure a conviction on a capital 
charge? 

“The case in which a reward of 
£2,000 for a conviction is combined 
with a novel method of identification 
by easily manufactured coincidences 
is.an extremely serious one for all 
of us. 

*‘When I see Browne’s unpopularity 
made an excuse for slipping into our 
procedure a criminal method which 
is obviously open to appalling abuse,

CABINET IN PROTEST 


Barred by Troops From Trains 
and Roads, Peasant Masses 
Sweep Over Mountains. 


MAY OUST THE GOVERNMENT 


Prince Stirbey, Averescu and 
Jorga Desert Bratianu, De- 
claring for the Peasants. 


FEARS FOR STRIFE TODAY 


With Alba Julia and Other Towns 
Thronged, Situation Is Tense 
With Danger.

ALBA JULIA, Rumania, May 5.— 
Scenes which ominously resemble 
the Fascist march on Rome are be- 
ing enacted in this ancient capital 
of Old Rumania. 

Rallying around their leader, 
Maniu, whose réle now is the coun- 
terpart of Mussolini’s in 1922, thou- 


sands of peasants are arriving here 
to attend the great mass meeting of 
the Peasants’ Party tomorrow, their 
purpose, like that of the Fascist 
marchers, being to overthrow the ex- 
isting Government. 

There is no indication yet, how- 
ever, that the peasants will go be- 

md the original intention of the 
orthcoming conference, to denounce 
the Bratianu régime and demand 
that the Government be turned over 
to their leader, Maniu. There have 
been repeated announcements that 
the conference will not go beyond 
legal bounds to oust Bratianu, at 
least until Sunday’s conference. 

M. Maniu seems honest in his dec- 
laration that the party will make 
every legitimate effort to upset the 
Government before resorting to a 
show of strength, which he has re- 
peatedly threatened if the Liberal 
Government does not listen to the 
demands of the Opposition. Until 
now these have been almost com- 
pletely ignored. 

M. Maniu has prepared an agenda 
for the conference which is notable 
for its mildness. His greatest diffi- 
culty probably will be to keep his 
followers in line with his legitimate 
intentions. 


Troops on the Scene. 


The party leaders have used the 
month since their meeting in Bu- 
charest to organize tomorrow’s ga- 
thering, demanding that all mem- 


bers within a radius of ‘300 kilo- 
meters (187 miles) to trek to Alba 
Julia to demonstrate their formidable 
strength and impress the Bratianu 
Cabinet with their: power.

Hundreds of troops have moved to 
the vicinity of Alba Julia, although 
up to now the Minister of the In- 
terior has not carried out his threat 
to declare martial law, but this’ will 
be done at the first sign of disturb- 
ances in the district. 

Most of the ‘railroads leading to 
Alba Julia have. suspended services, 
and troops bar the highways in an 
effort by the Government to keep 
numbers of peasants from reaching 
the demonstration. Thése efforts 
have been fruitless, however, for on 
the urgings of M. Maniu thousands 
of supporters have abandoned their 
‘wagons and the railways and walked 
over the mountains to descend on 
picturesque Alba Julia, which is the 
coronation seat of Rumanian Kings. 
In long streams they ca_..e through- 
out the week, and the city already 
holds three or four times its popula- 
tion, which normally is about 11,000. 

Hardy farmers and their families 
are sleeping out of doors, living on 
the supply of food. which ey 
brought along.

enemy country, since the Premier's 
espousal of the cause of cooperation 
Was more clearly defined in his re- 
marks than in any ‘of, his) previous 
statements on the subject.

The Premier in his address traced 
the long, eventful history of Alsace 
and Lorraine and the struggle of the 
French elements of the population 
to maintain their cultural ideals in 
the face of all odds. 

By annexing the provinces under 
the Treaty of Frankfort, Germany, 
argued the Premier, condemned her- 
self to live in a perpetual state of 
unfriendliness with their population, 
for the latter never ceased to protest 
against annexation. 

“Not only did the population sol- 
emnly protest before the tribune of 
the National Assembly in 1871, but 
at intervals before the Reichstag,” 
he declared. ‘‘Those Germans, in- 
cluding Prince Alexander von Hohen- 
lohe, who looked upon events with 
an eye of realism recognized that 
the bonds which united Alsace and 
Lorraine to France were indissoluble. 

“So it was that, when Prince Ho- 
henlohe died, in May, 1924, he urged 
his former electors to seek peace and 
tranquillity under the’ French flag. 
He urged them to become not an ele- 
ment of discord, but rather, as na- 
ture seems to have intended, a guar- 
antee of unity between France and 
Germany. 

“No Frenchman with vision, no 
civilized man no matter who he is, 
could hope for any other solution 
Or express any other wish. 

“But to make sure that no other 
result may ensue, it must be-under- 
stood that, neither in France nor out- 
side of it, will any one-attempt to 
place in question, under one pretext 
or another, the definite return of the 
two provinces to France. . 

“A few months ago I raised my 
giess before the mayors of the Lower 
Rhine Department, to France, .one 
and indissoluble, and they endorsed 
this spirit with enthusiasm.

PRICE FIXING IS CHARGED 


Alleges Association Collects One 
Cent a Pound Tribute and 
Allocates Business. 


An action instituted by Phillips & 
Nizer, counsel for B. Taits, Inc., a 
dealer in poultry, against the Great- 
er New York Live Poultry Chamber 
of Commerce, the Official Orthodox 
Poultry Slaughterers of America, 
Inc.; the Chicken Drivers, Chauf- 
feurs and Helpers’ Union, Local 167, 
and thirty-three individual defen- 
dants, seeks the dissolution of an al- 
leged poultry trust. An order signed 
by Judge Fawcett of the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn requires the de- 
fendants to show cause at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning why they should 
not be further enjoined from pursu- 
ing methods set forth in the com- 

laint. A temporary injunction was 

ed last Thursday. The plaintiff 
is seeking $150,000 alleged damages. 

Besides charging the defendants 
with violation of the Sherman ‘Anti- 

st law, several of them are also 
charged with contempt of court in 
having violated a consent decree ob- 
tained by the Government in 1925 
in a similar proceeding. Israel B. 
Oseas, a special assistant to the At- 
torney General, has begun an inves- 
ge The live poultry trade in 
ew York City amounts to about 
$75,000,000 a year. 


Cent-a-Pound Tribute Alleged. 


Direct charges against the. defen- 
dants include oppression to force the 
Plaintiff and others to charge speci- 
fied prices for poultry, the allocation 
of dealers to various wholesale 
houses, collecting one cent for each 
pound of poultry sold by the plain- 
tiff. 


It is charged that about eighteen 
months ago the Live Poultry Cham- 
ber of Commerce was organized and 
has since been known as the ‘‘Four- 
Borough Association,’? that it came 
into existence after the Government 
had succeeded in cissolving the Com- 
munity Live 2 pag Corporation, 
and that more than pe. cent. of 
the defendants were members of this 
earlier illegal association. An affi- 
davit by Benjamin Danziger, man- 
ager for the plaintiff, explains that 
@ very large pensentag> of the live 
gett trade in this city is confined 

the Jewish people and that it is 
necessarv to have a ‘‘shochet,”’ or 
killer of poultry. These ‘‘shochets,’’ 
it is saia, are organized in a ‘‘Shoch- 
tim Union.” 

‘In each borough,’”’ the affidavit 
reads, ‘‘there is a secret organization 
whose purpose it is to enforce the 
illegal rules and requests made by 
the various slaughter houses. In 
Brownsville, where the plaintiff main- 
tains his place of business, this secret 
organization is headed by David 
Hirshhorn, President of the Chamber 
of Commerce. His two delegates, 
Jacob Koslow and Sammy Lipkin, it 
is charged, visit each poultry slaugh- 
ter house every week and collect 
1 rE for every pound of poultry 
sold. 

The affidavit charges ‘‘that $1,820,- 

a year is collected secretly for 
the alleged purpose of ‘running the 
organization.’ ”’ 

Charges Price-Fixing. 

Some of the tribute, it is said, is 
collected from those who are not 
members of the chamber and that 
the chamber, in addition, charges its 
members, as dues, 10 cents for each 
erate of poultry. It is alleged by Mr. 
Danziger that prices are fixed by a 

oup composed of Mr. Hirshhorn, 
oe Koslow, Morris: Gordon and 
Jacob Mintz, and that these prices 
require that each dealer shall charge 
a@ profit of five to 8 cents on each 
pound( according to the cunty 
gold. Mr. Hirshhorn, it is alleged, 
conducts a slaughter house at 301 
Powell Street, Brooklyn, half a block 
from the business of the laintiff, 
and that it is to his interest to drive 
the plaintiff out ‘of business. 

The affidavit recites payments ag- 
gregating $335, which the defendan 
are accused of having wrung from 
the plaintiff, and asserts that when 
he refused further payments he 
could not get poultry from West 
Washington Market, his employes 
were interfered with, and finally he 
was boycotted and had to suspend 
business

Commissioner Calls for “Law and 
Order Wave” to Sweep In All 
Prohibition Violators. 





CHICAGO, May 5 (#).—The Illinois 
Association for Criminal Justice, in 
its first report, branded prosecution 
in Chicago and Cook County as in- 
effective and ‘“‘barren of reasonably 
substantial results.” The report is 
the first of several to be made on 
law enforcement in Illinois. 

“The practice of the State’s Attor- 
ney in compromising with criminals 
and agreeing to a reduction of the 
character of charges from a grave 
offense to a petty offense has become 
s0 prevalent in Cook County that 
the criminal population has become 
contemptuous of the law and fear 
of punishment no longer is a deter- 
rent of crime,’’? a summary of the 
report declared. 

The association was formed of 
prominent members of the bar and of 
layment to investigate the adminis- 
tration of criminal law in Illinois. 
Its activities were financed by the 
Industrial Club of Chicago and the 
survey lasted more than a year. It 
had the assistance and cooperation 
of many nationally known experts in 
the le field. 

In 1926, the year studied for the 
first report, out of 12,543 prosecu- 
tions for felonies, 10,658 resulted in 
no punishment whatever, the report 
said. Robert E. Crowe, recently de- 
feated for renomination, was State’s 
Attorn t year.

al Court on felony charges, over 

,000 were released by Municipal 
Judges, the report said.

ARBITRATION TREATIES 
SIGNED WITH GERMANY 


Kellogg Advances His Peace Pro- 
gram—Hopes for British 
Accord Against War. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.— Arbitra- 
tion and conciliation treaties between 
the United States and Germany were 
signed today by Secretary Kellogg 
and Dr. von Prittwitz, the German 
Ambassador, marking another for- 
ward step in the program of the 
Secretary of State for minimizing the 
possibility of war. 

The arbitration compact is similar 
to those recently signed with France 
and Italy and the conciliation treaty 
corresponds with those negotiated 
with several countries by William 
Jennings Bryan when he was Secre- 
tary of State in 1914. 

They constitute the first general 
arbitration and conciliation treaties 
ever negotiated between Germany 
and the United States. When Elihu 
Root was Secretary of State efforts 
to obtain such conventions with the 
Imperial German Government failed. 

Officials were encouraged by unof- 
ficial reports from London today 
that a British reply favorable in prin- 
ciple to the Kelloge draft for a com- 
pact to renounce war would be dis-

WASHINGTON, May 5.—All official 
reports from China to the State De- 
partment today indicated that Amer- 
icans in Tsinan-fu were safe. The 
latest dispatch was from John Van 
A. MacMurray, Minister at Peking, 
who said: 

‘Latest reports from Tsinan-fu in- 
dicate city quiet and Consul and 
other Americans unmolested.’’ 

This was sent at 1 P. M. today, 
Peking time—10 o’clock last night, 
Eastern Standard Time. 

Ernest B. Price, American Consul 
at Tsinan-fu, in his report, assured 
the State Department that no Amer- 
ican had been injured. He told of 
efforts he had made to bring about 
cessation of the fighting. 

Edwin S. Cunningham, Consul 
General at Shanghai, notified the 
department that he had been in- 
formed by Hwang-fu, Nationalist 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who was 
at Tsinan-fu, that the American Con- 
sul and all American nationals there 
were safe. 

The Consul General added that 
American citizens ‘‘were being and 
will be given full protection by the 
Nationalist military authorities at 
Tsinan-fu.”’ 


Text of Price Telegram. 


The telegram from Consul Price 
follows: 

“May 4, 11 A. M. 

“On the morning of May 3, at 
about 10 o’clock, there occurred a 
clash between Japanese and Na- 
tionalist troops, the precise cause of 
which is as yet unknown. General 
firing from both sides then ensued, 
the Japanese sending out armored 
cars and detachments to-clear the 
settlement of Southern troops. 

“In the’ course of the fighting, 
which continued with considerable 
intensity until:6:P. M. and intermit- 
tently all night, it is understood the 
Japanese employed. field: artillery, 
with which the Chinese wireless sta- 
tion was déstroyed. 

“‘Both sides suffered casualties, the 
precise extent, of which is as yet un- 
known but which, is believed to be 
heavy. 

"This cotubatate, distin the day, 
made every. effort -to- persuade both 
sides to cease firing, but each side 
claimed that while strict orders had 
been issued to that effect the other 
side continued firing. 

“The fact appears to be that units 
from both sides had become isolated 
and that orders could not be got 
through, but. eventually,. apparently, 
the Chinese troops. were withdrawn 
from the foreign settlement, which it 
is understood is now: clear of Na- 
tionalists. 

“Negotiations between representa- 
tives of Chiang Kai-shek, who is now 
here, and the Japanese Commander- 
in-Chief ‘took, place last night, the 
principal result of which was ap- 
paréntly that the Nationalist troops 
should be ‘withdrawn twenty lie be- 
yond the borders of the foreign set- 
tlement. * 


Chinese Police Consulate. 


“The American, British and French 
consulates have been requested by 
the Chamber of Commerce and other 
Chinese organizations to mediate, but

Seeing hope of Republican success 
in the city campaign next year 
through division of the vote that is 
usually ‘Democratic because of the 
candidacy, cf fermer Mayor Hylan 
and expected dissatisfaction with the 
way the Waiker Administration has 
handled the transit problem, leaders 
of the Republican Party. have al- 
ready begun to think of plans for the 
next municipal campaign. 

There are two theories as to the 
type of man who should be selected 
as the candidate for Mayor, it was 
said. One. group, including those 


who have participated in other fusion 
movements, contend that the candi- 
date chosen should be well known 
and preferably a business man. An- 
other group, and this includes some 
of the important party leaders, have 
expressed preference for what they 
call a ‘“‘vote getter,’’ a qualification 
lacking in recent fusion Mayoralty 
candidates. 


LaGuardia Is Talked Of. 
. ; 


Representative F. H. LaGuardia is 
regarded by some of.the Republican. 
leaders as being of the ‘‘vote getter”’ 
type, and it ‘was .said that he was 
likely to be put\forward by the New 
York county organization as a Mayor- 
alty candidate. Mr. LaGuardia, who 
was formerly President. of the-Board 
of Aldermen, was a candidate for 
the Mayoralty nomination in 1921, 
but was defeated in the Republican 
primary by Henry H. Curran. He 
later was elected to.Congress by a 
combination of independents with the 
Socialist and Farmer-Labor parties, 
but returned to the Republican ranks 
and is in the. present House as a 
Republican. 

Mr. LaGuardia apparently is the 


only candidate who has been 
groom for the Mayorality nomina- 
ion by the New York County Re- 
publican organization. It is not ex- 
pected that his candidacy would ap- 
peal strongly to the organizations 
and individuals outside the Republi- 
can Party who have been accustomed 
to participate in fusion movements, 
but many of the district ‘leaders are 
reported to be for him and to be- 
lieve that his strength in the poorer 
sections of the city would offset any 
loss of ‘‘high brow’’ support that he 
might experience. It was pointed 
out that Mr. LaGuardia has been 
elected to Congress repeatedly in a 
district which goes from 8,000 to 10,- 
000 Democratic for candidates other 
than Representative.) \

Such. a c , it. was said, would 
enable the leaders: of the Republican 
Party and of the dther aroun ina 
fusion movement to agree on the city 
nominees in conference with a rea- 
sonable certainty that the choice of 
this conference would be ratified by 
the party convention. Under the 
primary method of nomination, used 
at present, there is no such assur- 
ance.

MISS RASOHE COMES 
TO FLY 10 GERMANY 





Aviatrix Due Here Tomorrow to 
Prepare for Return to Her 
Home by Air. 


PLANE READY TO BE TESTED 





Flights to Be Made at Fields on 
Long Island—War Ace Expected 
to Be‘ Her Co-Pilot. 





Miss Thea Rasche, German flier, 
will land here tomorrow and will 
start at once her preparations for a 
return trip by air to Germany. Her 
plane .is. ready, a Stinson Detroiter 
monoplane, which was: groomed last 
Winter for a duration flight ‘by 
George Weis and Louis Saloman at 
Curtiss Field. 

Miss Rasche, who iast year gave 
exhibitions in this country in her 
little stunt plane, is on board the 
North German Lloyd liner Columbus. 
Her companion on the transatlantic 
flight, it is reported, will be Ernst 
Udet, a war ace and one of the stunt 
pilots of Germany. 

While details of her plans have not 
been announced, it was learned yes- 
terday that Miss Rasche will make 
seevral test flights at Curtiss Field 
and probably some lIoad tests at 
Roosevelt Field to familiarize herself 
with the plane and to enable her co- 
ilot to do the same. After these 
faata she plans to fly to Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland, where a run- 
hei was built last year and used by 
William Brock and Edward S. Schlee 
of Detroit in the take-off for their 
flight to Croydon Field, London, and 
thence across Europe and Asia to

e plane which Miss Rasche is 
to use is similar to that used by 
Brock and Schlee. It is a cabin 
craft with a wing spread of about 
forty-seven feet, a weight empty of 
about 2, pounds and a gasoline 
load capacity of more than 400 gal- 
lons. In a plane of much the same 
type Eddie Stinson, its manufac- 
turer, and George Haldeman broke 
the world’s duration record a few 
weeks ago over Jacksonville, Fila. 
The plane has a 200-horsepower 
Wright whirlwind —nine-cylinder 
radial air-cooled motor and-.has a 
range, according to the designers, of 
about 4,000 miles.

~ COMING IN 2 WEEKS 


Raab Figures on Shooting Up 
_8,000 to 10,000 Meters to 
Obtain Altitude Data. 





SEEKS SAFETY ASSURANCE 





Will Be Ready to Jump With Para- 
chute and Let Craft Descend 
With Another.

BERLIN, May 5.—The first trial 
flights of the Raab-Opel Rocket air- 
plane which is to explore the highest 
strata of the earth’s atmosphere, 
piloted by Anton Raab, will begin at 
Cassel within two weeks, it was an- 
nounced today. As the tests probably 
will require only a few days, the ven- 
ture into the highest air may be 
undertaken in the second half of this 
month. 

The original plan was to start the 
Rocket from Leipzig-Mockau flying 
field, but this was discarded because 
the Staakf field near Berlin offers 
better facilities for launching the 


new-fangled machine. 

The Opel experts calculate that the 
plane on starting from the earth 
with an initial velocity of fifty or 
sixty kilometers will reach a speed of 
400 kilometers an hour within a few 
minutes, and therefore should reach 
an altitude of 8,000 or 10,000 meters 
(32,800 feet) in half an hour or less. 

Anton Raab does not intend to rise

logical conditions at this altitude and 
to make’ sure that human beings are 
able to live in. this extremely rarified 
air with the aid of oxygen which will 
he carried in the plane. 

If the flier confirms the theory of 
scientists that there are no fogs or 
storms at 8,000 meters above the 
earth and the plane is able to glide 
a great distance with little motive 
power and speeded by a mild wind 
constantly blowing in an easterly di- 
rection, the question of a regular 
transatlantic air service, it is be- 
lieved here, would be practically 
solved. 

In case Raab finds himself unable 
to breathe and withstand the cold 
in the altitude aimed at, he will jump 
from the .plane with a parachute, 
while the machine, which is equipped 
with instruments for registering all 
atmospheric conditions, continues its 
upward flight until the fuel is ex- 
hausted. It will then drop back to 
earth supported by a parachute, 
which will open as soon as the 
Rocket’s batteries cease to work. 

Professor Weickmann, director of 
the Geophysical Institute at Leipzig 
University, Raab’s scientific adviser, 
believes that the aviator, if the first 
trial is successful, should attempt to 
rise to an altitude of thirty of forty 
kilometers, that is, far beyond the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

The scientist’s theory is that the 
earth is surrounded by a stratum of 
ozone which lies outside the atmos- 
phere and that the temperature there 
is about like on the earth’s surface, 
instead of being unbearably cold. 
The professor’s theory is based on 
tests made with sound waves.

City Surrounds Proceedings 
With Secrecy. 


COPELAND ASSAILED AS WET 


New York Delegation Names Com- 
mittee to Demand Dry Candi- 
dates in State. 


KANSAS CITY, May 5 ().—Sur- 
rounded by doormen and guards, the 
Methodist Episcopal Church court of 
seventeen ministers chosen to try 
Bishop Anton Bast of Copenhagen 
on charges of imprudent conduct un- 
becoming a minister met again to- 
day in an inner room of the Ararat 
Shrine Temple to consider docu- 
mentary evidence against the Danish 
Bishop, the first foreigner ever ele- 
vated to the Methodist Episcopacy. 

Bishop Bast likewise is the first 
Methodist Bishop to face an ecclesi- 
astical court. The trial grew out of 


his .conviction in Denmark in 1925 
on charges of misapplication of char- 
ity funds, for which he served a 
three months’ jail term. Subsequent- 
ly he was suspended from his area 
by a church tribunal at The Hague. 

Resolved to maintain the strictest 
secrecy during conduct of the most 
sensational event in 150 years of 
Methodism, all jurors ‘have been 
sworn to silence. 

The Rev. Fred D. Stone of Chi- 
cago, church counsel, today, esti- 
mated that the trial, begun last 
night, would require two weeks. The 
verdict will be announced to the 
Quadrennial General Conference of 
the church in session here through- 
out the month. A move to open the 
case for floor discussion has been 
predicted. 


Bishop Asks Entire Acquittal. 


The Rev. Dorr F. Diefendorf of 
East Orange, N. J., Bishop Bast’s 
counsel, refused to say whether he 
would present the Bishop in his own 
defense. 

The New York delegation at the 
conference has named a committee 
of three to formulate a demand for 
dry nominess for Governor and 
United States Senator in their State. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, candi- 
date for renomination, is not accep- 
table to the Methodists even though 
he is a member of the Church, Dr. 
Philip L. Frick of Schenectady, who 
presided at the meeting of the New 
York delegation said. 

‘Senator Copleand is wet and his 
Methodism. will not count when it 
comes to our vote,’’ Dr. Frick said. 
*“‘No suitable candidate is in the field 
from either party as yet. We want 
an opportunity to vote for dry can- 
didates for Governor and Senator.”’ 

The committee named to formulate 
a demand for presentation of the 
New, York delegation meeting Mon- 
day next, is comprised of Dr. Harry 
E. Woolever, editor of the Methodist 
Press Department, Washington, who 
maintains a residence at Candor, 
N. Y.; Chester A. Smith, court re- 
orter at Peekskill, N. Y., and Frank 

. Ryder, a refrigerator manufac- 
turer of Cobleskill, N. Y. 

t was revealed today that Bishop 
Bast is asking for a clean bill from 
the Church so that he can retire 
from the Episcopacy and give his 
entire time to the Central Mission 
in Copenhagen, a benevolent institu- 
tion which he founded in 1910. 

Prominent churchmen here regard 
the trial as vitally important, involv- 
ing as it does charges against the 
Church’s first foreign Bishop, and 
coming at the. general cenvention 
where India, .China; Mexico and 
South America are staging persistent 
demands for the right to elect their 
own native Bishops. 

Bishop Francis J. McConnell of 
Pittsburgh, the Court Judge, and re- 
garded as one of the most liberal 
men onthe Church’s board of thirty- 
seven Bishops, is himself under fire 
from a minister, the Rev. George A. 
Cooke of Wilmington, Del., who pre- 
ferred a complaint yesterday. 

Bishop McConnell was. warmly 
defended by conference delegates in 
informal discussions today. me of 
the delegates saw in Mr. Cooke’s 
ersonal 
vindication, growing out of doctrinal 
differences. Mr. Cooke charges the 
Bishop with violation of Church 
dogma and discipline, but the Bishop 
regarded the accusations as_ too 
trivial to discuss. 
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GIRL DIES IN HUDSON 
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Craft Driven Against Tag by 
Wind and Tide. 


Cathleen Bleyi, 23 years old, of 108 
West Ninetieth Street, was drowned 
last €yening when the canoe in 
which she was riding. with. two 
youths capsized in the Hudson River 
about 500 yards off the New Jersey 
slip of the Dyckman Street ferry. 
Her companions were rescued. 

The youths, James and Paul Rice, 
17 and 19 years old, of 100 West 
Ninety-second Street were bringing 
their canoe in the early —.. to- 
ward the Palisades Interstate Park 
and were just north of the ferry slip 
when the craft was driven by wind 
and tide toward the tug Russell of 
the Russell Navigation Company, ap- 
proaching with two scows in tow. 

The brothers paddled furiously, but 
the combination of wind, tide and 
wake of the tug sent the boat roll- 
ing over. Miss Bleyi went down at 
once and did not reappear. The two 
youths bobbed to the surface as their 
canoe was broken in half by the 
propeller of the tug. They held.on 
to a broken piece until one grabbed 
the side of the first barge. The 
brother kept himself afloat by seiz- 
ing his legs. Workmen on the barge 
pulled them both to safety. 

Another canoe was commandeered 
and the brothers were taken to 
shore, where they received first aid. 
A squad of men from the Palisade 
Interstate Police Department under 
Sergeant Zeigler began grappling for 
the young woman’s body. ' The New: 
York Harbor police arrived later. to 
aid. Late last night the body had 
not been recovered. 


BACK SMITH IN TENNESSEE. 


Hawkins County Democrats Instruct 
for Him Over Cordell Hull.

ROGERSVILLE, Tenn., May 5.— 


The convention of the Democratic 
Party of Hawkins County today 
unanimously endorsed Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith of New York for the 
nomination for the Presidency. The 
resolution as adopted read: 

‘‘We hereby instruct our delegates 
from Tennessee to the National Con- 
vention at Houston to support Gov- 
ernor Alfred Smith for the Presiden- 
tian nomination as long as his name 
is before the convention.”’ 

Hawkins County is in East Ten- 
nessee, a strone'lv Protestant sec- 
tion. The convention adopted the 
Smith resolution in face of the effort 
to commit Tennessee to the candi- 
dacy of Cordell Hull. By unanimous 
action it also endorsed Major George 
L. Berry, a native Tennesseean, for 
the Vice Presidential, nomination. 








NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 5 ().— 
Democrats meeting today in county 
conventions to elect delegates to the 
State Democratic Convention hc 2 
May 10 instructed the majority of 
their delegations for Representative 
Cordell Hull for the Presidential 
nomination, with one favoring Gov- 
ernor Smith of New York for second 
choice and another endorsing his 
candidacy. 

The Knox County delegation was 
instructed to present to the State 
meeting a resolution calling for en- 
dorsement of Hull until such a time 
as he no longer had a chance, after 
which Tennessee would vote for 
Smith.

FEME SLAYERS GUILTY 





Lesser Charge May Upset Pre 
vious Murder Findings. 





- Wireless to THe New YoRK Times. 

BERLIN, May 5.—Another’ page 
has been added to the history of the 
Feme murders charged tothe ‘‘Black 
Reichswehr,” the sinister illegal 
military organization organized and 
directed by reactionary military and 
political leaders during the several 
years following the limiting of Ger- 
man armed strength by the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. After three weeks of 
sessions the Stettin Court has reaf- 
firmed the findings of other courts 
in similar Feme murder cases that 
Reichswehr officials knew about the 
illegal army and cooperated with it; 
that, as a means of maintaining dis- 
cipline, regular legal procedure was 
set aside and ‘‘justice’’ handed out 
by officers of the Black Reichswehr, 
and that in cases of death sentence, 
soldiers carried out the orders of 
execution in the most: brutal fashion. 

This trial, which concerned the 


killing of a Private Schmidt in 1923, 
was simplified by the’ confession’ of 
several of the accused, who also ex- 
pressed the belief that not less than 
200 soldiers were murdered by order 
of their superior officers. In nearly 
every case, the victims were slain 
because they were believed to be 
guilty of revealing the location of 
hidden arms and ammunition to 
Communists, who at that time were 
a strong force in the Reich. 

The court changed the charge of 
murder to manslaughter and the 
three accused were sentenced from 
three to fifteen years each. 

What is important, however, is 
that this case may influence former 
decisions. A number of men are now 
serving life sentences for implication 
in the Feme murders, among them 
Lieutenant Schulz, one of the organ- 
izers of the Black Reichswehr. Since 
in Germany manslaughter is not 
punishable by a life term, there is 
a probability that all cases will now 
be reopened with the hope of reduc- 
ing the sentences of those impris- 
oned. 

Formerly the Feme cases weré 
tried in camera on grounds that rev- 
elation of the connection between 
the Reichswehr and the illegal or- 
ganization would damage Germany’s 
standing with other nations. e 
latest trial was held openly, since 
no facts were brought out more dam- 
aging to Germany than those already 
generally known.

Mason of the University of Chicago 
has resigned that position to become 
head of the newly-created Division of 
Natural Sciences of the Rockefelled 
Foundation of New York, according 
to an announcement today by George 
E. Vincent, President of the Founda- 
tion. 

In commenting upon the appoint- 
ment Dr. Mason said: 

“The decision to resign from the 
presidency of the university and to 
accept’-the position was made with 
great difficulty. ‘The generous wel- 
come given.me on the part of the 
university and City of icago, the 
friendships which have been estab- 
lished ‘here, the inspiring future of 
this great university, form ties hard 
to’ break, Trustees and Faculty 
form a ‘united, friendly and able 
group, and my associations with 
them. have been of unmixed happi- 
ness and satisfaction.”’’

“We greatly regret losing Mr. 
Mason from our presidency. His 
three years’ tenancy has been one of 
inspiration and accomplishmen.

‘AT MAY DAY PARTY 


Fifty Tou Festigities in Central 
Park—Heckscher Praises 
Work Done for Them. 


About fifty crippled children, from 
6 to 12 years old, attended a May 
Day party yesterday afternoon at 
the Heckscher Playground im Cen- 
tral Park.

DEATHS OF WHITES 
af” !SET LOW RE 


_ Despite Higher Mortality 
Among Negroes. : 


Although a new minimum death 
rate of 8.8 per 1,000 has been set for 
the first quarter of 1928 among 
approximately 16,000,000 white in- 
dustrial policyhélders 6f the Metro- 
politan Life Insurdnee Company, an 
increase in mortality among the 
negroes brought the combined death 
rate for both classes up to 9.7 per 
1,000. This makes if share with the 
corresponding period of last year, 
the lowest death. rate. ever recorded 
for these three months among the 
industrial populations of the United 
States and Canada. 

While suicides, homicides and 
accidents all registered lower death 
rates than in 1927, the current year 
opened with a most unfavorable 
record for automobile fatalities. No 
prior year has opened as in auspic- 
ously with respect to this type of 
fatality, 643 lives having been lost 
in automobile accidents during the 
quarter. The death rate from tuber: 
culosis, 72 per 100,000 is not only the 
lowest registered for the first 
quarter of any year, but shows an 
improvement of 11 per cent. over 
the previous minimum of 80.8 regis- 
tered last year. 

Alcoholism caused 144 deaths as 
compared with 140 during the same 
quarter last year. Of the total, 142 
occurred in the United States and 
two in Ontario, Canada. Cirrhosis 

of the liver, which is closely associ- 
ated with alcoholism, showed a 
deathrate of 5.9 per 100.000 as com- 
pared with 6.5 for the first quarter 
of 1927. Deaths from wood and 


denatured alcohol poisoning  in- 
creased from nine to eleven. 


PERCY C. WINTER, 
SON OF THE CRITIC, DIES 


Devoted Nearly His Whole Life 
to Acting and Stage 
Directing. 





Percy Campbell Winter, actor and 
stage director, died yesterday at his 
‘home in Boonton, N. J. He was a 
son of the late Willliam Winter, who 
was dramatic critic of The New 
York Tribune for more than forty 
years. He is survived by a son and 
a daughter. Mr. Winter had been 
in poor health for several years and 
had virtually retired from the stage. 
He was about sixty-five years old. 

Making his first stage appearance 
at the age of 7, Percy Winter de- 
voted his life to acting and directing. 
He gained his first training at 
Booth’s Theatre in this city. Among 
the stars he supported were Edwin 
Booth, Lawrence Barrett, Mary An- 
derson, Henry Irving, E. S: Willard 
and Thomas Jefferson of the older 
school, and in later days Frank 
Bacon, with whom he played in 
‘‘Lightin’.’’ As a stage director Mr. 
Winter was noted for his work with 
stock organizations. For years he di- 
rected a Summer stock company in 


Washington and a Winter company 
in Baltimore.

At..Cambridge, where he held a 
classical scholarship, Pain was a 
leading contributor to Granta, the 
university magazine, in which sev- 
eral of his parodies and sketches ap- 
peared. For a time he acted as a 
tutor, but as early as 1889 he had 
met with literary success, his ‘‘“Hun- 
dred Gates” appearing in the: Corn- 
hill Magazine “ tat ‘rear. He wrote 
for Punch and Spectator and 
was on the staff of of The Daily Chron- 
icle and later with Black ann White. 

Succeeding the late Jerome K. 
Jerome, he was for a time editor of 
the weekly To-Day. The larger part 
of his earlier writings were humor- 
ous. Later he displayed a mastery 
of the short story. is work was 
not well known in the United States 
until his visit here in 1914-15.

Plans have been completed for the 
addition of a College of Fine Arts to 
the eleven degree-conferring schools 
of New York University ‘on July 1, 
Chancellor Elmer Ellsworth Brown 
of that institution revealed yester- 
day. 

New York University has for a 
mumber of years maintained ‘a de- 
partment of fine arts in connection 
with its two liberal arts schools. The 
new college will absorb the Faculty 
of this department, making such ad- 
ditions to personnel and curriculum 
as may be necessary to broaden the 
scope of fine arts instruction. 

The College of Fine Arts will offer 
courses in the history of art, art for 
industries, including interior decora- 
tion, atelier of contemporary fur- 
nishings, jewelry designing, printing, 
fashion and costume designing, archi- 
tecture, drawing and painting, Paris, 
France, Summer and Winter schools, 
Berlin, Germany, Summer school, 
and graduate work in Florence, 
stantinople, Barcelona and Madrid 

Schedule 120 Courses. 


More than 120 separate courses 
are being scheduled for the coming 
season in such centres as New Seek 
City, Berlin ‘and Paris. 

The Dean of the new college has 
as yet not been selected. However,

In discussing the rapid develop- 
ment in art instruction in New York 
University, General Sherrill, who 
has been devoting the major portion 
of his time the past few years in 
building up a Faculty and curricu- 
lum, emphasized the advantages of 
the’ location of New York Univer- 
sity for developing the new college. 

In Lis annual report General Sher- 
rill speaks of various groups which 
in the past have been interested in 
the department:

A narcotic ring which used carrier 
pigeons as well as the mails to trans-

According to the police of Long 
Beach, five or six carrier pigeons 
were found in the home of two of the 
suspects at Long Beach: Police said 
these pigeons were used—to carry 
narcotics. 

The four accused are Mrs. Celia 
Meltzer, 47 years old, and her son, 
William, 18, both of 5,572. De Kalb 
Avenue, the Bronx; her daughter, 
Mrs. Lillian Martini, 22 years old, 
and George Martini, 27 son-in-law. 
All four are held in the Bergen 
Street Police Station pending ar-

FEARS CONGESTION. 
WILL REMAIN ACUTE 


Regional Plan Report Says 
Transit Alone Cannot Ease 
Conditions in City. 


BIG PROBLEM IN MANHATTAN 


Increasing Difficulties Seen—Pre- 
vention of. Similar Evils in 
Suburbs Is Urged. 





‘Little’ hope for relief of congestion 
on the main transit arteries of New 
York City is‘ held out in the report 
of the’ Regior.al Plan of ‘New* York 
and Its Environs, the .first ‘section 


portion, of the report dealing with 
transit lines, Thomas Adams, ‘direc- 


gional Plan Committee, ‘predicts that 
extension of rapid transit facilities, 
if carried out alone and without re- 
gard to housing and population fac- 
tors, will cause a marked increase 
in congestion: within the next few 
years. An outline of the proposals 
contained in the report will be found 
elsewhere in this issue of THe Times. 

The present situation, Mr.’ Adams 
says, is due to the persistence of the 
false belief that rapid transit of 


its early stages, he declares, this re- 
sult is obtained, but congestion fol- 
lows when larger numbers of per- 
sors are ‘carried from distant homes 
to places of business in particular 
areas of the city. 

“The only way to promote decen- 
tralization,’” he says, ‘“‘is by a 
properly balanced distribution of 
both industriés and population over 
wider areas with a lessening of the 
necessity of travel between the place 
of work and the home. 

“The present serious difficulties in 
Manhattan exist at a time when’ only 
a small proportion of the buildings 
exceed ten stories in height. The 
real problem is what is going to 
happen when the land in Manhattan 
is: put to its full use. The least that 
can be done is to prevent the recur- 
rence of the evils of congestion in 
suburban areas where they do not 
yet exist.’’ 

Heretofore, the report points out, 
public authorities have followed the 
policy of providing facilities to re- 

eve demonstrated congestion, in- 
stead of planning facilities to care for 
future developments. 

The full report, a of 200 
pages, with eighty-eight maps, was 

repared by Harold Lewis, execu- 
fi ive engineer of the Regional Plan. 
It takes up in detail the results of 
five hae of study of the passenger 
and ‘freight transportation problems 
of New York City and its neighbors 
in New Jersey, ng Island, West- 
chester County and onnecticut, and 
affects about 400 communities within 
a fifty-mile radius of this city. 

The report was prepared under the 
direction of a committee headed by 
Frederic A. Delano. The other mem- 
bers are Robert W. de Forest, Dr.

Inattention was the major factor ee 
the killing of‘ 4,584 persons during 
1927, according to estimates of the 
association.‘ Children crossing or 
playing in the streets in violation of 
traffic rules. was the second. greatest 
contributor, estimated to: have caused 
the deaths of 3,638 children. Adult 
*jay-walking”’ took a toll of 3,069 
lives. The tota] number of persons 
killed ‘in ‘1927 is estimiated at’ 26,618, 
and the number of injured at 798,700. 

. During the past ‘six years 3,446,000 
persons have ‘been seriously injured 
in street and highway accidents, and 
an economic loss suffered estimated 
to total $3,572,791,000.

Plea for Congressional Commission 
Is Made at Luncheon of Fordham

Speaking at a luncheon of the 
Fordham University School of Law 
Alumni Association at. the Hotel 
Commodore yesterday, United States 
Attorney.Charles H. Tuttle, although 
not.in favor of an arbitrary life sen- 
tence for a fourth-pffense criminal, 
advocated a national crime commis- 
sion to be appointed by Congress, 
which would give’ more leeway in 
court for dealing with a criminal and 
more. attention to repetitions. of 
crime. 

Mr. Tuttle explained that the pres- 
ent Nationa ‘Crime Commission is a 
private organization primarily con- 
cerned with the study of crime. His 
recommendation, he said, referred to 
a Federal system similar to the New 
York State procedure in dealing: with 
criminals. In principle ‘the Federal 
statutes would be much the same 
as the Baumes laws, or ‘‘a special 
way in dealing with habitual: offénd- 
ers.’"* Mr.’Tuttle-said he did not ad- 
vocate any particular sentence for a 
criminal, but that he would favor 
more leeway in court for dealing 
with a criminal. Pa 

Cites Dissatisfaction. ' ~ 

“Today,”’ he said, ‘‘there is dis- 
satisfaction with our: legal: system 
and articularly with .our.)»Federal 
system because it hasn't changed 
one iota since the Constitution was 
adopted. From twenty to forty crim- 
inal cases are brought into our Fed- 
éral Building every day and you can 
imagine what a task it would be to 
try’ all of those cases er a pre- 
ordained statute; -- 

“The Federal criminal intend pays 
no attention to repetitions of crime. 
Repetitions should ‘be recognized as 
calling for additional attention. We 
have no way of ‘detecting the second 
offender, and,. according to the Fed- 
eral law, a. criminal on the tenth of- 
fense cannot be given more than on 
the first.’’ 

“The Federal pes! is ,void of any 
regulation of bail. We should have a 
competent Federal statute dealing 
with the bail bond issue. Rules in 
the courtroom are antiquated. We 
see wealthy men able to sit at trial 
and say not a word and then we see 
the law tie the hands of the District 
Attorney ‘so that the defendant 
doesn’t have to take the stand and 
tell what. he knows. These rules 
were adopted not for the protection 
of the innocent but for the guilty.” 

Protests’ New Legal Bill. 

Mr. Tuttle protested. against the 
bill recently passed by the Senate 
which prohibits Federal Judges from 
commenting on the evidence in a 
case, and praised the English law, 
which, he said, allows the Judge “‘to 
keep the jury balanced and keeps the 
lawyer for the rich from. putting it 
over on the untrained lawyer.” He 
said he hoped the House would at 
least see that the bar is heard before 
the law gets! on the statute books 
and that the efforts of the educa- 
tional side would not be defeated by 
the legislative side. —

Explorer Seeks Backing for an 
Arctic Expedition to Be 
Gone Two Years. 


TO LOOK’ FOR NEW. LAND 


Also to Finish Chartings—wil! 
Leave Vehicle to Mark. His 
Northern Point. 


Anthony Fiala, explorer, who com- 
manded: thé Fiala-Ziegler Polar Ex- 
pedition twenty-five years ago and 
who, ‘accompanied Roosevelt to Bra- 
zil, announced yesterday that he 
sought financial backing for an ex- 
pedition to the North Pole in search 
-of new land and to take sea sound- 
ings and complete magnetic chart- 
ings begun on his last visit to the 
Arctic, 

According to ‘his present plans, 
which are fentatiie, ui . Fiala vould 
lead*a small expedition of three or 
four men, across: the polar regions 
from Franz Josef Land to Grant 
Land, whence he can return to the 
American mainland. The trip will 
-be.made.in.two American tractors 
and ‘one of the tractors will be left 
stranded on the North Pole as a 
landmark and as proof that the spot 
has been crossed by his expedition. 

Mr. Fiala, in the Ziegler expedi- 
tion . which . he .led—he was also a 
member of the first Ziegler expedi- 
tion headed’ by Commander Bald- 
win—was the first explorer to emplo 
Siberian ponies in crossing the pac 
ice.

Returning to them after escorting 
the first group south, Mr. Fiala and 
his guides were overcome by the 
Winter night and traveled for fifty- 
four days in darkness, feeling their 
way with long poles. ‘There were 
many narrow escapes and once. the 
leader was rescued after a danger- 
ous fall into a crevice. 


Wants to Finish Charts. 


The main object of the projected 
expedition, Mr. Fiala explained, was 
to finish the charts and to discover 
new land, which he believes lies un- 


der the ice at 40 degrees longitude 
and between 85 and 87 north latitude. 
He is convinced that land is there 
peo a number of reasons which he 

ave. . 

The Fram, expedition ship of the 
explorer Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, 
drifted northward without a back- 
ward move for more than a year, he 
said, and when it came to a point 
northeast of Franz Josef Land it 
stayed there for many months, drift- 
ing around in a circle, indicating 
that something held the ice back to 
the west. 

Furthermore, he said, every Sum- 
mer flocks of birds were seen com- 
ing over Franz Josef Land from the 
north, and from time to time im- 
mense polar bears came from the 
same direction. He pointed out that 
there was no food on the pack ice 
for bears and that land birds did not 
come from the deep sea. 

Mr. Fiala believes that tractors will 
be practicable on the ice. Dog sleds 
weigh on an average 75 pounds a 
square foot of surface loaded and the 
relative tractor weight will be about 
one-third less, he said. The make 


of the tractors has not been selected, : 


but Mr. Fiala said they would be con- 
vertible, for use as caterpillars or 
otherwise. 


Start From Norway. 


The expedition will start out by 
ship from Norway with a Norwegian 
crew, and will be landed with pro-

OUR COLLEGES LEAD 
WORLD IN STUDENTS 


Federal Bareau of: Education 
Pats Number at Million. Against 
950,000 in Other Nations. 

WASHINGTON, May. 5 —(.—The 
Federal Bureau of Education esti- 
mates that there are more college 
students in: the United States than 
in all. the other countries combined. 

Its figures place the’ American 
total at about 1,000,000 and give the 
rest of the world 950,000, American 
students. of high school rank were 
estimated to number 4,200,000 as 
compared with 5,700,000 for the other 
countries. In. schools of all kinds 
29,000,000 were enrolled in America, 


which was said to be ‘more than on 
fifth of the world’s total.

The 
negotiation of foreign and domestic 
loans, the exploitation of concessions, 
both of which involved capitalistic 
principles, were two other causes, the 
speaker asserted, effecting a gradual 


c ge. ' 

Mr. Bishop outlined the work that 
is being done to solve the problems 
of the agriculturists and cited statis- 
tics to demonstrate the effectiveness 
of unionism in industry. The Rus- 
sian peasant does not want to go 
back to the old régime, he declared, 
and despite the many obstacles fac- 
ing Communism he contended that 
it was proving a success.

RECORD IN AIR RIGHTS, TOO

CHICAGO,. May 5.—Chicago’s new 
Merchandise Mart, when completed, 
will be twice the size of the largest 
business building now in existence. 
This mammoth structure, two city 
blocks in length, 18 to 23 stories high, 
will cost $30,000,000. Construction is 
expected to begin immediately. The 
project will be the largest single de- 
velopment of air rights. The prop- 
erty of the new building, except for 
caissons, begins 23 feet above the 
baseline. 

The establishment of the Merchan- 
dise Mart is a dramatic development 
in the program to make Chicago the 
great central market of the country, 
a movement which the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce started years 
ago and a goal toward which it has 
been devoting its energies continu- 
ously ever since, This great mart, 
which will house sales quarters and 
merchandise displays of several hun-

CANCER LOSS IN 1927 
PUT AT $800,000,000 


Dr. Louis I. Dublin Estimates 
Economic Value of Persons Who 
Died at $680,000,000. 


Establishing an economic loss as 
great as if 300,000 workingmen had 
been idle for a year, cancer in 1927 
was responsible for a monetary loss 
of approximately $800,000,000, accord- 
ing to Dr.\Louis I. Dublin, statisti- 
cian of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company. He said that $680,- 
000,000 represented the monetary 
value of persons dying from this dis- 
ease and $110,000,000 was spent car- 
ing for the victims. 

The current year undoubtedly will 
see a greater economic loss and a 
greater amount of suffering, since 
the number of deaths from cancer is 
steadily increasing, according to Dr. 
Dublin. Cancer is a condition which 
usually occurs late in life, toward the 
end of the economically productive 
period, he added. However, a very 
considerable number of deaths occur 
earlier in life than is commonly sup- 
posed. ‘ 

“We find, for example,’’ said Dr. 
Dublin, ‘“‘that under 25 years of age 
there are every year about 1,600 
deaths from cancer, involving losses 
of $38,000,000; between 25 and 35

Kings County Doctors Favor 
Sweedler’s Move for 
Cooperation. 


At a dinner given at the Unity 
Club in Brooklyn last night by Na- 
than Sweedler, attorney for the three 
Jewish internes at the Kings County 
Hospital who were hazed last Sum- 
mer, members of the Medical Board 
of that institution adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring Mr. Sweedler’s sugges- 
tion that a lay board be appointed to 
cooperate with the medical board. 

Mr. Sweedler invited the hospital 
officials and physicians to the. din- 
ner, as he said, ‘‘to discuss construc- 
tive measures.”

Hebrew: Ald Soeiety’s Work Is In- 
creased by Unemployment, 


On account of recent unemploy- 
ment and the concentration in New 
York of Jewish employment seekers, 
the Sheltering Department of the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant 
Aid Society of America has had to 
take care of an unusual.number of 
people, according to the report of 
the society. for the first quarter of 
1928, issued yesterday by the Pres- 
ident, Mr. Abraham Herman. A 
total of 5,585 nights of shelter were 
given, and 26,177 meals were served 
to-the homeless applicants. There 
were 2,843 persons applying for. em- 
ployment, of which 293 were placed. 

‘The report of the Immigrant De- 
partment shows that 139 steamers 
carrying Jewish immigrants were 
met and the newcomers served by 
Hias representatives.. The Washing- 
ton Bureau announced that sixty-six 
appeals from decisions. to exclude im- 
migrants were.argued by the soci- 
ety’s counselor bef6re the Board of 
Review, in forty-seven cases of which 
the exclusions were reversed.

In Tenney House lodging is eS 
vided at low rates, and the fourteen 
students living there cooperate in 
the duties of housekeeping, includ- 
ing the purchase and preparation of

In Lawrence House board and 
lodging are provided at a reduction 
of about $200 a year, in return for 
which the students care for their own 
rooms and devote an hour a day to 
the housekeeping. 
In Sunnyside twelve students ob- 
tain lodging for $75 a year and earn 
their board by waiting on table and 
answering bells in various college 
houses. 
Through the warden’s office, the 
Appointment Bureau and the Self- 
Help Bureau many students gain 
remunerative work. Thirty-one have 
steady situations. Others, mainly 
through the Self-Help Bureau, find 
employment at definite graduate 
rates per hour for unskilled work, 
sping or tutoring. They also care 
for ildren, run ‘‘bulletin routes’’ 
and assist in the offices and libraries 
of the college. 
Many girls not registered with the 
bureaus earn money by the exercise 
of their talents in sewing, hat mak- 
ing and desi ing, by selling the type 
of food which is welcomed in be- 
tween meals, and by obtaining the 
agencies for Summer European tours 
and various lines of merchandise 
sure to be purchased by college stu- 
dents. The latter expedient is es- 
Rony popular at the time of the 
ristmas sale early in December of 
each year. 
For those in need of direct finan- 
cial aid, several scholarshi are 
available. The college itself has set 
aside $100,000 each year for the aid 
of properly accredited students; in 
addition to this fund there are fif- 
teen annual scholarship funds estab- 
lished by persons or groups inter- 
ested in the college.

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SUBJECTS WIDE IN SCOPE 





Questions Will Range From, Easy 
te Technical on Arts, Sciences 
and History,

PITTSBURGH, May 5.—A general 
test of educational achievement will 
be given to June candidates for 
bachelor degrees in more than forty 
Pennsylvania colleges and universi- 
ties, in all State Teachers Colleges 
and to 40,000 seniors in ‘the Penn- 
sylvania high ‘schools by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching in cooperation 
with the joint commission of the 
Association of Pennsylvania College 
Presidents and the State Department 
of Public Instruction on Monday and 
Tuesday, May 7 and 8. 

The purpose of the college test is 
to learn what the bachelor’s degree, 
representing an eight-year high 
school and college education in Penn- 
sylvania, amounts to in terms of 
clear, available, important ideas, the 
ability to discriminate exactly among 
ideas and the ability to use them ac- 
curately. The measurement of these 
abilities among college seniors corre- 
sponds with the tests to be given at 
the same time in Pennsylvania high 


schools. The results will have no 
bearing on graduation in June. 
Three Types of Questions. 

The test, instead of dealing only 
with subjects that the student may 
have studied in college and high 
school, will include the main fields 
of organized knowledge. It is ar- 
ranged in groups, each of which cov- 
ers associated subject matters. Tech- 
nical branches of professional sub- 
jects, as medicine, law, engineering, 
education, &c., w not? repre- 
sented except as found in the arts 
and sciences which are their basis 
In each field the questions will 
range from very easy ones very 
difficult ones that only experts could 
answer. 

Questions of three general types 
will be used—matching questions, 
recognition questions and e-false 
questions. In the matching questions 
two columns of words will be placed 
opposite each other. The student 
will be asked to mark which num- 
bered phrazes in one column best 
apply to the various phrases in the. 
other column. In the recognition 
questions the student will be asked to 
mark which one of a number of 
phrases best completes the thought 
in a given statement. In the true- 
false questions the student will be 
asked to mark a plus opposite a 
statement he believes to be true and 
a zero opposite a statement he be- 
lieves to be false. 


Divided Into Four Periods. 


The test will require about twelve 
hours to complete and will be divided 
into four equal periods. The subject 
of the first period will be the phys- 
ical world. This will include the 
natural scene—traits of the living 
and physical world as they appear 
to the observer; that is, the tools of 
scientific investigation—mathematics 
and scientific methods; the analyt- 
ical sciences—physics and chemistry; 
the earth sciences—astronomy, geol- 
ogy and geography, and the sciences 
of life—biology, botany, zoology and 
physiology. 

The subject of the second session 
is the social world. This includes the 
tools of roe sree investi ices; 
chology, anthropology an H 
statistical and historical methods; 
languages—Greek, Latin, French, 
SE een aimeenteree and 
cient cultures—primitive cu 
Near Eastern, Greek and Hellenistic 
and Roman civilizations. 

Western civilization, pre-industrial 
period, will be the ird subject. 
This will include social and economic 
institutions up to 1850; political his- 
tory and institutions to 1870; intel- 
lectual development, including | re- 
ligious, scientific and pilpsop ical 
thought to 1859; literature, including 

lish, Frénch, German and other 

European literatures; and the plastic 
arts and music. 


Results to Be Published. 


The fourth subject will be contem- 
porary Western civilization and non- 
Western civilization, This will in- 
clude contemporary economic life; 
contemporary political life, social 
theories, social and personal rela- 
tions, legal institutions, domestic in- 
stitutions; science as an institution: 
religious and philosophical life and 
theories; the literary situation in 
Western civilization; the plastic arts 
and music; nationalistic ways of life 
and ideals, and the interrelations be- 
tween these social institutions. The 
non-Western civilizations will include 
the Chinese, Japanese, Indian and 
Moslem.

AGED HOME MAKES 





Episcopal Institution Seeks 
_ $700,000 in Effort to Double 
the Present Capacity. 





DRIVE BEGINS THURSDAY 





Organized 55 Years Ago, the Home 
Cares for Persons of Intellectual 
and Business Classes. 





For the first time in its fifty-five 
years of existence, the Home for 
Old Men and Aged Couples, situated 
opposite the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, will appeal to the pub- 
lic for funds in a campaign to raise 


ner at the Hotel Commodore Thurs- 
day night. The money will be raised 
in an effort to double the present 
capacity of the home and to increase 
the endowment fund. 

A survey of the number of indigent 
aged in New York City places the 
number at 60,000, with facilities to 
care for about 12,000, and reveals 
that 25 per cent. of all New York- 
ers who have reached the age of 
sixty-five have no property of any 
kind, according to Edward Branch 
Lyman who directed the investiga- 
tion on behalf of the home’s Endow- 
ment Fund Committee. 

A large percentage of these are 
among the groups comprising former 
business and professional men and 
their wives, the survey revealed, and 
the home, which has been operated 
under the New York Diocese of the 
Protestant Episcopal. Church, is one 
of the few that provide for persons 
of the intellectual and business 
classes. 


“We have found,” Mr. Lyman 
said, ‘‘that there has been practi- 
cally no provision for indigent old 
men and aged couples who in their 


earlier years were successful law- 
yers, teachers, artists, physicians, 
clerygmen and business executives. 
We are concerned in this study not 
with the question of old aged pen- 
sions, industrial assurances, com- 
ulsory thrift funds and the like.

Lettuce, Cabbage, Bunched Beets 
_and Carrots Lower—Rhubarb 
Comes From Near-By Farms. 





Arrivals of carloads of Mexican 
salmon-tint cantaloupes and Cali- 
fornia sweet cherries at the New 
York wholesale produce markets 
during the past week were given 
yesterday by Dr. Arthur E. Albrecht, 
in his weekly market report, as signs 
that Summer cannot be far behind. 
Dr. Albrecht, director of the New 
York office of the State’s Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets, 
also noted the arrival of an abundant 
supply of rhubarb ‘‘or pie plant, that 
wonderful Spring tonic,’’ from near- 
by farms. Fruits were se ofa 
fine yard last week, Dr. Albrecht’s 
report indicates, and warm weather 
undoubtedly stimulaated a better de- 
mand. 

“The cherries were packed princi- 
pally in eight-pound boxes and sold 
within the price range of $8 to 
$11.12% per box, depending entire} 
upon the size and quality of the fruit. 
The finest cantaloupes commanded 
$7.50 to $8 per standard crate of 
forty-five melons. It is reported that 
the cherry crops in California and 
the Pacific Northwestern States are 
heavy. : 

“A drastic price cut was made to- 
ward the close of the week on Florida 
new crop potatoes in an attempt to 
create a demand for then. Receipts 
so far this season from that State 
have not been heavy. Pricés were 
$4.50 to $5 per double-headed barrel, 


which was $2.50 per barrel lower than 
one week ago. Old crop potatoes de- 
clined in sympathy wi e new. 


Beets and Carrots Lower. 


“Fine quality new crop bunched 
beets and carrots were much lower 


in price. This was due mainly to in- 
creased supplies from new shipping 
States. 

‘*Three additional States during the 
preceding week started 
strawberries in carlots—the Caro- 
linas and EHO Louisiana, 
however, continued lead. The de- 


end of the week and a slight price 
recovery was noted, particularly on 
the fancy stock. New York City’s 
strawberry supply last week totaled 
107 cars, as ag seventy-three the 
ape week. 

“Florida abundantly supplied this 
market with string beans and as a 
result low prices prevailed. For the 
week ended April 28 Florida started 
thirty carloads of string beans to 
city-consuming centres. 

‘The high prices obtained for cab- 
bage for the past few weeks have at 
last attracted heavier shipments and 
in consequence the market and 
prices slumped s ly. Sales Satur- 
day on South Carolina one and one- 
half bushel hampers were made at 
$1.25 to $1.75 as against $3.50 to $3.75 
one week ago. 

“Rhubarb has arrived from near- 
by producing points in abundant 
quantities, and although the demand 
was fairly good lower values pre- 
vailed.

FOR SOME FARM AID 


Congress Should Pass Bill 
Without. Price-Fixing. 


MONON, Ind., May 5 ().—Herbert 
Hoover, in a telegram received today 
by John G. Brown of Honon, former 
President of the Indiana Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, not only declared 
his support for legislation to assist 
agriculture, but expressed theh ope 
that Congress may yet enact such a 
measure at this session.

“While I have not been able to 
support those provisions in such 
measures which embrace price-fix- 
ing or Government buying and sell- 
ing of farm. products, becruse of my 
belief that they will be harmful to 
the farmer and the whole nation, I 
have and do believe there are meth- 
ods through a Federal Farm Board 
by which the farming industry can 
be brought to the same success as 
our other industrial groups. The 
President has repeatedly recommend 
ed such legislation, and I have been 
in hopes that Congress will find such 
measures this session.”’

EXPLORED ‘LA FERRIERE.’ 


Robert Niles Describes Haitian For- 
tress Which Lindbers' Saw. 


The first measurements ever taken 
of “‘La Ferriere,’’ the mountain-top 
fortress in Haiti which Colonei 
Lindbergh saw during his air tour 
of the West Indies and called ‘‘the 
eighth wonder of the world,”’ are de- 
scribed by Robert Niles Jr. of 598 
Madison Avenue in the current 
Journal of the American Institute of 
Architects. ‘Niles, an architect, took 
Mrs. Niles with him recently when 
he explored the fortress, which was 
ruined by earthquake and fire in 
1842, when all the documents con- 
cerning its origin were lost. 

The fortress was built in 1804 under 
the direction of the Black King 
Christophe with the aid of a mulatto 
engineer, Felix. Ferrier. “It is a 
mystery,’’ says Niles, ‘‘where Chris- 
tophe found an army of artisans suf- 
ficiently skillful to produce such 
work.’’ Niles found the sarcophagus 
of Christophe, ‘“‘long ago broken 
open by some seeker for treasure’’ 
and containing nothing but scattered 
bricks and dust. 


TORREON FLOODED IN STORM

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CONTINUATIONSCHOOL'S 
STATUS IS DISCUSSED 
Director Tells of Its Work and 
Its Aims in School Bulletin 


for Parents. 








The continuation school, its aims 
and what it accomplishes, is the 
topic discussed by Morris E. Seigel, 
Director of Evening and Continua- 
tion Schools for the City of New 
York, in a recent issue of The School 
Yard. The School Yard was pub- 
lished daily during the exposition 
sponsored recently at Grand Central 
Palace by the United Parents’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Seigel’s article follows: 

“Benjamin Franklin’s autobiogra- 
phy states that when a boy is about 
to leave school to go to work, his 
father took him on a number of 
trips around the City of Boston to 
observe workmen at various occupa- 
tions with the idea of having Ben- 
jamin select the occupation he liked 
best. He wanted to be a sailor, but 
because his brother was a printer 
he was apprenticed to that trade. 

‘“‘The average father today cannot 
accompany his boy to observe the 
common occupations, because even 
should he take the time from his 
business, the various occupations 
have grown so in numbers and com- 
plexity that the boy would be grown 
to manhood before he could make 
the rounds of factories, stc~es and 
industries. There are scores ‘of 
equally important problems facing 
the youth who leaves the full-time 
school under 17 years of age, to 
which a parent cannot give his per- 
sonal attention. 

‘‘Because of the education which 
the State must give to this group, a 
new system of schools has been or- 

anized in New York State. Twen- 

Rags, other progressive States in 
the Union require young people un- 
der 17 years who are not graduates 
of a four-year high school course to 
attend: for four hours a week, be- 
tween the hours of 8 A. M. and 5 
P. M. These schools act in local 
parentis to assist parents in caring 
for their children in the early teen 
ages. 

“The aims of the continuation 
schools are, first of all, to help the 
youth find himself vocationally by 
trying him out in various school 
shops. At the same time, educa- 
tional contacts are continued and he 
obtains the advantages of numerous 
forces which the school can bring 
together, such as the library, school 
doctor, bank, &c. Secondly, after 
trial in various shops and as soon as 
a tentative choice of occupation is 
made, the youth is prepared rapidly 
to hold a position in the type of in- 
dustry he would be apt to succeed. 
Thirdly, on recommendation- of the 
teachers who have carefully watched 
the pupils, the Employment Bureau, 
one of which is connected with every 
school, places the qualified pupils in 
positions for which they have been 
prepared. 

“Fourthly, the pupil may then-be 
transferred to one of the four Cen- 
tral Schools which give extension 
training to improve the work at 
which he is employed. At present, 
there are nearly 70,000 young people 
registered in the fifteen continuation 
schools. Surprisingly few are un- 
employed at any one time and in the 
large majority of cases, the employ- 
ers pay them while attending school.

Prof. Plummer Urges Sounder Basis 
for instalment Business.

PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—Instal- 
ment buying performs a useful func- 
tion and is here to stay, but the 
granting of instalment credit should 
be placed on sounder principles, the 
Philadelphia Association of Credit 
Men was told this week by Professor 
W. C. Plummer of the Wharton 
School of Finance at the University 
of Pennsylvania. Professor Plum- 
mer recently completed a survey of 
the ‘‘time payment’? method of dis- 
tribution. 

‘There should be more careful per- 
sonal credit investigation before 
credit is granted,’’ he said: ‘“‘A re- 
cent survey revealed that where it 
has been necessary to repossess mer- 
chandise the buyer has defaulted 
from the very first. 

“Careful investigation of the buyer, 
then, is the first principle in. sound 
instalment credit. The other impor- 
tant principle is to insist on a down 
payment large enough to give the 
buyer a sense of ownership in the 
article bought. Some sellers made 
the original payment so small that 
the buyer regards himself merely as 
a renter.”’ 

Professor Plummer warned amto- 
mobile finance companies against 
extending credit to bootleggers, de- 
claring them to be “poor credit 
risks.’

MAY PLANT SCALLOPS. 


North Ca.olina Waters Are Suitable, 
Says Investigator. 


Oyster culture is an old, highly de- 
veloped practice, clam planting is a 
matter of considerable importance, 
but scallop culture has yet to be de- 
veloped, declares the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries, observing that 
the known ability of tHe scallop to 
swim has doubtless served-as a bar- 
rier to the planting of this form and 
has offset the advantages of rapid 
growth and high prices. 

Perhaps this is justified In other 
areas; however, it is pointed out in 
a statement issued by the bureau, 
investigations made by James 8S. Gut- 
sell indicate that in the scallop-pro- 
ducing section of North Carolina the 
ability of the scallop to swim need 


not opetate as a barrier to planting 
suitable areas. It has been found 
that scallops of near-by areas show 
distinct differences in size, some- 
times great differences. This and 
other observations have led the in- 
vestigator to believe that sero 
scallops are able to swim short dis- 
tances little shifting of scallops that 
are as much as half grown ordi- 
narily takes place in North Carolina 
waters. 

Nothing definite has been learned 











as to the earliest age at which scal- 
lops may be considered sedentary in 
habit. Very small scallops attach 


themselves to eelgrass and other 
vegetation and so are in danger of 
being moved when this vegetation 
becomes loosened and is carried away 
by the wind and tides. 

Tentative plans were made some 
time ago by the bureau with Com- 
missioner John . Nelson of the 
State Department of Conservation 
and Development for certain experi 
mental plantings. Now a private citi-_ 
zen plans scallop planting on a com- 
mercial scale. He proposes to lease 
bottom at present reported free of 
scallops but said to have grown ex- 
cellent ones in the past. —~ 

In the course of his scallop investi- 
gations in North Carolina, Mr. Gut- 
sell discovered an area in which all 
the scallops taken possessed green 
gills. Since this discovery, says the 
bureau, it has been learned that not 
long ago the oysters of this same sec- 
tion became so green-gilled as to be 
considered unmarketable. 
men who had been going there for 
oysters abandoned this practice. The 
greenness of the scallop gill is stated 
to be due to the presence of green 
pigment in the epithelium of certain 
portions of the gill filaments, very 
much as described by Lankester for 
the green-gilled oyster of Europe and 
later reported for American green-

Mr. Gutsell has compared, micro- 
scopically, the green of the scallop 
gill with the green of the epithelium 
of the visceral mass of the scallop, 
from which it appears distinct.

_Every frequenter of the French 
capital visits at some time the auc- 
tion rooms of the famous Hotel 
Drouot. This establishment. never, 
so to speak, closes its doors. But 
nothing gives. such a charm to an- 
cient treasures as to see them in 
their historic habitat. , 

One of the most interesting ‘auc- 
tion sales of this character will open 
this week to dispose of the treasures 
of the Chateau Defleury en. Biere. 
For this purpose prospective clients, 
instead of being summoned to the 
great showrooms.off the ‘boulevards, 
are invited to motor to the edge of 
the forest of Fontainebleau, no 
from Barbizon and the haunts of 
Millet, Rousseau and Corot. At 
Fleury en Biere a‘ sixteenth century: 
chateau, with a park of several hun- 
see "many of its 
wonderful objects pass under the 
hammer,.. Its 
museum or private collection. 

While-,»many of its. remarkable 
paintings are not positively attributed 
to great artists, those of unques- 
tioned origin include such works as 
Bouchér’s ‘‘Venus Soliciting Vulcan 
to Make the.

TULIPS BLOOM IN BRONX. 


Early Varieties Color Botanical 
Gardens Brilliantly, 


In sheltered spots near the green- 
houses early tulips are blooming in 
the New York Botanical Garden, 
Bronx Park. Over seventy-five’ va- 
rieties are flowering now and later 
the garden will be ablaze with them. 

The colors range from white to 
rose, yellow to gold, and bronze and 
rich. reds, two almost. black, with 
various combinations, and there aré 
singles, doubles and cottage tulips. 
Some of these are full like roses, 
while the long-pointed buds of others 
open in deep single cups. One with 
back-turned petais like ears is the 
Retroflexa, while the Flamingo va- 
riety has scalloped, crinkled petals 
of large size. In singles, there are: 
the Salmonette, Yellow Prince, Ver- 
million Brilliant, Couleur Cardinal, 
and Rising Sun, a peculiar shade of 
yellow; in white, there are Diana and 
White Hawk. The Prince of Aus- 
tria is a tawny red; Proserpina a 
bright clear red. The Pelican and 
Queen Flora are’ pink and white; 
the Wouverman a deep red Bagger om 
and the De Wet is orange, rose- 
hued bloom is the Cottage Maid, and 
the Keizerskroon is striped in yel- 
low and red. 

The double tulips include the white 
Boule de Neige; Titian, red touched 
yellow; Couronne d’Or, a gold color; 
Toreador, red: and yellow; the Im- 
perator Rubrorun, a rich red; Peach 
Blossom, distinctly pink at the cen- 
tre and toning off toward white. 
The Tea Rose is greenish yellow and 
Lac Van Haarlem and Electra are 
cerise. 

The Cottage tulips in flower are 
Amber Crown; Grenadier, red; 
Moonlight, white; Red Flame and 
Orange King. 

The greater part of these were pre- 
sented the garden by the Holland 
Bulb Exporters’ Association of Haar- 
lem, Holland.

Reports recéived by telegraph by 
THe New.

There is a great deal «f disappoint- 
ment in the agricultural States be-| 
cause of the backward state of crops, 
due mainl, to the wave of cold 
weather which swept the country a 
fortnight ago. With the passing of 
this cold wave, however, conditions 
generally have improved and retail 


trade in all parts of the count 
shows a. remarkable degree of accel- 
eration. In the New England. dis- 
trict, for instance,~the volume ‘of 
business has increased about 5 per 
cent. since the first of the year, and 
more: optimistic reports are received 
from such. representative districts 
as. St. Louis, Chicago and Cleveland. 
Business in the Northwest -n. States 
is reported especially active. 


Three Industries Still Lead. 


The industries which continue to 
hold the spotlight are automobile 
manufacturing, iron and steel and 
building construction In building 
construction particularly, the totals 
are well ahead of those for April 
last year and the figures of new 
undertakings establish a, new high 
record for that month. There has 
developed an’ expected lag in iron 
and steel operations, reflected most 
accurately, of course, in lower prices 
for these commodities, but the quota- 
tion recessions have been moderate 
and the second quarter of the year 
for the iron and steel companies 
holds prospect thet net earnings will 
be larger than in the.first quarter. 
Automobile production continues at 
a rapid pace and is the real leader 
at the moment of American indus- 
tries in point of ratios of operations 
and net earnings. Motor sales gen- 
erally are above this time last year. 

Mail order sales volume decreased 
in April, as compared with March, 
by about 4 per cent., but the sales 
were 3.6 per cent. ahead of 1927. 
Indices which are made much of in 
the financial district are the in- 
crease of 6 per cent. in electricity 
production during March as com- 
pared with the same month last year, 
and the 7 per cent. expansion in 
gasoline production. 

Car-loadings have finally swung to 
the black side of the ledger after 
many weeks in which persistent de- 
clines were noted, as compared with 
last year. Apparently, distribution 
of goods is on the increase and 
should show increasing acceleration 
during the next two or three weeks, 
to be traced back to the commergial 
policy of hand-to-mouth buying 
which has greatly restricted the 
normal outflow of manufactured 
goods this Spring. Merchants now 
find these goods in active demand.

The activity of wheat and cotton, 
although prices for both commodities 
shed some of their gains toward the 
end of the week, has been a satis- 
factory. development and has served 
to enliven business in many sections 
of the country.

MINING ADVANCES IN WEST 


Royal Bank Reports Ore Tonnage 
Gains With Advent of Power 
Processes in- British-Coltumbia.

TORONTO, Ont., May 4.—Develop- 
ment of the De Lery property, con- 
sisting of 71,000 acres in the oldest 
gold field of. Quebec, is to be under- 
taken by a syndicate composed of 
Canadian and American mining men 
and financiers, according-to an an- 
nouncement yesterday. 

Among the. persons interested are 
Joseph Errington of Toronto, Frank 
.P. Book, owner of this Book-Cadillac 
Hotel, Detroit; Clement K. Quinn of 
Cleveland, §. Archibald, a mining 
geologist’ of Negaunee, Mich., and 
Malcolm Stobie of Toronto. 

The property, which has been ac- 
quired by the Chaudiere Gold Syndi- 
cate, Ltd., covers about nine miles 
of the Chaudiere River, with a width 
of about six miles on either side, 
about fifty miles southeast of the 
City of Quebec. 

Since ‘the’ discovery in 1835 ‘of 
several large nuggets, the area has 
been the scene-of many crude opéra- 
tions. While placer mining was car- 
ried on in many sections, no pump- 
ing equipment was ever used and no 
scientific attempt has ever been 
made to develop the territory. 

Yet for years gold has been found 
in widely separated places. An esti- 
mate from incomplete records places 
the amount taken out; by the most 


primitive methods, to the end of 1898 
at over $2,000,000. 


Promising Outlook in the West. 


The Royal Bank of Canada, in its 
letter for May, says: 

“The British Columbian mines are 
heavy power users, more particularly 
since the installation of electrolytic 
refining processes at Trail. Since the 
inauguration’ of the new selective 
flotation process for the Sullivan 
Mine ores and the adoption of the 
process to other lead-zinc-silver ores 
in the district, mining has advanced 
rapidly. 

‘‘During the past year the tonnage 
of the Sullivan Mine was increased 
and over one hundred independent 
mines were shipping to the Trail 
customs smelter.

Last 
year the first gold mill was started 
in Manitoba, and work is now under 
way to increase production. 

“In Northern Manitoba the Flin 
Flon property has been given a rigid 
test and work is now under way for 
the erection of a large smelter, while 
other prospects in the district are 
proving up satisfactorily. The out- 
look for mining in Western Canada, 
and particularly in Manitoba, is most 
promising.”’

ALL AMERICA CABLES 
HAS 50TH ANNIVERSARY 


Pioneer in Communication to 
_ Latin Republics Has Grown 
Steadily Since 1878. 


Today is the fiftieth anniversary of 
All America Cables, Inc., a pioneer 
in the development of telegraphic 
communications between the United 
States and Central and South Amer- 
ica. The ‘‘via All America’ route 
now comprises 26,479 miles of sub- 
marine cable and land lines, com- 
paring with 4,587 miles in 1882. This 
extension of facilities has been one 
of the leading factors in. the growth 
of commerce between the United 
States and Latin America. 


The All America Company traces 
its history back to the formation of 
the Mexican Cable Company in 1878 
by the late Captain James A. — 
ser, Civil War veteran, who in 1866 
had founded the International Ocean 
Telegraph Compariy, ‘whose : lines 
were taken over twelve years later 
by the Western Union. le success 
of the Mexican Fen yy h Company; 
sa the Mexican Cable Company was 
later called, led to the early exten- 
sion of the system to Central and 
South America through a separate 
com y known as the Central and 
South American Telegraph Company. 

Early in 1920, under the presidenc 
of John L. Merrill, who had succeed- 
ed Captain Scrymser two years pre- 
viously, the name of the Central and 
South American system was changed 
to All America Cables, Inc. 

The company’s success in reducing 
cable rates stands as a unique ac- 


complishment in the field. Befere| § 


1882 the rate from New York to 
Buenos Aires was $7.50 a word. The 
extension of the All America system 
to Argentina in 1892 brought with it 
a reduction to $3.98 a word. In 1907 
the toll was reduced to $1, and in 
1917 to 50 cents. A further reduction 
to 42 cents was effected last A st, 
and similar reductions have en 
made in the rates to other countries 
of Central and South America and 
the West Indies. The lowering of 
rates has been accom ied by many 
plan mae and sions in ser- 
vice. 


RETURN OF NORWAY 
TO GOLD STANDARD 


Problems of Deflation Encoun- 
tered Before Resumption of 
Gold Payments on May 1. 


By its official return to a free gold 
market, to date from May 1, Norway 
is described by The London Econ- 
omist as having ‘‘at least reached the 
end of her long journey toward the 
restoration of the gold standard. The 
path she set herself to tread has 
proved both long and painful. As long 
ago as 1925 rumors of an imminent 
return. to gold made themselves 
heard, and though they were clearly 


premature they had a profound effect 
upon the economic life of the coun- 
try. During that year alone the price- 
level was forced down by 21 per 
cent., the pound fell from 31.37 kro- 
ner to 23. kroner, and unemploy- 
ment rose from 11.9 to 23.7 per cent. 
During 1926 the pound fell further to 
19.04 kroner, wholesale prices fell by 
16 per cent., and unemployment re- 
mained at:around 25 per cent... 

. ‘Last year the foreign exchanges 
only improved slowly, as the par 2 
of 18.15 kroner to the pound had al- 
ready been nearly regained. The ad+ 
justment of prices to the world level 
was still incomplete, and a further 
fall of 10 per cent. was recorded. By 
the end of the year unemployment 
had risen to 28 per cent. It was ob- 
vious that the way was now clear to 
take the final step, and that an early 
decision was needed to remove the 


| uncertainty that was seriously affect- 


ing the life of the country. Adjust- 
ment is not yet complete, as whole- 
sale prices are still rather more than 
10 per cent. above the world level, 
and until this: last: adjustment is ef- 
fected a revival in trade and decline 
in unemployment may be retarded.’’

BIG MARKETS REACT 
ON EMPLOYES’ STOCK 


National Industrial Conference 
Board Reports Plans Unsettled 
by Present Activity. 


Movements of stock prices on the 
scale experienced in recent months 
tend to imperil the successful carry- 
ing out of employe stock-ownership 
plans, according to reports from 
companies having adopted such 
plans to the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board. The objects of em- 
ploye stock ownership are the foster- 
ing of thrift and an enduring interest 
in the progress of the employing 
company. ; 

. The results brought about by wide 
swings in market prices of securities 
are reported as the opposite of those 
intended. Depression of prices tends 
to create dissatisfaction among the 
employes, while a bull market of the 
proportions experienced of late of- 
fers a great temptation to employe 
stockholders to dispose of: their 
shares. 
-. Some. companies have met these 
difficulties by issuing a special class 
of non-negotiable employe stock, or 
by imposing restrictions on the dis- 
posal of stock which usually is ac- 
quired under special conditions, such 
as offers of stock below market price 
and generally with the advantage of 
long-term instalment payments. In 
some cases bonuses are offered to 
employes for holding their stock over 
a given parton of years. 
he to amount of securities ac- 

quired or now being paid for by em- 
ployes of 315 companies in the United 
tates under employe stock-owner- 
ship plans is estimated by the Con- 
ference Board as in excess of $1,000,- 
000,000, and the number of employes 
articipating at about 800,000, mak- 
ng the average investment of an em- 
ploy about $1,250. The possibility of 
etxension of employe investment 
through this method is indicated by 
the fact that at present little more 
than 3 per cent. of all wage earners 
and salaried workers are stockhold- 
ers under such plans. 


PLANS FOR REVIVAL 
OF BRITISH COAL TRADE 


Two Plans for Reform of Pro- 
dacing and Marketing Methods 
in the Industry. 


After stating that ‘‘it Is difficult to 
find any encouraging features in re- 
viewing the coal trade,’’ the monthly 
review of the Westminster Bank of 
Londo. concludes that the future of 
the coal] mining industry in Great 
Britain ‘‘would appear to depend 
largely on the marketing schemes 
which have iust b2en launched.”’ The 
two distinct plans, both of which 
have now been in operation since the 
beginning of April, the review sums 
up as follows: The South Wales 
scheme embodies (1) a tonnage levy 
on all coal raised; (2) the grouping 
of coals and ‘the fixing of prices for 
each group; (3) penalties for selling 
below the, minimum: price; (4) the 
payment of compensation, out of the 
funds raised by the levy and the pen- 
alties, in respect of shifts lost 
through the operation of the mini- 
mum prices. 

The Midland (or Five Counties) 
scheme has called into being the 
Central Collieries Commercial Asso- 
ciation, and makes the following pro- 
visions:, (1) fixing the basic tonnage 
for each uniertakiag on the basis of 
the output in any of the fifteen years 
ended Dec. 31, 1927, selected by the 
undertaking; (2) the restriction of 
output by the application of a quota 
percentage..to basic tonnages;. (3) 
penalties for raising coal in excess 
of the quota; (4) a tonnage levy on 
all coal raised; (5) the payment, out 
of the funds raised by the levy and

BUSINESS REQUIRING 
HUGEBANKINGFUNDS 


Financial Institutions Adding to 
Their Resources to Care for 
Corporations. 


NEW SOURCES OF PROFITS 


Investment. Subsidiaries Enabled to 
Deal in Securities With In- 
creased Capital. ° 


Increases in the capital funds of 
the three largest financial institu- 
tions jn the United States within less 
than two months have émphasized 
the great expansion that has been 
taking place, even in the last year, 
in banking activity and the tremen- 
dous resources that are necessary to 
care for the financial requirements 
of the corporations of present-day 
size. An important feature cf the 
increases is that they wiil provide 
largely for an expansion 'n dealin 
in securities as well as in straight 
commercial banking operations. 

The National City Bank announced 
on March 23 a plan for an increase 
from. $75,000,000 to $90,000,000 ‘in’ its 
capital, an increase from. $25,000; 
to $45,000,000 in the capital of its in- 
vestment subsidiary, the National 
City Com y, and an increase fcom 
$25,000, to $50,000,000 in the sur- 

lus of the company. Thus, of a net 
mcrease of ,000,000 in capital 
funds, $45,000,000 goes to the invest- 
ment affiliate. 

On April 26 the Chase National 
Bank announced a $40,000,000 addi- 
tion to its capital funds by which the 
capital of the bank was increased 
from, $50,000,000 to $60,000,000, and 
its surplus from $40,000,000 to $60,000,- 
000, and $10,000,000 was added to the 
capital structure of the Chase Secu- 
rities Corporation. 

Last ednesday the 
Trust Company announced an_in- 
crease from ,000,000 to $40,C09,000 
in ew and from $30,000,000 to $50,- 
000, in surplus, a total addition of 
$30,000,000 to its capital funds.

Each of the increases represented 
a handsome distribution to stockhold- 
ers, the value of the National City 
bonus, at market prices, being esti- 


mated at $56,000,000; that of the 
Chase at $26,000,000, and that of the 
Guaranty at $45,000,000. 

The record of the National City in 
capital changes tells the story of the 
expansion that has taken place in the 
New York banking business. In 1900 
the capital of that bank was $1,000,- 
000. In 1920 it stood at $25,000,000, 
and in that year was increased to 
$40,000,000; in 1925 to $50,000,000; in 
1927 to $75,000,000, followed by the 
increase this year to $90,000,000. The 
last previous Increase in the Chase’s 
capital took place last December 
when the bank absorbed the Mutual 
Bank. There has been a steady u 
ward movement in recent years in 
the at 84 and resources of all the 
leading banks of the city. 

Since the banks are permitted to 
lend only 10 per cent. of their avail- 
able funds to any one borrower, large 
capital is necessary to render the 
service required by the industrial 
corporations of today. This limitation 
also applies to the funds which the 
banks may place at the disposal of 
their investment subsidiaries, so that 
the increased capital paves the way 
for larger operations in securities. 
The extraor — activity in the 
stock market a: large rt of this 
year, with relatively high money 
rates, has contributed to the enlarged 
a ae of the banks, but a large 
part of their income has come from 
departments which a. few vears ago 
were considered only incidental. 

Virtually all the large banks have 
investment subsidiaries which under- 
write and distribute securities, and 
the tremendous volume of new flota- 
tions in recent vears has ziven them 
large profits. In additioa, the Na- 
tional City Company, and, to a lesser 
extent, some of the other banks’ suk- 
sidiaries, have entered the common 
stock field. They are becom‘rg var- 
tually partners ‘n business, and ibe 
appreciation in stock values has in- 
creased the value of their equities. In 
the case of one large financial in- 
stitution, the earnings >f the invest- 
ment subsidiary last vear wes suf- 
ficient to pay all dividends, so that 
the entire earnings of the institution 
in straight commercial banking rep- 
resented net profit. Trust depart- 
ments and foreign trading also have 
rolled up large profits for the banks. 


More Room for Banks. 


The enlarged activities have been

SKEPTICISM FELT. 
OVER RISE IN WHEAT 


Middle Western Farm Communi- 
ties Think Reduced Yield Will 
Leave Ample Supplies. 





THINK PRESENT PRICE HIGH 


Not Likely to Be Maintained, but 
Many Help the: Country’s 
Grain Producers.

ABILENE, Kan., May 3.—Present 
prices on the Chicago wheat market 
are considered here to reflect specu- 
lation rather than intrinsic values. 
This view is largely based on the fact 
that even if the estimated shortage 
of 80,000,000 bushels in' the present 
Winter wheat crop is realized there 
was a carry over of 50,000,000 from 
the old crop. We shall still, the 
Middle: Western producers believe, 
have more wheat than we can con- 
sume, even if yields are not above 
the present outlook. 

There are other reasons for skep- 
ticism over the prevalent wheat 
prices. An inch of rain over practi- 
cally all the Southwestern wheat belt 
during the last of this week has given 
a strong basis for expecting matur- 
ity of a crop about ten-year average, 
except in the high plains of Western 
Kansas where 1,500,000 acres are 
els on 10,500,000 acres. Approxi- 
mately that of 1926 and 35.000,000 
more than last year. Oklahoma, 
with nearly. a 5,000,000 acreage, has 
an exceptionally good outiook, and 
is likely to doublt its last year’s rec- 
ord of 33,000,000 bushels.

HOPEFUL.OF BUSINESS | 
DURING REST OF 1928 


Inferences From Past 4. Months 
—Stock Market a Problem 
By Itself.

With production and demand 
nearer a balance than they have 
been in many months and with 
prices approaching a level which 
producers ‘consider satisfactory, the 
copper industry, for the first time 
since the most. recent . depression 
overtook it in the early part of 1927, 
is becoming stabilized and is estab- 
lishing itself on a profitable basis. 

This has been reflected recently in 
the market for copper metal:and cop- 
per products and in the dealings in 
listed stocks of the leading com- 
panies of the industry. The recovery 
of the copper industry is, in fact, 
looked upon in Wall Street as one of 
the most encouraging developments 
of the recent past. Neglected for 
some time, the copper shares re- 
cently have been enjoying something 
of a boom. 

The reviving demand for copper 
and its products in the United States 
as well as overseas is having its ef- 
fect on the earriings of the principal 
American companies, and present in- 
dications are that the 1928 results 
will. show that normal conditions 
have been restored in the industry. 
The 1927 earnings, ,generally speak- 
ing, were unsatisfactory in compar- 
ison with 1926 and previous years. 
The improvement, however, began to 
reflect itselfin ‘the latter Boi of 
1927 and has done so more ‘iking- 
ly during the first four months of 
1928. The reports for the first quar- 
ter of this year that haye come out 
thus far show substantial gains over 
the same period of last year, the 
earnings running from 20 to 40 per 
cent. higher in some instances. 

Metal Market Is Stronger. 


The metal market is stronger than 
it has been at any time since early 
last Autumn and prices are higher 
than they have been in a year and a 
half. The very large export demand 
is responsible to a great extent for 
this strength, although the domestic 
demand has also shown progressive 
improvement. Increased activity has 
been noted recently in the industries 
which are the largest consumers of 
copper in.this country. These in- 
clude building and construction 
lines, manufacturers of electrical 
equipment and appliances, automo~- 
oo manufacturers and public utili- 

es. 

The Copper Institute, which was 
formed last Autumn and in which 
nearly all of the principal producers 
hold membership, has done much to 
adjust production to demand, while 
Copper Exporters, Inc., has proved 
an effective agency in cultivating and 
stabilizing the foreign markets. Both 
of these organizations are now func. 
tioning smoothly and harmoniously. 

Figures recently compiled show 
how’ production and shipments to 
consumers have been adjusted during 
the first three months of this year. 
In the following tables, compiled by 
Hornblower & Weeks, are shown 
North and South American. produc- 
tion, shipments to consumers, re- 
fined copper stocks’on hand, and re- 
fined and. blister stocks in sight, 
figures being given in tons:

admitted purpose of allowing broker 
houses in its membership to get their 
books posted up to date.’ Saturday 
holidays on a Stock Exchange; whén 
the rest of the business community 
goes to work as usual, are: not in 
themselves exceptional. The New 
York Stock Hxchange has frequently 
stopped business on a Saturday when 
a legal holiday occurréd on Friday. 
Even European Stock Exchanges are 
notoriously prone to shut up shop on 
the last day of every week. The 
New York Exchange was not at all 
put out when it was asked to close 
on the: war-time ‘‘heatless days.’ 
But on none of those occasions was 
the holiday declared, as those of 
April .7,, April .21 and May. 5,.1928, 
have been, because brokers .in «the 
Stock Exchange membership had too 
many orders to execute and post in 
business hours. 

One before, on April 27, 1901, the 
New York Stock Exchange closed on 
a Saturday actually for that reason, 
although the purpose was disguised 
by ascribing the day’s suspension to 
the removal of the Exchange’s quar- 
ters from its old building to its tem- 
porary quarters in the Produce Ex- 
change. Twelve days afterward the 
speculation itself collapsed. Wall 
Street itself remarked, when pick- 
ing up the fragments of the ‘‘boom”’ 
a few weeks later, that any one ought 
to have known what ‘was coming 
when the Stock Exchange had con- 
fessed that speculative excitement 
had become so great as to break 
down the facilities for conducting it 
But we know now that the philoso 
phers of 1901 were wrong; for the 
speculation of 1928 has survived the 
Stock Exchange’s plea of exhaustion 
as comfortably as it has survived the 
unfriendly “gestures’’ of the Federal 
Reserve. 

At the end of another week which 
has been interesting for the un- 
avowed but freely recognized conflict 
between the Reserve banks and the 
stock market, it is more than usually 
difficult to say what the real prob- 
abilities of the situation are. The 
stock market presents an undoubted- 
ly curious problem, even to those 
who believe that its action has been 
entirely normal. It has been a famil- 
iar contention that thé season’s spec- 
ulation could not be fairly described 
as reckless, because it had been pur- 
sued on a “selective plan,’’ and be- 
cause stocks of companies whose 
condition did not warrant rising 
prices had actually declined. 

The fact of numerous declines from 
the year’s highest prices, running in 
some active shares to 15 or 20 points, 
is quite indisputable. But the rea- 
soning would possibly be more con- 
vincing if it could be shown that the 
same stocks were now no higher than 
the lowest of the year—not to say 
than the still lower level of 1927. 
Examination of these relative figures 
will produce some strange results, 
for it will prove, even in shares which 
have fallen heavily from the 1928 
highest, that they are mostly far 
above 1927. The present market is 
rightly judged by the action of the 
shares on which the full fury of 
speculation has converged. Yet, if 
the advance of the last few weeks 
or months is to continue indefinitely, 
the picture presented to the imagina- 
tion would be strange. Measured in 
this way, the question of the mar- 
ket’s longer future becomes puzzling 
even to the speculative enthusiast, if 
he confronts the question fairly.; But 
at this stage of a movement he does 
not often do so. 

The most plausible explanation of 
the stock market of 1928 is that, like 
the similar spectacular demonstra- 
tions of 1919 and 1905 and 1901 and 
1872, it represents the breaking-loose 
of enthusiasm over the sudden realiz- 
ing of the immense financial and in- 
dustrial achievement of the four or 
five preceding years. Nothing in 
financial history has equaled the 
American achievement that stands as 
the background for the present mar- 
ket, and nothing in the history of 
Stock Exc! nges has equaled the re- 
sponse to it on Wall Street. The fact 
that the speculative movement has 
reached its height when some of the 
elements in that background seemed 
to be changing is perhaps immate- 
rial. That was true also of the 
greater speculations of the past.

Picking “Split-Up Stocks.” 


It has always been an interesting 
pastime for certain brokerage inter- 
ests to compile periodically a list 
of stocks with split-up or stock divi- 
dend possibilities. One broker, with 
more candor than the average com- 
piler, got out a list last week which 
he said merited attention only for 
the reason that the stocks included 
were selling above $150 a share. 
Among those listed were General 
Motors, Woolworth, du Pont, General 
Electric, Radio, American Smelting,

The Reserve Ratio. 


‘ Decline of the reserve ratio of the 
twelve Federal banks in Thursday’s 
statement to 70% per cent. of notes 
and deposits attracted attention 
partly because it showed a 5 per cent. 
decline since March 21, but mostly 
because comparisons showed the per- 
centage to be the lowest reported in 
the first week of May during any 
year since 1921. During the six-year 
interval the lowest reserve ratio in 
the corresponding week was 74% in 
1926, the highest 82% in 1924. It was 
pointed out, however, that the 
present reserve ratio is by no means 
abnormally low, if the records of all 
seasons are compiled. It stood as 
low as 67% at the opening of last 
January and went below 70 in De- 
cember of the three preceding years. 
Since only a 35 per cent: reserve is 
required by law against deposits and 
40 per cent. against note circulation, 
the present figure is still far above 
the prescribed minimum. Bankers

Gold Exports Break Records. 


' News that $29,000,000 gold had been 
sent abroad by Saturday’s steamers,

The Federal Reserve 
Bank’s recent monthly* bdafletin 
showed that the net loss of gold.on 
export, since the movement began 
last September, was. .$352,000,000, a 
considerable part of which was ‘‘ear- 
marked gold.’’

Traditions of May. 


It was remarked on the Stock Ex- 
change last week that the month of 
May has very frequently been the 
occasion for a turn in‘the general 
situation, sometimes in an unex- 
pected direction, sometimes along 
previously predicted lines. Reference 
to the record.showed that it was 
last May in which the reaction 
of business . activity. began’. which 
reached considerable proportions in 
the Autumn, wheréas it was in May 
of 1927 and 1926 that the upturn in 
trade and finance became distinctly 
pronounced. May was a bad month 
in 1924 and 1923, but a month of 
pronounced revival in 1922, The 
month has certain older historical 
traditions of its own. It was on the 
9th of May that the great stock spec- 
ulation of 1901 collapsed. It was 
during the same month in 1919 that 
the markets and the business com- 
munity suddenly discovered that the 
prevalent idea of an immediate post- 


war reaction was wrong, and in May 
the revival which swept into the in- 
flation started. On the other hand, 
it was in May of 1920 that a series 
of events gave formidable warning 
of the coming deflation, the month 
being co uently marked by ex- 
amely violent reaction, both in 
general trade and on the Stock Ex- 
change.

Reserve Banks and “Open. Market.” 


A somewhat new turn Was given to 
the discussion of the deadlock be- 
tween the Reserve Banks and the 
stock market by an analysis of the 
open market operations of the Re- 
serve banks, published conspicuously 
in yesterday’s Financial Chronicle. 
It was pointed out that, whereas, in 
the five weeks from March 28 to 
May 2 the Reserve banks reduced by 
$93,000,000 their holdings of Govern- 
ment securities, rediscounts by mem- 
ber banks at the Federal Reserve in- 
creased $233,000,000 in the same five 
weeks. Of this increase in redis- 
counts it is shown that only $44,740,- 
000 was made on holdings of com- 
mercial paper, the balance of $118,- 
218,000 being loans secured by Gov- 
ernment collateral, the increase in 
that type of rediscounts at.the New 
York bank alone being’ $97,151,000. 
The Chronicle says that “itis easy 
to see what has been going’on; the 
Réserve banks sold their holdings of 
Govrnment. bonds to the. bank and 
then the banks took these Govern- 
ment bonds around to the reserve in- 


stitutions and borrowed on them 
again.’”’ The Chronicle’s conclusion 
is that selling of Government securi- 
ties is an imperfect restriction on the 
money market so long as rediscount 
facilities are open. The Chronicle 
adds that ‘‘the sale of. Government 
securities frightened neither. the 
speculators nor the banks which sup- 
plied them with the means: for car- 
rying on their speculation. |

Japan, Fourth in 1927, Was 14 
Per Cent. Setting the 
Previous Year. 


More than one-third of all Ameri- 
Cam exports last year went to the 
United Kingdom and Canada, as 
shown in an analysis on ‘‘Our World 
Trade in: 1027" just made-public by 
the Foréign Commerce Department 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. Each country took 


slightly more than 17 per cent. of 
the total. 

These two destinations staged a 
close race for first place as the lead- 
ing market of the United States. At 
the end of the first quarter of the 
year the United Kingdom was oiir 
best customer by a margin over 
Canada of $62,834,000... At the half, 
Canada had reduced the iead of the 
United Kingdom to $12,203,000. At 
the ‘three-quarter post, Canada had 
taken the lead for the first time in 
our foreign trade history, with a 
margin of $32,223,000. However, the 
United Kingdom came back strong 
im the final quarter; regained her 
lead, and nosed out Canada for the 
year by the slim margin of $4,188,000. 

“It noted,’’ says the an- 
alysis, “‘that Canada is our next-door 
neighbor, with a population of less 
than. 10,000,000; and the United

‘The value of our sales to the 
United Kingdom in 1927 was $840,- 
000,000, or 14 per cent. below the 
amount of her purchases in 1926. Our 

to Canada in 1927 amounted 
to ,000,000, which was 13 per 
cent, greater than the 1926 figure. 
The value of Germany’s purchases 
from us was $483,000,000, an amount 
nearly one-third greater than the to- 
tal of the preceding year. Germany 
was our third best customer. 
American purchases by Japan, 
our fourth leading market, amounted 
to $258,000,000, a decrease from her 
1926 purchases of about 1 per cent. 
Purchases by Frafice in 1927 were 
lower than in 1926, the total of 
,000,000 being 13 per cent. off 
from the figures of the preceding 
year. These five markets—United 
Kingdom, Canada, Germany, Japan 
and France—have been our five best 
customers since 1920, purchasing 
more than half of our total sales to 
foreign countries. 

“In 1927 Argentina rose from ninth 
to sixth place among the leaders, her 

rchases from us amounting to 

163,000,000, or 14 per cent. greater 
than in 1926. 

“Exports to Australia amounted to 
$150;000,000, or 6 per cent less than 
in 1926. Cuban a were also 
smaller than in 1926, our total ship- 
ments to that country for 1927 
amounting to $155,000,000, or about 
3 per cent. below the figures of the 
preceding year. 

“A substantial increase was noted 
in Our exports to the Netherlands, 
her purchases in this country total- 
ing $148,000,000, a gain of-$12,000,000, 
or 9 per cent. Other increases in- 
Belgium, $16,902,000, or 17 
per cent; Spain, $5,566,000, or 8 per 
cent.; Philippine Islands, $873,000, or 
1.3 per cent.; Soviet Russia, $15,588,- 
000, or 32 per cent.; British India 
$18,284,000, or 27 per cent., and Den- 


sales to Poland and Danzig and 
Czechoslovakia more than doubled. 

“Smaller purchases of American 
goods were made by Italy, the de- 
eréase amounting to $25,752,000, or 16 
per cent.; Mexico, decline $25,842,000, 
or 19 per cent.; Brazil, $6,702,000, or 
7 per cent., and China, $26,694,000, 
or 24 per cent. 

‘‘Although imuorts from every part 
of the world showed losses in 1927, 
the decrease in imports from Europe 
was only $9,616,000—less than 1 per 
cent. ia sustained the greatest 
loss—$143,809,000—10 per cent. below 

e 1926 imports from that continent. 

“Purchases from five of our ten 
chief sources of supply were larger 
in 1927 than in 1926. These ten coun- 
tries furnished us with nearly two- 
thirds of all our imported merchan- 
dise in 1927. Japan and China, Ger- 
many and France and Cuba all sold 
us more goods in 1927 than in 1926, 
while imports from Canada, United 
Kingdom, British Malaya, Brazil and 
Mexico declined. 


METAL CONSUMPTION GAINS. 


Survey Shows Europe Is Big Factor 
in World Record. 


Recovery of Europe as a consumer 
of metals has become a dominant 
factor in establishing a new high 
record in the metal industries of the 
world, according to the National 
Bank of.Commerce, in a survey of 
the world situation.

CHANGES IN COKE MAKING. 


By-Product Ovens Produced 86 Per 
Cent. of Total Last Year. 


The outstanding change in the coke 
industry in the United States in the 


last fifteen years has been the tran- Leathe 


sition from the beehive oven to a by- 


product oven. The by-product process | 9! 
in 1927 produced 86 per cent. of the} Pp: 


total, a new record, says a review 
of the industry by the National Bank 
of Commerce. 

“The beehive coking process by 
which nothing is. recovered except 
coke,’”’ explains the bank, ‘‘produced 
about three-fourths of all coke in 
1913; in 1927 less than one-seventh 
of the United States coke production 
came from beehive ovens: About 
o..e-seventh of the annual production 
of bituminous coal is used in making 
coke, and the yearly value of coke 
and by-products produced is now 
more than $400,000,000. 

Coke is the solid residue from the 
destructive distillation of coal. The 
process of making coke consists, 
roughly, of driving off the volatile 
elements from suitable grades of bi- 
tuminous coal at a temperature of 


about 1,000 degrees centigrade. The 
coal is: prevented from burning as it 
does in a furnace by admitting only 
@ small amount of air. In beehive 
ovens it takes from forty-eight to 
seventy-two hours from the time the 
oven is charged with coal until the 
process is completed, and in by-prod- 
uct ovens from twelve to eighteen 
hours. The coke produced weighs be- 
tween 60 and 70 per cent. of the 
weight of the coal. 

‘By-product coke was first pro- 
duced in the United States in 1893, 
but the annual output did not reach 
1,000,000 tons until 1900. Production 
increased at an aver rate of a 
little less than 1,000, tons a year 
to 13,000,000 tons .in 1913. In 1927 
the 43,921,000 tons of by-product coke 
produced constituted 86 per cent. of 
the total. 

“In 1926 the average yield per ton 
of coal charged into by-product ovens 
was 1,394 pounds of coke, 8.3 gallons 
of coal] tar, 21.7 pounds of ammonium 
sulphate, 2.8 gallons of light oil and 
11,100 cubic feet of gas. The value of 
the four primary by-products, gas, 
tar, ammonia and light oils, which 
were sold in 1926, amounted to $134 
000,000, or over 40 per cent. of the 
value of the coke produced. This is 
an increase over 1918 of $59,000,000. 

*“‘Accompanying the change from a 
beehive oven basis to a by-product 
oven basis has been a change in the 
centres of production. As over four- 
fifths of all by-product coke is pro- 
duced by plants associated with iron 
rnaces, and as these furnaces can 
utilize the surplus gas to advantage, 
there is a grouping of by-product 
plants at th: centres of pig-iron pro- 
duction. Of the total gas output 
from by-product ovens about two- 
fifths is consumed in heating the 
ovens, over one-third is used by steel 
and other related plants, and one- 
fifth is distributed for industrial and 
domestic purposes.

ning Building at Lafayette College 
in Easton, Pa. Striking instances of 

greatly inereased daily per capita 
or onestion of ore or coal at American 
mining operations were cited by Mr.

“To meet nigh labor ‘and supply 
costs, a gold mine in Alaska so 
proved its mining methods that over 

eriod of years it has produced 
foreyeanven tons per man-shift, using | 22 
an average of only one-quarter of 
a pound of explosives per ton of ore. 
These are examples of what the best 
American engineers have done but 
not the best they will do. It is all 
a part of the American ‘speeding up 
process,’ *whefeby it appears that:the 
average workman in the United 
States now puts out thirty times as 
much as the average man in China, 
Russia, or India; almost fourteen 
times more than the native of Italy 
or Japan; eight times as much as the 
worker in Poland; more than three 
times as much as the native of 
France or Australia; two and a half 
times as much as the German; nearly 
two-thirds more than the workman of 
Great Britain, and almost. one-half 
more than the Canadian, who is our 
nearest rival. 


Coal Output Increased By Machines. 


“In considering bituminous coal 
mining, it should be ‘remembered 
that under-cutting machines, replac- 
ing hand picks, were first introduced 
about 1890, and that from 1890 to 
1924 the average production per man 
per day had risen from about two 
and one-half to more than four and 
one-half tons. Contemporaneously, 
the percentage of. coaliproduced by 
under-cutting has risen from noth- 
ing to about 70 per cent. of the total 
coal mined.-: Other factors enter into 
this. increase. in each miner’s pro- 
ductivity, but it is generally consid- 
ered that under-cutting machines 
have, in the case of bituminous coal, 
increased the output per man-shift 
at least 50 per cent. Shooting off the 
solid in bituminous mines is steadily 
decreasing and is now restricted to 
about 11 per cent. ‘of’ our total :pro- 
duction. ‘ Coalloading machines are 
being rapidly installed, the quantity 
of coal loaded by machinery having 
increased: five-fold -since 1923. 

“We have lived to see. electricity 
largely supplant steam and com- 
agree air underground. .The mule 

s disappearing from. the mines, and 
the operations equipped with electric 
haulage now produce 86 per cent. of 
the total output. The panel system 
of mining, whereby large coal mines 
are opened by independent units, is 
making’ progress... Thirty years ago 
a 2, ton «mine was a large pro- 
ducer, whereas. today operations are 
tending toward. a larger unit basis, 
so that 5,090 to 10,000 ton mines ‘are 
now not uncommon. 

“The anthracite: engineers have in- 
creased their percentage of recovery 
from as low as 40 per cent. in 1880 
to a present average of 65 per cent. 
These advances have been made pos- 
sible by steady’ improvements in 
equipment; particularly the general 
introduction of electricity. Natural 
conditions have limited the use of 
cutting machines in anthracite mines 
to about 2 yer cent, of the output, 
but in the adoption of face conveyors 
the anthracite mines are ahead of 
the bituminous... Especially: signifi- 
cant has been the progress in an- 
thracite proparstiod. through in- 
creasing size of the breakers and the 
introduction of new methods of both 
wet and dry cleaning of coal. Sales 
of the small sizes (including pea) 
have been built up from 23 pers cent, 
of the shipments in 1890 to 35 per 
cent. in 1925. 

“Within economic limitations, re- 
cent developments in ferrous metal- 
lurgy tend either toward increased 
quantity or improved quality. By in- 
creasing the size and: the mechanical 
perfection of the iron-blast: furnace, 
greatly increased outputs have been 
attained; the same tendency. is’ seen 
all the way to the open-hearth-steel 
plant. Quality products, such as new 
alloys or compounds having special 
properties, are increasingly in de- 
mand and exert industrial influences 
all out of proportion to their weight 
er volume; Iron alloys containing 
tungsten, chromium, molybdenum 
cobalt, nickel and-vanadium have all 
become of tremendous industrial im- 
portance since the beginning of this 
century; new methods of heat-treat- 
ment are also noteworthy. 

Ores Treated by Flotation.

**Since 1921,’’ the survey says, “the 
American cotton industry has passed 
through a complete cycle of produc- 
tion and prices. .In 1921,--with a

cedented boll-weevil damage, the 
crop Was the smallest in twenty-six 
years. Two more years of inadequate 
crops resulted in prices exceeded in 
‘recent years only during the World 
War. Because of the stimulus of 
these high prices the cotton -acre- 
age was greatly expanded. Nature 
became kinder, and in 1926 the boll- 
weevil damage was | insignificant. 
The result was the largest American 
cotton crop on_ record. ices. 
dropped precipitately, the 1927 acre- 
age was reduced, the __ boll-weevil 
again became active and the 1927 
crop was the smallest since 1923. 

‘‘Foreign production has: followed 
somewhat the same course as Amer- 
ican production. The 1921 world cot- 
ton production was far under the 
pre-war average, but by 1924 the 
world production had passed the pre- 
war level. e world cotton acre- 
age reached its peak in 1925, with 
88,106,000 acres, and world produc- 
tion in 1926, with 28,000,000 bales. 

“American cotton production has 
shown no indication of becomin 
stabilized; consequently, British ef- 
forts to secure independent supplies 
continue despite the low prices of 
1926-27. The increase in British pro- 
duction of cotton:-of such grades as 
will enable ‘it to compete with Amer- 
ican cotton necésarily will be slow, 
however. Lack of transportation 
facilities in Africa is probably the 
greatest drawback.

Gorton James Holds That Those 
Who Criticize Conditions 
Fail to Keep Up. 


@ALES NO GUIDE TO PROFIT 


‘on Larger Volume Liable 
_  @@ Wipe Out Margins Expected 
from New Business. 


ts of “‘profitiess prosper- 
and talk of ‘‘over-capacity”’ are 
mainly due to obsolete ways of doing 
Qusiness, according to Gorton James, 
@hief of the Domestic Commerce Di- 
vision of the Department of Com- 
merce. In a statement especially pre- 
pared for THE Times, Mr. James dis- 
Cusses the manufacturing and sales 
situation as he sees it. 

“Many business men,’’ Mr. James 
@ays, “are complaining that. their 
trade has overproduction or over- 
eapacity, and that as a result compe- 
tition has become so keen that no 
one makes any profit. This complaint 
is not confined to any one or two 
trades, but ‘comes quite generally 
from all the older industries. 

“What has happened is that many 
innovations, not only in the me- 
chanical processes of production, but 
in the methé of doing business, 
were introduced during and imme- 
diately after the war years. New con- 


cerns jumped in with the newer 
methods and many of them have 
been taking business' away from 
their old type competitors. e lat- 
ter find sales harder and harder to 
make as more modern competitors 
enter the field. Hence comes the 
ery. of overcapacity. 
When Sales Meant Profits. 

"In the ‘good old days,’ that is, up 
to, say, 1910, all business that was 
half. way properly managed yielded 
@ profit. The habit was formed: of 
thinking of business in terms of 
gross sales. More sales meant more 
profits. That is not 80 today. Case 
after case comes to thé attention of 
the Domestic Commerce Division of 
the Department of Commerce of in- 
creased sales being won at an ex- 
pense greater than the profits of the 
mew business. 4 

“Another carry over from an age 
of different business conditions’ is 
the idea that cash sales are more 


profitable than sales:on credit. Now, 
with more scientific credit methods 
and fair borrowing terms, and also 
with narrower. profit margins, the 
differences. in the costs of the two 
methods of sales bécome important. 
It has not been proved yet, but there 
are some who believe that the ad- 
ditional costs of cash selling arising 
from greater selling effort, more sell- 
ing time, greater inventory shrink- 
age, less efficient store eontrol and 
other -special costs more than. bal- 
ance the rélatively slight credit 
losses where credit extension is 
wisely administered. ; 
‘There is a third fallacy which has 
many business menyastray, and 
that is the notion that one can ‘elim- 
inate the middleman.’ The process 
of <dllecting goods in buik and dis- 
tributing in small lots to retailers 
must be carried out by some one. It 
requires warehousing and the invest- 
ment of capital both in fixed prop- 
erty and in inventory.

Coal Mined by Machinery 
Pashed Past Profit Stage 


Although the actual figures are 
lacking, it is probable that 85 to 
90 per cent: of the coal mined in 
the Ruhr district during 1927 was 
produced with labor-saving de- 
vices, reports the office of the 
American Commercial Attaché in 
Berlin to the Department of Com- 
merce. In 1924, the first post- 
war year with stable conditions in 
Germany; the report adds, about 
25 per cent. of the Ruhr coal was 
mined mechanically. The purpose 
of the increase in machine mining 
was to reduce the cost of produc- 
ing coal in order to permit com- 
pétition with the English mines.

“‘One of the past week’s features,” 
report Pacific Mills, ‘‘was the vol- 
wr buying. of: bleached goods, in 
contrast to the moderate orders. pre- 
org Ogee Percale business has 
also - been. of larger. volume lately. 
The trade apparently realizes that 
prices are low, and that it can oper- 
ate for Fall with full . confidence. 
Business in wash goocs has been 
fair “to good. Rayons have been 
quiet during the week, but there 
were indications of increasing buyer 
interest near the end. Prospects for 
May are tree good in thé dry 
goods field.’’ 

A good response on the part of 
buyers to their Fall openes is indi- 
cated by the Botany Worsted Mills, 
whose report says: ‘‘Women’s coat- 
ings are selling best at the moment, 
and prominent. among these fabrics 
are broadcloths, high-lustre and 
semi-lustre goods, kashas,  &c. 
Napped coatings are. also active, 
among them a novel basket weave 
suéde. In the dress fabrics there 
is a good call for lightweight tweeds 
with border selvage. This selvage, 
which is used as a trimming, is 
usually of a deeper tone of the 
tweed. Also moving well is a worsted 
with a novel chevron stripe effect 
in the border. This border is also a 
deeper tone than the body of the 
fabrics. Lightweight woolens for all 
dresses are generally favored. Among 
these is a wool georgette that has 
been held over from the Spring sea- 
son’and that is still going strong.” . 

Features have been few in men’s 
wear fabrics during the past fort- 
night, except for the advances on 
certain lines in the general market, 
report Pincus, Sachs & Co., sellin 
agents for the Cleveland ‘Worste 
Mills. ‘‘The wool situation is very 
strong,’’ they say, ‘‘and has given a 
firm undertone to the goods market. 
Buying for Spring is ‘over, with 
stocks well cleaned up. Duplicate 
Fall business is coming in slowly 
from the manufacturing’ clothiers, 
which we attribute to the bad 
weather during April. This retarded 
the movement of Spring lines of 
made-up merchandise, and gave the 
retailers little incentive for orderin 
Fall apparel in advance. The effec

DRUG STORE STOCKS 
ANALYZEDINSURYEY 


Larger Retailers Found to Have 
Most of the “Fast Sellers” 
in All Groups. 


MANY OVER THE AVERAGE 


One Concern Carries 38 Halr. Tonics, 
but Another Has Reported 
Only Two Brands.

One of the most interesting of the 
early results of the toilet goods sim- 
plification census now being carried 
on by the Druggists’ Research Bu- 
reau is that the larger stores queried 
have in stock the most fast sellers in 
all of the thirteen classifications in 
the questionnaire. The census; which 
has been preceded by a ‘‘pathfinder”’ 
inquiry, is expected by the bureau to 
bring out data of considerable value 
to retail druggists and to those stores 
which operate d departments. 

About 3,000 replies the census 

uéestionnairé have been received 50 
ar, oa to pa gee 8 E. L. 
Newcomb of the buréau. Dr. New- 
comb said yesterday that between 
10,000 and 15,000 oy are expect- 
ed, and that when: these are in hand 
the bureau will have data on which 
to base classified reports for every 
State in the Union. 

“Preceding the general census,’’ 
Dr. Newcomb continued, ‘'a ques- 
tionnairé similar t6 the one used in 
it was.sent to 250 retail druggists in 
New York State and the City of 
Philadelphia. This brought out some 
very interesting facts. From the re- 

lies received in the general census 
the indications are that the data ob- 
tained will prove the findirigs of the 
‘pathfinder.’ ’’ : 


Sent to Three Types. 
Dr. Newcomb went on to explain 
that the ‘‘pathfinder,”’ or preliminary 
census questionnaires, had been sent 
to three ‘types of stores—those doing 


a business of under $60 a day, those 
between $60 and $100 a day, and 
those over $100 a The lines 


queried about were: hair tonics, hair 


dressings, shampoos, shaving prep- 
arations, tooth pastes, face powders, 
rouge comipacts, lipsticks, cold 
creams, vanishing creams, perfume 
extracts, toilet waters and talcum 
powders, 

“An analysis of the replies to the 
questionnaire by. Paul Olsen, a 
member of the Directing Committee 
of the bureau and Faculty member 
of the-Wharton School of Finance. 
shows that many of the stores which 
answered reported. stocks far above 
the average,’’ Dr. Newcomb resumed. 
“One store, he found, had thirty- 
éight different brands of hair tonics 
on hand, and this store was doing 
under $60.a day. Others had more 
than twice the usual number of 
brands, and what Mr. Olsen found 
true of hair tonics was also found 
true of the other twelve lines asked 
about. 

‘Conversely, one store doing be- 
tween $60 and $100 a day was found 
to carry only two brands of hair 
tonics, and others carried less than 
50 per cent. of the average stocks of 
all lines. As Mr. Olsen points out, 
one group of these stores is losing 
elk pe because it. has sig money 
ied: up in ‘dead’ stock. e other is 
losing sales and profits because of 
failure to provide what customers 
want to buy. 

“In all the thirteen lines studied in 
the preliminary test Mr. Olsen finds 
that the tendency is for the largest 
stores to: car larger assortments 
than the smaller stores. He raises 
the question whether the largest 
stores do not keep themselves the 
largest by having more complete and 
varied stocks. 


Trade Area Limited. 


“One thing -which Mr. Olsen 
stresses in his analysis-is that drug 
stores sell mostly ‘convenience goods’ 
—small items for which customers 


will not go very. far out of their way. 
This means that the area from which 
any one store can draw its patronage 
is limited. This limits the retail 
druggist to three ways of increasing 
volume—sales to new customers, 
which have definite limitations; 
larger sales of merchandise already 
in stock to present customers, and 
sales 6f new goods to present cus- 
tomers. It is obvious, Mr. Olsen 
points. out, the druggist’s main hopes 
for increased business lie in the sec- 
ond and third ways.’’ eat 

Taking the showings of New York 
State stores in the tables drawn uj 
from data received in the prelim 
nary census, Dr. Newcomb showed 
that the usual number of brands ¢ar- 
ried by stores doing under $60 a day 
ranged from 6 lines of perfume ex- 
tracts and toilet waters to 22 lines of 
face powders and talcum powders. 
The range in the stores running from 
$60. to $100 a day in sales, he showed, 
was from 8 brands of toilet waters 
‘to 30 face powders. In stores with a 
volume of over $100 a day the range 
of toilet stocks was from 10 lines of 
lipsticks to 41 lines of face powders. 

“The table showing the average 
number of. rion-selling brands on 
hand is interestin 
foregoing figures,’’ Dr. Newcomb 
continued. ‘‘In the ‘under $60’ group 
the non-sellers ranged from zero in 
perfume extracts to 12 face and tal- 
cum powders. In the ‘$60 to $100’ 
group this range was from 2 toilet 
water lines to 15 facé powders. With 
the ‘over $100’ stores 2 lines of toilet 
waters. failed to sell, and from that 
point the non-sellers ranged up to 
21 linés of face powders. : 

“A significant thing here is touched 
on by Mr. Olsen in his analysis. It

RE favorable weather 
brought a quick response in 
retail trade toward the end 
of the week. Clearance sales 
are under way to a good start, and 
the retailers expect to make up for 
some of the ground they have lost 
in recent weeks. Considerable inter- 
est is reported in new offerings for 
Summer and stocks have been 
‘sweetened’ with these numbers in 
order to obtain a quicker clearance. 
As was suspected, April does not 
furnish very satisfactory reports on 
trade volume. There were, of course, 
several special circumstances that 
held down the showing. For one 
thing, Easter came earlier and some 
of the holiday shopping was done in 
March. -Then: there was one less 
business day last nth and also a 
Saturday less than in the same month 
last year. 

Reflecting .these particular condi- 
tions, as well as unfavorable weather 
and other adverse factors, mail-order 
sales of: the two largest companies 
dropped 1.3 per cent. under April, 
1927. This loss brought the increase 
for the first four months of the year 
down to 3.6 per cent. A large chain 
also reported a sales volume for the 
month under a year ago, and it is 
likely that the department store fig- 
ures may average about 3 per cent. 
lower. But since the present month 
has an extra selling day, the next 
comparison may be more favorable. 
Buyers in the wholesale merchan- 
dise markets have beet more or less 
conspicuous by their sparsity. Ex- 
cept for one or two spurts, the num- 
ber all season has been under nor- 
mal. Several weeks of active selling 
in the stores, however, is expected to 
change this. :

In the latest carloading figures, 
however, there is finally evidence of 
some pick-up. The total has drawn 
much closer to a year ago, and in the 
important.groups of merchandise and 
miscellaneous freight the volume has 
passed the figures of 1927. It is not 
at all certain that the general busi- 
ness movement will smooth out in the 
near future, but, at any rate, there 
seéms reason to believe that indus- 
trial activity has become somewhat 
better distributed. _ 

The key lines cofttinuie to keep very 
busy. Building during April may 
have set a record-and the high rate 
of automobile production was sus- 
tained. Price weakness is a little 
more pronounced in the steel market, 
but it remains to be.seen if.this re- 
flects an important let-down in the 
consuming industries. : 

Despite the spottiness that has pre- 
‘vailed in business, the failure report 
for April did hot make an unsatisfac- 
tory showing. In number, one agency 
reported a drop of 7.6 per cent. under 
April, .1927, and liabilities were re- 
duced 34 per cent. There was, how- 
éver, 2 rather sharp risé last wéek.

He point- 
ed- out that the improved condition 
of the organization was not due to 
larger sales or higher prices, because 
both had beep lower. He traced re- 
sults to é6conomiés in operations ef- 
fected through concentration of prod- 


uct, improved condition of equip- 
ment atid more efficient organization. 

No doubt thé order given was a 
Measure of effectivéness and coéncen- 
tration of product rated first impor- 
tance. This comprises the reduction 
of products to those which actually 
furnish profit: It-means the elimina- 
tion of many articles, even those 
which are quite active sellers, when 
it is discovered that even volume 
sales do not bring the necessary 
margins.. 

Improving the condition of equip- 
ment is another procedure often war- 
ranted, -particularly in the ..case 
of the older established industries 
and companies, That this policy is 
growing popular in the search for 
profit is iridicated in the Heavy de- 
mand that the year has brought for 
special machines. 

Neither of these methods. would 
prove of much value without efficient 
organization, and that is the final 
step put down in what appears to be 
a successful formula in these times 
of keen competition and narrowing 
margins.

Should Facts season has presented 
or Figures its usual problem of 
Govern? how stocks may be 
é: cleared most effec- 
tively. And it has also brought the 
usual complaint that retail] merchan- 
dise managers exercise too rigid a 
control in the matter of appropria- 
tions. Thus, while money is tied up 
in stocks there are no funds with 
which to purchase new goods which 
may serve to stimulate customer in- 

terest one way or another. 

Buyers point out that when it 
comes time to clear stocks there 
should be an additional appropriation 
with which to pick up additional mer- 
candise at lower prices so that by 
cost averaging the store is able to fix 
attractive salé prices or else to add 
new styles which also serve to en- 
courage purchasing. 

No doubt there have been many 
cases where an additional expendi- 
ture ‘was justified for the purposes 
mentioned, but a central control of 
some kind is also necessary. How- 
ever, the unwise course, as well- 
grounded merchandisers see it, lies 
in letting figures tell the whole story. 
Very often a different story is told 
by actual merchandise conditions. 

In short, the statistical control 
should not be so tight that it ignores 
real merchandising circumstances 
and the highly probable advantages 
which may come from making excep- 
tions to the fast rule from time to 
time.

The brying that was done seemed to 
be more confident. 

When the figures on raw silk con- 
sumption last month were issued they 
Caused somé surprise. The total of 
41,258 bales was the lowest since last 
July, 11,000 bales under the March 
deliveries and some 6,600 bales below 
the consumpti6n in April, 1927. Ap- 
parently, 
more cautious and also, no doubt, 
were unwilling to follow the advance 
in the raw material. 

Further increases were named on 
clothing fabrics during the week. Fall 
lines of fine dress goods and coatings 
were opéhed and thé response was 
pronounced good. The wool market 
has found only a moderate demand 
auc the trade awaits the prices to be 
set at the London sales starting on 
Tuesday.

India Puts Duty on. Belting—Latvia

British budget tariff changes, ex- 
tension of Irish Free State duties to 
cover commercial] motor vehicles and 
tires and a number of increases in 
rates in India were among the for- 
eign tariff developments reported to 
the local office of the Department of 
Commerce during the week. The fol- 
lowing is a résumé of these changes 
from a report prepared especially for 
Tue Times by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce: 
The outstanding features of the 
tariff changes included in the annual 
budget speech of the British..Chan-

The annual budget presented to the 
Dial of the Irish Free State extends 
the passenger automobile duty of 
831-3 per cent. ad valorem to cover 
commercial motor cars and all rubber 
tires, cables Assistant Commercial 
Attaché Hugh D. Butler, Dublin. 
Heretofore, tires and commercial mo- 
tor cars have been exempt from duty. 
A further change limits the duty on 
glass jars and bottles to jam jars and 
pevereme bottles and exempts all bot- 
tles under five fluid.ounces, The du- 
ties on sugar were also increased. All 
changes are provisionally effective 
subject to ratification by the Dail. 


India Helps Belting Industry. 
The tariff schedule of British India 
has been amended in several partic- 
ulars, according to The Gazette of 
India, Delhi. To assist the Indian 


belting industry, an import duty of: 


5 per cent ad valorem is imposed on 


cotton, hair and canvas ply belting 
for machinery, hitherto admitted free 
of duty. The import duty on yarn 
(excluding cotton yarn) ordinarily 
used for the manufacture of belting 
for machinery is reduced from 15 to 
5 = cént. ad valorem. An import 
duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem is 
impoved on white portland cement, 
while a number of articlés have been 
exempted from import: duty, includ- 
ne certain alkaloids, drag scrapers, 
lithograph plates, slug cutters, un- 
manufactured gold and silver sheets 
and plates, illustrations for book- 
binding and medals and wall dia- 
grams illustrative of natural science.

Personnel Activities Hold 
Turnover Down, Survey Shows 


A study of the personnel func- 
tions in Ohio department stores, 
made by Ohio State University, 
shows that stores which had few 
personnel activities consistently 
réported a higher labor turnover 
and a higher ‘‘quit’” rate. Four 
stores reporting the greatest num- 
ber of pérsonnel functions had 
a labor turnover of 53.2, com- 
posed of 33.2 quits and 19.8 dis- 
charges. The same number of 
stores having the. fewest. person- 
nel functions had a turnover of 
8&4, composed of 69.7 quits and 
14.3 discharges. 

The higher turnover in the lat- 
ter group, it is held, is particu- 
larly significant, sincé labor turn- 
over in department stores is ex- 
cessive as compared with turn- 
over in other lines of industry.’ 
The quit or voluntary leave ratio, 
.it was added, indicates that ém- 
ployes prefer stores which have 
a considerable number of person- 
nel activities to those which min- 
imize such work.

Vast commercial enterprises often 
evolve from industrial research, ac- 


director of engineering of the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing, 
Company. Mr. Skinner calls atten- 
tion to the fact that Michael Faraday 
in showing some of his experiments 
in connection with his discovery of 
the phenomenon of magnetic induc- 
tion was asked by the Prime Min- 
ister, ‘‘What use is it?’ 

Faraday replied, ‘‘Some day you 
will tax it.’’ 

“The phenomenon of magnetic in- 
duction forms the fundamental basis 
of practically all modern electrical 
machinery,”” said Mr. Skinner, 
“which has created a revolution in 
power applications, in transporta- 
tion, in communication and in many 
other lines. and possibly yields as 
much or more tax to the State than 
any single item. 

“The major requirements for ma- 
terials in the electrical manufactur- 
ing business may be divided into 
four general classes: Magnetic ma- 
terials, insulating materials, con- 
ducting materials and construction 
materials,’’ said Mr. Skinner. ‘The 
quality of magnetic materials has 
formed the subject of continuous re- 
search, practically since the incep- 
tion of the manufacturing business. 
The cores of transformers and other 
alternating current devices are sub- 
ject to losses due to the rapid re- 
versals of the magnetic flux. These 
losses serve no useful purpose so 
far as the device is concerned, but 
require an expenditure of energy 
which constitutes a not inconsider- 
able part of the energy developed by 
the prime mover and which it is de- 
sirable to eliminate so far as 
possible. 

‘‘This loss is kept to a minimum by 
the careful manufacture and selec- 
tion of the material used, and by 
careful heat treatment of the ma- 
terial before its final use. It was 
early discovered that the materials 
then available were subject to a very 
great increase in this core loss in 
service and it was soon proved that 
this increase in loss was due to some 
change in the characteristics of the 
iron or steel brought about by tem- 
peratures on the order of that of 
boiling water. 


A Problem Solved. 


“The problem of non-aging ma- 
8| terial was finally solved by the in- 
vention of silicon steel by Sir Rob- 
ert Hadfield of England. This steel, 
containing silicon as high as 5 per 
cent., not only stopped aging, but 
also resulted in gréat reductions in 
initial losses, so that the present-day 
core losses may not be more than 
one-quarter to one-third of those 
found prior to the development of 
silicon steel. 

“The net result of this invention 
may be expressed by the statement 
that these reduced core losses have 
effected savings of tens of thou- 
sands of tons of coal per year. A 
further result of the studies in mag- 
netic materials which have gone on 
continuously in many laboratories 
has been the development of super- 
magnetic materials, such as permal- 
loy, which makes possible telephone 
communication between the United 
States and Europe and hypernik, 
which has given tremendous added 
efficiency to many modern devices. 

Mr. Skinner pointed out that the 
introduction of new and improved 
materials not infrequently requires a 
more or léss complete revision of the 
procsers and machinery involved in 

he making of the product. The in- 
troduction of alloy steels, for ex- 
ample, both as materials of construc- 
tion and in the form of tools, has 
completely revolutionized the process 
of heat treatment in the production 
of many steel parts. There was a 
time when the tool dresser, for ex- 
ample, accustomed to carbon steels 
only held his position very largely 
by his skill in judging by eye. the 
temperature and conditions of hard- 
ening and drawing the temperature 
of the tools. 


On a Scientific Basis. 


“The introduction of alloy steels of 
many varieties has made it desirable, 
in fact essential, that heat treat- 
ment be done on strictly a scientific 
basis and the pyrometer and accu- 
rately controlled electric furnaces are 
now regular tools in many manufac- 
turing establishments,” said Mr. 


Skinner. ‘‘The use of high-speed 
steel with its greatly increased ca- 
pacity for heavy work has made it 
en to redesign most machine 
tools 

“Some years ago a committee of 
the American Society for Testing 
Materials was organized for the pur- 
pose of evolving a specification for 
automatic screw stock steel. It was 
found necessary to undertake a re- 
search to determine the characteris- 
tics of steel made by. both the open 
hearth and Bessemer . processes, as 
there was not sufficient knowledge 
at the time on which to base a speci- 
fication satisfactory to all concerned. 
This research led to the establish- 
ment of these two hg of steel, 
which have become standard for 
this general class of work. Durin = 
the series of tests made on differen 
experimental lots of steel, it was dis- 
covered that cutting speeds could be 
very greatly increased, go that not

DISCUSSES TAX PROBLEM. 


Commerce Chamber Says 
Assessment Is One. 


Assessment of farm land for real 
property taxation is recognized as 
one of the principal problems in the 
field of revenues and expenditures 
of State and local Governments in 
& publication, ‘‘Local Fiscal Prob- 


lems,’’ just issued by the Finance 
Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

The pamphlet is the first of a series 
which the chamber is planning to 
publish in connection with its re- 
search work and educational cam- 
paign to aid fy Bs orange ogg of business 
men and vest gr Arb in their efforts 
to bring about improvements in laws 
and practices relating to fiscal af- 
fairs of State and local Governments. 

“Assessment of various kinds for 
taxation presents difficulties which, 
in some form or other, are as old as 
taxes themselves,’’ the report says. 
“It always is a troublesome question, 
since it is through assessments that 
the burden of taxation is distributed 
among the various classes of tax- 
payers, In rural districts it caught 
public attention particularly when 
growing expenditures compelied in- 
creases in rates and levies or in- 
creased assessments as an alterna- 
tive of increased rates, and whén the 
capacity of the farmers to ) pay taxes 
was reduced considerably. 

Discussing the relat ve burden 
borne by tangible and intangible 
property, the mphlet points out: 
“Tt has been

Federal 
Government properties and the nu- 
merous’ State charitable, philan- 
thropic and correctional institutions 
are in most instances exempted from 
local taxation. In a large city with 
@ wealth of taxable property this 
question is not pressing. In a poor 
town or county, however, exemp- 
tion of such Fedefal or Sfate free. 
erties works a very real hardship on

The identification of taxation and 
expenditure problems in the report 
was’ intended to point out to organi- 
zations of business men and tax- 
payers the subject matter around 
which their efforts to im ntloe Stat 
and local fiscal conditions migh 
profitably be concentrated.

keeping a mental record of how soon 
they will mention these modern heirs 
of’ the ancient Seven Plagues of 
Egypt. , 

‘*As you sit with an Egyptian ac- 
quaintance over a cup of Turkish 
coffee at a sidewalk café and he 
girds himself to do verbal battle for 
the cause of Egyptian independence, 
you say to yourself: ‘Bet he doesn’t 
take two minutes to mention the 
‘Four Points.” 

Or, buttonholed by an Englishman 
of more reposeful and dilatory meth- 
ods, over a cup of tea, you say: ‘‘Bet 
he mentions the Four Points in eight 
minutes.”’ 

The chances are that you will win 
both bets. 

For the whole Egyptian problem re- 
volves about the Four Points. There 
is no better way of boiling down that 
problem, of simplifying and summa- 
rizing. it for the comprehension of 
Americans thousands of miles away, 
who know little or nothing about it, 
than to concentrate on that vexatious 

uartet and present in-concise form 


the Egyptian and British arguments 
which surge and storm around them. 


The Four Important Points. 


Briefly, the Four Points are the 
reservations which the British tacked 
on to the declaration whereby they 
recognized: Egyptian independence in 
1922. .They recognized it subject to: 

1. The security. of the communica- 
tions of the British Empire in. Egypt. 


2. The protection of foreign inter- 
ests in Beypt, and of minorities. 

3. The ense of Egypt against all 
foreign aggression or interference. 
cae : retention of: Sudan un- 
der Bri control... 

According to the British point of 
view, tH ey independence, within 
the limitations imposed. by the: Four 
Points,.is all the independence Egypt 
needs, From the point of view of 
the Egyptian nationalists, independ- 
ence with that four-stranded string 
attached is equivalent to no inde- 
pendence at all. 

Reking ap Point 1, the British in- 
sist that; for the proper safeguard- 
ing. of the communications between 
ae and the Asiatic territories 
of the British Empire—notably India 
and Australia—it is imperative that 
British troops be stationed along the 
Suez Canal and elsewhere in pt 
as a further safeguard. 

The Egyptians, on the other hand, 
declare that the presence of British 
peg a in Egypt is an infringement 
of Egyptian sovereignty. If it should 
be found impossible to get them all 
out.of the country, Egyptian nation- 
alists are willing to concede to Brit- 
ain the right to k some troops 
along the Suez Canal, but with Egyp- 
tian consent and not as an arbitrary 
act based: on brute force.

Famous Bulfinch Facade of the 
State House Is Losing Its 
White Coat. 


OLD RED BRICK RESTORED 


Original Building Was Painted Sev- 
eral Times to “Harmonize” 
With Marble Wings.

BOSTON, May 1.—The State House 
no longer gleams white on Beacon 
Hill, The gilded dome is there, the 
marble wings flanking the original 
building are there, but the Bulfinch 
front is not as it has been for a cen- 
tury, more or less.

The battle thus precipitated is hard 
on Germany’s venerable Chief of 
State, whose sound sefise has bid 
him stand above warring parties and 
‘aloof from their wrangling. But to 
the politicians, while they pretend to 
deprecate any move involving the 
President in political hostilities, the 
injection of so spectacular an issue 
as the status of President von -Hin- 
denburg into the campaign, hitherto 
notab Sais for its dullness, presents 
the most attractive possibilities. 

The general public refuses to geét| 
excited about the pros and cons of 
Herr Stresemann’s foreign policy, 

which every rational German. rec 
nizes as the best, if not the only, 
course the Reich can pursue in 

resent period. It is equally apa~- 
etic—being reasonably prosperous 
—about budgets, tariffs, financial 
needs, agriculture and the ultimate 
fate of the Dawes lan, about which 
last incidentally — e has been said.

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LETTING THE PEOPLE KNOW. 

One unusual and praiseworthy feature 
of the efforts of our State Department to 
negotiate a treaty renouncing war has 
been the promptness with which all the 
essential documents have been pub- 
lished. It has been “open diplomacy ” 
of the’ best kind. Of course, - publication 
of: the notes exchanged has been with 
the consent. of the other Governments 
involved. There has been nothing like 
indiscretion, much less betrayal of confi- 
dence, in giving out so much ‘to the pub- 
lic, Secretary KELLOGG has in this mat- 
ter acted in cordial and complete under- 
standing with .M. BrIAND and Herr 
STRESEMANN. Their positions were not 
in entire. agreement, but all. of: them were 
agreed that in so important a matter 
nothing should be kept froni the press. 
The whole has been a remarkable and 
encouraging example of Governments 
acting, so to speak, as public teachers of 
international law. The inference is irre- 
sistible that never before: ‘Shave people, at 
least the American peopie; taken so 
great. and intelligent. an interest in the 
official discussions of a pending treaty. 
It,is one more proof of the Way in which 
this country has been shaken out of its 
old attitude of coiaplacent aloofness 
and its feeling of pride in its own 
‘splendid isolation.” All this has passed 
_torever with the United States. 

What the State Department has so 
handsomely done in this instanc it 
might conceivably do in‘others. At the 
recent Conference of Teachers of Inter- 
national Law held in Washington a 
paper ‘was read by Professor HUDSON of 
Harvard, bewailing the meager and de- 
layed ' publication of official material 
bearing on international relations. He 
argued that-the Government ought to 
feel: a keener responsibility in giving 
early and full information of its activi- 
ties in foreign affairs. This would be for 
the -benefit, first of all, of professors of 
international law and the students work- 
ing under them, but would also trickle 
its way out to readers of newspapers and 
the -ever-widening circle of Americans 
who desire to know what.is. going on in 
the’ world of diplomacy. It is true that 
the State Department publishes a great 


deal.: Some ‘of:it is given out in the form |. 


of abstracts’ of public documests, or 
mimeographed copies of letters, reports, 
ifquiries, &c: But it is doubtless true, as 
Professor: HUDSON complains, that much 
interesting ‘and ‘important : matter sae 
too.long in the. archives. 

» For: example, there is.an excellent se- 
ries of-volumes known as “ Foreign Re- 
lations,” but it. is always very belated in 
appearance. The volume covering the 
diplomatic correspondence of 1917, for 
instance, was not printed until 1927. 
This tardy publication has often been an 
annoyance to historians. We. believe that 
the American Historical Society has 
taken the thatter up with the Secretary 
of ‘Staté. Not all the blame can be placed 
upon the depattment. Congress has been 
slow and niggardly in providing funds 


for this kind.of desirable publicity. Cer- 


tainly vit ought .to be possible for our 
Government to come somewhere néar the 
practice of; others -in keeping the publi- 
cation of ‘its diplomatic correspondence 
reasonably up to date.

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DEMOCRACY IN ACTION. 


SIDNEY WEBB, veteran Fabian Social- 
ist, has announced his retirement from 
Parliament at the next dissolution. In 
The London Observer he looks back 
over his seven years in the House’ of 
Commons, though his knowledge of 
that interesting assemblage obviously 
goes back many more ‘years. He feels 
cheerful about parliaments in general, 
and the mother of.them all in particu- 
lar. He finds the’ old lady in good 
health and performing useful service. 
Her manners are better than they have 
ever been, despite frequent complaints 
to the contrary. The rules of etiquette 
have now and then suffered in the 
since. Labor has 
bulked large in the House. But ‘when 
Mr. ASQUITH was moved to remark on 
one occasion,-“‘we are getting on,” he 
should have thought, intimates Mr. 
WEBB, of the “squalid brutalities” and 
the “malignant personal abuse” that 
were far from rare in the Commons be- 
fore Demos came to Westminster. 
Neither is it true, in Mr. WEBB’s opin- 
ion, that the British people has lost in- 
terest in the proceedings. of legislators. 
More people hear of what is going on 
in the House, think about it, and have 
some cimprehension of its. significance 
than ever before. 

Something more than the perspective 
of seventy years of life and nearly half 
a century of public activity colors this 
optimistic view of the democratic-par- 
liamentary «system of government 
which is today “discredited” in.-the 
eyes of the illuminati. The facts are 
at hand to back up Mr. WEBB’S asser- 
tion. that ‘democratic governments 
“have often proved the strongest and 
“ most. efficient of their age.” It is odd 
that in the world-wide debate over the 
respective efficiency of democracy and 
of dictatorship—whether Soviet or Fas- 
cist—mention is rarely made of the 
severest test to which a governmental 
system can be subjected; and that is 
the strain of war. People who are con- 
vinced that the record of democratic 
achievement in normal! times can hold 
its own against the Lenin-Mussolini 
record, will nevertheless be inclined to 
admit that in the stress of war democ- 
racy may be the weaker of the two. 
Yet the simple fact is that in the World 
War it was the democratic nations that 
won and the autocracies that lost. The 
countries. supposedly staggering under 
the parliamentary incubus have - sur- 
vived. The Continental empires were 
shattered. 

It is true, no doubt, that in a war emer- 
gency free peoples submit to limitations 
on their democracy. They accept: for 
the duration of the war a discipline ap- 
proaching the dictatorial. But that is 
not in the least an argument for au- 
tocracy as a normal way of public life. 
On the contrary, it only shows up: the 
Strong Men as trying to reshape the 
normal. life of nations on an emergency 
basis. It is like making aspirin, and. 
sometimes strychnine, a regular part of 
a nation’s diet. The outstanding value 
of the parliamentary system, as exem- 
plified in the House of Commons, is, to 
Mr. WEBB, not its shaping of legislation 


-or its. check on administration, but the 


initial and determinative act of decid- 
ing who shall be the rulers of the coun- 
Democratic peoples can change 
their governments peaceably, “ without 
“loss of strength and without social 
“disturbance.” But there is no way 
out of a dictatorship except by revolu- 
tion. These are truisms, but they some- 
how manage to get themselves lost in 
present day discussions of democracy 
versus Caesarism.

money market, a better rate than _last 
year’s 3% per cent. would have been 
necessary to induce- them to accept a 
proposal for conversion. All such’ ar- 
rangements must therefore await -the 
quarterly financing of June or of ‘Sep- 
tember, or else a conversion offer’ must 
be made on some other occasion during 
the next five months. But the monsy 
market has not grown more propitious. 
Nearly half of the Reserve banks have 
lately fixed. an official discount rate 
higher than any charged in 1927. The rest 


are expected to follow, for the’ system's - 


ratio of reserve to liabilities, due to large 
withdrawal of gold for export. and ex- 
ceptionally heavy borrowing ‘by member 
banks from the Federal Reserve, is now 
at much the lowest percentage reached 
in this season of. any year since 1921. 

On the face of things, this would ap- 
pear to present difficulties in repeating 
last ‘year’s debt-redemption program. 
But the ‘Treasury has been-quite alive to 
the: changed conditions surrounding the 
problem. Last year no effort was made 
to reduce by ‘purchases the principal of 
the Second Liberty loan before the March 
conversion: offer,.and the Government 
bought relatively ‘little on’ the open 
market until Autumn. In the first four 
months of 1928, on the other hand, ‘the 
Treasury purchased for cash.$742,470,000 
of the Third Liberty bonds, thereby -re- 
ducing the amount still afloat to $1,403,- 
183,000, which is. $292,000,000 less than 
the: outstanding “Second Liberties.” at 
this time in.1927. The task ahead of the 
Treasury between: now and, Sept. 15 
is- therefore in that respect less arduous 
than last year’s. But even after this 
date a year ago nearly $500,000,000 
bonds were retired through conversion 
before the final date for payment, and 
similar operations can-hardly be avoided 
in the next five months. 

The Treasury’s program is probably 
not definitely formulated. It will depend 
on two considerations—the size of tax 
reduction, which will determine the 
amount of surplus funds available for 
further cash purchases of the Third Lib- 
erty bonds, and the course of the money 
market, which will indicate the rate.at 
which part of the loan can be converted. 
Circumstances may change during the 
next. tive months, though of that there 
is n6 certainty. In 1922 new short-term 
Treasury loans were placed at as low a 
rate as 3% per cent., but with the next 
year’s tightening of mioney 4% had to 
be paid. In the middle of 1919 the Gov- 
ernment put out such: loans, at 4% per 
cent.; in the last weeks of 1920 it had to 
bid 6 per cent. et - 








ONE MANAGED CITY. 


JOHN Eby, City Manager of Berkeley, 
Cal.,-is not one of those who believe that 
city managers should be seen. but not 
heard. He wants his clients to know all 
about the glories of their up-to-date mu- 
nicipal Government. Until recently, how- 
ever, he has found. it hard to interest 


.them. _ For years he has been: writing 


annual reports full of all manner of illu- 
minating facts, but the citizens simply 
refused ‘to -be illuminated. This year he 
hit on the idea of. stealing a leaf out of 
the journalist’s sheaf and making his 
annual report a collection of news stories. 
If the headlines do not scream, they at 
least talk out loud, and there is a breezi- 
ness about the booklet that comports 
with the cool. airs of the Coast. 

“ Hoist Old Glory. to the top of the 


‘flagstaff of the Berkeley City Hall,” 


says the léad of the first story, ‘and 
proclaim thereby to the world. that. the 
City of Berkeley, Cal., has attained. a 
unique position among American cities.” 
What makes Berkeley so distinguished? 
Apparently, the fact that she is growing 
faster than her municipal expénditures. 
That is unusual. ‘Envious officials of 
other cities will rub their eyes .when 
they read further and learn that while 
assessments have been moderated and 
money set aside. to meet reasonable: needs 
of expansion, the tax.rate is: about to be 
reduced. It is possible to provide for 

growing needs without an increase of 
assessed. valyations if the tax- rate .is 
raised. . It is a common practice to keep 
the tax rate down by raising .assess- 
ments.” But there is:a touch of. the un- 
canny about a city. which has moderated 
assessments (at least on older: buildings), 
expanded its activities, and now Pregers 
to reduce the tax.rate! ©:

CAMPAIGN ING IN NICARAGUA. 

“The philosophy of our marines in Nica- 
ragua ‘must be‘ sorely tried. by. the cli- 
mate. 
291 inches of rain fell, no Jess: than ,52.5 
in July alone. The rainy season on the 


.Pacific. slope: lasts from, May to Novem- 


ber, and on the Caribbean side from June 
to December. The precipitation does not 
mattef so much to the natives, but in 
campaigning against a piece of human 
quicksilver like SANDINO, soaked khaki, 
rotting leather, rusting rifles and sulky 
mules are a trial: There are.also the 
insect pests, chiefly the mosquitos.. The 
horseflies. totfment the mules until the 
profanest marine can do nothing with 
them. And the wasps and black stinging 
ants are afflictions not to be meekly 
borne. Malaria makes a long’ sick list, 
and then there is bone fever. THOMAS 
BELT, the English naturalist, who spent 
several years in Nicaragua and produced 
a book of which DARWIN said that it was 
“the best of all natural history journals 
that ‘have ever been published,” thus de- 
‘scribes travel : ; 
The road through the forest.was very 
bad, the mud deep and tenacious, the 


“hills steep and slippery, and the mules 


had to struggle and plunge along 
through from two to three feet of 
sticky clay. 

BELT as a mine superintendent had to 
go through a. revolution that lasted sev- 
eral months. “The poor Indians,” he 
wrote, “toil and spin, and cultivate the 
“ ground, being the only producers, yet 
“in the revolutionary outbreaks they are 
“driven about like cattle and forced into 
“the armies that are raised.” Nicaragua 
has not. changed greatly since his day. 

In a book of travel through Central 
America published in 1922 EUGENE CUN- 
NINGHAM observed that the Nicaraguan 
women were even more hostile-than the 
men. At Leon “we were almost within 
“sight of the spot where two ‘luckless 

“ Americans, machine: gunners in the 
i revolutionary army, had been captured 
“and flayed.alive and then hacked to 
“pieces.” ‘There is no doubt that -SAN- 
DINO with the favor of the country people 
has -been able to maintain an excellent 
spy system. : It is only fair to say that 
BELT in his record of four years of life 
in Nacaragua never found himself a 
hated alien. There is nothing in his book 
to indicate that the people were sullen 
and not to be trusted. 

‘The marines are in Solel; to pro- 
tect not only Americans and their in- 
vestments, but the nationals of European 
countries and their’ property. They are 
doing police duty by the desire of leaders 
of the Conservative and Liberal parties 
under an agreement providing for Amer- 
ican supervision of a national election. 
For the state of war SANDINO is respon- 
sible. It. is arduous and dangerous ser- 
vice for the Americans. ‘In a report by 
Lieutenant G. F. O’SHEA: occurs this in- 
cident of a fight in the jungle: 

We began to receive heavy fire from 

a hill to our right and rear, distant 
about a hundred yards. Ten dyna- 
mite bombs were thrown close to us at 
this ‘time from above. Men were yell- 
ing ‘to those-on the other hill to fire 
lower, and on the vther hill there were 
directions to drop dynamite bombs on . 
us. 

Little is heard of another hazard of 
the campaign, the insidious attack by 
tropical diseases. Men aré always on 
the sick list, and many of them will 
never get the poison of malaria and in- 
testinal fever out of their blood. . There 
is no glory in field service in Nicaragua, 
and the marines will be glad to see the 
end of it... 








“STANDING ROOM ONLY.” | 

Professor SCHANTZ of the. University 
of Illinois, in. his address before the 
National Academy of Sciences in Wash- 
ington, named “about eight millions” 
as the maximum population which the 
planet would support if all the land 
areas capable of yielding food were put 


‘into agriculture, grazing or whatever 


they were best suited for. This estimate 
is based-upon an allowance of two acres 


for every inhabitant. It conforms closely 


to Professor EAst’s estimate as pre- 
sented at the world population confer- 
ence in Geneva last’ December.: He 
allowed two and one-half acres for each 
human being and limited the’ earth’s 
capacity to a population of five mil- 
lions... And after that? Part time or 
standing room only. 

With a.present world winaiias of 
only 1,800,000,000 one does not feel com- 
pelled to be anxious about the’ morrow. 
But: if the current rate of increase cot- 


tinues, it will be only a hundred years, 


according to Professor EAsT’s statistics, 
before. the maximum two-and-one-half- 
‘acre living capacity is reached. .And by 
comparison’ with a human past of five 
a six or seven hundred thousand :years, 

a. century hence -is: as ‘tomorrow. “An- 
other scientist, Dr. JULIAN “HUXLEY, as- 
suming that the growth of population in 
various European countries of the last 
century continues, sees a thousand years 
from now a trillion human beings on the 
planet, or‘two hundred timés the maxi-

Both parties to the controversy over

The American 
film producers were refused the year's 
probationary period, which they wanted, 
and the abandonment of the quota ideu, 
a ratio of seven to one being finality 
agreed upon. But the French relin- 
quished their original insistence on a 
four-to-one quota, and will permit Amer- 
ican films to enter without any restric- 
tion up to 60 per cent: of 1927 American 
releases in France, -. 

M, HERRIOT and’ Mr. HAYS wert about 
their serious business with: tolerance, 
good humor and common sense. Injury 
would be done to both sides by stubborn- 
ness or failure to see the viewpoint of 
the other. When the conferences reached 
an impasse, and the American producers 
threatened to abandon the French 
market altogether, two results came 
quickly:. Ambassador HERRICK ‘inter- 
vened with his usual influence and ‘his 
anxiety for no break of any sort between 
business men of the two nations;: and 
French motion-picture employes, seeing 
a probability of losing employment, 
asked their Government to ease up. 
American- withdrawal would have hurt 
Hollywood, but Hollywood could have af- 
forded it financially better. than the 
French workers. In the end, the. good 
influences on both sides came to the.sur- 
face with everybody yielding and every- 
body generous. 

France distinctly had a case. She was 
not only concerned over the propaganda 
effect of a deluge of American-made 
films, -but had the national duty of try- 
ing to keep one. of its’ own industries 
from being submerged: - The Americazis 
had a case, because. they. do not believe 
they can find audiences here for-‘one 
French film to every one they export to 
France. In addition to changing the 
ratio to. seven, M. HERRIOT agreed that 
American distributers in possession of: 
French films may show them outside 
America if they so determine. 

If the agréement stands, and is intelli- 
gently and sympathetically followed 
(particularly at Hollywood), the result 
should be an improvement in taste otf 


many American films dealing with the |. 


other peoples of the earth. 








PROFITS FROM HIGHWAYS. 

From. New England comes the report 
that a sum of $50,000,000 is to be spent 
in that region this year for the improve- 
ment of roads. ‘The expectation is that 
this will be an additional inducement to 
motorists to visit the ee 
States. 

The soundness of this view is iim. 
strated by the experience of some of the 
Western. States in attracting the motor 
tourist trade. California, thanks in part 
to her mild climate, has developed a 
system of roads unequaled anywhere else 
in the Union. She has spent millions of 
dollars on construction and niaintenance. 
The result has more than justified the 
outlay. Tourists. by the hundreds of 
thousands—if residents of the State are 
included the number runs: into- millions— 
travel through California at all seasons 
of the year. 

The excellence of the California roads 
is in sharp contrast with those in’ Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, Neither of. those 
States has.the necessary funds to rival 
California’s highway system. The result 
is that on the transcontinental trails 
over which so many thousands of auto- 
mobiles travel en route .-to .California, 
the tourists have but one thought .in 
mind—how soon can they get over these 
awful roads? The discomfort of bumps, 
the necessary slackening ‘of speed’ to 
avoid damage to the car, the thick clouds: 
of dust, which in placés on the Santa Fé 
Trail lies a foot deep, give the motorist 
an unfavorable impression of the State. 
- Paradoxically, the good road, instead

idea.

To Shirt-Sleeve Diplomacy 


#0 the Editor of The New York Times: 

I.note with interest the following in 
THe TIMEs: ; 

“"Phe German press has wondered 
how the United States could reconcile 
an. agreement binding her not to go 
to ‘war under any circumstances 
against the big European powers 
with her. self-imposed duties under 
the Monroe Doctrine.. It has been 
asked what the Washington Admin- 
istration would do if, after the con- 


clusion of.an anti-war compact, one 
of its.signers should commit. aggres- 
sion against one of the Latin-Amer- 
ican. republics. Since. he refrains 
from raising this point (in his answer 
te Secretary Kellogg’s outline of an 
anti-war agreement), it is supposed 
Herr Stresemann regards America as 
willing to run the risk of such a de- 
velopment, which in European. eyes 
would place her in a paradoxical and 
embarrassing ‘position,”’ 

Now, laying aside the obvious fact 
that in case of such aggression the 
aggressive power, having previously 
signed the same agreement, would be 
in. exactly the same paradoxical and 
embarrassing position, where is. the 
value of any agreement signed on 
the one.hand. by a power professing 
such a policy as that set forth in the 
Monroe Doctrine, and on the other, 
by s power which, while judiciously 
cautious in signing treaties conflict- 
ing with former obligations, cannot, 
as a republic, guarantee that admin- 
istrative changes will not eventually 

ve rise to. opinions and policies-in 

rect contradiction to those em- 
bodied in the Kellogg résumé. 


Suggesting Possibilities. 


In short, America has often re- 
iterated iis adherence to the ex- 
tremely clannish and militant Mon- 


roe. Doctrine; Germany is in its re- 
publican infancy .and the present 

‘oreign Minister’s signature may be 
regarded merely as a smudge on ‘‘a 
scrap of paper’’ by later German ad- 
ministrations. This is not charging 
bad faith—at least with respect to 
Germany. It is merely stating a pos- 
sibility. This same possibility applies 
to America, perhaps .even more 
strongly. If Herr Stresemann has 
forgotten Woodrow Wilson’s pre- 
armistice utterances in Paris, his re- 
statement of American policy at Ver- 
gailles, and his ultimate repudiation 
both in the Senate and at the polls 
after the drafting of the Versailles 
Treaty and the Covenant of: the 
League of Nations—if he has forgot- 
ten all this, he might even more ap- 

ropriately forget his reply to Mr. 
Kelloge’s overtures. ' 

To dive deeper into pessimism, 
what is the value of any agreement 
between major or minor powers hav- 
ing as its avowed purpose the aboli- 
tion of armed force and the substitu- 
tion. of arbitration? What. power 
will. it: the event of disagreement, 
abide by such an agreement? Where 
will a disinterested corps of arbitra- 
tors be found? . 

The answer to the first question.is: 
none.. The answer to the second 
oucstion is: possibly the power that 
finds itself ‘in a weak military con- 
dition at the crucial moment. The 
enswer to the third question is: no- 
where. 

The ‘long series of compacts, 
treaties and understandings appar- 
ently. leaning toward abolition of 
armament. have, it is true, indicated 
a growing interest on the part of 
politicians and their constituents in 
the prevention of warfare; particu- 
larly, aggressive warfare. But the 
outcome of all these altruistic get- 
togethers so far has been the re- 
sumption by Great Britain of her 
traditional naval dominance, and the 
passage by the United States Senate 
of a bill to finance the‘ largest naval 





construction program in the.history 

of the Republic, except,. possibly, in 

time of actual’ hostility. ne 
' Our Paradoxical Action. 


Looking back to the disarmament 
conference called by President Har- 
ding in Washington and regarding our 
administrative and legislative activi- 
ties in the field of armament down to 
Mr. Kellogg’s note and the Senate’s 
action, it seems like borrowing trou- 
ble from the future to complain’ of 

aradox and embarrassment through 
he adoption of the Secretary’s pro- 
posals to France and Germany. We 
may not be embarrassed—may we 
never be, then!—but we certainly 
have acted in a’ most ’ paradoxical 
manner. , “ 

It seems useless to quibble over the 
relation of armament (or the lack of 
it) to prevention of war. Without 
weapons we cannot fight: with them, 
we must mean to fight whenever we 
consider our interests best served 
thereby, Otherwise, why pay for the 
weapons? Doubtless, to make’ our 
brothers-in-disarmament voluntarilv 
applaud the Monroe VJoctrine! All of 
which leaves ‘he world about as it 
was on Aug. 3, 1914. pees 

Now, there is one large way out of 
all this. Large, because it will take 
an age of time, a wealth of taxable 
income and considerably more frock- 
coat (as distinguished from: shirt- 
sleeve) diplomacy than this Govern- 


ment ha: ever brought to bear on. 


any international altruism in the 
past. The scheme, which should be 
immediately protected bv foreign 1 at- 
ents, is to unite the major powers in 
a close federation for the purpose of 
disarming (through amicable agree- 
ment wherever possible) all of the 
minor States, without exception. 


Avoiding ‘‘Embarrassment.”’ 


We can safely contribute as much 
of persuasion and influence: to this 
task as we care to, but particularly 
strong measures should first be 
taken to brace up the decrepit 


Monroe Doctrine in case our allies 
in this pacific venture ‘‘embarrass’’ 
us by calling for our military aid. 
Our conventional qualms during the 
period 1914-16 demonstrate the neces- 
sity for this step. 

When the minors have become 
thoroughly convinced of. the bless- 
ings of defenselessness, 
should be batting pretty near the top 
of the major league. Through indus- 
‘trial and financial processes which 
will be apparent to any one who 
helvoed fake his employer’s excess 
profits tax returns during the years 
of Patriotism, practically all of the 
money, as well as a tremendous trade 
balance, will be on this ‘side. of the 
pond. Normal casualties:in the fields 
of disarmament, as well as epidemics 
and’ the decreased birth. rate in the 
territories of our allies while they 
fight the fight of peace, should give 
us a décided militdry and naval 
preponderance. Baeome nr 5 

At that point we can either suggest 
that these co-workers pay off a part 
of their debts to us in heavy artillery, 
machine guns, airplanes, dread- 
noughts, cruisers, destroyers, sub- 
marines, ad lib., or we can offer to 
disarm them in ways more’ certain, 
but possibly less pleasant for them, 
in. their weakened condition, to con- 
template. 

The final step is then at hand. 
What shall it be? The paradox of 
retaining this -greatly augmented 
armament and enforcing World 
Peace with it, like altruistic despots, 
or the embarrassment of sinking the 
whole business—ours and the other 
fellow’s—without trace? °

an extent that the LHighteenth 
Amendment became part of our Con-

Most people hailed it -with the. ut- 
most gratification, full of hope for 
its beneficial influence in eradicating 
the many evils arising from the ex- 
cessive use of ‘liquor. 

During the last eight years we have 
had ample opportunity to sober down 
from our state of moral intoxication, 
superinduced by the preceding war 
hysteria, and to learn a bitter lesson, 
bringing home to us the difference 
between ‘theory and practice. The 
law was changed, but not human na- 
ture, and that is the’ reason. why pro- 
hibition in its present form is a rank 
failure. °**" * y ; 

The reform needed was a legal curb 
on the abuse of liquor: and- yet to 
avoid making a lawbreaker out of 
every one who.may feel like taking 
a drink.

“PRECISE LANGUAGE 


An Advocate of Russian Tells of 
Its. Advantages. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

- In the discussion of languages by 
writers of letters to THE TIMES, one 
correspondent ‘says: ‘‘The Greek, 
and not the French, English, German 
or any other language, ‘is the ‘most’ 
precise, most euphonious and most 
beautiful language in the world.’’ 

, It has been universally recognized 
that Russian, in this respect, is the 


one deserving the laurels. This is 
the clue to the well-established fact 
that Russians, as.a rule, are born 
linguists; for their own language is 
a true linguistic treasury. 

The erudite Lon:onosov (1711-1765), 
grammarian, poet and scientist, also 
an accomplished linguist, ‘‘one of the 
most learned men in Europe’’ at his 
time, ‘‘father of modern’ Russian 
literature,’’ one of the greatest au- 
thorities on grammar and lan e 
of all times, writes so eloquently in 
the dedication of his Russian Gram- 
mar (1775): “‘Charles V, Emperor of 
the Romans, used to say that one 
must talk Spanish to his God, French 
to. his -friends, German to his ene- 
mies, Italian to ladies. Had he known 
Russian he certainly would have 
added that it-can be spoken'to all 
of them, for. he would have found in 
it the ee of Spanish, the vivaci-

.IN- REGARD. TO CONSTITUTION|| 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ini an -effort'to interest the people 
generally in, the Constitution and to 
teach them its meaning, THe Timzs 
published not long ago an article on 
the. Constitution by Dr. Nicholas 
Murray . Butler. 

‘To the full understanding of the 
Constitution of the United States 
there.is one thing more important 


than the Constitution itself, and that 
is the body of political philosophy 
and political doctrine which under- 
lies’ the Constitution and which is 
the foundation on which ‘the Consti- 
tution rests.’*’ With this statement 
Dr. Butler began what he had to 
tell us. 

“Tf this Constitution be ado->ted, 
it must be presumed the instrument 
will be in the hands of eve man 
in America to see whether authority 
be usurped; and any bse by in- 
specting it may see if the power 

aimed be enumerated. If it be 
not, he will know it to be a usurpa- 
tion.”” This is what the people of 
America were told from North Caro- 
lina: when they were urged to adopt 
their Constitution to protect their 
rights against their Governments. 


Recognizing a Usurpation. 
When it was thus explained to the 
man on the street how he would 
know a usurpation when he saw 
a number of worthy gentlemén 


in ‘Amer.ca were trying. to sell the 
proposed Constitution to the people 
as something they ought to adopt. 

t the present time many worthy 
‘gentlemen in America are again try- 
ing to sell. the same Constitution tc 
the people as something they ought 
to re-establish in their minds and 
hearts. We all know that the. old 
effort was successful. The present 
effort does not seem to meet with 
the same success. In the striking 
contrast between the two statements 
quoted it is quite clear to me that 
we can find the explanation of the 
present failure. 

Suppose a salesman wanted to sell 
an automobile to an average cus- 
tomer, would he expect to interest 
the customer by talking to him 
about the mechanical philosophy and 
mechanical] doctrine of the man who 
produced the particular car he was 
dew to sell? If he wanted to in- 
terest his customer in that partic- 
ular ‘car, would the salesman not 
ask the customer to examine the car 
itself, to see and satisfy himself 
about the various parts of the car, 
and e::nlain to him just why.certain 
parts were of great benefit to him? 
That seems to have been the success- 
ful method of selling the Constitu- 
tion to the people when they adopted 
it. How can it be possible to sell it 
to the people now by telling them 
that there is something ‘‘more im- 
portant than the Constitution itself’’ 
for them to understand in order that 
they ‘might see what benefit. the 
Constitution is to them?

As to Prohibition. 


That is all said with the utmost 
respect for Dr. Butler. I am well 
aware how vigorously he has fought 
against what I know to be a usurpa- 


tion, by the Government—namely, the 
making of the supposed Eighteenth 
Amendment.. But I wish to direct 
attention to the fact that his own 
method of getting at the meaning 
of the Constitution has failed to 
reveal even to himself that. the 
making of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was a -usurpation. On the 
other hand, the method pointed out 
from North Carolina in 1788, inspec- 
tion of the Constitution itself, has 
léd me, dnd can lead any one, to that 
valuable knowledge.

Smoke .Bombs Are Suggested as 
Notification of Emerging. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

So far as we know conditions have 
not changed since the S-4 and the 
Paulding collided, either in the field 
of operation-of submarines or in thé 
accession of devices for safety of the 
crew.

Older Folks Cling. to the Mother 
Tongue, but. Children Speak 
it With Difficulty.

NEW ORLEANS, April 24.—The 
old order is changing in the Teche 
country. Ancestry may be extolled, 
family history recalled with pride, 
purity of lineage boasted, but today 
the French language is dying out in 
the Evangeline countryside. Chil- 
dren spéak no longer the language 
that their parents and grandparetts 
spoke in their childhood. 

The Tethe families are néarly all 
bilingual. The old members speik 
French fluently. But the younger 
generation has difficulty in .express- 
ing itself in the tongue of its parents. 
Chilfren and young men and women 
understand the lahguage, they mty 
évén be able to write it correctly, 
but they wotild rather, and actually 
do, talk to éach other in Hnglish. 

Hven to their parents they would 
rather talk in that language. But 
more often than not this is difficult, 
for many an old Acadian mother 
barely. understands English, Fur- 
thermore, she insists that her chil- 
dren speak Frénch and Frétch alohe 
to her. The resilt is that the child 
speaks brokenly, haltingly and uh- 
gratimatically. When the parents do 
speak English as well as French the 
children alip easily and unconsciously 
into the former and English bécomés 
the language of the household. 
French at Home, English Abroad. 

“At home iy children and grand-| , 
childréh mitist speak French to me,” 
@ grandmother of the Teche told 
Paul Claudel, Ambassador of Frahce, 
under the Eivangéline Oak, when the 
Ambassador visited thé people of St. 


Martinville. But her remark was 
made in English. Her son had just 
sponse an address of welcome to 
Claude]. He had spoken in Bng- 
lish. The woman was as familiar 
with English as she was. wi 
ench. She was of the refined, 
educated class. However since @ 
this old mother of the Teche, she was 
not aware that the language of hér 
ancestors was losing ita hold. 

In a plantation home where M. 
Claudel and his party were enter- 
pained by a family ¢ distinguished 

French lineage—Creoles bred in the 
Evangeline country—the French Jan- 
guage wea 5 spdkenh during dinner and 

fore the fire in the lofty drawing+ 
room of the old mansion. 

The gathering could not have been 
more French. The conversation, the 
wit, the play of brilliant répartée 
the reminiscences of France an 
Louisiana, was éBséntially Gallic, The 
host and hostess, the sue t6o, 
were of the piire Creole t the 
true French of uisiana, the 

lking and merriment the host’s 
aughter paid good atterition. The 
witticisms, the anecdotés Were not 
lost on her. She undetst0od them all. 
But when she did spéak it was in 
English. 

The conversation turtied to the 
French language tn the Teche coun- 
try. The girl was asked if she could 
rage French. She answered that 

e understood it but spoke it with 
difficulty. She replied in French, but 
tenses and pronouns confused her. 
Her mother made the necéssary cor- 
rections. 


Spoke in Both Tongues. 


During his visit to the Hvangeline 
éoutitry Ambassador Claudel spoke 
sometimes in English, sometimés in 


ee On a few occasions he spoke 
in both payers at the same re- 
éeption. seemed to détéct at 
apes when the Fretith language Was 
the less familiar mgue for his 
hearers. It would be hard to tell how 
many people understood his ad- 
dresses in French. The older resi- 
dents certainly did, but not so the 
children. 

ANthe addresses that the Acadi- 
ans ete to him apparently had 
been ed, as one member of 
M, Claw el’s erty put it, most 
laboriously. the French of 
those addresses ge grammatically 
peetect.

That 
the magistrate was right in his in- 
terpretation of the law there can be 
no doubt, for the Lord Chief Justice 
has given a similar ruling.

Plays on Carlyle and Dr. Johnson in Printed 


Form—Astounding Rise of the 


Chorus Man 


By J. BROOKS ATKINSON. : 
VER-STUFFED easy-chairs be- 
ing what they are, with high 
backs and deep. reversible 
cushions, the reader of printed 
plays need not entirely despair of 
the drama at this soporific time of 
year. Several interesting pleys on 
themes unsuited to competitive 
Broadway producing are to be had in 
book form. Foregoing the excitement 
of the theatre—the magic and the 
brilliance .of good productions—the 
armchair playgoer can aecordingly 
enjoy leisurely and discursive. plays 
which he is likely. never to, see: on 
the commercial stage. For, after all, 
the average playwright and the aver- 
age producer find their activities 
rigidly limited when they work. in 
terms of the journeyman theatre; 
costs of production, the capricious- 
ness of.. the casting system, the 
vagaries of popular interest .reduce 
the themes and styles of salable 
drama to a hackneyed few. On the 
other hand, the playwright who does 
not think in terms of immediate pro- 
duction may scribble as fancifully as 
he pleases. 
o,° 
OR example, the best two of the 
thirteen’ plays in Oscar - W. 
Firkins’s ‘‘Two Passengers for 
Chelsea’ (Longmans) present imme- 
diate problems in casting. The char- 
acters of the first play, which gives 
its title to the volume, include 
Thomas Carlyle, Jane Welsh Carlyle, 
Giuseppe Mazzini, Alfred Tennyson, 
to say nothing of lesser celebrities. 
And “The Undying Prince,’”’ which 
gathers together the living and the 
dead Hamlets for a discussion of 
that immortal part, assembles Sir 
Johnston Forbes-Robertson, E. H. 
Sothern, Walter Hampden, John 
Barrymore, Sir Henry Irving, Edwin 
Booth, David Garrick, Thomas Bet- 
terton and Richard Burbage. And 
the ghost of Hamlet himself! As 
Sothern impulsively exclaims: 
“Angels and ministers of grace—!”’ 
When they suspect whose shade has 
brushed by them, they all draw back 
in horror. Walter Hampden, ‘‘white- 
lipped, the drops starting from his 
forehead,’’ brings down the final cur- 
tain with a properly reverent excla- 
mation. ‘‘God in Heaven!’’ he says, 
holding in his arms the half-fainting, 
reeling form of E. H. Sothern. Pro- 
fessor Firkins’s one-act skit is more 
lucubration than drama, but it 
makes for enjoyable reading. 
Although.his sparkling little sketch 
ofthe great literary lions of the nine- 
teenth century might well be played, 
probably it is gayer and lighter in the 
reader's imagination than it could be 
on: the stage. The wit. crackles bril- 
liantly. Under the glittering surface 
of the dialogue the plot lies almost 
unexpressed in the subtle, tempera- 
mental tilting between Jane Welsh 
Carlyle and her sycophantic hostess, 
Lady Harriet Baring. Perhaps a lit- 
tle piqued by her hostess’s cloying 
devotion to Thomas Carlyle, Jane an- 
nounces that she is going home ‘“‘by 
the half past eleven.’’ For twenty 
pages of compact thrusting and par- 
rying Mr. Qarlyle’s own plans remain 
undecided. Meanwhile Jane Welsh’s 
turbulent spirit and stinging tongue 
keep the entertainment . delightfully 
lively.

For these Americans and French 
practice ‘rebellion in their private 
lives as well as in their political 
tenets. With Jack Wilkes press- 
ing the wife with importunity and 
the Marquise ardently pursuing the 
husband, the American. colonists 
agree to abandon humdrum morality 
and to follow ‘their own inclinations 
separately. Treading the primrose 
path they offend the proprieties of 
London.

UT finally Dr. Johnson’s morality 
and chivalry get the better of 
his slothful personal © habits. 
Seeking out his Americans in the in- 
iquitous Red Cock Coffee House, 
where the hateful_revolutionists fore- 
gather, he “‘sirs’’ both of them out 
of their loose habits, bludgeons their 
new morality, and then, like a 
kindly old man, packs them off to 
America with his blessing. When 
Swift, the American, protests that,

OW comes it that we, who have 
learned so much about the 
great dictionary maker, have 

heard nothing about his services in 
the unofficial court of marital rela- 
tions? In the last lines of his play 
Mr. Chesterton explains all that 
clearly. 

Jolinson—It has been the happi- 
est hour in my life,: which has 
known not a few terrible ones. 

Boswell—Why, sir, that is even 
more interesting. I "have never at- 
tempted to disguise from your pene- 
tration that I have occasionally 
taken notes of our conversations, 
and may perhaps make some at- 
tempt to benefit the world by 
them. And the happiest hour’ of 
Dr. Johnson's life—that is an inci- 
dent for which they will certainly 
look with interest in my book. 

Johnson—This incident will not 
be found in your book.

SING many of Johnson’s own 
words and declamations, Mr. 
Chesterton has.put. together a 

curiosity piece. The lumbering dia- 
logue and Mr. Chesterton’s somewhat 
labored. construction keep the’ play 
ill-suited to theatrical production. 
But the armchair playgoer is not dis- 
tressed by the heavy-footed manipu- 
lation of the scenes.

Whys and Wherefores of the Little Theatre |{| | 


Tourney, Which Again Impends 


OMORROW’® evening, at the 

Frolic Theatre, the sixth an- 

nual National Little Theatre 

Tournament will be opened by 
Walter Prichard Eaton, who will 
make the prefatory address. . Since 
the first contest, held in New York 
in 1923, the tournament idea has 
spread from Boston to San Diego. 
While the New York event is, the 
most important of the series, during 
the season now closing fifty tourna- 
ments have been conducted in various 
States, all using either in whole or in 
part the plan devised for the New 
York contest. : 

The cradle of the competition was 
the Drama Book Shop in Forty-sev- 
enth Street. Mrs. James Harvey 
Robinson had started this as the first 
shop in America devoted exclusively 
to the sale of books on the theatre, 
and here the young zealots in an 
even younger little theatre move- 
ment used to foregather and pour 
out to Mrs. Robinson their adven- 
tures with the one-act plays, of which 
the Drama Book Shop carried as 
large a stock as was then obtainable. 
At that time there were about a 
dozen groups, mostly in the suburbs, 
which had picked up the idea of 
home-made dramatics from the Prov- 
incetown Playhouse. It. was a new 
sport and each group believed thor- 
oughly in its own work.

In roomseback of Mrs. Robinson’s 
book shop were-the modest quarters 
of the New York Drama League, an 
organization based on an idea which 
somehow never got as good a break 
as it deserved. The purpose of the 
league was to create an organized 
audience in the theatre. Although 
it did a lot of things, it never quite 
achieved that. 

Associated with the league in its 
endeavors was Walter Hartwig, who 
had been identified with the theatre 
in one way and another for twenty- 
odd years and who was interested in 
this new activity among the laymen. 
Mr. Hartwig was not so sure that all 
these groups were as good as they 
admitted they were and believed that 
4t would be an interesting experi- 
ment to see two of them working on 
‘the same bill; it would be sure to 
start comparison and it might start a 
lot of other things. So in November, 
‘1921, an invitation was sent by a par- 
ticularly cocky group in Forest Hills 
to the extremely famous (locally) 
‘Nyack Club Players of Nyack. 

Bag and baggage went the Nyack 
Players to Forest Hills and produced 
Doris Halman’s “Will o’ the Wisp” 
on a bill of three short plays, the 
other two. of which—‘‘The Scaring 
Off of Teddy Dawson,’’ by Harold 
Brighouse, and ‘‘Helena’s Husbands,’’ 
by Philip Moeller—were offered by 
the Gardens Players of Forest Hills. 
And everybody in Nyack and Forest 
Hills agreed that there were two lit- 
tle theatre groups doing fine work in 
the metr@politan district. Such an 
,entente was established between the 
two organizations that on Dec. 28, 
(1921, the Gardens Players of Forest 
Hills set out in four motor cars for 
Nyack, where they presented the 
Brighouse one-acter before a Nyack 
public. This exchange of productions 
attracted the. attention and excited 
the interest of the other little the- 
atre groups and before the season of 
1921-22 was over there had been in- 
terchanges between Nyack, Forest 
Hills, Scarsdale and White Plains. 
However, the element of the well- 
bred house party pervaded these ad- 
ventures and there was something 
too much of the Gaston and Alphonse 
motif about them—until the visiting 
players had returned home again.

In January, 1923, Mr. Hartwig sent 
out a broadcast invitation to all little 
theatre groups within a radius of a 
hundred miles of New York to join in 
a production contest to be held in a 
-Broadway theatre. David Belasco 
was asked to donate a cup and the 
venture was to be known as the 
“Little Theatre Tournament’”’ or the 
*‘David Belasco Cup Match.’”* More 
than forty groups responded to the 
invitation, but only twenty could be 
accommodated. The Bayes Theatre 
was rented for a week and on May 7, 
19238—just five years ago tomorrow— 
the curtain was raised on the first 
Little Theatre Tournament on record. 
It brought out the scoffers in great 
numbers. This, said they, would beat 
the Cherry Sisters for gaucherie; in 
fact, this first tourney was the butt 
of every kind of joke. Curiously 
enough, the press did not see it that 
way and this was a surprise both to 
the management and to the groups 
competing. The plans were carried 
out exactly as announced and on the 
Saturday night of that first event- 
ful week the Belasco Cup was 
awarded to the East-West Players, a 
Manhattan group with which Gustav 
Bhim won his spurs. Two other prize 
winners in this first contest were the 
Fireside Players of White Plains 
and the Gardens Players of Forest 
Hills. 

Winning the Belasco Cup Match 
proved too much for the East-West 
Players, who promptly ceased to 
exist. Gustav Blum shortly thereafter 
went professional. It is either irony 
or sentiment that he has been for 
several seasons the lessee of the 
Bayes Theatre, where he and his 
group won the Belasco Cup the first 
time it was awarded, rs

By this-time tournaments were be- 
ing organized in various parts of the 
country... Elsie Kissam Haston, who 
had been one of the judges in the 
1925 New ‘York contest, went abroad, 
and while in London dropped in to 
tell Geoffrey Whitworth of the Brit- 
ish Drama Leagué about what copy 
readers will sometimes refer to as 
the little theatre “tilt.” As a result 
of this’ interview the 1926 tourna- 
ment, which was again held at the 
Bayes Theatre, had an entry from 
England—the Huddersfield Thespians, 
who officially represented the Brit- 
ish Drama League. There were, in 
fact, two entries from England, one 
from Gloucester Vale, and with the 
advent of the overseas groups the 
tournament assumed an international 
aspect. 

The British Drama League had in 
the meantime organized a similar 
ecntest for the United Kingdom and 
Lord Howard De Waiden ha” do- 
nated a cup. It is the winners of the 
Lord Howard De Walden Cup in 
London that are sent to the New 
York tourney, and last year the 
British victors—the Welwyn Garden 
City Players—actually captured the 
American trophy with “Mr. Samp- 
son.”* 

In the New York tournaments four 
one-act plays are produced each eve- 
ning by four different little theatre 
groups. This continues from Mon- 
day until Friday or until twenty 
plays have been shown. Five judges 
witness all these productions and se- 
lect four out of the twenty as the 
best presentations. They are judged 
according to the following standard: 
Fifty per cent. for presentation, 
meaning interpretation, or ‘how well 
the idea of the play is gotten over’’; 
25 per cent. for acting, 15 per cent. 
for setting and 10 per cent. for se- 
lection of play. 


On Friday evening, after the twen- 
tieth play has been. presented, the 
judges announce their selection of 
the four best productions and these 
four productions are played again on 
Saturday afternoon and evening. At 
the Saturday afternoon performance 
the judges once more watch these 
four productions in order to vote one 
as the best of the quartet. 


The New York contest is open to 
all regularly organized non-profes- 
sional groups. Professional actors 
must not be employed in the pres- 
entations, although ex-professionals 
are not barred. A little theatre group 
which pays a performer for his work 
in the tournament forfeits its right 
to consideration by the judges. A 
paid director does not come within 
this restriction so long as he does 
not also act a part in the play. 


Each group supplies its own scen- 
ery, properties and special lighting 
effects. Ordinary lighting, such as 
footlights and border lights, are sup- 
plied by the tournament management. 
The scenery, properties and effects 
for each presentation must be deliv- 
ered to the theatre between 9 and 11 
o’clock on the morning of the day 
that the play is to be shown. The 
production once delivered to the the- 
atre is handled by a professional 
stage crew in the employ of and un- 
der the direction of the tournament 
management. Thus the parapherna- 
lia for four one-act plays is taken

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into the theatre during the forenoon. 
In the afternoon, beginning at 1 
o’clock each group is allowed one 
hour on the day of its performance 
for a complete rehearsal of its sce- 
nery, properties and lighting effects, 
A dress rehearsal is not guaranteed 
unless it can be achieved within the 
hour that is granted. In most cases 
the groups find time to become ac- 
quainted with the set, gauge their 
distances and try their voices for the 
theatre in which they are to play 
that night. 


The order of rehearsals in the af- 
ternoon is in the reverse order from 
which the plays are presented dur- 
ing the evening performance—that 
is, the last play on the bill at night 
ig rehearsed first in the afternoon, 
from 1 to 2 o’clock, the third play 
at night rehearses from 2 to 3 o’clock 
and so on until the first play at night 
which rehearses from 4 to 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. This is to simplify 
the stage hands’ work, for the set- 
ting is left to stand in readiness for 
the evening performance. 


Back stage everything is conducted 
in the most orderly fashion. A 
dressing room schedule is care- 
fully .worked out and a draw- 
ing room usher sees to it that the 
assignments are strictly held to. 
In the little theatre tournament there 
is no class distinction. As there are 
no stars, there are no star dressing 
rooms. 

The names of plays must be sub- 
mitted to the management of the 
New York tournament at least a 
month before the tournament is 
scheduled to open. The same play 
cannot be used by two competing 
groups during the same contest. The 
group that first submits the name 
of a play is given the exclusive use 





of that play in the tourney. -

The action taken by Equity in reg- 
ulating the admission of, which 
sometimes means excluding, alien ac- 
tors, is, perhaps, radical, but that it 
is vindictive I- believe most people 
will deny, when all the facts are 
learned. 

For years the British Government 
has been denying to the American ac- 
tor the absolute freedom which the 
English actor has enjoyed here. I 
could quote scores of instances, but, 
perhaps, an extract from an inter- 
view with the well-known American 
actor, Ernest Truex, published April 
4, 1928, in The Era, a very old the- 
atrical paper of London, will suffice. 
“He (Ernest Truex) said that after 
all the Actor's Law is to be preferred 
to a legal ban, such as exists in this 
country. I was surprised to hear that 
he has to report to the Ministry of 
Labour every three months, and that 
he has to satisfy the officials that 
any part he plays is peculiarly suited 
to him and could not be as satisfac- 
torily taken by a British actor. As 
he said, it would be easier if he had 
to present his credentials to an ‘ac- 
tors’ body, such as Equity... . Prac- 
tically all he said in our talk the 
other evening was to the same effect 
as Leslie Faber’s remarks which I 
quoted a week or two ago.” 

You quote from C. Aubrey Smith’s 
letter, published in our April ‘maga- 
zine, in which he states that the ac- 
tion in England is not “professional” 
like Equity’s but “government” ac- 
tion. Mr. Smith is an honorable man 
and would not deliberately exagger- 
até or: minimize any ‘fact which ‘he 
gives out for publication, let alone 
distort the same; yet he has not the 
same sotirrces of information as our- 
selves and has consequently, 
quite unwittingly, made a mistake. 

We have felt for some time that the 
Actors’ Association of Great Britain 
was originally partly responsible for 
its Government's policy and the fol- 
lowing statement given us by Arthur 
S$. Hull seems to confirm it: “I 


.want.to.contrgdict.C.. Aubrey Smith’s. 


and/ 


statement that it was not the actors, 
but the English law, which barred 
Americans and which is the cause of 
our trouble over there. I was in Eng- 
land in May, 1925, with a contract for 
vaudeville, but I was refused permis- 
sion to work. I was then engaged 
to play the American advertising 
man in ‘It Pays to Advertise.’ After 
telling the managers my previous ex- 
perience, they assured me that there 
would be no trouble, as an American 
in the part was absolutely necessary. 
They wrote a letter to the Labor 
Bureau as also did Akerman May, 
my agent, stating that an American 
in that part was absolutely essential 
and indispensable, and that it would 
prolong the season of twelve English 
actors by Having an American play 
that particular part. I was again re- 
fused permission to work and so I 
went to the Home Office to see. Mr. 
Matthews and pursued the matter to 
as far as Mr. Heady of the Labor 
Bureau, who told me that he de 
plored the rule as much as I did but 
as he was there to see the law car- 
ried out he could do nothing in the 
matter. He. also stated that it was 
the English actors and the English 
actors alone who had made the law 
and that they had a disappointed old 
actor in the chair who would not al- 
low an American actor in if he could 
help it.’’ 

The Actors’ Association of Great 
Britain was a trade union and con- 
sequently had much influence with 
the L&bor Government then in 
power, Later the association split 
into two. parts, neither of which to- 
day is of any real importance, and 
both these groups could and would 
repudiate the action of their prede- 
cessor, but it is too late now, since 
the policy it started or encouraged 
has become set, ae 

Thé above will be news to many 
English actors, though {it won’t take 
them long to fix the responsibility. 

The Alden Gay incident was im- 
portant fn that it was the cause of 
an interpellation in Parliament when 





the. present. Minister of IKbour, Sir 


Arthur Steel-Maitland, officially dis- 
closed his Government’s attitude. 

Under these circumstances, can any 
fair-minded man accuse Equity of 
injustice? On the contrary, many 
of our own members will accuse us 
of tardiness, but facts are slow in 
coming to light and radical steps 
must be carefully considered. 

In conclusion I beg to.say that our 
reputation for fair dealing is very 
dear to us and that the text we 
nailed to our masthead twelve years 
ago is still there: ‘‘Love the art, 
poor as it may be, which thou hast 
learned, and be content with it; 
making thyself neither the tyrant 
nor the slave of any man.”’

worthless woman; James Harding, 
whose life was saved by Ronnie dur- 
ing the war and who is now in love 
with Pamela; and a clergyman, Mr. 
Stanes, and his wife, Dorothy, who, 
it appears, once lived with Ronnie 
for a week. And there is, too, an 
old butler whose hardly earned sav- 
ings Ronnie stole. Hach of these 
remembers him, and it is Mr. Mil- 
lar’s theory~a theory which has, 
perhaps, an origin in Maeterlinck— 
that the dead survive only in the 
memories of the living. When these 
people remember Ronnie. Ronnie ap- 
pears to them, but his appearances— 
and here is the true distinction of 
the play—are different in each case. 


* 'e* 
You see now to what this idea of 
Mr. Millar’s is leading. To the 


father Ronnie appears as a corporal, 
degraded from officer’s rank, and 
exhibits the true manner of his self- 
inflicted dceth. To Pamela he ap- 
pears in tennis flannels as the fresh, 
unspoiled boy whom she loved. To 
the butler, who hated him, he ap- 
pears as the cad who cheated a ser- 
vant of his money. To the clergy- 
man he appears as the callous young 
man who borrowed money with no 
intention of repaying it and played 
fast and loose with the clergyman’s 
wife. To his mother he is the mis- 
chievous and affectionate little child 
whom she loved and whom she left 
at home when she went to India with 
her husband years ago. In no case 
has Ronnie the conventional appear- 
ance of a stage ghost. He is alive 
and real as other men are. 

On the basis of this idea there was 
an opportunity to write a great play. 
We should have begun with the brief- 
est outward indication of Ronnie’s 
history and should have watched his 
personality being built up little by 
little in his many reappearances, 
each one of which would have exhib- 
ited a new facet of his character. 
At the same time we should have 
reached our knowledge of all the liv- 
ing people in the play by observing 
their attitudes toward this one cen- 
tral figure. They would have been 
reflected in him and he in them, 
with an effect, in the theatre, of that 
kind of indirect subtlety of which 
Joseph Conrad was a master. But 
Mr. Millar; though he seems to be 
vaguely aware of the intellectual 
country in which he has set his foot, 
does not explore it deeply enough or 
with that singleness of. mind which 
alone could compel it to yield up all 
its secrets, He makes a good, clear 
portrait of Ronnie, but the portrait 
depends too often on.direct informa- 
tion and does not emerge, as it 
should if the artistic balance of the 
play is to be preserved, from an

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image seen in the minds of the 
others, 

His’ sketches of the living people 
have also the merit of vigorous lucid- 
ity, but they lack that ultimate per- 
suasiveness which springs from the 
perfect use of what I must call the 
Conradian method. The truth seems 
to be not that Mr. Millar is incapable 
of writing a first-rate play but that 
he has, in this instance, been afraid 
of his own originality—afraid, that is, 
that if he were single-minded in his 
treatment, if he refused to make any 
concessions to theatrical custom, the 
managers and the public would shake 
their heads over his play and fail to 
understand it. He has, in conse- 
quence, made concessions—very ob- 
vious and lamentable concessions— 
and each one of them is destructive 
of the artistic integrity of his work. 


‘He has, for example, forced’ humor 


which at best is no more than a deco- 
ration and was unnecessary to the 
development of his theme. He has, 
too, permitted himself to use the de- 
vices of the crudest spiritualistic 
melodrama—lights that go out, de- 
moniac laughter for which there is 
no apparent reason, and an idol hang- 
ing on the wall whose green eyes 
glow at appropriate moments of ter- 
ror. All this is to betray his own 
play and to distract attention from 
its genuine merits. 

It is a play that should have been 
written in a mood, not of direct 
statement and certainly not of easy 
sensationalism, but of gradual, con- 
tinuous and delicate inquiry. We 
should have been made to feel—as 
Conrad makes us feel—that the au- 
thor, far from being an all-knowing 
one with startling news that he is 
eager to impart, is himself seeking 
after the elusive truth of character. 


We should have been led from discov- 
ery to discovery, never being allowed 
for an instant to turn aside to ir- 
relevant decoration. Gradually the 
evidences and indications of charac- 
ter should have been piled up until 
near the end they overwhelmed us 
in an avalanche of revealed truth. 
Then, indeed, the play would have 
been a great one, for the idea is the 
idea of a poet and has the seed of 
greatness in it. 

As it is, in spite of its lapses into 
common theatricality, ‘‘Thunder in 
the. Air’’ is an interesting piece of 
work, which is full of promise for its 
author’s future. But if he is to be a 
‘“‘great’’ dramatist he must not con- 
fuse a spiritual theme by introducing 
idols with green eyes. Let him leave 
them to people who delight in ‘‘thrill- 
ers.” His affair is quiet, unspec- 
tacular study of mental processes. If 
he is brave enough to risk being un- 
popular for a few years, he may yet 
become a dramatist of genuine dis- 
tinction. 

I must add a note, before I end 
this article, on a group of actors 
who, under the leadership of. Ma- 
dame Germanova and under. the 
name of the Moscow Art Theatre, 
have begun a series of performances 
in Russian at the Garrick Theatre. 
They are not, I understand, the 
same group which, under the same 
name, created so deep an impressivu 
in New York some time ago. They 
opened with ‘‘The Brothers Kara- 
mazov,’’ which was not greatly suc- 
cessful, and continued with ‘The 
Cherry Orchard’’ which was an ex- 
tremely beautiful collective perform- 
ance. But I shall not now attempt 
to comment in detail on their work. 
It will be better to wait until, when 
we have seen more of them, their 
performance and artistic method can 
be judged as a whole.

ART, IT SEEMS, NOW PAYS IN PARIS 





Parts, April 21. 

ASTON BATY has just moved 

from the tiny little Studio des 

Champs Elysées to the Théé- 

tre de l’Avenue. The studio 
is really no more than a converted 
rehearsal room at the top of a build- 
ing which’ contains two other thea- 
tres. The Avenue is a full-sized 
theatre in a fashionable street, and 
has hitherto been devoted to the pro- 
duction of the financially supported 
if not always financially successful 
kind of entertainment known as 
boulevard comedy. 

The event marks an interesting 
fact about the theatre in Paris, a 
fact which is sometimes neglected 
by those who constantly bemoan 
the artistic feebleness of many of the 
plays produced at the boulevard thea- 
tres. That fact is that the ‘‘théAtres 
d'art” or “thédtres d’avant garde” 
have not only won their artistic 
spurs, but a hold on the larger public 
as well. For Baty is not the only 
one of the more artistic managers 
who has discovered that he can pay 
his way, although the financial suc- 
cess of Gantillon’s ‘““Maya’’ and Pel- 
lerin’s ‘‘Tétes de rechange” and his 
latest move into a new home are in 
striking contrast with the circum- 
stances under which he produced 
“Tntimité,” that earlier effort of Pel- 
lerin, and Jean Jacques Bernard’s 
“Martine” at a temporary wooden 
shanty of a theatre in the Boulevard

It can indeed be said that.no such 
prosperity for the advanced drama 
has existed in Paris since Antoine 
was conducting his memorable man- 
agement in the theatre which now 
bears hig-name: and then Antoine 
stood alone. There are now five 
artistic theatres, which can command 
@ public, to say nothing of the 
Comédie-Frangaise, whose receipts 
have never been as high as they are 
today. Indeed, the present position 
can be compared favorably with that 
of any moment between. the date of 
the Antoine management and our 


for dramatic arts which exists in 
that part of the theatrical public 
which eschews Verneuil and knows 
not ‘“‘Rose-Marie.’”” I am not going 
to pretend that the new plays which 
have recently been produced at the 
Théatre Francais show this to be 
one. of its best creative periods; but 
the way in which the theatre is al-

something else which is almost as 
significant, and that is the crowded 
and attentive audience which attends 
the occasional poetry matinees at the 
Francais.

He reads a short 
note upon the poet whose verses are 
about to be given and upon the work 
from which. they are taken. The 
actor or actress then walks onto the 
stage and simply. recites poetry. Not 
only does the way in which that 
poetry is spoken present an éncourag- 
ing picture of the standard of diction 
and comprehension among the artists 
of the National Theatre, but the way 
in’ which the audience receives it 
shows that the artistic sensibility of 
the Paris theatrical public is as high 
as ever it’ was. eagle

ORDON M. LELAND is one of 
those individuals who for some 
years have been connected with 

tne stage In one capacity or another, 
afd who have served in every branch 
of the theatrical business. It is cer- 
taifly no’ exaggeration to say that 
Mr. Leland has always wanted to 
produce a play, which desire was 
gratified some two weeks ago at the 
Little Theatre, where . the .house- 
boards proclaim that one Gordon M. 
Leland presents ‘‘Box Seats,” a play 
by Edward Massey. 

At the age of 12, Master Leland 
was writing, staging and acting in 
shows up in the attic of the family 
home in Brookline, Mass., to the de- 
ight of the neighborhood children 
and to the consternation of his 
parents. Later, in the inevitable 
nigh school shows, he was, by turn, 
property man, stage manager and 
pusiness manager. His education 
having been completed at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Le- 
land became interested in a theat- 
rical organization in Boston which 
had developed, among others, Vinton 
Freedley, Osgood Perkins, Living- 
ston Platt, Dorothy Sands, Elsie Hitz 
and Stewart Baird. Massey was & 
member of this organization, direct- 
ing the plays while Leland had 
cnarge of the stage productions. 
They served in similar capacities for 
several otner producing groups in 
and around what used to be known 
as the Hub. 

Thus Massey and Leland were in- 
strumental in giving Boston produc- 
tions of such plays as ‘‘The Chief 
Thing,” ‘‘The Makropoulous Secret,” 
‘The Moon Is a Gong,”’ a modern 
dress version of ‘‘The Taming of the 
Shrew,” ‘‘Jane Clegg,’”’ ‘‘The Truth 
About Blayds,” ‘“‘A Very Good Young 
Man,” “Queen Victoria,’”” “Mary, 
Mary, Quite Contrary,”’ and ‘‘The 
Beggar’s Opera. There ‘“The Cherry 
Orchard” was*done for the first time 
in English in America. 

The two men, who had been 
through many first nights together, 
next organized the Stage Guild of 
Boston, patterned so closely after the 
Theatre Guild that it even had Helen 
Westiey as advisory director. This 
group sponsored five plays—‘‘Am- 
bush,”” “‘March Hares,’’ ‘‘Sophie,”’ 
“Failures” and ‘“The Deluge’’—all of 
which were successful. 

Massey spent six Summers as di- 
rector of the Plavhouse-on-the-Moor, 
near Gloucester, fass., and Leland 
was there for one season. Three 
years ago, Leland came to New York 
and to the dramatic department of 
The Billboard, the theatrical weekly, 
for which he became first string 
critic. 

Massey, who is a graduate of the 
47 Workshop of Harvard, i- the 
author of “Plots and Playwrights,” 
which was successfully produced at 
the Comedy Theatre in 1917 by the 
Washington Square Players, who 
have since evolved into the Theatre 
Guild. ‘‘Box Seats’ is not the first 
New York production to be directed 
by Mr. Massey, who has performed 
similar service for several plays, in-

VOICES 
OF THE 
SHADOWS

HE ‘infusing of dialogue into 
only, a few scenes of a picture 
play. is interesting from an ex- 
perimentalr angle, but it has 

its drawbacks, for when a _ voice 
suddenly bursts from -the shadow 
characters, who up to that moment 
have been silent, it rather jars on 
one’s nerves. Then, too, the players 
so far have merely learned to speak 
their lines so as to be heard and un- 
derstood and their utterances are 
made without much thought being 
given to vocal inflections. 

In “Glorious Betsy,’”’ the present 
offering at the Warner Theatre, the 
sound is a vast improvement over 
“‘Tenderloin,’? the previous produc- 
tion so equipped, for the dialogue is 
more subdued. When Andrea de Se- 
gurola, who plays one of the parts, 
sings the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ it is splen- 
did and stirring. On the other hand, 
when Conrad Nagel, who figures as 
Jerome Bonaparte, is heard, his voice 
is as though.he had suddenly stepped 
out of character, for his strident 
tones are assuredly not those of a 
Frenchman. And in a line or so to- 
ward the end which ought not to 
have been much more than a whis- 
per, Mr. Nagel gives signs of more 
lung power than is needed. 


It is obvious, judging by the re- 
sults of the Warner Brothers’ exhib- 
its, that producers of talking photo- 
plays need the advice of theatrical 
or dramatic experts, not only for the 
enunciation and inflection of voices 
but also for the wording of the lines; 
they. might do well in their first full- 
length pictorial feature with sound 
to reproduce a good play and use as 
many lines of the original as is 
feasible. 

As a picture, free though the pro- 
ducers have been with a romance of 
the past, ‘‘Glorious Betsy” is worthy 
entertainment, but one that would 
have been considerably enhanced by 
@ soft-pedal on the kissing scenes. It 
would: have added greatly to the 
charm of this shadow chronicle if 
the producers had taken a lesson in 
restraint from Booth Tarkington’s 
‘Monsieur . Beaucaire.’’ The sus- 
pense in ‘‘Glorious Betsy’’ is fairly 
well sustained, which was not the 
case with the pictorial version of 
*“‘Monsieur Beaucaire.”’ 


Dolores Costello, who impersonates 
Betsy. Patterson, is lovelier than 
ever, and in justice to the spoken 
passages, it should be said that the 
last line given to Miss Costello—‘‘My 
tomorrow has come’’—is by no means 
without effect. Mr. Nagel’s perform- 
ance is capital, but it would have 
served the Vitaphoned portions bet- 
ter if he had cultivated for the nonce 
a pleasing French accent, such as 
one would expect to hear from 
Jerome Bonaparte or Monsieur Beau- 


caire. 
(* seen on the screen after their

Although it may not be agreeable 
to think of men in animated form on 
the screen talking to an audience 
after they have passed away, it is 
nevertheless wonderfully interesting 
from an educational viewpoint. How 
marvelous it would be if one could 
hear and see the famous Lincoln de- 
bate or other stirring speeches made 
by that great President. Mr. De For- 
est has a Phonofilm of the late Rob- 
ert La Follette making a short talk,

A Victor Hugo Classic. 
OLLYWOOD did well by itself 
in the last few days, for besides 
“Glorious Betsy’’ there was 
presented at the Central Theatre a 
film conception of Victor Hugo’s 
novel, ‘‘The Man Who Laughs,” in 
which Conrad Veidt gives a magnifi- 
cent performance as Gwynplaine, the 
man whose face had been scarred 
with an undying laugh. This Ger- 
man actor’s work in this difficult 
role (especially for the screen) is 
filled with genuine artistry, for 
while there’s no denying Gwyn- 
plaine’s appearance here is horrible, 
Mr. Veidt has succeeded in portray- 
ing it with so much feeling that he 
enlists the full sympathy of his 
audience. Sometimes you find your- 
self. looking into his tear-filled eyes, 
his monstrous mouth being covered 
by his sleeve or his handkerchief, 
and in that chapter wherein he ap- 
pears before Queen Anne he eventu- 
ally permits the Queen and her noble 
lords to gaze upon his perpetually 
grinning jaw. At first these pomp- 
ous men in silks and laces are 
shocked at the insolence of a new 
peer (Gwynplaine inherits the title 
of Lord Clancharlie) laughing at the 
Queen; but soon everybody is stirred 
to uproarious mirth. 

Paul Leni, director of this picture, 
reveals considerable talent in his 
work, and with few exceptions he 
has elicited sterling acting from his 
players. Mr. Léni is a marvel at 
photographic feats that fit in with 
the story, and in the various inci- 
dents he proves his originality. He 
begins this story with a flash of 
King James II asleep in his bed and 
soon Barkilphedro, the jester, enters 
to awaken his royal master. Leni 
has also composed the scenes of 
Southwark Fair in a compelling 
fashion, with a full appreciation for 
the sombre note—the romance of the 
man with the hideous mouth and the 
beautiful blind girl, Dea. 

With all its gruesomeness this pic- 
ture is a welcome change from the 
conventional film drama, for, despite 
the changes (some of them obviously 
necessary) in producing this Victor 
Hugo story, one is thankful to see 
that there has been no thought of 
introducing a handsome hero with 
polished hair. 

Whether the story is concerned 
with the awe-inspiring. Wapentak, 
the disdainful nobles, Chatham pris- 
on, the mobs that revel in the 
changeless expression of the laugh- 
ing man, or Cesare Gravina‘s impres- 
sive playing of Ursus, it is both stim- 
ulating and interesting. The scenes 
with the Duchess Josiana are not so 
restrained as they might be, but 
neither is Mr. Hugo’s description of 
this seductive creature.

screen from a novel by Georges 
Clemenceau. It may not be a thrill- 
ing picture, but it is one with a 
wealth of poetic charm. All the 


players are Chinese and their per-| 


formances are characteristic of the 
days of the Celestial Empire. Every 
bit of scenery and all the properties 
are Oriental, even a cat, a peacock, 
dogs, decorations and ornaments. 


This is the story of a poet who goes 
blind, a poet who is wonderfully 
philosophical, who rejoices that night 
is more beautiful than day. His veil 
of happiness is not being able to see 
that which causes dissatisfaction, 
anger, chagrin or envy. Here are 
some of the titles of this production, 
which was made some years ago in 
France by a director named E. E. 
Violet: 


Happiness, to be lasting, must be 
covered by a veil which hides the 
truth. Reputation, fortune, dig- 
ban and love—these things you will 

esire. 


You are the sunshine of the blind

A fine dramatic effect is worked 
up as the pivotal point of this film 
record or reproduction of a sea angle 
of the clash of nations. It is not 
where the fight between the Sydney 
and the Emden takes place but the 
happenings at Cocos Island that 
really lead to the Sydney’s finding 
the Emden.

“The Battle of the Sexes,’’ the 
story on which D. W. Griffith is now 
working, was made years ago by Mr.

MR. BARRYMORE ON PROPS AND PICTURES 





N another year or so, if all his 
plans work out as he hopes they 
will, John Barrymore will take 
his yacht and his person from 
the Pacific Coast and return to New 
York and the.stage. The strange 
interlude of the international Hamlet 
is almost over. 

He was in New York a week or so 
ago, having made the trip from Holly- 
wood in order to borrow an electri- 
cian from Arthur Hopkins. He ad- 
mitted that the story sounded ‘“‘like 
a peculiar vice’’—to come some 3,000 
miles for an electrician; but he want- 
ed this particular one for his Sep- 
tember production of ‘‘Hamlet’’ in 
the Hollywood Bowl. He is much in- 
terested in the production, even 
though to date the only member of 
the cast besides himself is the gen- 
tleman borrowed from Mr. Hopkins. 

He saw newspaper men at the Am- 
bassador Hotel with a flippancy and 
self-negation to which the run of 
visiting celebrities had not accus; 
tomed them. Mr. Barrymore, off 
duty, does not declaim in the man- 
ner of his famous character part, 
and he prefixes his opinions with a 
somewhat shy ‘I don’t know much 
about it.’’ 

The Who’s Who of the Theatre 
gives his age as 46, which he does 
not look, and a column or so of dra- 
matic parts and performances. to 
which he does not refer. He.is of 
medium height, tending toward slim- 
ness, and with streaks of gray 
through his black hair. On the day 
in question he wore a grayish suit 
with an unusual appearing double- 
breasted vest. 


He is nervous, and as he talks wan- 
ders aimlessly around the room, 
lighting every now and then on a 
chair, a radiator, a window ledge or 
the’ settee... Soon he is up again, re- 
suming the stroll, commenting with 
slight gestures of his hands. A phy- 
sician. probably would tell him he 
smokes too much; he would likely 
agree to the charge—and continue 
smoking. 

Between the settee and the window 
ledge he make his announcement 
about retirement from the screen. 
He has another year to go, he said, 
and in that time hopes to make ver- 
haps four pictures. Then he will re- 
turn to his earlier love. He likes 
‘tthe climate’’ of the moving pictures 
better than that of the legitimate 
stage, he noted, but.that was about 
all the comparison he cared to make 
at the moment. 

His Favorite Picture. 


Some one spoke of his picture “Don 
Juan,’ trying to clear up a trouble- 
some point. Some of the critics had 
thought ‘‘Don Juan’’ was made with 
seriousness, or spoudaiotes, or what- 
ever the critical term for it is. Now 





how did the leading actor of the piece 
lintend that it should be taken? ir. 
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Barrymore uttered as much of a snort 
as it is possible for Mr. Barrymore 
to utter and said that of course ‘‘it 
wasn’t supposed to be serious.”’ 

Of his pictures to date he prefers 
‘Red Tempest,’’ the most recent of 
his productions. It is ‘‘the one thing 
that is any good at all,’’ in his 
opinion, the rest being dismissed 
with a careless wave of the hand. 

He was asked what he thought of 
“The Sea Beast’? (‘‘Moby Dick’’), 
another of his plays. 

“*I’ll bet it would please Melville.”’ 

*‘Who is Melville?”’ inquired one of 
the visitors, getting out a large sheaf 
of paper and a thick pencil. 

Mr. Barrymore looked up puzzled. 

‘‘He’s the man who wrote it.’’ 

“Oh,’’ said the searcher for direc- 
tors’ names, putting the paper away. 
The conversation left literature. 

But having started on the subject 
of ‘‘The Sea Beast,’’ Mr. Barrymore 
refused to budge from the point until 
he had told the story of the famous 
Sea Beast whale. 

‘“‘We needed a whale for, the pic- 
ture, and as there was none near the 
location it was decided that one 
should be built. Many men worked 
days getting the parts together. 
Some of it was rubber and its bones 
were of steel. It was a beautiful 
whale, and all of us would go down 
each day to see how it was getting 
along. We felt tender pride in it, 
and were sure that never would the 
moving pictures see such a marvel- 
ous animal. 

“Finally, the workmen and the offi- 
cials decided that the whale was fin- 
ished. It was painted, and it had all 
the spouts, flippers, fins and other 
appendages of real whales. It was a 
masterpiece, and every one went 
down to the bay to watch the launch- 
ing. 

“The whale was placed in the water 
and the two men who were to oper- 
ate it were all ready to get in. One 
of them, in fact, started to enter, but 
the other urged caution and sugges- 
ed that our animal be taken out just 
a little further and tested a bit more. 
They hitched the whale on to a tug 
and towed it out, and just as the men 
were again to assume their réles it 
sank. And so that beautiful whale of 
rubber and steel was lost.’’ 


Mr. Barrymore said that the pic- 
ture he was going back to Hollywood 
to begin was Frederick Lonsdale’s 
“‘The Last of Mrs. Cheyney.”’ It was 
rumored for a time that Adolphe 
Menjou was to do it, but Mr. Barry- 
more said that he is to start work at 
once. Ernst Lubitsch is to direct, 
and the actor thinks it will be ‘‘very 
amusing,’’ for the director will instil 
into it “something a little Germanic 
~—not South Bend (Ind.) symbolism.”

and Mr. Barrymore began to pace 
the room. He believed, he said, that 
all the love scenes in the moving pice 
tures are too long; that they should 
be cut; that they should also be more 
hinted at than pictorialized at such 
great length. Showing just the end 
of such a scene is much better than 
the agony of all of it, he thought. 

The occasion of the interview be- 
ing only a few days after Mr. Tune 
ney had told Yale all about Shake- 
speare, the actor was asked what he 
had thought of the lecture. He had 
not read all of it, he said, and didn’t 
want to get in any trouble with the 
heavyweight champion. Tunney had 
chosen a good play to talk about~ 
“Trolius and Cressida’—he added, 
for it was both warlike and “‘naugh- 
ty.’’ But he didn’t say what he meant 
by that somewhat cryptic remark. 

The thing that interests the actor 
just at the moment—interests him 
even more than “The Last of Mrs. 
Cheyney’’—is the coming production 
of ‘“‘Hamlet’”’ in the Hollywood Bowl. 
It is such a tremendous place, set on 
the hills under the moon and stars, 
that he will be “‘the smallest Hamlet 
since General Tom Thumb.” Getting 
Ophelia will be a problem, but that 
will not be unusual, for “‘she is al- 
ways hard to get.” 

And there he will stand in the cen- 
tre of the vast open-air theatre, giv- 
ing the ‘‘To be, or not to be’’ as the 
moon rises over the topmost part of 
the bowl, its shadows’ gradually 
creeping to the centre of the stage. 
There should be a bit of unearthli- 
ness to the setting which will make 
it most effective. And then, of 
course, on a lower plane, what the 
moon can’t do Mr. Hopkins’s electri- 
cian can. 

But even about this chief desire of 
his heart Mr. Barrymore could not 
resist an urge toward flippancy. 

“Tt will be the only time a ‘Hame- 
let’ audience can sit comfortably on 
the sides of a bow] and, if they like, 
eat peanuts as the play goes on.”

- Monteverdi, represented by works 
new to the American public, will be 
significant events of the week be- 
fore us. At Smith College in 
Northampton Professor Werner and 
his colleagues of the music depart- 
ment propose to give the American 
premiéres of Handel’s ‘‘Serse” and 
Monteverdi's. ‘‘Combattimento di 
Tancredi e di Clorinda.”’ 


These will be essentially amateur 
productions, following the general 
character of notable revivals of old 
music which have been given at 
Smith in recent years. It has been 
shown there that the musical re- 
sources of the college insure intelli- 
gent and spirited interpretations of 
works seldom heard, and extremely 
worthy of the hearing. Handel’s 
“Julius Caesar’’ of last season, Mon- 
teverdi’s “Coronation of Poppea”’ the 
season before, are recent examples 
of such procedure. It is true that 
the part of the heroine in Handel’s 
opera demands exceptional technical 
equipment on the part. of the singer. 
This part will be sung by Mabel Gar- 
rison, who has been secured for the 
occasion. 

The production of the “‘Combatti- 
mento” is a matter of special in- 
terest and importance to lovers of 
music. This work has long been 
known as one of the most individuat 
expressions of the composer, who 
may fairly be considered the true 
founder of the modern opera, and it 
is the score in which Monteverdi 
gives us the first historic instances 
of the use of the pizzicato and the 
tremolo of the stringed instruments. 


Properly speaking, “Il Combatti- 
mento” is not an opera but a cross 
between a cantata and certain primi- 
tive forms of dramatic music. The 
story, after the famous episode from 
Tasso’s ‘‘Jerusalem Delivered,” is in- 
toned by a narrator and mimed by 
two actors on the stage. The verses 
of Tasso are recited in impassioned 
recitative: how Tancred, believing 
Clorinda to be a warrior, provoked 
her to combat. How Clorinda, cov- 
ered and concealed by her armor, 
fought most valorously with him. 
How Tancred, impressed by her 
bravery, demanded the name of 
his unknown opponent, only to be 
enswered with scornful defiance. 
How the opponents rested and then 
resumed the combat. How, the cruel 
blow at last delivered, the heroic 
Clorinda sank down, and Tancred 
opened her helmet and discovered 
the beautiful woman, and the heart 
broken with grief; and how Clorinda, 
dying, asked heaven for peace and 
pardon, breathing her love and giv- 
ing up the ghost. 

This piece was first performed at 
the home of Girolamo Mocenigo, one 
of Monteverdi’s patrons. It is only 
a short fragment, so far as its pro- 
portions are concerned, but it is the 
mature and concentrated expression 
of the dramatic ideas of Monteverdi. 
His preface to this work, in which 
he explains his conception of the 
dramatic style, antedates by a cen- 
tury and a half Gluck’s famous man- 
ifesto published in connection with 
**Alceste.” 


Monteverdi, like other artists of his 
period, earnestly sought the princi- 
ples of expression which they be- 
lieved embodied in the Greek drama. 
Plato had said that music must be 
capable of expressing not only the 
softer emotions but the valor and 
enthusiasm of those who march to 
war. ‘‘Monteverdi,” says Henry 
Pruniéres, in his excellently compiled 
volume on the life and the music of 
that composer, ‘‘therefore sought the 
solution of the problem in the use of 
an appropriate rhythm. It is very 
possible that on this occasion his in- 
terest in antique meters, which had 
been aroused by the French musique 
mesurée, may have stood him in 
good stead. Indeed, his point of de- 
parture is the pyrrhic foot, which 
seemed to him the exact contrary of 
the spondee. Now, as the spondee 
expresses calm, the pyrrhic foot 
should, he considers, be a marvelous 
method of expressing agitation. For 
that matter, it had been used by the 
Greeks in warlike dances. His next 
idea, would certainly have caused con- 
siderable astonishment to the ancient 
Greeks; he juxtaposed pyrrhic feet 
in such a way that he obtained six- 
teen quavers in a single bar. The 
effect of these repeated notes, known 
today as ‘tremolo,’ did, in fact, ren- 
der impressions of agitation, anger 
and terror in the most picturesque 
and expressive way. His love of con- 
trast led him to seek a text which 
would give him the. opportunity of 
expressing in turn the fury of war, 
religious emotion and death.’’ 


There is an orchestra of strings 
and harpsichord which plays the 
thoroughbmss. An instrumental pre- 
lude prefaces the Narrator’s Invoca- 
tion to the Night. Monteverdi em- 
ploys astonishingly simple chords 
and simple but extremely expressive 
rhythms. Rhythm, in fact, is one of 
the greatest and most interesting at- 
tributes of this score. The excite- 
ment, the fatigue of the combatants, 
their physical movements, the clash 
of steel on steel, classically trans- 
lated in music, are among its fea- 
tures. But it must not be supposed 
that the voices do nothing. Even on 
the printed page, and far from a 
theatre, the dying words of Clorinda 

< are infinitely gentle and touching, as 


she confesses her love and com- 
mends her soul to God. Let Mr. Pru- 
niéres resume: ‘‘The ‘Combattimen- 
to’ is destined neither for dramatic 
nor concert performance. Monte- 
verdi has given precise data for its 
execution. There is to be no special 
stage. Clorinda and Tancred, in cos- 
tume, are to enter unexpectedly into 
the salon in which the performance 
is to be given. While the Narrator is 
relating the action they are to mime 
it in exact time to the music, and 
their voices will be heard only in the 
few phrases the composer has allot- 
ted to them. Above all, there are to 
be no trills, no roulades.. The Nar- 
rator will only permit himself these 
ornaments in the Invocation to the 
Night. The orchestra is to adapt 
itself to the dramatic expression of 
the text.” 


Handel’s ‘‘Serse,’’ first given in 
London April 15, 1738, followed by 
ten years the first performances of 
Gay’s “Beggar’s Opera,’’ and came 
after Handel’s great Funeral An- 
them and between the opera ‘‘Fara- 
mondo”’ and the oratorio ‘‘Saul.’’ Mr. 
Newman Flower, in his fascinating 
and admirably documented book on 
Handel, wonders whether the success 
of the ‘‘Beggar’s Opera,’”’ which had 
a disastrous effect on the stilted Ital- 
ian operas Handel produced and on 
many of the operas he composed, 
may not have been responsible for 
the injection of the comic element in 
the plot. This appears very probable. 
At the time of ‘‘Serse’’ Handel had 
gone through his third bankruptcy. 
His benefit concert in London in 
March, 1788, had helped him with 
his debts, but he still owed money 
to Heiddeger, and perhaps thought to 
pay it by a popular success. This 
success did not follow, and tn view 
of the extraordinary nature of the 
libretto it is no wonder. 


The version of ‘‘Serse,’’ or 
“‘Xerxes,’’ to be presented at Smith 
is not the original one, but the ver- 
sion of Dr. Oskar Hagen, who re- 
vived this opera very successfully in 
Gbttingen in 1924, in his own edition. 
This edition cuts many pages of reci- 
tative, dispenses with characters un- 
necessary to the plot, including three 
suicides, and in general condenses 
and pulls together a semi-romantic, 
semi-farcical and wholly irrespon- 
sible and rambling story. 


Just as there are these inchoate ele- 
ments in the plot, so is the music a 
curious combination of the noble and 
the burlesque. To begin with, the 
noble. The orchestra plays as a pre- 
lude the great air, ‘‘Ombra mai fu.” 
The curtain rises and the melody is 
taken up by the individual on the 
stage, King Xerxes, who, in the tor- 
tures of love, has flung himself down 
for a moment’s rest under the 
branches of the plane-tree. 


The plot quickly develops. Xerxes 
hears Romilda, for whom he has con- 
ceived a violent passion, singing in 
her garden. Xerxes’s younger broth- 
ev, Arsamene, who loves Romilda too, 
and whose love is returned, enters 
with his drunken and foolish servant, 
Elviro. There are high words as the 
brothers discover themselves to be 
rivals, Arsamene is summarily ban- 
ished. His brother, as he believes, 
disposed of, Xerxes makes hot love 
to Romilda. She will have none of 
it and reminds him that she is not 
of royal blood. The answer only 
maddens the King, who resolves upon 
a special ruling to serve his purposes. 
Ariodat, Romilda’s father, is return- 
ing victorious from the wars. His 
rank shall be raised and Romilda 
shall marry ‘‘a member of the royal 
family.”” Xerxes departed, Romilda 
pours out her grief and her vows of 
fidelity to Arsamene in a fine air of 
florid and classic style. 


Here is Handel, the dramatist. It 
is not, of course, modern literary or 
psychological music-drama that he 
produces. The characters are neither 
complicated nor subjective in their 
feelings. They are clean-cut types 
rather than individuals. This one is 
heroic, the other gentle; this one 
frivolous, the other melancholy. 
Xerxes, the fiery lover and com- 
mander of war; Arsamene, more 
youthful and romantic; Romilda, 
noble and faithful, and, a figure with 
propensity for mischief, Romilda’s 
younger sister, Atalanta, who is co- 
quettish and sentimental, and who 
complicates matters by avowing a 
troublesome interest in Arsamene. 

The second scene of the first act— 
we describe the opera as we saw it in 
Gottingen—introduces a new figure, 
Amnastris, the true though forsaken 
love of Xerxes. She appears with 
comical prancing in Handel's orches- 
tra, disguised as one of Ariodat’s sol- 
diers, and in this Amazonian disguise 
frustrates the designs of the King. 
Certainly, Handel was not a femi- 
nist! He caricatures the gait of the 
woman-soldier at the same time that 
he portrays her sincere feeling for 
her faithless lover. The King now 
calls before him in his palace his 
General and announces to him his 
decision that Romilda shall marry 
‘fone of the royal family.’’ There is 
a& play on these words, with amusing 
consequences, in the scenes that fol- 
low. Ariodat knows of Arsamene’s 
love for his daughter, and now looks 
forward happily to a union he had 
feared impossible. Romilda and Ar- 
samene, who has not left the country 
but is in hiding, are in despair. Am- 
nastris resolves that they shall be 
happily united. Arsamene gives El- 
viro a letter to be secretly handed 
to Romilda. Disguised as a seller of 
flowers, Elviro is met in the market 





by Atalanta, who secures the letter. 
She gives it in turn to Xerxes, who 





shows it to Romilda, claiming that 
his brother sent the declaration to 
her sister. 


But even now Romilda, though 
stricken, remains faithful. Such and 
similar complications bring the last 
act. Merxes, failing to win Romilda 
by persuasion, resolves to do so by 
force. He sends a body of soldiers to 
surround her father’s house at night, 
with orders that no one can pass 
through the lines without his permis- 
sion, He then disguises himself, with 
the purpose of abducting Romilda. 
He is confronted at the door by Am- 
nastris, who, spear in hand, refuses 
him admission. Has not the King for- 
bidden that any one shall enter 
without his royal permission? The 
King, disgruntled, does not remove 
his disguise. He says he is a mes- 
senger from Xerxes. Xerxes orders 
that at dawn Romilda shall be ready 
for marriage ‘‘into the royal family.’’ 
Amnastris sees that these orders are 
quickly transmitted—to Arsamene as 
well as Romilda. Under the King’s 
nose the wedding takes place. Then 
Amnastris, no longer attired in ar- 
mor but as a woman in all her 
beauty, reveals herself to the King. 
Xerxes, realizing his folly, feels his 
own love revive. He asks forgive- 
ness, there are reconciliations, and a 
Handelian chorus as the curtain 
falls. 


It may be said that Handel char- 
acterizes with voice as well as har- 
mony and orchestral color. The 
roulades of Romilda are statuesque 
and melancholy when she mourns 
her love, ironical and evasive as she 
replies to the entreaties of the King. 
Atalanta’s love song to Arsamene in 
the first act is sentimental, but not 
really serious, nor is her expression 
of disappointment less appropriate 
to her character. Elviro, singing a 
ditty popular with the public of Han- 
del’s day, is interrupted by the en- 
trance of Atalanta humming a few 
fragments of an air of her own. 
This air is not completed. The same 
eight measures are sung by the girl 
at odd moments, but there is no for- 
mal completion of the musical 
thought. There is no big aria, but 
recitative and dialogue through 
some of the scenes, and one of Han- 
del’s many laughable effects, when, 
a little later, Elviro believes that 
there has been infidelity to his mas- 
ter on the part of Romilda. He 
suddenly cries ‘‘serpent’’ and sings 
a wild roulade, long and tortuous 
as the destroyer of Eden, while the 
orchestra makes a wild uproar be- 
neath him, and those about him dis- 
perse in terror. Mark the music for 
the scene where Xerxes confronts Ro- 
milda with the missive he says his 
brother has secretly sent Atalanta. 
Stunned to find that she will remain 


true to Arsamene in spite of all, the 
King is at a loss for words. Con- 


fused, he falls back on his old pleas 
and expresses them by repetitions of 
the same musical phrase, There are 
conventional passages, in the man- 
ner of Handel’s day, and enough 
great melodies to fit out half a dozen 
operas by the average modern com- 
poser. To those who have not heard 
it, and to those who have, there will 
be uncommon interest in this re- 
vival of Handel. In advance of the 
fact, it is fair to congratulate the 
producers upon their enterprise and 
originality of aim in bringing such 
works as these we have mentioned 
to the attention of the musical 
public.

ANOTHER NEW OPERA IN MILAN 





Mian, April 15. 

T a distance of over three 

A months from the first novelty 

of the season, Wolf-Ferrari’s 

“Sly,’”’ the Scala patrons 

have finally witnessed and passed 

judgment on the second: Guido Bi- 

anchini’s three-act lyric drama, 

‘‘Thien-Hoa’’ (Flower of Heaven), 

set to the libretto in prose which 

Gioacchino Forzano reduced from 

his own play, first presented to the 

Milanese public in 1923 by Irma 
Gramatica. 

This work purports to be a drama 
of modern Chinese life; the scene is 
laid in Canton. There is much local 
color, with an abundant display of 
pronouncements of ancient Chinese 
wisdom. But when the plot is 
stripped of these accessories, we find 
the conventional melodrama of all 
times and climes, expressed in a ver- 
bose and inflated language decidedly 
staler and more tiresome than the 
over-prolific Tuscan librettist is ac- 
customed to give us. 

‘‘Thien-Hoa’’ thus falls to present 
even the pretense of a particular 
conception of life, or of race con- 
flict, that gave plausibility to the 
action of ‘Iris’? or ‘‘Madama But- 
terfly,’’ or even of ‘‘Turandot,’’ to 
restrict our comparison to Oriental 
operatic heroines still so much in 
vogue today. 

The musical past of Guido Bian- 
chini shows his predilection for this 
type of subject. His two previous 
operas thus far performed, ‘‘Radda,”’ 
two-act lyric drama after Gorki 
(Théatre de la Gaité, Paris, 1914, and 
Venice, 1924), and ‘‘Il Principe e 





Nuredha,’’ one-act fable after Star 
(Teatro Fenice, Venice, 1923), both 
opuses prtéze-winners, betray a pen- 
chant for Oriental color, the for- 
mer that of the Siberian steppes, the 
latter that of India. 


The three works taken together 
would seem to show the composer’s 
conviction as to the primary im- 
portance of the scenario in opera, 
though his chamber piecés and a con- 
siderable production of songs in his 
native Venetian dialect reveal rather 


a lyric temperament of modest 
sweep. 
Unfortunately, in this his latest 


theatrical venture, Bianchini’s lyri- 
cism shows a distressingly fatal ten- 
dency to echo the Puccini of ‘‘Turan- 
dot’”’ and the Mascagni of ‘‘Iris."’ All 
the situations of ‘‘Thien-Hoa’’ bear- 
ing the stamp of sincerity resound 
with these reminiscences; particular- 
ly the languorous phrases and the ef- 
fect-seeking cadences of the Luccan 
are in evidence. Bianchini futilely at- 
tempts to mask these influences by 
breaking up the phrases and juggling 
with the bizarre chinoiseries of an 
orchestral palette which he handles 
with a certain taste and freedom. 

The Venetian composer 1s quite in- 
ept at musical characterization. All 
his principal personages speak the 
same language, which fluctuates be- 
tween a syrupy Puccini and a deso- 
latingly monotonous’  semi-melodic 
declamation, in which intervals of 
fourths and fifths and other stereo- 
typed formulas of a limited inventive 
vocabulary, posing modernity, wear 
out themselves, the throats of the 





singers (with their exacting tessi- 


tura and meaningless acrobatics), 
and also exhaust the patience of the 
audience. 


Bianchini’s expressive vocal phrases 
and suggestive instrumental passages 
are few, though not infrequently 
deft, but their effectiveness is soon 
lost through constant repetition. 
This composer is still less at ease 
when confronted with the dramatic 
situations of the plot, and save for 
the death scene of the protagonist, 
conceived with more artistocratic re- 
straint of tone, if not with originali- 
ty, he meets these exigencies with a 
rhetorical emphasis of cheap effects 
that is altogether irritating. 

The opinions of the audience were 
much divided as to the merits of 
‘*Thien-Hoa.’’ Though a total of ten 
calls wis registered, these were 
forced by the obstinate applause of a 
small minority, in the face of the 
equally determined hissing of another 
minority, the majority of the audi- 
ence remaining scornfully or amus- 
edly indifferent. 

The title rédle was sung with genu- 
ine taste and limpid vocal quality by 
Signora Pampanini; the tenor Melan- 
dri gave a creditable performance 
as Chang, while Vincenzo Bettoni 
(bass), a most valuable acquisition to 
La Scala, was truly magnificent vo- 
cally and histr' nically as the man- 
darin husband Ting-Pai. Maestro 
Panizza conducted the bafflingly dif- 
ficult score with unstinting patience 
and authority. The settings by 
Stroppa were lovely to look upon— 
really far too good for such a char- 
acterless work.

Sir Dan Godfrey Feasts Bournemouth 


* Sumsion at Gloucester 


LONpDON, April 17. 


London programs offer crumbs} 


of British music, the festival just 

held at Bournemouth provided a 

rich feast. One after another pres- 
ent-day British composers marched 
across Sir Dan Godfrey’s programs, 
and the result was a two-day festival 
of extraordinary interest. 

Arnold Bax was not represented, 
nor was Frederick Delius or Sir Ed- 
ward Elgar; but partly because so 
much of this music was unfamiliar it 
was exhilarating. New York has 
heard only one of these Bournemouth 
works—the Sinfonia Concertante by 
William Walton, which the Boston 
Symphony played during the past 
season. ; 

Lord Berners’s Fugue for Orchestra 
was one of the leading novelties, 
which included Norman O’Neill’s two 
“Shakespearean Sketches’? and his 
“Festal Prelude,’’ which he had writ- 
ten some years ago; Dr. Cyril Rooth- 
am’s rhapsody ‘‘Pan’’; Norman De- 
muth’s ‘‘Overture for a Comedy’’; 
Eric Coates’s jazz finale for his suite 
“Four Ways’’; Sir Hamilton Harty’s 
setting for Keats’s ‘‘Ode to a Night- 
ingale’’; and finally a concerto for 
saxophone and orchestra, the first 
ever written in conservative England, 
by Josef Holbrooke. To show that 
he was no arrant nationalist, Sir 
Dan then presented contemporary 
Spanish works—a new “Sinfonia 
Sevillana’”’ by Joaquin Turina and a 
single colorful movement of Moren6é 
Torroba’s ‘‘Castilian Pictures.’’” Add 
to these French works by Chausson, 
Ravel and Dukas and a few trifles 
like Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony— 
and it will be seen what a crowded 
banquet table the Bournemouth Fes- 
tival provided. 

*,° 

Little of this new music could be 
called momentous; little of it made 
any pretense to greatness. If there 
was any one characteristic in these 
widely varied British pieces, it was 
their refreshing candor and lack of 
pompousness, A _ sketch, a_ tone- 
poem, a brilliant bit of foolery like 
Lord Berners’s ‘‘mock’’ Fugue, was 
content to fill its own niche, and not 
pretend to be a symphony, 

Take, as an example, Norman 
O'Neill, whose ability should not be 
underrated simply because he writes 
incidental music. New Yorkers may 
remember his charming incidental 
music for the distinguished Belasco- 
Warfield ‘‘Merchant of Venice’’ sev- 
eral seasons ago. It has now been 
expanded for orchestral concerts 
into the “Shakespearean Sketches,’’ 
played at Bournemouth with the 
composer conducting. Suggesting a 
vividly colored, ceaselessly moving 
and changing stage picture, these 
sketches had nevertheless musical 
substance. There were spots where 
Mr. O'Neill’s stage was colored too 
gaudily, but there was never the im- 
pression of artificiality. 

Quite different was the “Overture 
for a Comedy,” by young Mr. Nor- 
man Demuth. Outward skill, but lit- 
tle depth or significance appeared in 
his orchestration, and for an over- 
ture ‘‘for a comedy” his humor was 
heavy-footed. Among the novelties 
the Holbrooke saxophon concerto 
\vas most nervously awaited. Few 
members of an English audience had 
ever heard a saxophone concerto be- 
fore and there was trepidation over 
divorcing the saxophone from the 
jazz band. If the saxophone had any 
friends at Bournemouth, they -2.uld 
not have been encouraged by this 
performance. 

One could hardly blame Mr. Hol- 
brooke for not being George Gersh- 
win, but how mild and colorless the 
first two movements seemed! The 
sticky tone of the saxophone choked 
whatever sparkle there may have 
been in the composition. Apparently 
Mr. Holbrooke realized what a tissue 
of sighs his first two movements had 
been, for he itazzed his third move- 
ment with success. The orchestra 
came to life; the eff2ct was as if a 
Haydn or Mozart scherzo had wan- 
dered by mistake into a Broadway 
night club. But it is not easy to 
make molasses bubble, and it is no 
easier to make the saxophone, with 
its thick monotone, express subtle 
shadings, variations and contrasts. 

s,°* 

Where the contrasts did occur was 
in the Spanish music which Sir Dan 
offered. Morené Torroba is virtually 
unknown as a composer outside his 
native Spain. His ‘‘Castilian Pic- 
tures’ contained only a thimbleful 
of themes, but so economically were 
they developed and so adroitly put 
together that the entire work had 
unity and charm. Joaquin Turina, 
on the other hand, has sometimes 
been called the Spanish Dvorak. 
His works are almost as popular in 
his own country as those of his com- 
patriot Manuel de Falla. His Sevil- 
lian symphony is in three move- 
ments, each of which is extravagant 
in the richness and variety of its 
folksong themes. But he no. sooner 
introduces a theme than he loses it 
and wanders off to find another. He 
leaves an impression of awkward 
transitions which. cannot be excused 
by calling them ‘‘Spanish light. and 
shade.’’ For all its experienced or- 
chestration and rich imagery the 
Turina work did not seem as satis- 
factory as the Torroba piece,. al- 
though both might serve as hints for 
the Philharmonic conductors when 
they prepare their programs for.the 
Summer concerts in the Lewisohn 

More than a word remains to be 
said about the Bournemouth Festival 
itself, about the tireless Sir Dan God- 





frey and the municipal orchestra of 
fifty pieces which played such aston- 
ishing programs during two busy

walled corridors after the concert in 
search of Sir Dan, and found him 
not even wilted by the strenuous pro- 
gram he had just been through. 

“It is an uphill fight to play the 
works of native composers,’’ he told 
me, ‘Critics and students are in- 
terested—but it simply doesn’t pay.’ 


new concert hall, to seat 1,750 per 
sons and cost in the neighborhood of 
a million dollars. If it is completed 
this year it means that the 1928 fes- 
tival will have been the last held in 
the impossible Winter Gardens. 
In any event, the results Sir Dan 
has achieved in the past thirty-five 
years are amazing. Picture a decor- 
ous and old-fashioned Atlantic City, 
a health resort of hotels and board- 
ing houses without end, and it can 
be seen what unpromising soil he 
has chosen for building one of the 
most admirable musical traditions in 
England. 
His municipal orchestra plays all 
year round and plays the works of 
so many composers that it must be 
unhealthy for the players’ artistic 
progress. Nothing is too modern, 
nothing is too difficult to attempt. 
Neither Sir Dan nor his orchestra 
claim to rank with the leaders; they 
know quite well that they are not 
another Hallé Orchestra and cer 
tainly not a Boston Symphony. But 
among the lesser orchestras of Eng~- 
land they stand unchallenged—a 
monument to the persistence of one 
man and to the musical taste and 
discrimination of one community.

What the Bournemouth Festival 
does each year for modern composi- 
tions the Three Choirs Festival at 
Gloucester does for choral music and 
oratorios. Already there is interest 
in the plans for next September’s 
festival there, largely because of the 
appointment of young Mr. H. W. 
Sumsion to be cathedral organist in 
place of Sir Herbert Brewer, who died 
last month. The Gloucester Cathedral 
organist automatically assumés the 
direction of the festival, so that the 
appointment of Sir Herbert’s suc- 
cessor was something of a national 
event. 

Before his death Sir Herbert had 
already decided what the festival 
works were to be this year. It is 
reported that Mr. Sumsion plans to 
carry out Sir Herbert’s wishes. There 
will be orchestral works. by Gustav 
Holst and Arthur Honegger, includ- 
ing Honegger’s ‘‘King David.’ Zol- 
tan Kodaly’s ‘‘Psalmus Hungaricug,”’ 
heard in the United States during 
the past eventful season, will also be 
heard at Gloucester, as well as 
choral works including the inevitable 
Elgar. 

The new director of this formidable 
program is not yet 30 years old. He 
is still—or was until a short time ago 
—in the United States, where he has 
been on the staff of the Curtis In- 
stitute of Music at Philadelphia. 
From boyhood he has been steeped 
in the great traditions of the Three 
Choirs. When he was nine years old 
he became a chorister in the cathe- 
dral and later studied under Sir Her- 
bert Brewer. Before he was 17 he 
had become assistant organist. 

The combination of his boyhood 
training and his present work in 
America 1s felt to be a hopeful stgn 
for the success of future festivals 
and the continuance of the Three 
Choirs tradition. 
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comes so slowly and deceptively that 
no one really knows when it has ar- 
rived, the London music season has 
been creeping up behind us. Last 
week it seemed as if the concert sea- 
son would never progress beyond 
dullness; this week the signs of 
Spring are more advanced. 

Arnold Bax’s symphony in E flat 
was played by the orchestra of the 
Royal Academy of Music, under Sir 
Henry Wood, but popular interest 
was not aroused. Can it be that 
London is unappreciative of one of 
its most provocative modern compos- 
ers? Handel’s ‘‘Solomon,”’ so su- 
perbly performed by the Royal Phil- 
harmonic Society under Sir Thomas 
Beecham, was repeated at Albert 
Hall on Sunday. for the benefit of Sir 
Thomas’s ambitious Imperial League 
of Opera. But the audience did not 
half fill the hall, Can it be that 
Handel is without honor in his own 
London—or is Sunday in Englard a 
day for country rambles rather than 
afternoons in concert halls?

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THE DANCE: FOUR BALLETS—MUSIC AFIELD IN A SEASON'S REVIEWS | 





OR the first time in history a 
major ballet work had its 
world premiére in America 
when Stravinsky’s ‘‘Apollo 
usagétes’’ was produced on April 
7 at the Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge 
estival of Chamber Music held in 
ine Library of Congress in Washing- 
on. Mrs. ‘Coolidge, significantly 
nough, devoted the first evening of 
her annual festival entirely to the 
Nance; and of the program of four 
mall ballets created and directed by 
Adolph Bolm the Stravinsky work 
vas naturally the centre of interest. 
| Not by any means an epic achieve- 
ment in the light of what has been 
jione in times past in the field of the 
ballet, the occasion was sufficiently 
vital to. inspire Mr. Bolm to some 
‘lever and delightful choreography. 
For those who went with the expec- 
peefon of being carried away by the 
plendors of another ‘Oiseau de 
eu’ or “Sacre du Printemps’’ or a 
‘Petrouchka,”’ the result must in- 
evitably have been disappointing. 
3uch an expectation, however, would 
seem to have had scant justification, 
‘or the ‘‘Apollo Musagétes’”’ was com- 
imissioned by the Library of Congress 
For presentation on the tiny stage of 
the chamber music auditorium, 
which is in no wise equipped for 
theatrical production and where only 
four or five dancers at the most can 
move simultaneously, and even then 
with no room to spare. It was the 
problem of the composer, therefore, 
to devise a work of smallest dimen- 
sions, a sort of “chamber ballet, xy 
much more nearly akin in propor- 
tions to the “Histoire du Soldat” 
han to his more pretentious work. 

The “Apollo Musagétes’’ directs it- 

self to the intellect. It is dry and 
nemotiona! in quality, but—at least 
in the hands of Mr. Bolm—it is far 
from dull. Those who claim to un- 
derstand: Stravinsky aver that it is 
Imusic conceived in all soberness, but 
Mr. Bohm has treated it with no so- 
emnity. Under his direction it comes 
forth as a gentle and subtle bur- 
lesque, witty and sparkling to the 
observing eye. It is doubtful if he 
or any other choreographer has ever 
been faced with a ballet score of 
equal length and offering any more 
difficulties. - 

As has been frequently stated, the 
‘composer in the present work turned 
to the melodious Bellini as his model, 
even renouncing his former aversion 
to strings and employing them ex- 
clusively because of their greater 
sweetness. Superficially, here was 
ballct music of the most conventional 
sort; but to the ear of the choreog- 
rapher this pseudo-lyricism proved to 
be little more than a candy coating 
for the most vicious contrary rhythms 
ond the most persistent irregularities 
of time, which bore no more relation 
to the conventional ballet than to Bel- 
lini, under whose style they were 80 
neatly tucked away. Yet the spirit 
of the music was undoubtedly of the 
early nineteenth century, and just as 
certainly the ballet of the early nine- 
teenth century was strictly conven- 
tional. ‘ 

The ingenious fashion in which Mr. 
Lolm reconciled these two seemingly 
irreconcilable conditions furnished 
the chief delight of the performance. 
The obsolete elegances of the ballet 
of Taglioni’s day,.struggling against 
the underlying obstinacies of modern- 
istic rhythms, mirrored: the quality of 
the music exactly—this music which 
actually is claimed to be serious in 
intent! . 

Mr. Bolm’s sense of style, however, 
made stern demands on his dancers, 
though they met them more than 
creditably. With their faces wreathed 
in properly lyric smiles, they could 
be seen counting. diligently as they 
executed enchainments originally de- 
vised for eight-bar phrases in two- 
four time, to measures that varied 
from three to nine beats and ‘phrases 
that ended whenever the composer 
chose. Almost’ equal demands were 
made-on the audience, for without at 
least a smattering of feeling for the 
style of the period the performance 
would have lost all point. It is 
doubtful, therefore, if.any very great 
popular success could be hoped for 
the work. | 

‘The setting and costumes by Nico- 
las Remisoff were conceived in exact- 
ly the same spirit. as the choreog- 
raphy, and were of genuine service 
in fixing the mood of the production. 
The scene of the acti.r: is not speci- 
fied on the program, but the first 
glimpse of the setting makes it evi- 
dent that it never took place any- 
where but in the mind of the early 
nineteenth century as it looked out 
upon classical culture. 

Before the curtains a priest bears a 
huge glowing urn to the front of 
the platform. Three maidens in 
ballet skirts perform a brief symbolic 
worship before it. and withdraw. 
Thus is Apollo born, in a manner 
somewhat less litera] than the driz- 
inal «scenario demanded. The cur- 
tains then open, and before us is a 
scene which suggests nothing so 
much as an “elegant engraving"’ 
after Veronese. On our left is a huge 
pile of rocks and on our right a 
group of Corinthian columns in ruins 
Between the two stands Apollo, clad 
in gold sandals, pink tights and a 
gold tunic decorated with red fes- 
toons. Upon his long golden curls he 
wears a helmet from whose crest 
burst many fulsome plumes. In his 
hand is his lyre. It is in his charac- 
ter: of Musagétes, or leader of the 
miuses, that we-see him.

This great business performed, the 
Leader of the Muses climbs up the 
slope of the rocks and is transfigured 
by a strong light. His three follow- 
ers do obeisance to him and the cur- 
tains close. 

There is scant substance here from 
which to evolve a second ‘‘Oiseau de 
Feu” or ‘“‘Petrouchka’’; nevertheless, 
within its own limitations and as 
realized by Mr. Bolm and his asso- 
ciates, it is a pungent morsel. 

Three other ballets filled out the 
evening’s program. The _ second, 
which came as a much-needed con- 
trast to the emotional aridness of 
Stravinsky, was a rather sentimental 
visualization of Ravel’s ‘‘Pavane 
pour une Infante Defunte.”’ Set and 
costumed in Velasquez style, it cre- 
ated an authentic mood, though it 
was scarcely equal to the rich loveli- 
ness of the music. Mr. Remisoff’s 


setting produced an almost incredible 
illusion of spaciousness on the 
diminutive stage. 


The third number, called ‘‘Arlecchi- 
nata,”’ and set to the music of an 
eighteenth century ballet by Jean Jo- 
seph Cassanea de  Mondonville, 
proved to be sprightly and thorough- 
ly ingratiating. It was actually but 
a trifle, the style of its performance 
and the excellently grotesque masks, 
however, making it a little gem of its 
kind. 


The final number bore the title of 
‘“‘Alt-Wien,” and was set to “Elf 
Wiener Tanze,’’ by Beethoven.

Aug. 13, ‘‘Mary,’’ and Aug. 20,

The Chicago Orchestra’s thirty- 
seventh season ended late in April 
with the final notes of Respighi’s 
“Pines of Rome’ followed by a 
speech from the conductor, Fred 
Stock, who said the year had been 
in many respects the most successful 
in the history of the organization 
founded by Theodore Thomas in the 
West. 

Beethoven was represented in the 
programs only by his third ‘‘Leo- 
nore’ overture and the funeral 
march from his “Eroica’’ symphony, 
a ‘“‘temporary”’ cessation, according 
to Felix Borowski, after the recent 
centenary’s repletion of the Bonn 
master’s works. The band played 
nothing by Haydn, one work of 
Handel—his modernized ‘‘Water 
Music’’—and two each by Schubert, 
Schumann and Weber. 

Mozart was more kindly used, with 
five presentations by Mr. Stock, of- 
fering an interesting parallel with 
New York for the same year. Six- 
teen works by American composers 
also were performed, six of which 
were by residents of Chicago. 


At the end of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra’s season, Mr. Hale in the 
Herald of that city found it profit- 
able to review salient features, ‘‘not 
so much in a spirit of criticism, as 
to recall what was done, what com- 
posers were represented, what new 
works were brought before the pub- 
lic.’* 

The critic mentions works by Beck, 
Converse, Hill, Lazar, Lopatrikov, 
Lorenziti, Martinu, Piston and Tans- 
man performed for the first time 
anywhere, and says that of these the 
symphony of Hill and the ‘‘Cali- 
fornia’’ of Converse were the most 
important, though ‘‘The Tumult,’’ by 
Martinu, was by no means negligible 

“Undoubtedly the two great events 
of the season were the performance 
for the first time in this country of 
Stravinsky’s ‘Oedipus Rex’ and, at a 
Pension Fund concert, Honegger’s 
‘King David,’ which had been heard 
in New York and Worcester. The 
other two choral works, Holst’s ‘Ode 
to Death’ and Schmitt’s ‘Psalm’ did 
not make so marked an impression.’’ 

Mr. Hale remarked that American 
complain that 
they were neglected by Mr. Kousse- 
vitzky, who is anxious to encourage 
them by performance. Bloch (for he 
may now be called an American com- 
poser), Carpenter, Converse, Hill. 
Loeffler, Mason (D. G.), Piston, 
were all represented. 

“Tt is hardly .necessary to speak 
again of Mr. Kossevitzky, whose ge- 
nius has raised the Boston Symphony 
orchestra to its present proud emin- 
ence. Fortunate Boston, in that this 
conductor has not only the indispens- 
able gifts, but incomparable magne- 
tism, dramatic force, poetic imagina- 
tion and the courage to acquaint us 
with contemporaenous musical liter- 
ature.’’

L. ROTHAFEL announces that 
S he has secured for presentation 

* at the Roxy Theatre a new Ger- 
man film production from the Defu 
Company of Berlin. It is called ‘“‘The 
Strange Case of Captain Ramper’’ 
and was brought to this country by 
the First National organization. It 
will be remembered that it was Mr. 
Rothafel who sponsored the first im- 
portant European film productions, 
‘Passion’’ and ‘‘Dr. Caligari,’’ which 
subsequently brought to the Amer- 
ican screen such leading lights as 
Lubitsch, Emil Jannings and Pola 
Negri. 

“Captain Ramper’’ was adapted 
from a stage play by Max Mohr, and 
the story is said to provide an un- 
usual theme. The leading role is 
played by Paul Wegener. 

Mr. Wegener will be remembered 
in this country for his performance 
in “The Golem,’’ a German-made 
film released several years ago. 

Born near Freiburg, Germany, 
Wegener studied history of art and 
philosophy at the Universities of 
Freiburg and Leipzig. After the com- 
pletion of his education he went on 
the stage and immediately started 
playing important parts in theatres 
in the provinces, principally at Wies- 
baden and Hamburg. 

Professor Max Reinhardt, one of 
the world’s greatest producers, saw 
Wegener in Hamburg and engaged 
him to play at the Deutsches The- 
atre in Beriin. 

Mr. Wegener played a number of 








M. EISENSTEIN, the 30-year- 
old director of ‘‘Potemkin,”’ 
worked for half a year, some- 
times with thousands of 
“players’’ under his command, to 
produce what the great majority of 
film reviewers in Berlin call a good 
news-reel, but not a movie. 


The arrival in the German capital 
the other day of the much-heralded 
“Ten Days That Shook the World’’ 
(the title used in Russia is ‘‘Octo- 
ber”) was awaited with great expec- 
tations by the public and the critics, 
mixed with a certain amount of won- 
der at the news that this film, cre- 
ated by order of the Soviet Govern- 
ment as part of the celebration of 
the tenth anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vist revolution, had run only ten days 
in Mosco~” and apparently had not 
made a big hit with the Russian 
movie fans. And then, in the words 
of the Vossische Zeitung’s reviewer: 


“It: was a disappointment. A dis-| 
appointment because this new Hisen- 
stein film, in spite of wonderful 
photography, in spite of some admi- 
rable. incidents, leaves us cold from 
the first to the last minute. The 
Movement doesn’t carry us along 
with it a single time, the events don’t 
affect us deeply, our eyes don’t see 
enough, our senses remain hungry, 
we sit in the theatre thinking, Yes, 
yes, that’s all right, but what next? 
But nothing happens. 

“Of course the director is only half 
to blame for the lack of effect. * * * 
It is a regular ‘official’ film. The 
masses that made the revolution 
were to be honored, not the intellec- 
tuals. It was not to be shown that 
Lenin, Trotsky, Zinovieff and a dozen 
other men were the instigators of the 
Russian revolution, but that the sol- 
diers, the sailors, the workers and 
the peasants were. 

“In the first place, this is only half 
true historically; and in the second, 
even Hisenstein is unable to turn out 
a gripping film with masses alone. 
The film demands, much more than 
the spoken drama, the unfolding and 
development of incidents, at least the 
‘nterest of the spectator must be con- 
xentrated upon some person or thing. 

n the case of ‘Potemkin’ it is true 
hat there also were no individual 

erformers, but there was the ship, 

‘ith its crew, as the central point 

round which everything turned and 

‘om which came all the illumination. 


“But in the new Wisenstein film the 
rincipal part is. played—quite con- 
ciously—by the ‘revolution.’ Now, 
xe revolution cannot be grasped with 
he hands, at least not in the movies 
r on the stage, because, despite all 
“he* demonstrations and shooting, it 
‘3 a mental process. In the EHisen- 
“tein film Lenin appears only a 
souple of times incidentally, but not 
‘nce in connection with the revolu- 
‘ion. The spectator doesn’t know 
vhat Lenin wants. Young persons, 
for example, who see. this film in 
order to learn the histori¢ course of 
the Russian revolution are bound to 
’ come to the conclusion that the Bol- 
shevist revolution would ‘have ar- 
rived even without Lenin and also 
without the other Bolsheviki, who in 
the film are not named at all. 
“So it isa series of fine episodes. 
‘The most’ impression is cre- 
ated by the lifting of the great draw- 


bridge over the Neva. The scene of| 


the dancing Cossacks is also wonder- 


film, the storming of the Winter: Pal- 
ace, is dull. Here everything is lost 
in incidents and little, insignificant 
scenes; the lens jumps from group 
to group; the spectator gets lost in 
the mass of details that never come 
together in a harmonious whole. 
‘One thing we must credit Eisen- 
sein with. He never resorts. to 
bathos (not even when he mixes ir 
too many allegories). * * * Only in 
the scenes showing Kerensky does 
BHisenstein become ironic and sarcas- 
tic. * * * Masses in the leading 
réle don’t go, either on the stage or 
on the screen; and no Bolshevist rev- 
olution can change that. 

“It is rum.ored that Hisenstein him- 
self has turned away from this type 
of film. He is said to have realized 
that films cannot be produced with 
masses alone. This film had 120,000 
participants; perhaps Eisenstein will 
use only a dozen next time.’’ 


Another Opinion. 


The critic of the Berlin Vorwaerts 
says that Hisenstein, in carrying out 
the orders of the Soviet Government, 
lost the objectivity he displayed in 
‘“‘Potemkin,’’ and has turned out a 
propaganda work that exalts the 
Bolsheviki and tries to make all their 
opponents ridiculous. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung’s reviewer 
notes that the film is supposed to 
follow the lines of John Reed’s ‘‘Ten 
Days That Shook the World,” and 
says that unless the spectator has 
read the late American newspaper 
man’s book he will not understand 








the movie, and that if he has rea 
he will not approve of the film. 

In an article in the Communist 
press Einstein himself tells about the 
creation of the film and remarks 
that although six months may seem 
a long time to work on one picture, 
it was such a big job that it should 
have taken at least a year and a half. 
He says thet 49,000 meters of film 
were ‘‘shot,’’ out of which 2,000 were 
finally selected for the completed 
work. After noting how the inhab- 
itants of Leningrad were at first 
surprised at the street activities of | 
the camera men and the players, Eis- 
enstein continues: 


‘Then the people gradually became 
accustomed to our invasion and after 
a while everything out of their daily 
routine was ascribed to our workers. 
One could have robbed a bank easily 
and got away with the loot under the 
guise of playing a part im the ‘Ten 
Days’ film. Fortunately nothing like 
that happened. 


‘From the roof of the corner house 
on the Prospekt we ‘fired with ma- 
chine guns’ upon a crowd of thou- 
sands who ‘had demonstrated against 
the Provisional Government’ on July 
3 and Oct. 25. The storming of the 
Winter Palace, which lasts fifteen 
minutes on the screen, was taken in 
a week. For that purpose there came 
thousands of workers from several 
big factories who willingly volun- 
teered their services, just as they had 
done ten years before at the appeal 
from the Smolny [the headquarters 
of the Bolshevist leaders]. We looked

POET OF 1568 
VIEWS REALM 
OF MAD CZAR 


HE American of today, seeing 
that Russian picture, ‘‘Ivan the 
Terrible,’’ cannot help being 
impressed by the skill and 
power with which it re-creates the 
trying and often tragic life of the 
mad Czar’s helpless subjects. Nor 
can they fail to be amused by 
the quaint and unfamiliar cus- 
toms which are shown in the pic- 
ture. To them it is like an intro- 
duction to a new world, a page 
from the dim past of Russian 
history brought suddenly to life by 
the art of Leonidoff and his fellow- 
actors. And yet, it may be interest- 
ing to recall that it was this very 
Russia of Ivan the Terrible that 
estabiished the first contact with 
the Anglo-Saxon world. There is no 
need to dwell here upon the good 
fortune which led Richard Chancel- 
ler to discover ‘‘the kingdome of 
Muscovia” by way of the White Sea 
in the year 1553. Enough is to say 
that the ‘‘discovery’”’ was followed by 
the establishment of very active 
trade and b ge Caged relations between 
Russia and England. The English 
succeeded in securi the monopoly 
. eae a sere Rageon and 
ealou gua @ oh, 
against such rivals as the. Du 
while the Russians pursued 
cal aims, hoping to make use of 
England in their continuous wars 
with the Poles, and their other west- 
erly neighbors. The plans of Czar 
Ivan went even so far as the pro- 
posal of marriage to Queen Hliza- 
beth, upon failing which he tried 
to arrange a marriage with Lady 
Mary Hastings. 
Among the numerous accounts of 
Russian life written by English 
visitors during this period, none is 
Pasig a more vivid and entertain- 
ng than that found in the three 
letters in verse ‘‘written by Master 
George Turberville out of Muscovia 
which went as Secretarie thither 
with Master Tho. Randolph, her 
Majesties Ambassadour to the Em- 
eror 1568, to certaine friends of his 
n London, des¢ribing the maners 
of the Country and people.’’ 
Here is for instance how Turber- 
ville describes the Moscow women: 


‘Is not the meanest man in all the 
land but hee 

To buy her painted colours doeth al- 

low his wife a fee, 

Wherewith she deckes her selfe and 

dies her tawnie skinne, 

She pranks and paints her smoakie 
face, both, brow, lip, cheek and 
chinne. 

Yea those that honest are, if any 
such there bee 

Within the land, doe use the like: a 
man may plainly see 

Upon some womens’ cheekes the 

painting how it lies 

In plaster sort, for that too thicke 

her face the harlot dies 

But such as skillful are, and cunning 
Dames indeed, 

By dayly practise doe it well, 
sure they doe exceede.’’ 


A scene in ‘Ivan the Terrible’’ 
showing women engaged in making 
up their. faces is thus completely in 
agreement with the testimony of the 
contemporary observers. 

While women thought of making 
themselves more beautiful, men gave 
almost all their time to drinking. 
Quoth Turberville: 


“Drink is their whole desire, the pot 
is all their pride, 


yea 


stand needful of a guide 

If he to banket bid his friends, he 
will not shrinke 

On them at dinner to bestow a dou- 
zen kindes of drinke: 

Such licour as they have, and as the 
countrey —- 

But chiefly , one called Kvas, 
whereby the Mousike lives, 

Small ware and waterlike, but some- 
what tart in taste, 

The rest is Mead of honie made, 

wherewith their lips they baste, 

And if he goe unto his neighbour as 
a guest, 

He cares for little meate, if so his 
drinke be of the best.’’ 


Still drink was not the only plea- 
sure. There were also games. As 
Turberville says: 


“The common game is chesse, al- 
most the simplest will 

Both give a checke and eke a mate, 
by practise comes their skill. 

Againe they dice as fast, the poorest 
rogues of all 

Will sit them downe in open field, 
and there to gaming fall. 

Their dice are very small, in fashion 
like to those 

Which we doe usé, he takes them up, 
and over thumbe he throwes 

Not shaking them a whit, they cast 
suspiciously. 

And yet I deem them voyd of art that 
dicing most apply.’’ 


Turberville does not mention any 
particular acts of Ivan’s cruelty, but 
he sums up the Czar’s rule pretty 
neatly in the following lines: 


*‘In such a savage soile, where lawes 
do beare no sway, 

But all is at the king his will, to save 
or els to slay. 

And that sans cause, God wot, 
his mind be such.’’ 

It must be admitted, Russia and 
the Russians did not impress Turber- 
ville very favorably: 

“In summe, I say I never saw a 
prince that.did so raigne, 

Nor people so beset with Saints, “yet 
all but vile and vaine. F

PRINCESS GOWN 


New Models Are Offered as 
Variants of Summer 


Robes de Style 


Paris. 

OST potent advocates of the 

virtues of a figure kept well in 

control were the marshaled 
robes de style from the various cou- 
turiers exhibited et their annual 
“Bal de la Couture’ recently. On 
this night the Paris Opera becomes 
a smiling battleground where ¢ach 
couturier by showing two or three of 
his best models hopes to vanquish 
his opponents’ creations. The wea- 
pons chesen almost invariably by 
each designer this year were robes 
de style. No woman, however fond 
of her second cup of creamy choco- 
late, but must have foresworn right 
there the pleasures of the flesh for 
the chance of being slender enough 
to wear any ore of the gowns shown. 

Because Lanvin, by her years of 
constant devotion to the period gown 
while the other designers were wan- 
dering off after strange gods, hes 
become officiel] sponsor to this type 
of rote, her modeis were the stand- 
ard by which all the others were 
judged. She has made this sezson 
three radical departures from the 
standardized robe de style with the 
bouffant skirt attached to a fitted 
waist. 

The first is in’ the adoption of the 
princess gown, which loosely outlines 
the curves of the body in long gores 

rcm shoulder to hem, For this, one 
must be very slim or very excellently 
corseted or the — is disastrous. 





T is a curious fact that while the 
longer-in-the-back hem line was 
first introduced on the period 

gown, it is on this type of gown that 
it has first disappeared. Only the 
most stereotyped models of the robe 
de style still show the influence of 
this fashion. Lanvin’s princess gown 
is even in length about both over- 
skirt and underskirt,- and this de- 
sign, which illustrates her second 
new cCeparture, drops in steplike 
panels from a short length at the 
right to a trailing panel train at the 
left. 

A charming example of this pat- 
tern was mace in soft black taffeta, 
the bodice being swathed about the 
figure with an invisible yoke of 
transparent’ net to hold it in place. 
Drawn thrceugh the swathed bedice 
girdle, also in a steplike line descend- 
ing to the left, were the wide panels 
of the skirt, perhaps six in all, each 
edged at the bottom with a deep 
border of brilliant coral taffeta ruch- 
ing. The panel at the extreme right, 
which hung free from: the. skirt. to 
form a train, was bordered on the 
underside as well with the boxed 
ruching, so that, one saw later, the 
ruching formed a wide, mufflike 
aperture through which the arm 
could be slipped when the train was 


not desired. 


HE third type of new period 
:% gown introduced by Lanvin fol- 

lows more closely the conven- 
tional pattern and is perhaps the 
most charming of all because of a 
certain wistful quality inherent in its 
severe simplicity. In the first place, 
it is made in such quaintly ‘‘too-old’”’ 
materials as heavy black satin— 
heavy enough to stand alone. 

Add to that a plain fitted bodice 
cut on a slant at the top so that only 
one shoulder is covered, a normal 
waistline which as yet still gives a 
‘little girl’ look, and a full skirt 
gathered closely at the waistline and 
allewed to drop straight down with- 
out any attempt at distending it 
either on the hips or at the hemline, 
and the effect is most youthful. The 
full skirt of this model is cut longer 
at the left, following the slanting 
shoulder line. — 

Tulle has been subdued. Its former 
tendency to make the wearer look 
like an animated puffball,. due to the 
tulle being, applied in great bunches 
standing out at right angles to the 
figure, has been obviated by Patou, 
who conceived ‘the brilliant idea of 
superimposing, many layers of tulle 
one upon another until he had ob- 
tained quite,a thick material, which 
was then cut, as a whole, into citcu- 
lar flounces to cover in flat tiers the

FLOWER FETES ARRANGED 





Large Country Estates Will. Hold Annual 
Exhibits of Gardens for Charity 


OR years past exhibitions of 
ia famous gardens in the vicinity of 
New York have been conducted 
with a view to aiding certain philan- 
thropic or charitable institutions, and 
they are to be repeated this year. 
They have proved profitable hereto- 
fore as well as sources of great pleas- 
ure to hundreds who are fond of 
flowers and who may not have gar- 
dens of their own. 

It is most generally the case that 
gardens are in good condition during 
the earliest days of May but the ele- 
ments have not been conducive to 
such exhibitions thus far, although 
in many cases certain blooming 
plants have ass2rted themselves.

In addition the girls have healthy 
out door work in the farm gardens 
and after passing some time at the 
home, places with well selected fami- 
lies are found for them.

Taught Trades Is 


INAL arrangements have been 
completed for the celebration of 
‘Institute Day’’ by the Institute 

for the Crippled and Disabled in hon- 
or of its tenth anniversary. It will 
take place on Wednesday night in the 
auditorium of Public School 47 in East 
Twenty-third Street. Mrs. Artemus 
L. Gates and many of her friends for 
several months have been actively en- 
gaged in arrangements for the cele- 
bration. 

More than 400 cripples who have 
attended the training classes given 
by the institute during the past ten 
years will be among the guests, with 
their families, to celebrate the work 
which has assisted them to become 
self-supporting in spite of handi- 
caps. Invitations have been sent also 
to friends of the institute and to the 
members of the board of trustees 
who will bring with them their din- 
ner guests. 

The object of the institute, which 
was founded by Jeremiah Milbank 
as part of the American Red Cross 
during the World War, is ‘‘to assist 
crippled persons to become self-sup- 
porting; to prevent dependence upon 
public charity, and to promote gen- 
eral interest in the problem of the 
disabled.”” This assistance to crip- 
ples is rendered through the offer- 
ing of free vocational training, free 
employment service, artificial limbs 
and braces at cost, work for the 
homebound and a sheltered work- 
room. 

A recent summary of the experi- 
ence gained during the ten. years of 
work with the handicapped says it 
has been found that by means of 
vocational training a cripple may be 
converted from a social liability to 
an economic asset; a trained cripple 
has an advantage over an untrained 
able-bodied man, in that training de- 
velops the social instinct and the 
ability to work in a group, which 
is quite necessary in the case of a 
cripple who is apt to become soli- 
tary. Training in suitable trade, the 
statement said, offsets the disadvan- 
tage of a physical handicap.

changeably in Some

HE Whitney Studio Club has a 

far-flung .membership. From 

John Sloan to David Burliuk, 

from Maurice Prendergast to 
Ylaggett Wilson, from Edward Hop- 
ner to Pascin—it is easy to see that 
all kinds of entertainment may be 
sxpected from a general exhibition 
of the work of the members. 

These exhibitions are held annual- 
'y, and, perhaps because it is the 
‘ucky thirteenth, the one now open 
ig more than usually vatious, Per 
haps, also, because it was seem by 
this writer on the lucky first day of 
sunshine, it wore a brighter aspect 
than. most collections of work by the 
‘gad young men” of today. Of course 
‘he younger artists predominate, and 
‘here is the indefinable likeness 
mong them to be observed in mem- 
yers of one family, whatever may be 
their unlikeness in separate features. 
A studied carelessness in their tech- 
nical processes reveals an inherent 
romanticism, a throw-back of taste 
to the flowing capes and soft, sinister 
nats of the old Montmartre studios. 
Frequently this turbid, offhand tech- 
aique has been established by older 
artists on the basis of a clear and 
iighly developed former handling, as 
‘n the case of Cranmer Greenman, 
f Cranmer Greenman is the Frances 
1, Greenman whose earlier portraits 
‘wed something to Chase. 


It is both difficult and unnecessary

ly here, toward featuring pigment. 
Yhile there is much to be said for

But names admittedly are 
confusing affairs at best. A Wall 
Street bull is not the same thing as 
2 Pomploma bull by Waldo Pierce, 
and neither is it at all abstract. 


The “Bulls at Pomploma’”’ is a 
splendid portrait of the animals in 
process of becoming peeved. It is 
first-hand observation, without a 
trace of Goya or any other Spaniard. 
The lookers-on outside the waNed 
enciosure are rather scattered in 
their grouping, lending a certain 
illustrative casualness to the com- 
position instead of concentration on 
the emotional side of the scene. It 
may have been quite a casual episode 
of preparation for the real thing, but 
one likes to see mob-Spirit in even 
the mildest form of bull-fighting— 
as an excuse. Mr. Pierce is quite 
certain to depict it in some other 
version of the interesting material 
he has been gathering. 


MONG the very good paintings in 
the collection is Emil Ganso’s 
‘*‘Marie,’’ a little figure curled 

up in an armchair, a few shreds of 
drapery clinging to the firm young 
anatomy, the chair beautifully done 
with implications of familiarity with 
Pascin, the whole thoughtfully con- 
sidered and accomplished with a 
curious mingling of precision and 
freedom. Pascin himself, with his 
group of fleshy women cryptically 
entitled ‘‘The Captives,” is, natu- 
rally, more distinguished in execu- 
tion, but one sees rather cruelly the 
difference between eyes that are old 
and eyes that are young. The eyes 
of Pascin are tremendously old, al- 
though he is young enough as things 
go in-art; one feels, too, that Ganso’s 
vision is maturing—shall we say by 
leaps and bounds. It is necessary 
to pass on the news of this lovely 
stoment of freshness whenever we 
find it. 
Another beautiful piece of paint- 
ng is ‘Nan Watson's portrait of Mic. 
Gertnet. ‘The artist has managed to 
give the sitter a beauty that in- 
creases as you look. There is noth- 
ing special to describe, but the color 
quickens in a quite enchanting way 
under the clear skin, the hair is fine

butes are stated in a scrupulous down- 
right style and in the background we 
ate shown how charming an eigh- 
teenth century bit of patterning can 
be through 200 years of atmosphere. 


There is enough and to spare of 
still life. Expressive as this type of 
subject may be if undertaken by a 
painter with the passion for life at 
the root of his every effort, it usual- 
ly moves, if it move at all, in a heavy 
trance. ‘‘Nature morte,’’ the French 
have accurately called it, and still 
Gall it thus in spite of the fact that, 
under the modern French schools, 
this dead nature has come miracu- 
lously to life and the phrase has lost 
its appropriateness. A few Ameri- 
cans also perform this miracle for 
jugs and fruit and loaves of bread. 
Preston Dickinson does it, with the 
same vivid interest in the jagged 
angles and turns and twists of his 
complicated arrangement that he 
shows in the streets and eccentric 
roofs of his Quebec. Aileen Dresser 
does it in a new and convincing old- 
fashioned way, by giving her star 
part to a table-cover beautifully hide- 
ous with red. roses, setting a red 
glass carafe and some red tumblers 
on it and giving them as neighbors 
some red apples in a dish, all accord- 
ing to the twentieth century Hoyle 
except that she makes her rose pat- 
tern and her red glass fairly drip 
with emotional essence—you feel quite 
stirred up over their inner life, what- 
ever it can be. Thelma Grosvenor’s 
“Victorian Piece’’ on the other hand 
keeps embalmed the static calm of 
that supposedly passionless period in 
a wax bouquet, by the side of which 
lie gloves with curves that have been 
molded by exceedingly plump hands. 
The gloves one could imagine belong- 
ing to ‘‘The Bride”’ by Lucile Blanch, 
a bride whose large roundness has 
the waxen quality of the bouquet. 
*,° 

O generalize from such an exhibi- 
i} tion as this would be the depth of 
folly. We should infer, for exam- 
ple, that very little interest is felt in 
pure landscape, and that streets and 
houses are as much the concern of 
the painter as of the town-planner 
and architect. Bernard Gussow is 
the most energetic of those who have 
entered the latter field, endowing the 
business buildings of our downtown 
districts with the austerity of their 
classified activities and their detach- 
ment from “‘life, the mere living,’’ 
Reeves Brace, on the other hand, in 
his ‘‘West 10th Street,’’ captures the 
lingering picturesqueness of a re- 
gion where iron balconies cut strong- 
ly across red brick house-fronts and 
& vigorous rococo note declines to be 
effaced by modern plainnéss. Both 
painters have the right feeling for 
architectural subjects, keeping these 
on their own plane of substantial 
structures. 
The exhibition as a whole seems 
oddly to fit its environment, To 
look from walls that, even in their 
motley, achieve a kind of unification, 
out from the back windows of the 
clubhouse to its charming courtyard, 
tiled pavement, an orange colored 
table, shrubs in green wooden tubs, 
a fountain now as mute as those of 
Versailles when the fétes are over, 
clambering vines not yet wearing 
their superfluous ornament of fo- 
liage, balconies thrusting out round, 
aggressive chins at the pretty green 
window and door frames facing 
them, steps going down here, going 
up there, of differing widths and 
heights--to look out at all this is to 
feel that art must be taken as plea- 
sure by the looker-on, never as a 
stodgy affair for custom-house ap- 
praisal.

HIS week and next the Montross 
Gallery will hold an exhibition of 
the work of several Americans 

and Frenchmen, Derain, Max Kuhn, 

Waltgr Pach, Phillips, Viaminck and 

others. A few of the pictures were 

there to be seen before this notice 
must go to press. One was the great 
unsigned still-life by Derain, a majes- 
tic array of bowls and jars in sober 
earth colors, wholly devoid of the 
brittle character that has come into 
the later painting of this master. 
There were two Vlamincks sustain- 
ing the difficult proximity with ex- 
ceptional strength. The most char- 
acteristic, a street corner punctuated 
by a house wearing a pale blue band, 
the blue and a crimson the only 
colors in a scene of white and gray, 

The most interesting, a Winter land- 

scape again, the snowy road marked 
by deep wheel-ruts, rows of trees, 

their twigs and fragments of foliage 
pressed into flat, sodden masses, with 
crisp crinkling edges of ice and snow, 
the sky dark almost to the value of 
black, a flash of yellow on a single 
house front, repeated in a warmer 
tone low on the cloudy horizon; an 
unusual and impressive picture, 
showing Vlaminck at his best. ‘‘Not 
so good as Burchfield,’’ Mr. Mont- 
ross comments when comparison of 
the two painters is made, and there 
is every probability that he is right. 

If Burchfield were in this exhibition 
it would be amusing to measure the 
two. striking talents with one’s little 
yardstick. 


Of the Americans two were on 
hand, Emil Branchard and Arnold 
Friedman.

der’s influence is unmistakable, but 
fails to weaken the impression of 4 
distinguished personal vision. 

Mr. Friedman’s two contributions 
also betray sensitiveness to influ- 
ence, but his debt is rather to a state 
of mind than to specific painters. 
The state of mind is that in which 
a mysterious beauty sublimates the 
commonest objects in nature and 





makes them unreal to the senses, al- 
though keeping their attributes of 
actuality and normal appearance. 
William Blake explained this state 
of mind with care when writing to 
a dissatisfied patron. ‘I see every- 
thing I paint in this world,’ he said, 
‘‘but everybody does not see alike. 
To the eyes of a miser a guinea is 
far more beautiful than the sun, and 


a bag worn with the use of money 
has more beautiful proportions than 
a vine filled with grapes. The tree 
which moves some to tears of joy is 
in the eyes of others only a green 
thing which stands in the way. Some 
see Nature all ridicule and deform- 
ity, and by these I shall not regulate 
my proportions; and some scarce see 





Nature at all. But to the eyes of a 





man of imagination Nature is Imag- 
ination itself.’’ The words of Blake, 
crtist and true mystic, should be 
pondered by any who fail to ‘‘under- 
stand”’ the pale and brilliant beauty 
of ‘‘The White Pony’’ or the sub- 
tleties in realism of ‘‘The Chief.’’ 
Of these paintings there must be 
later conversation. Words must be 
made, if possible, to do their duty. 





PAYING A VISIT TO THE 


ITALIAN ARTIST FERRAZZI

N the top floor of one of 
Rome’s old palaces is the 
studio of Ferruccio Ferrazzi, 
the young Italian who won 
first prize in the 1926 Carnegie In- 
ternational. Four flights of wide, 
deep stone steps—long, long flights— 
wind gradually to the top of the 
Palazzo Altieri where the painter has 
set up his workshop. The palace 
was formerly the home of one of 
Rome’s grand old families. Today, 
like many other famous houses in 
the Italian city, it is given over to 
trade and studios. 

At the end of the monumental 
steps, once white, now gray with 
age, is a heavy oak door with a 
small screened shutter in the left 
panel; a shutter similar to those 
seen in convent portals. Ferrazzi 
himself opened the door. He bowed 
stiffly from the waist, his feet close 
together. He is a short man with 
keen brown eyes, heavy brows and 
a full, high forehead. His beard is 
scraggly, his hair thin and dark. 
He might be a religieux strayed 
from a medieval canvas. The 
painter led the way through a small 
red-tiled entrance hall to a narrow 
stairway leading to the floor above. 
At the top of the tiny stair an ante- 
chamber (in which a model was get- 
ting dressed) opened into the spa- 
cious studio, an apartment two 
stories high and sixty feet long. Its 
windows commanded a view of the 
Piazza Venezia, backed by the white 





and gold Victor Emmanuel monu- 
ment. 


Ferrazzi is 35 years old and has 
never painted outside of Italy. Most 
of his work has been done in Rome, 
the beloved city of his birth. ‘I am 
a Roman,’’ he would reply in answer 
to any question regarding national- 
ity, rather than “I am an Italian.”’ 

To his art he is completely devot- 
ed. Ferrazzi says that the ancients 
taught him—not so much this or that 
style of painting, as absolute faith- 
fulness in art’s relation to life. The 
influence of older painters may be 
detected in his work: Serro and Se- 
gantini, the Swiss; but his original- 
ity stands firmly on its own feet. 
Some of his pictures, one may feel, 
are almost entirely decorative. Oth- 
ers are strongly realistic. When face 
to face with reality, the artist is not 
preoccupied with composition. 

Ferrazzi is a sensitive, retiring man, 
He meets the stranger with reserva- 
tion. Only a question challenging 
his knowledge suffices to bring him 
out of his personal seclusion. 


His eyes arrest. When he smiles 
there are little dancing lights in 
them, as if hidden torches suddenly 
became visible. When he is in a 
serious mood the eyes burn with in- 
tense feeling. Though alert and 
eager when talking about his art or 
showing his paintings, he becomes a 
remote, silent figure when conversa- 
tion turns upon subjects that do not 
interest him or subjects with which 
he is unfamiliar. 

What does he paint? Whatever 
takes his fancy. Fantasies, he calls 


some of the pictures. There are 
landscapes with cypress trees and 
pinkish rocks. He goes often to 
Tivoli to sketch in that village’s sur- 
rounding hills; has painted on his 
father’s little place, two hours dis- 
tant from F..me. 


Just now Ferrazzi is busy on a set 
of seven murals for a community 
bouse in a small town near Turin. 
Rough drawings on huge sheets of 
paper are tacked to the walls of the 
studio. The sketches are in part 
allegorical and present heroic fig- 
ures in various postures. Life, love 
and strife, the artist calls the first 
three of the set of seven. In one 
corner of the studio he has fash- 
ioned in miniature the community 
house, a cylindrical white temple 
with a bell-like top. Inside, also in 
miniature, he has placed the fan- 
tasies that adorn the walls. On can- 
vases of varying sizes. scattered 
about are trial sketches. 


As the painter was showing his 
little white temple, Mme. Ferrazzi 
came into the room, followed by 
their four-year-old daughter. Mother 
and child were models for the canvas 
that won the Carnegie international 
prize. Mme. Ferrazzi is a pretty, 
black-haired, red-cheeked woman 
with merry eyes. She is less serious 
and more practical than her talented 
young husband. She wears her 
sleek, dark hair in classic fashion, 
parted in the middle and drawn 
smoothly down to a chignon in the 
nape of her neck. In a red sweater 
and dress of faded pink, a color seen 





occasionally in old paintings, she 





was an unmodern figure, another fan- 
tasy among the traditional adorn- 
ments of an unmodern studio. 


Ferrazzi comes of peasant stock. 
His grandfather was a farmer near 
Tivoli and Ferruccio’s first recollec- 
tions are of the farm animals. His 
father, tiring of the country, came 
to Rome as a young man and went 
to work in the city’s museums. He 
copied the pictures of great artists. 
Though self-taught, he in time be- 
came a fairly good copyist. And it 
was under his father’s tutelage that 
Ferruccio began his professional 
career. 

At the age of 8 he was painting 
pictures on the floor of his mother’s 
kitchen. He covered the walls with 
hig first chromos. The family was 
po@r, so the boy left school at the 
age of 10 and went to work. At i4 
he painted his own portrait. He 
sent it to a small exhibition in Rome. 
Much to his delight it was hung, and 
later was sold for 50 lire. 


“I wish I had that portrait now,’’ 
said the serious little man when tell- 
ing of his early struggles—only he 
does not call them struggles—just 
hard work. He has lost track of the 
person who bought the picture and 
has no idea where the canvas is. 

A little later on he won a prize 
that gave him 120 lire a month for 
four years. This was untold riches. 
By 1910 his pictures were beginning 
to attract the attention of art critics. 
Two canvases—‘‘The Fireside’ and 
‘‘Mother’’—painted before he was 20 
hang today in the Galleria d’Arte 
Moderna in Rome.

LTHOUGH advertisers face in 
the daily routine of their pro- 
fession almost innumerable 
problems, still the fundamen- 


ee ‘tal and essential Problem is in itself 
_ |a-simple one: How to present to the 
“| buying public in the most attractive 
-|manner possible goods of ‘whatever 


‘sort—from stockings to de. luxe 
cruises—that are put upon the mar- 
Iket. We have come pretty much 
to take for granted effective adver- 
tising; but it is only necessary to 
look back a decade or so to perceive 
what startling progress has been 
made; how ingenuity has marshaled 
its forces; how much beauty has 
crept into the picture, to how strik- 
ing a degree art and industry have 
become partners in a gigantic ‘enter- 
prise that is continually turning 
fresh corners, entering new fields of 
adventure. 


The Seventh Annual Exhibition of 
Advertising Art, held by the Art Di- 
rectors Club, containing between 200 
and 300 examples of work that ap- 
peared during the year 1927, is now 
in progress at the Art Centre. As an 
exhibition it can hardly fail to grip, 
throughout, the interest of the visi- 
tor; and the fact that it is a third 
smaller than the show last year 
serves to make the impression cre- 
ated more crisp. This reduction in 
scale was accomplished by means of 
a more rigidly applied system of se- 
lection. Thus, while the field has 
been adequately covered, the element 
of fatigue on the spectator’s part, 
which afflicts to their detriment all 
unduly large or unnecessarily ex- 
haustive exhibitions, has been done 
away with. 


One finds delightful freshness here, 
as regards both ideas and execution. 
There is a something perennially 
youthful about advertising: a quality 
that, however, does not depend upon 
naiveté, and one that admits of a 
high degree of sophistication, occa- 
sion recommending, without the loss 
of spontaneity. What makes it 
youthful is the fact that advertising 
reflects aspects of current life; and 
life, in the aggregate sense, as it is 
lived from moment to moment and 
from day to day is imbued with a 
spirit of zest that has remained 
fairly constant since Eve plucked 
the apple.

NN a foreword to the book covering 
I last year’s show (a book of this 

kind is compiled after each of the 
annual exhibitions), W. H. Beatty 
observed that in advertising ‘‘you 
should expect to find the same flux 
and movement as you discern in 
commerce itself—which means that 
this advertising art must be, and is, 
a lively art, not to be confused with 
the reposeful static kind of expres- 
sion that one expects to find in mu- 
seums pungent with historic cam- 
phor.”’ 

It is a neat phrase, ‘‘historic’ cam- 
phor,’’? though as a matter of fact 
commercial art—ephemeral in its 
specific traits, impressive in its con- 
tinuity—need not be at great pains 
to defend itself by means of self- 
laudatory comparisons. There can 
be no real confusion. For commer- 
cial art, like art that is grounded in 
pure esthetics, fulfills a destiny of its 
own; and this destiny—as is the case 
with all destinies worth talking 
about—proves a good and sufficient 
one. 

How to offer in the most attractive 
guise that one wants the public to 
buy: that is the function of adver- 
tising, and that is its destiny. One 
of the first things an artist learns 
upon identifying himself with this 
phage of art is that, in order to live 
up to his side of the agreement, he 
must bend to very definite limita- 
tions. This fact is an ineradicable 
element in the new partnership; one 
of the fruits of constructive coopera 
tion, The closer the reciprocal bona 
between commerce and art, the bet- 
ter the advertising product will be. 
An artist, working within the bounds 
set for him, can really succeed only 
when he expresses himself so easily 
and so freely that the bounds do not 
obtrude. On the other hand, not 
fully to respect the restrictions im- 
posed would indicate the artist’s fail- 
ure to understand the advertising 
medium. Obviously, the most suc- 
cessful commercial artist is the ar- 
tist who, without sacrificing his own 
peculiar character and charm, most 
smoothly merges his work in the 
scheme of the project as a whole. 

*,* 
IN many.cases, picture and adver- 
Tsing text cannot be divorced 

without at once making it impos- 
sible for a spectator to see how the 
picture fits the case. Numerous ex- 
amples may be found in the present 
exhibition, all testifying to a fresh- 
minted subtlety that is coming more 
and more to characterize the adver- 
tising of today. Rockwell Kent’s 
Spirited drawing of a knight pray- 
ing beside his armor does not in it- 
self suggest jewels, nor does Samuel 
Joseph’s oil painting of the Place 
Vendome irresistibly incline the mind 
to consider tires for automobiles. 
Text is depended upon to round out 
the story.

NE finds several effective sky~ 
QO scraper moods, some expert 
studies in modernist perspec- 
tive; Kees Van Dongen continuing 
with apparently effortless blitheness 
to prove his adroitness in the adver- 
tising field; Witold Gordon celebrat- 
ing hats with the aid of half a dozen 
lines—black and white on a gray 
background. An entertaining domes- 
tic squabble by John Held Jr. reveals 
& contest waged by husband and 
wife, both intent upon possessing’ the 
coveted article advertised, while 
their small son yells for help. 

Henry Ford’s. new tri-motored 
monoplane is brightly portrayed by 
Floyd M. Davis, while Harry Janson 
does as much, in a quieter way, for 
the modern vogue of color in the 
kitchen. A particularly clever design 
by Louis Fancher sets forth the de- 
lights attaching to travel in the 
West Indies. Phonograph records 
and pianos are elaborately treated, 
often with real originality, by Buk 
Ulreich, Rockwell Kent, N. Cc. 
Wyeth, Earl Horter, William Rie- 
necke and others. 

The list is long and space is short. 
However, one should not fail to men- 
tion (since it seems to open up a 
realm of as yet uncatalogued possi- 
bilities) Samuel D. Otis’s novel 
method of handling a picture advere 
tising silverware. First he makes hig 
drawing and then cuts slits here and 
there, where he wants highlights or 
blurred effects to appear. The draw- 
ing is mounted on tissue paper and 
afterward photographed—with quite 
surprising results. 


UT if limitations confront. the 
B commercial artist —limitations 
that, as we have seen, are es 
sential to the success of the entire 
project—the same applies to artists 
who devote their talents to the illus- 
tration of books. As it happens, there 
are several illustration exhibits on at 
the moment. One of the most inter- 
esting of these is being held by the 
Pynson Printers in the Times Annex, 
where sample. pages from the new 
edition of Voltaire’s ‘‘Candide’”’ and 
illustrations made for it by Rockwell 
Kent are being shown. This de luxe 
edition is being brought out by Rane 
dom House. 

Rockwell Kent here proves himself 
an illustrator of great distinction, 
He has, in these delicate drawings, 
closely followed the text, thus make 
ing his work serve as an embellishe 
ment that at no time carries the 
mind of the reader afield or causes 
him to consider these pictures as 
objects detachable from the page. 
So while it would be hard to praise 
too highly the artistic quality of 
these drawings, it is gratifying to 
find that Mr. Kent has remained in 
all cases true to the obligation as- 
sumed when he set to work on his 
arduous task of illustration. He hag 
in addition, designed all the chapter 
initials, and even the quaint littie 
paragraph marks. In a limited num- 
ber of copies the drawings appear in 
color, the colors applied in Mr. 
Kent’s studio. 

At the Grolier Club an exhibition of 
work done by William Morris’s Kelm- 
scott Press is being held. No con- 
trast more salient could well be con- 
ceived than that between the ideals 
followed by William Morris and those 
of the modern school exemplified by 
the Random House ‘'Candide.” This 
is not intended as a derogatory com- 
ment on the beautiful work William 
Morris turned out, but only as sug- 
gesting the gulf that lies between 
nineteenth and twentieth century 
tastes as regards the making of fine 
books. 

William Morris, who once said that 
he began printing books ‘‘with the 
hope of producing some which would 
have a definite claim to beauty,’’ was 
always a self-confessed ‘‘admirer of 
the calligraphy of the Middle Ages 
and of the earlier printing which 
took its place.’’ In many of his most 
celebrated books—such as the Kelme 
scott Chaucer which, Sir. Edward 
Burne-Jones illustrated—we find the 
broad and intricate decorative bore 
ders which, together’ with illustrae 
tion, leave little room on a. page for 
text. Today we crave space and sim- 
plicity, preferring that. the books we 
read shall not borrow inspiration 
from the pages, however exquisite in 
their painstaking illumination and 
émbellishment, produced by antique 
craftsmen. The Kelmscott exhibition 
is a notable one, containing proofs of 
a great many of Burne-Jones’s illus- 
trations for the, Chaucer and other 
books, and providing an unusual op, 
portunity for the study of many of 
the bookmaking ideals that William 
Morris so faithfully pursued. ' 
The work of D. B. Updike, the. 
‘Merrymount Press, Boston, is also to. 
)be. seen at the Art Centre.. ‘There is 
an elaborate Altar. Book, which 
‘shows how, in the beginning, the in- 
knit} fluence of William Morris was felt.

‘A Backward Glance 
—Other Events of 
Of the Week 


S a heavily burdened art season 
begins to relax its pace, ret- 
Ase becomes the order 
of the day, and the Rehn 
Gallery throws a backward glance at 
the outstanding events of this year 
and of past years as well. A single 
work suffices for the representation 
of each artist, permitting an ampli- 
tude of spacing which is conducive 
to an appreciation of each canvas as 
a@ separate entity. 

Eugene Speicher, whose portrait 
“Polly” was recently acquired by the 
Metropolitan Museum, is at the sum- 
mit of his consummate technique in 
the portrait bust here shown. With 
his fluently brushed vibrant colors 
he has caught the subtlest modula- 
tions, counterbalancing cold and 
‘warm notes on either side of the 
canvas, and resolving the chromatic 
discord into a rich, warm harmony 
which radiates from the centre of 
the design. 

In George Luks’s portrait of an old 
man is manifested a technical facili- 
ty which is no less striking than 
that of Speicher. But this work of 
Luks gives the impression that it is 
a bit of virtuosity on the part of the 
author, which was by no means true 


of those richly designed, flaming | 


water colors of the Pennsylvania 
hills, which evoked so much admira- 
tion when placed on view earlier in 
the season. 

A characteristic work by John Car- 
Toll is a large canvas with some fine 
passages, indicating a greater rich- 
mess of color than was evident in 
most of the pieces on view last Fall. 
Maurice Sterne is represented by a 
work that might be called transi- 
tional, since it is a break from the 
traditional manner in which he 
began, and yet is not as strong @

RTISTIC production in the 
Aaron is summed up for the sea- 

son in the sixth annual exhibi- 
tion by the Bronx Artists’ Guild, 
now being held in Aeolian Hall, 
‘Fordham. Landscape and still life are 
the two chief interests of this group, 
with the greatest variety shown in 
the landscape studies. 

Kate Williams, whose work has 
been seen in Manhattan exhibitions, 
shows a competently handled Winter 
landscape in oil, and a smaller sub- 
ject in water color. There is a lively 
marine by C. Wilson and there are 
some brightly painted water colors 
by George Robert Smith Jr. M. 8. 
Horn contributes some brilliant 
flower pieces, while Harry Neuman 
and M. L. Heller are landscapists. 

The organization ts not without its 
mystic, F. M. Zimmerman, whose 
visions, undeniably ethereal, are 
nevertheless grouped about baroque 
architecture of a design by no means 
purely imaginary. An explanation 
accompanying ‘The Fourth Zone 
Beyond” reads in part: ‘‘It is called 
the musical belt. In this zone we 
find the children. All spirits attune 
to higher vibration. The most beau- 
tiful compositions have their origin 
here,’’ &c. Possibly by this last line 
the artist means his own works; but 
whatever may be their mystical effi- 
cacy for their creator, they convey 
little to the earthbound spectator.

At the Studio Bookshop the work 
of Robert Harper is now being pre- 
sented for the first time. This art- 
4st, who is evidently most interested 
in character portrayal, comes much 
nearer the mark in crayon sketches 
than in the more ambitious under- 
takings on canvas. There is some 
feeling for form, especially in the 
portrait heads, but the paintings are 
heavy and uneven in surface qual- 
ity, and in some instances .out of 
drawing.

HE Weyhe Gallery, a strong-

While this intention is not 
realized in every subject with uni- 
form success, how intensive an ef- 
fect it may produce is seen most 
strikingly in ‘Road’ and ‘Balsam 
Mountain.”’ 

Mr. Young does not sit back con- 
tent with the creation of a strong 
surface effect. He is definitely out 
to capture cpatial effects, which he 
does. most decisively in the. two 
above-mentioned landscapes. He is 
also an adept at still life, one of the 
most interesting of this group being 
“Twist Loaf.’’ The single study of 
the. nude does not quite carry con- 
viction.

CHERRY BLOSSOMS AND RARE OLD PRINTS 





SCREEN of unusual size, deco- 
rated inthe rare and beautiful 
fashion of Stewart Carstairs, 
has been placed on exhibition 

at the Knoedler Galleries. It covers 
one entire wall of the room in which 
it is shown, and measures about 
thirty feet by seven, with ten panels. 
The dimensions are impressive; but 
it is, of course, the extreme loveli- 
ness of this screen—at once delicate 
and gorgeous—that makes it distinc- 
tive. 

Mr. Carstairs, son of Charles S. 
Carstairs, a member of the Knoedler 
firm, has spent several years in the 
Orient. The spirit of old Japan lives 
richly in this decorative piece— 
which represents the artist’s first 
American exhibition, though one of 
his paintings was shown at the Car- 
negie Institute in Pittsburgh. In his 
screen he has charmingly worked 
out an old Japanese custom, thus ex- 
plained in a catalogue note: 

“During the eighteenth century at 
the time of the cherry blossom the 
people of Tokio used to have picnics 
under the trees in full bloom. It is 
said that the Daimio only were priv- 
lleged to use tents, so the lower 
classes, in order to seclude them- 
selves, hung up their haori or outer 
kimono. In time most beautiful ki- 





monos were made for that purpose, 
and no expense or labor was spared; 
until one Shogun, disliking the cs- 
tentation of the rich merchants, 
passed an edict forbidding more than 
sixty pieces of silver being spent on 
a single kimono—at which time the 
custom ceased.’’ 

It will readily be seen that a theme 
such as this admirably lends itself 
to decorative treatment and Mr. 
Carstairs avails himself to the full 
of the possibilities at hand. His 
cherry trees are in a supreme burst 
of bloom, and from tree to tree, on 
islken cords, hang kimonos so splen- 
did in pattern and color thaz one is 
inclined to forgive the ostentation of 
the wealthy merchants. Very likely 
the Shogun was jealous, if the truth 
of the matter were to be divulged. 
Mr. Carstairs has lavished his most 
sensitive artistry upon the scene por- 
trayed, using a background of gold 
in many shades. The petals of the 
flowers reward close scrutiny, for 
they are painted with minute devo- 
tion and yet glow as freshly as if no 
thought save Nature’s spontaneous 
own had entered into their creation. 
With them the hues of the kimonos 
finely blend. 


In the same room are two small

screens, both ingenious and delight- 
ful. Kimonos figure in these as well, 
and in one case the pattern involves 
Japan‘s sacred mountain, Fugi 
Yama, gracefully spaced and in true 
Japanese manner. The screens may 
be seen until May 11.

Exhibitions held a 
score of years ago proved how scrup- 
ulously Frau Straus-Negbaur fol- 
lowed her established policy of pur- 
chasing only the choicest prints of 
the greatest masters, always insist- 
ing that, in addition to being authen- 
tic, they be in excellent condition. 
Several of the rare prints in this col- 
lection appear to be unique epeci- 
mens. 

Frequently prints from other fa- 
mous collections came into her posses- 


sion. There are examples that were | 


once the property of Hayashi, while 
the Wakai, Gillot, Bong, Barbouteau, 
Haviland, Jaekle, Vautier and Kurth 
collections have likewise contributed 
their share, says Curt Glaser in a 
foreward to the sumptuously pre- 
pared catalogue. Several of the rarest 
series, among them the hexaptychs, 
seldom found complete, were secured 
from the Hopper collection in Lon- 
don, the Thornicraft collection and 
from such American connoisseurs as 
Clarence Buckingham of Chicago, 
Francis Lathrop of New York, Ham- 
ilton Easter Field of Brooklyn, and 
from Nestor Sanborn and J. B. Ker- 
foot.

After the first exhibition in Dres- 
den, Munich secured her prints for 
the great Japanese exhibition of 1909. 
Following this the Straus-Negbaur 
collection was shown in various Eu- 
ropean museums. Frau Straus-Neg- 
baur became an enthusiast and con- 
stantly studied other collections in 
an effort to strengthen her own. If, 
says Curt Glaser, a history of woman 
connoisseurs is ever compiled, Tony 
Straus-Negbaur’s name will deserve 
a high place of honor. 

There are no less than ninety hand- 
colored ‘‘primitives,’’ described as 
extremely fine, in her collection. 
Carl Hinstein’s book on early Jap- 
anése woodcuts discusses the Straus- 
Negbaur collection at length. 

In this notable collection are found 
important prints by Hishikawa Mo- 
ronobu, who has been called the real 
founder of the Ukiyoye woodcut. It 
is said that the masters of the Torii 
group can seldom be encountered so 
well represented in other Japanese 
print collections. This group is espe- 
cially celebrated for its prints of

Hokusai is represented by several 
prints. The Tokaido series is found in 
this collection, as are also the views 
of Fuji. 
Hiroshige’s Tokaido landscape, his 
views of Edo and the Kisokaido 
prints are outstanding contributions 
that have helped make distinguished 
the later art of Japan.

Naval Experts Devise 


"Simplify ‘‘Docking”’’ and Reduce Crews— 
Usefulness of Dirigibles Extended 


By Rear Admiral W. A. MOFFETT, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
United States Navy. 

ERTAIN equipment that prom- 
ises. much, toward the solution 
of some of the most vexing 
problems of airship operation 

will be available for service tests at 
the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. 
J., within the next few months. The 
modern airship, once in the air, is 
quite capable of withstanding very 
severe conditions, but the problems 
of landing, mooring out, and of en- 
tering and leaving hangars efficiently 
and under severe conditions have 
long perplexed airship operators and 
no doubt retarded airship develop- 
ment. 

It will, therefore, be of interest to 
prospective airship operators through- 
out ‘the world to learn that experi- 
ments and demonstrations carried on 
systematically. with the dirigible Los 
Angeles now point to a practical so- 
lution for obtaining more economical 
and more efficient terminal facilities 
for airships, not only in material re- 
duction in the size* of the ground 
crews previously required, but also in 
more widely applicable equipment. 

In the past, airships have never 
been able to operate to near their 
full value in war or in commerce be- 
cause of the restrictions imposed by 
inefficient and archaic terminal facil- 
ities, 


A Mast Sixty Feet High. 

The basis of the new system to be 
tried. out at Lakehurst this Summer 
is dhe so-called ‘‘stub’’ mast.. Briefly, 
this mast consists merely of a pole or 
other simple structure, on top of 
which is mounted a mooring cup or 
receptacle for receiving the steel 
mooring cone carried on the nose of 
the airship. For the Los Angeles this 
stub mast will be only about 60 feet 
high. Having been secured to this 
mast by means of locking the ship’s 
cone in the stec]l mast cup, the ship 
is free to answer horizontal fluctua- 
tions in the wind direction just as 
do23 a flag or pennant flying from a 
masthead. 

The stern of the ship is secured at 
the ship’s rear car to a large pneu- 
matic wheel which runs on a pre- 
pared path as the ship pivots about 
the nose in answering the wind. 
Pairs of weighted wheels are tempo- 
rarily secured near the stern of the 
ship and follow the stern as it 
swings, but they act automatically to 
prevent the stern of the ship from 
rising off the ground from gusts or 
other causes, by adding their weight 
to the stern if it begins to lift. 

The first equipment of this nature 
was of a very simple and crude de- 
sign, but was sufficient to demon- 
trate the project as promising. In 
preparation for the recent flight of 
the Los Angeles to the Canal Zone 
the experimental stub mast equip- 
ment used at Lakehurst and de- 
scribed above was shipped in advance 
by steamer and quickly erected at the 
Canal Zone. 

There are a number of refinements 





ground. 


Equipment That Will 


to be incorporated in this project, 
such as the provision of a circular 
track about the mast, to which the 
stern of the ship will be attached so 
as to restrict entirely any tendency 
to acquire vertical movement. How- 
ever, no matter how elaborate this 
mooring system may become it will 
be much cheaper in cost than the 
present high mooring towers or 
masts, such as those built recently 
abroad, or at the Ford airport at 
Dearborn, or even the more simple 
ones belonging to the United States 
Navy. The small cost will permit 
of the building of these masts at 
many localities, thus considerably in- 
creasing the mobility of rigid air- 
ships. 


But cheapness is only a minor 
virtue of this promising scheme. In- 
creased safety for the airship riding 
to a low mast under severe weather 
conditions is its principal advantage 
over the high mast. Every one 
knows that the wind at the top of a 
fifteen-story building is always 
stronger than the wind on the 
Furthermore, . experience 
shows that the air a few hundred 
feet off the ground and upward is 
generally more disturbed and turbu- 
lent than that at or near the ground. 

Particularly during the day and in 
certain types of storms the atmos- 
phere abounds in vertical currents 
which tend to cause the stern of a 
ship moored to a high mast to oscil- 
late vertically. A ship moored near 
the ground is freer from this irrita- 
tion than one at the high mast or 
tower. 


Small Ground Crew Used. 


The method of mooring to and 
mooring from the stub mast will be 
similar in principle to the method 
now employed at the high mast, and 
only @ small ground crew will be re- 
quired. Servicing facilities will be 
Similar to those already in use, but 
the transfer of passengers, baggage, 
cargo, &c., is accomplished much 
more simply from a height of a few 
feet than by elevators as at the high 
mast. Ship repairs can be much 
more easily effected than at the high 
mast. 


But, while it may be granted that 
such an arrangement serves as a ter- 
minal, what is being done to reduce 
the number of men required to 
“dock” or ‘‘undock”’ a large airship 
in a hangar? This is an intricate 
problem, for airships of modern sizes 
present very large areas when broad- 
side to the wind, and must be 
handled carefully to prevent damage 
to the frames. 


Here again the stub mast and cas- 
tering wheel ideas are applicable. 
By the expedient of making the stub 
mast mobile through being mounted 
on ‘‘caterpillars,’’ it is possible to 
move the mast and ship secured to 
it in and out of the hangar together. 
No more will sudden squalls take the 
ship out of the hands of a ground 
crew when once secured to this mast 
of great weight. The stern of the

HERE STIRS 





Rremen’s Designer Is Believed Desirous of a 
'Production Combination With Ford 


HE fact that Dr. Hugo Junkers, 
T designer of the Bremen and the 
teal of the German corporation 
beering his name, will arrive in this 
country this week has become a sub- 
ject of. great interest in the airplane 
industry.. His departure from Ger- 
many with Mrs. Junkers was ‘‘veiled 
in secrecy.’’ ‘There is little doubt 
that his trip to America has to do 
with the furtherance of his plans for 
the practical-use of aircraft. 

The German engineer and metal- 
lurgist believes emphatically that the 
financial safety of air transportation 
for the next few years ~-ill be depen- 
dent. not on passenger traffic but on 
mails, - freight and express. The 
Bremen is an yvrdinary commercial 
Junkers type W833 freight carrier. 
The Dessau works have turned out 
several of these planes; with addi- 
tions to their fuel reservoirs they 
would have the cruising radius of 
the. Bremen. 


Last year when the Bremen and its 
‘sister ship, the Europa, were being 
prepared for a transatlantic hop— 
‘given up because of bad wéather— 
‘the Junkers Curporation. of Germeny 
‘war i‘nterccted in making test 
flights in th‘s country with pay loads 


hitherto specialized in this depart- 
ment of plane building. 


Dr. Junkers is primarily a _ re- 
search engineer, and after that a 
manufacturer. Many Junkers in- 


ventions have been developed at 
Dessau, to be placed in production 
by other companies in Germany and 
elsewhere. While there is a Junkers 
Corporation of America with offices 
in New York, it is believed that the 
parent company would be glad to see 
some American corporation take over 
the manufacture of the Junkers 
plane in this country. 


Expected to Visit Ford Works. 


It is considered likely that Dr. 
Junkers will visit Detroit to confer 
with William Mayo, chief engineer 
of the Ford Aircraft Company, the 
only ccncern in the United States 
building all-metal internally braced 
winged monoplenes on a large scale. 
A combination of the efficient 
Junkers design with the Ford re- 
sources might merk the beginning 
of a revolution in American tom- 
mercial aircraft building. 


The Junkers.monoplane is re- 
garded as the most successful de- 
velopment so far of the designer’s

ship is supported by the pneumatic 
wheel. 

A system of a single cable passing 
to and from certain frames of the 
ship aft as the proper angles. will 
lead to a rigid system of ‘‘trolleys’’ 
or carriages running on rails in-‘and 
out of the hangar and vicinity. 
Power for pulling these lines taut 
will come from tractors mounted 
and moving in the trolley system. It 
is in resisting the force of the wind 
on the side of the ship that the ma- 
jority of the man power is employed 
in the manual handling methods, 
and this will be done mechanically 
henceforth. ‘ 

A three-legged mobile stub mast 





capable of movement over the land- 
ing field as well as in and out of a 
hangar is now under construction 
and should be delivered at Lakehurst 
by the contractor early this Summer. 
The other equipment is practically 
ready now at Lakehurst. This type 
mast is, of course, to be used for 
mooring-out purposes as well as dock- 
ing and undocking in hangars. The 
mobile type is necessary only at 
bases possessing hangars; at other 
airship stations the simpler fixed 
type suffices. 

With the advent of larger, stronger 
and more durable airships in the im- 
mediate future, we shall no doubt see 





several classes of airship ports, de- 
pending on the extent of facilities to 
be provided. These will range from 
the ‘home navy yards’’ where full 
hangar and extensive repair facili- 
ties for airships are provided to the 
simple ‘‘advance base’’ type quickly 
erected. 

Although the airship itself did not 
originate in this country, United 
States Navy ingenuity in the prac- 
tical application of the same type of 
mast and the related equipment will 
soon have contributed the greatest 
single factor in extending the use- 
fulness of airships. While the equip- 





ment soon to be provided will, of 


course, be continuously improved on, 
it will, no ‘doubt, revolutionize the 
handling of airships and contribute 
immensely to this destined important 
vehicle of transportation—the_ rigid 
airship. 

These endeavors parallel the devel- 
opments of the railroad and steam- 
Spip pioneers who gave those means 
of transport the elaborate docks, 
tugs, warehouses, union stations, 
roundhouses and many other auxil- 
iary features that are vital to their 
existence, and the Los Angeles 2nd 
Shenandoah in years to come will be 
remembered less for brilliant flights 
than for their more -useful and 
scientific accomplishments. 





HE New York State Aircraft Ex- 
position opened at Syracuse on 
Monday with twelve planes on 
the floor of the Armory and several 
more on the way.

World Light Plane Record. 
ARRY J. BROOKS, the Ford 
pilot who was killed when his 
light airplane dived into the 
ocean off Florida, has been awarded 
the world record for the longest dis- 
tance in an airplane for light air- 
planes in Class C, single seaters, 
weighing empty from 440 to 771 
pounds. 
Brooks flew 972 miles from Detroit 
to Titusville, Fla., on Feb. 21, 1928, 
in a tiny Ford monoplane with a 
thirty-six horsepower Ford motor. A 
few days later his plane suddenly 
dropped into the ocean. 
It is reported that Ford has given 
up the purpose of building practical 
small machines and is concentrating 
on his successful three-motored all- 
metal planes, and it is possible that 
the accident to Brooks in his tiny 
ship, a difficult type to fly, had 
something to do with the decision 
to abandon the air ‘‘flivver’’ for the 
preseut.

The buildings will be located in the 
centre of the field within a circle 
4,200 feet in diameter.

All construction 
will be of the Spanish architectural 
type. Cadets and bachelor non-com- 
mizsioned officers will be housed in 
seperate buildings, two to a room. 
Each officer will have his own living 
room, bedroom, bath and closet. 
Married officers on permanent duty 
at the station will have individual 
houses. 


New French Hangar. 


HE growing importance of air- 
plane passenger traffic in 
Europe is leading to the building 

of more artistic and larger hangers 
and more artistically. designed air- 
ports. Architects, turning their at- 
tention to the needs of aviation, find 
themselves confronted with new 
problems in design and construction. 
A new airport which is to be con- 
structed at Pau, in the South of 
France, will have a large, new type 
hangar designed by Maurice. Chau- 
eps a French architect, winner of 

he traveling fellowship of the Amer- 
tas Institute of Architects, who re- 
cently arrived in New York. 


The hangar, or airdrome, as it is 
called in France, won the Gaudet 
prize, and the French Chamber of 
Commerce is advocating the erection 
of similar structures at other impor- 
tent aviation centres. Pau, where the 
first one will be. built, is fifty miles 
from Biarritz. The hangar is so large 
that passengers can enter the planc 
under the shelter—so large, in fact, 
that a plane mey begin its run for 
the start inside the building. 

The hangar is 370 feet wide and 260 
feet long, and will hold three large 
commercial planes. Other units of 
similar size may be added as needed.

LINDBERGH GIVES 
PLANE TO HISTORY 








¥ ‘ewe’? is ended, and the most 
‘famous airplane in the world 


There is a personality about Lind- 
bergh’s plane which other planes do 
not seem to. have, perhaps because 
of its peculiar arrangement. It is 
@ complete expression of its pilot’s 
personality. Everything about it was 
designed for the single purpose of 
flying the ocean. As-a plane to fly 
around country, landing at busy fly- 
ing..fields, it has obvious disadvan- 
tages, but it was perfectly suited for 
the Atlantic flight, where the air 
traffic is not yet so heavy that a 


Building of the Plane. 


‘The plane was built by the Ryan 
Aircraft Company, now the B. F. 
Mahoney Aircraft Company. It is 
an organization of young men. Its 
President is under 30. The designer, 


paratively unknown before he turned 
out’ Lindbérgh’s plane.- Lindbergh 
tried to buy another plane first, the 
Bellanca’ which Chamberlin later 
flew, but got tired of dickering for 
it and went, West to the Ryan Com- 
pany. Mahoney and Hall became so 
enthusiastic that they dropped 
practically everything else to build 
the Spivit of St. Louis. It was de- 
signed and constructed in sixty days. 
Hall worked for forty-éight hours at 
a stretch over his drawing boards. 

The plane is really a refinement of 
the Ryan cabin monoplane. It has 
a semi-racing wing and clean lines. 
When it arrived at Roosevelt Field 
there was universal admiration for 
the way in which it had been stream- 
lined. Every possible bit of resis- 
tance seemed to have been elimi- 
nated. Where the struts were joined 
to the wings and body it was done 
so perfectly that every joint was a 
smooth curve. Even the horns on 
the tail control surfaces were stream- 
lined, and they were fastened so 
securely that they are still in place, 
much to Lindbergh’s surprise. He 
had not expected the wood on the 
horns to stay so long in place. 

But the most radical thing about 
the plane, - which _was_ altogether 
Lindbergh’s idea, was placing the 
cockpit back of the tank in: the 
fuselage, so that the pilot had to fly 
blind, except for the aid he got from 
a periscope. He gave this up on 
later flights and stuck his head out 
the side windows when he wanted to 
see what was before him. 

There were several reasons for this 
arrangement. One was that it of- 
fered Lindbergh. greater protection 
if he crashed on the take-off. Tucked 
inside the fuselage, away from the 
engine, he thought he could be

still.live. He came very near teste 
ing his theory, for that take-off was’ 
a nip and tuck affair, although Lind- 
bergh. has caid that he knew he was 
going to make it when he was half 
way down the runway. 

~The pilot being inside it, it was 
also possible to streamline the nose of 
the plane better, and there was little 
resistance forward except for the en- 
gine cylinders. Then it was possible 
to have a large instrument board 
Placed directly in front of him, so 
that at all times he was able to see 
his instruments with the least strain 
on his eyes or neck muscles. And 
being completely away from all pos- 
sible drafts which might come in 
through the front of the plane he 
was assured of comparative comfort 
even in the coldest air. There was 
an air vent leading in from the wing, 
but Lindbergh found that he did not 
need it. 

With the pilot hidden and its per 
fect streamlining, the Spirit of St. 
Louis proved to be one of the most 
graceful planes ever built. In the 
hands of Lindbergh its grace was 
accentuated; it was like a broad- 
winged silver bird, and its unmistak- 
able lines and Lindbergh’s strong 
personality seemed to blend into a 
composite entity. Nobody but Lind- 
bergh has ever flown it, probably no- 
body else ever will. It is almost a 
part of him, and it must have been 
@ hard wrench when he gave it up 
and placed it in the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


Turned Out in a Hurry. 


Of course, the Spirit of St. Louis 
was not a perfect plane; the wonder 
is that it was so nearly perfect 
when turned out in a hurry. It has 
its little faults, although it would be 
difficult to get Lindbergh to admit 
them. For ordinary flying it is en- 
tirely unsuited because of its lack of 
vision. It is slightly nose heavy with 
a full load, which had to be borne 
in mind during the take-off. It could 
be made a little faster, probably, by 
altering its balance and a few minor 
refinements, and Lindbergh has said 
that he believes ten or fifteen miles 
could be added to its speed if he 
built another similar plane. 

There have been a few critics of 
the plane who have maintained that 
the wing had a tendency to flutter 
under extraordinary conditions. 
Wing tip design, however, among the 
experts is still a matter of debate, 
While wings in most respects tend to 
conform to a certain design in the 
monoplane type, the greatest differ- 
ence is discernibie in the design of 
the ends of the wings. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that the Spirit of St. Louis was built 
for and subjected to extraordinary 
strains, and its general efficiency in 
Lindbergh’s skillful hands has been 
demonstrated beyond a doubt. It has 
one remarkable quality, which he 
used in saluting cities on his tours, 
He used to zoom up in the air and 
because of the wide chord and broad 
wing it wowld hang in the air until

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LABRADOR NURSE 
HAS A BIG TASK 





Miss Ferris, Who Sent the First Detailed Story 
Of the. Bremeh’s Fliers,.Is in Charge.of 
Eighty Miles of Frozen Coast 


sent the first. detailed  inter- 

view with the. three intrepid 
transatlantic fliers after their arrival 
on the Bremer at Greenely Isle, 
finds life in the bleak Northland full 
of active service and not without its 
recompenses. And, through the 
long, dreary Winter, there is a Sum- 
mer Santa Claus to look forward to— 
the sturdy little freighter Wop, 
which visits Blanc Sablon in June 
with supplies for the coming Winter 
and with gifts and ‘‘extras’’ from au 
over the world. 

‘“‘What, more than anything else, 
do you want the Wop to bring you 
in June?” asked one of the secre- 
taries in the New. York office of the 
Grenfell Association in January last 
year. 

The question was put more in jest 
than in earnest, for the Wop regu- 
larly makes her trip with necessities 
and with such luxuries as can be 
sent to the cottage-hospital at For- 
teau and the stations at Red Bay 
and Flower’s Cove. But Miss Ferris 
chose to take the request seriously 
and to prefer an unusual request. 


Coal in Great Demand. 


“Bring us coal,’’ wrote Miss Fer- 
ris, ‘‘heaps and heaps and heaps of 
coal!”? Coal, she went on to say, is 
the hardest thing to keep, at her 
station, of all supplies—even when a 
seemingly inexhaustible store of it 
is laid in at the beginning of the 
season. Just why, she did not then 
explain. The letter, however, con- 
tinued thus: 

“Today is particularly. stormy and 
our frail shell is far from warm. 
Mrs. Wedderburn and I are hugging 
the Raleigh stove; our faces are 
warm, but our backs are freezing; 
after a time we reverse our positions, 
and all’s well that ends well! 

“IT trust we shall have all the snow 
shoveled away before you get here 
next Summer, but fate has defied us 
so far; we are completely submerged 
and most fear a deluge when the rain 
makes its appearance.”’ 


Equipment for Winter. 


When the Wop was loaded at St. 
Anthony a few months later several 
extra tons of coal were added to the 
‘theaps’”? which had previously been 
the annual Forteau allotment. In ad- 
dition to fuel almost everything else 
under the sun, it seemed, was packed 
into the little mission supply boat. 

‘‘We have to take them everything 
from soap and tobacco to rubber 
boots,’? chuckled Alfred A. Whitman, 
executive officer of the Grenfell As- 
. sociation in New York. ‘Here, take 
a look. at this list,”” and he handed 
over a typed memorandum which 
read: 

One large bag of flannel scra 

Twenty pisces of ne. we 

Six dozen sheets of paper. 

Six rubber 

Three tins of milk cocoa. 

One tin trumpet. 

One ae burlap. 

One ru 

Foustenm large colored pictures. 

One kettle. 


N her lonely ‘Labrador station

Tea and sugar. 
Bread, butter and beans. 


“No, not the contents of a village 
store—or a job lot to be sold at auc- 
tion. Not at all. It is an equipment 
carried by an industrial worker as 
she starts on a Winter trip. We had 
to multiply that individual kit a good 
many times in making up the list for 
the Red Bay mission. There is an 
industrial school at that station, and 
the boys and girls—and some of their 
fathers and mothers, too—are taught 
weaving, toy-making, and the mak- 
ing of hooked mats. They can do 
much of this work in the long season 
when they are frozen in with nothing 
to look forward to but the visits of 
the Red Bay staff worker, until it is 
time to fish again. 


Supplies for the Station. 


“On this trip, too, we had supplies 
for Flower’s Cove, and dry goods, 
food, kitchen utensils, and so on, for 
Nurse Greta Ferris, in addition to 
her coal, You see there is very little 
farming done in the short Summers, 
although our workers are trying to 
teach the fisher folk something of 
agriculture and animal husbandry. 
But so few things have time to grow. 
There is ‘alexander,’ a tall crisp weed 
which is very good, used for fresh 
greens, although it can not be put up. 
Berries of innumerable varieties are 
plentiful, and these can be eaten 
fresh or canned to help withstand 
the long siege to come. Canned rab- 
bit meat helps too, but for the bulk 
of their Winter food the stations are 
dependent on what we send them. 

“After leaving St. Anthony we 
chugged steadily north for three days. 
We were never out of sight of ice- 
bergs—beautiful when the sun strikes 
them—and one of the big adventures 
of the trip was when one of these 
rumbled and cracked and broke into 
pieces a short distance ahead of us. 

“First we made Red Bay, and 
there Minnie Pike welcomed us with 
beaming smiles and sumptuous ‘mug- 
up.’ What’s that? Why a mug-up? 
* * *-I suppose you might call it 
the symbol of Northern hospitality. 


When you come to any kind of a 
settlement, even if it is just a hum- 
ble -fisherman’s. shack, the family 
immediately ‘biles’ the kettle and 
makes a bit of tea—and this, with 
whatever there is in the house in the 
way of bread or fish,.is a: mug-up! 

‘Minnie Pike looked pretty good 
that day, and after we had lunched 
she..showedus around the school 
with great pride. She is a native 
product, trained’ at St. Anthony’s 
several years ago and put in charge 
of the resident pupils at the bay and 
the traveling workers who have their 
headquarters there. 

“At evening we were back on the 
Wop, and afier a stop next. morning 
at Flower’s Cove we reached Forteau 
on the following afternoon. Nurse 
Ferris gave us a royal reception. She 
and her staff—including Nurse Alice 
Wedderburn and two station ‘wops’— 
had roaring fires in the fireplaces 
and they seemed overjoyed to see 
us and our boatful of comfort. She’s 
an unusually fine person, is Miss 
Ferris; pure Canadian stock, with a 
wiry small body, fair hair and blue 
eyes which are always sparkling 
with fun. 


The Reason for the Coal. 


** ‘Well,’ she said, after the prelim- 
inary greetings were over, ‘did you 
bring me that coal?’ 


‘When we assured her that there 
were more than fifty tons of it in 
the hold, waiting to be brought 
ashore, she laughed heartily. 


*“* ‘Fine,’ she said. “That ought to 
get us through. You see our imme- 
diate household here can manage on 
about thirty tons; but all Winter 
long there are the visiting patients, 
and the visiting well folks, and coal 
to them is just so much solid gold. 
In fact they’d rather have it than 
gold, because it makes more heat 
when heat is at a premium. ‘We try 
to be selfish, and hoard every lump 
of it; but they look so wistful.’”’ 


Here it might be explained that 
*“wops,’’ to Grenfell workers at least, 
are not Italians. They are college 
boys who, every Summer, volunteer 
to go north with the supply boats 
and either remain at some particular 
station during the three months of 
vacation time or travel with the 
steamers on their rounds. Sometimes 
they are young medical students 
looking forward to careers of use- 
fulness outside the regular city or 
small town practice. Oftener they 
are just boys who go for the trip, 
glad to pay their own expenses and 
work hard for the fun they get out 
of it. 


Summertime Volunteers. 


Frequently, however, a trip under- 
taken without serious intent beyond 
the Summer’s experience results in a 
new recruit for the mission work. 
Only about twenty wops a year can 
be taken, as a general thing, but this 
Summer there will be nearer thirty- 
five, for at St. Anthony there is a 
ship railway to be built and a dozen 
of the boys will be found, from June 
until September, chopping logs, car- 
rying water and. mixing concrete to 
complete the track up which the 
smaller craft may be pulled for the 
Winter. 

Four boys were left at Forteau 
trying to figure out a way to get 
those fifty tons of coal out of the 
hold of the boat and into Nurse Fer- 
ris’s neat sheds adjoining her cot- 
tage. With more man power the 
problem would have been compara- 
tively simple, but it wes in the height 
of the fishing. season and the men 
could not leave their traps. There 
was nothing but a small unstable 
wharf and the boat could not get 
within several hundred yards of that. 
Finally the wops located a little 
scow, to which they lowered the coal 
from the deck in large baskets for 
ferrying to the wharf. Here a half 
dozen wildly excited children took 
over the task by transferring the 
lumps to their smaller baskets and 
home-made wheelbarrows, which they 
dragged or pushed up the hill to the 
cottage. It took three days to get 
the fifty tons stowed away. Hard 
work—but fun! 


Nurse Ferris at Home. 


“The evenings were something to 
remember,” said Mr. Whitman. ‘‘We 
would all sit around the fire and 
sing and tell stories, One wop. had 
brought along his mandolin, and how 
he and the other boys could har- 
monize! But Miss Ferris could beat 
them all at story telling. We laughed 
till the tears rolled down our cheeks 
at her accounts of some of her ad- 
ventures. She is a remarkable 
woman, hard as tempered steel, 
ready for the sternest reality of gi- 
gantic effort when the situation calls 
for it. And bubbling with a sense 
of humor. which. is always finding 
stimulus in life in the North. 

‘There was much in the news- 
papers when Miss Ferris trekked to 
the Bremen fliers last month. The 
world doesn’t realize that such a 
trip was an easy one in comparison 
with many which she makes every 





Winter.. She is up there in charge 
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of nearly eighty miles of coast, super- 
vising the medical work—in the Sum- 
mer with the assistance of the visit- 
ing doctors, but in the Winter doing 
for herself/everything that gets done, 
or carrying her patients by boat to 
the nearest hospital, miles away ‘at 
Battle Harbor, when serious opera- 
tions are unavoidable. She is on call 
for mothers and their new babies; to 
render first aid in case of accident; 
to care for the numerous cases of 
infection frdm fish hook snags; to 
ward off pneumonia and tuberculosis 
whenever possible; or to take a pa- 
tient to St. Anthony, where long ser- 
vice cases are cared for.”

Bifd | banding is a comparatively 
simple process. Wire‘ mésh traps are 
built’ and baited with .various. foods 
attractive to birds to catch them 
alive and unharmed. When a speci- 
men ig caught, a small aluminum 
band, furnished by the ‘Biological 
Survey, is placed on one of its legs. 

These bands ere serially numbered. 
The: operator, after banding: a. bird, 
sends complete data regarding each 
individual to the bureau, where an 
indexed card file of the records is 
kept. The band number, the date and 
the locality are given to the bureau. 

A Record of the Bird’s Travels. 

The | | bird’ thus." bandéd*, may” be 
found soon’ after release, or years 
after, near the place where. banded, 
or thousands of miles away. The 
finder of such'a bird immediately no- 
tifies the bureau, giving the number 
on the band which isthe key to com- 
plete information about the ‘bird’s 
origin, The bureau.then,_ notifies both 
the ‘finder and the bander, giving’ to 
the'former the circumstances of its 
banding, and to the latter the partic- 
ulats of its capture. Thus: a complete 
record is made available.» 

As'the birds bandéd are mostly of 
migratory species, and therefore pro- 
tected’ under the Federal Migratory 
Bird Treaty act, it “is legally neces- 
sary to get a banding. permit. from 
the; Denertment..of. Agriculture. Ac- 
companying the permit. are ,instruc- 
tiogs ns to how to proceed, and.sev- 
era} sizes of the serially numbered 
aluminum bands. Cooperators in this 
wobtk ‘are carefully ‘chosen, and the 
Department will not issue a permit 
until the applicant has demonstrated 
his: knowledge of birds and. had, this 
vouchsafed by a well-known ornithol- 
ogist or zoologist. Permits, are not 
issued to any, person under 18 years 
old. } & 

The} first record of. a bended bird 
was made in 1710. . A great gray 
heron, with rings placed on its legs 
in Turkey, was caught in Germany. 
In +1803, Audubon.-attached silvér 
cords! to the legs of ‘phoebes, neer- 
Philadelphia. Two of these birds re- 
turned to the same neighborhood the 
next year. .For thirty years ‘syste- 
matic marking of birds has. been car- 
ried on in \this country. and in Eu- 
rope.

Honor Society Ts Reaching “Out Into” the 
Secondary Schools t6 Encourage - 
Intellectual Achievement ~~ 


a century and a-half.a.symbol 

of disinterested achievement in 
culture, has.an expanding conception 
of its purpose. It is about to carry 
its ideal into the secondary schools 
of the United States in an effort to 
offset influences which, it believes, 
are. making for materialism and for 
an overemphasis on athletics and 
other activities. 

Hitherto this scholarly organiza- 
tion has held aloof from ahy direct 
participation in problems besetting 
the college’ and ‘secondary schools. 
Now, according .to Dr. Oscar M. 
Voorhees, Secretary of the United 
Chapters and editor:of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Key, ‘‘a radically new method 
of operation,’’ is under way. 

‘The influence of Phi Beta Kappa 
has hitherto been largely indirect,’’ 
said Dr. Voorhees recently. ‘“‘Now 
it proposes to exert a direct influence 
upon the thought and psychology of 
the whole student body. It does. not 
propose to force’ its purposes upon 
every institution, nor to ask schools 
to change their methods. It wishes 
simply for.an opportunity to supple- 
ment by a national procedure what 
is being done locally. 


New Incentive Furnished. 


“Phi Beta Kappa will endeavor to 
encourage the whole school popula- 
tion to adopt a healthy attitude 
toward scholarly- achievements.-. It 
feels that the attitude taken at the 
entrance upon school work and life 
work has much to do with personal 
progress.; ‘Groups will’ be urged to 
make reputations for their schools 
as outspoken advocates of scholar- 
ship, just as athletic:teams try to win 
glory for their alma: maters. 

“To some extent Phi Beta: Kappa 
will endeavor to correct the false 
idea, quite prevalent, that intellectual 
attainments. are unimportant. By 
reason of the spread of chapters and 
organization of Phi Beta associations 
in all cities, the fraternity’ is devel- 
oping a means of directing student 
minds along channels of wisdom and 
beauty.’’ 

Dr. Franz Schneider, ehinnetedy of 
the Alpha Chapter of California, has 
taken the preliminary steps which 
are to be emulated throughout the 
country. Speaking of his efforts to 
enlarge the scope of the society, he 
said: 

**Some there will be, no doubt, and 
in fact there are, who will say that 
‘we are abusing Phi Beta Kappa by 
‘making it useful. To such, Phi:Beta 
-Kappa is ‘the goodly fellowship of 
the scholars of all the ages,’ far re- 
moved from the troubles of freshmen 
or the problems of outgoing college 
‘graduates. They may be right, yet to 
some of us it seems that the trend 
‘of mankind is toward cooperation, 
socially, nationally and internation- 
ally. 

“To some of us Phi Beta Kappa is 
more than. a decoration which one 
accepts in the course of human 
‘events, just as the Declaration of In- 
‘dependence or the Bill of Rights is 
to some more than a pleasantry, but 
rather a —. inheritance to the

Phi Beta Kappa teachers in) Cali- 
fornia high schools tecently. took the 
offensive against the overemphasis 
of athi-tics by marshaling the prom- 
ising brains of their- classes into 

scholarship ~societies.- The scholar- 
ship societies, to which at present 
more ‘than one hundred and fifty be- 
long; ‘were federated into what is 
called the California Scholarship 
Federation. 

: “Careful. watch. is kept that the 
standards of thesc societies conform 
to definite requirements, "said Dr. 
Schneider. ‘‘When a ‘student has 
been a member of his scholarship 
society over a definite‘period up to 
the time of graduation,’ he - receives 
embossed upon:his university creden- 
tials the seal, of the Federation, and 
thus becomes a ‘sea] bearer.’ 

‘At the beginning of the new term 
we ascertain in the offices of the ad- 
ministration the .names .and. ad- 
dresses of the incoming ‘seal bear- 
ers,’ send them a friendly note ex- 
plaining our aims and purposes, and 
invite them to call upon the Secre- 
tary. If they accept, and a ‘goodly 
number have done so, the Secretary 
ascertains their chief interest, ‘and 
assigns to each one a Phi Beta 
Kappa adviser who has majored in 
that particular field. These two, ad- 
viser and advisee, are ‘then left to 
their own devices, except’ that a 


’monthly meeting of the whole group 
is called for an-open exchange of 


views and suggestions.’’ 


‘Supported by Teachers. 

It is believed that by.thus stimu- 
lating ‘intellectual thought Phi Beta 
Kappa “actually is coming down 
from its high and decorative pedestal 
to do some concrete act of useful- 
High 
school Faculties are enthusiastic, he 
reports, for an immediate result is a 
decline in the mortality rate of prom- 
ising students. 

“‘Secondly,’’ he continues, ‘‘scholar- 
ship and scholarly ambition in high 
school may well be heightened and 
increased by our efforts. Heretofore 
only athletic prowess in the high 
school seemed to make for definite 
and personal recognition on the col- 
lege campus; the scholarship soeie- 
ties were looked upon as ‘prep’ school 
enterprises about which nobody in 
college knows nor cares to know. 
This situation is now altered; if a 
student makes a ‘seal,’ a Phi Beta 
Kappa member trained in his gen- 
eral field of interest is waiting for 
him when he comes. The transition 
from small surroundings to a huge 
institution, with its attendant per- 
plexity, confusion and homesickness, 
will be made less frightful. 

“It seems reasonable to suppose 
that on account of this prospective 
friendly help many a boy or girl will 
work harder while in high school in 
order to make the ‘seal,’ thereby lay- 
ing perhaps the basis for lasting 
studious habits, and certainly pleas-

AINE is called the Pine Tree 
State and three-quarters of its 
area still remains wooded but 
the white pines of a century or more 
ago from which it derived its nick- 
name are few and far’ between.

ARK TWAIN was’ surprised 
to observe the importance 
the French attached to their 
historical dates. He was 
amused to find in Paris a rue du 
Quatre Septembre and a rue du 
Vingt-neuf Juillet and said a French 
political speech always contained 
such phrases as this: “If the man 
of Feb. 23 refuses to keep the prom- 
ises of March 22, the man of June 3 
may be forced into a new Dec. ?. 

During the last four years the chief 
subject ‘of political discussion has 
been the Chamber of May 11 and the 
policies of May 11. That Chamber, 
which, b2ginning under the leader- 
ship of M. Herriot had finally called 
M. Poincaré to power, has just been 
replaced by the Chamber of ‘April 29, 
1928. What will be the effects of 
this change upon the domestic and 
foreign policies of France? To under- 
stand these effects it is necessary to 
recall how the French population is 
politically divided. 

On what in France is called the ex- 
treme Left we find, as in all coun- 
tries, a rebellious minority. Every 
society necessarily contains the dis- 
contented, who often are the un- 
fortunates. Excepting in social crises 
their number varies little, but the 
names of their parties change. They 
adopt always the latest and most 
violent designations. A Frenchman 
who in 1880 would have called him- 
self a Radical and in 1912 a Social- 
ist, today calls himself a Communist, 
but he is the same person. A small 


number of party leaders ang jititel 
lectuals have a doctrine of which’ 


their followers are ignorant and to 
which they are indiffefent. For 
them adoption of the name Com- 
munist does not represent @ desife for 
society organized on Russian lines 
but a protest against the existing 
order in which they have no place. 


Moderate Socialists and Radicals. 


Next come the United Socialists. 
“hey are also, theoretically, a party 
of revolution. But among the Social- 
ist Deputies in the last Chamber were 
some who would have taken. part 
willingly in what we still call a 
bourgeois government. The French 
Socialist Party tends increasingly 
toward a policy similar to that of 
the British Labor Party. and would al- 
ready have gone further and faster 
in that direction had it not been 
afraid that the Communists. would 
lure away part of its supporters. 

The Radicals dominated the last 
Chamber, but we shall see that they 
are notin that position in the preés- 
ent one. “First, however, the psy- 
chology of French radicalism should 
be explained, for the word radical 
has not the same meaning in 
France’as in America and England. 
The French Radical existed before 
the Revolution of 1789. He repre- 
sented. the innate distrust of the 
small property-owner, ‘employe of 
civil servant toward what they call 
in certain provinces ‘“‘les gros.’’ In 
the eighteenth’ century “Jes gros’’ 
meant the chatéau, the clergy, the 
nobles and the priests, and this is 
why. French radicalism is tradition- 
ally anti-clerical. Today ‘‘les gros” 
are bankers, industrialists and the 
rich generally, with whom the Radi- 
cal imagines, rightly: or “wrongly, 
that the clergy still is allied. ‘The 
Radical - would apply his financial 


policy at the expense of the rich. He| 


is‘an equalitarian and leveler. He 
ig at once pacific and patriotic. - It 
vhould not be forgotten that’ Clemen- 
‘cau, renowned for his wartime 
sadership,' was the founder of the 
*adical bloc. 


Radicals as Party Men. 


Though patriotic the genuine Radi- 
il attaches immense importance :to 
1estions of party and has consid: 
sable difficulty not to despise the 
‘renchmen whom he calls reaction- 
ries, At elections he allies himself 
sadily against reactionaries by join- 
ag with: Socialists on his «left, ‘but 
yhen he is.in Parliament and tries to 
overn with the collaboration: of So- 
ialists he realizes he cannot get on 
vith them because he represents‘ the 
roderates-and smal] proprietors. 
The Centre is formed’ by ‘several 
sarties called National Radicals; Left 
lepublicans and the . Republican- 
Democratic Union. If these parties 
were wise they would join in forming 
a party similar to the British Con- 
servative Party. They have in é¢om- 


mon respect for the republic; love of! 


order, and «hatred of communism 
and socialism. On financia) ques 
tions they could easily agree: ‘They 
are'less united on religious policies; 
many having accepted the so-called 
Laical laws, while others: are! still 
unreéconciled to them.: Nor are 'they 
always in-accord on foreign policy, 


-Finally,ion the extreme Right: is ‘a’

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victorious and placed Herriot in pow- 
er. But after two years the Cartel 
could no longer govern. Why? First, 
because, as we have seen, the alliance 
of Socialists. and Radicals in France 
is a campaign alliance. Like all 
coalitions,. the Cartel was able .to 
unite for campaign purposes, but in- 
evitably divided after . the. victory, 
the Socialists demanding a. financial 
policy that the more moderate Rad- 
icals disapproved. Second, because 
the policy of ‘the Cartel was to try 
to balance the budget at the expense 
of acquired wealth, while the situa- 
tion demanded that the Government 
have the support of capital.. That 
was, perhaps, regrettable, but it was 
a fact, and: the Chamber, facing the 
problem of the pound sterJing at 240 
francs, had to call in M. Poincaré, 


loyalty, accorded his assistance. 

Even the adversaries of M. Poin- 
caré do not gainsay his financial 
achievement of the last two years. It 
certainly is attributable to the confi- 
dence his name inspires and the 
wisdom of the measures he applied 
that the franc again is stable. Most 
of the French populace have. their 
wealth in francs and had undergone 
a period of apprehension. When the 
elections came they were grateful, 
and decided not to’ recommence a 
dangerous experiment. 


A Successful Alliance. 


Foreign affairs might at one time 
have appeared difficult. The Left 
groups had considered Poincaré’s 
policy too inflexible, while on the 
other hand many of the Moderates 
thought that of Briand not’ firm 
enough. ‘The alliance of these two 
jmen-in the same Cabinet worked 
beautifilly. The French are pacific 
but:they seek complete security, The 
suppleness and conciliatory charm of 
M. Briand served the cause of peace, 
while Mr. Poincaré’s supervision of 
results and decisions brought reas- 
surance to the apprehensive. Thus 
the Ministry faced the 1928 élections 
with a record of having solved to 
the almost general satisfaction of the 
country the two most difficult prob- 
lems: everything indicated its suc- 
cess at the polis.: 

That victory was, in fact, complete. 
Of the 611 Deputies, 460 have -de- 
clared themselves Poincarists. When 
Gaston Doumergue was elected Pres- 
ident of the republic I was at Ver- 
sailles, ‘The Deputies eame forward 
one by one to vote at the tribune. 
Some were applauded by the Right, 
others by the Left. When Poincaré 
came forward the Right and Left 
applauded at‘the same time. Last 
Sunday all France applauded, and 
this. was as it should ‘have been. 
Poincaré has done well by ‘his coun- 
try. 

But we must analyze that victory 
and see how it will allow him to gov- 
ern, which will not be so easy as one 
might think.

In the Chamber of 
May 11 Poincaré was respected as 
a technician, a capable man who had 
been called because he was needed, 
but who was supported only with 
reluctance by a majority whose polit- 
ical opinions‘ were hostile to him. 
In the Chamber of April 29 Poincaré 
is the unchallenged chief of a ma- 
jority that has been elected: by asso- 
ciating itself‘ with him. He is jus- 
tified in considering that he has been 
given a much freer hand. 

What will he do with this man- 
date? Will the policies of France be 
altered? On the domestic side it is 
certain that the financial: restoration 
will be pursued more vigorously than 
ever. The franc will be stabilized. 
The question of the debts will be 
settled after th? American elections. 
Many business men have waited for 
th. results of the elections to incur 
new obligations and place orders. It 
is probable that France is. going. to 
enjoy a »eriod of commercial and 
industrial prosperity. This already 
has been anticipated by a . rise 
in the securities market. Moreover, 
Poincaré will’ have !more authority 
than ever for enforcing domestic 
order. : Nobody respects. more ‘than 
he the rights of the individual and 
the more conservative of his parti- 
sans have sometim:s reproached him 
for being an impenitent Liberal. .But 
he is determined to insist on all re- 
spect for the laws and on this point 
he will have behind him-a majority 
far more solid. and compact than he 
would have had in the last Chamber.

As ‘to foreign affairs I find in the 
elections complete reassurance, since 
the’ people have sent to the Chamber 
nobody of' extreme views. I’ have 
been surprised by questions asked by 
certain of my foreign friends. ‘‘In 
this’ new Chamber,’’ some Americans 
have inquired, ‘‘can Briand remain 
Foreign Minister? Will the new ma- 
jority consent to let him continue his 
policies?’ 

They need have no apprehensions. 
The new majority, like the old. one; 
is the friend of peace: and Briand 
will remain at the Quai d'Orsay. Be- 
sides, despite legend, nobody is more 
pacific than M. Poincaré * himself; 
nobody more earnestly desires a 
reasonable understanding with Ger- 
many. Being realistically minded, he 
believes security is assured not only 
by a mental accord but by precise 
agreements that should’ be expressed 
and complied with. I think -his’ po- 
sition on “this point is unassailable. 

“But.the Kellogg proposal?’’ _I.re- 
peat, nothing is changed. -Poincaré, 
in accord with Briand, has indicated 
the reservations he deems pfuderit 
and necessary. After the elections, as

Moreover, two considerations should 
suffice to reassure every one. First, 
the new Chamber contains many 
young men, men of the generation of 
the war who will attach less impor- 
tance to party labels than to actions 
and facts; second, if the new ma<- 
jority hopes to last and win the coun- 
try’s approval in the elections’ four 
years hence it will be necessary 
and it will suffice that it use vic- 
tory with moderation. What strikes 
one upon examination of French 
politics is that two blocs, the bloc 
of the Left and the bloc of the 
Centre, are about equal in strength. 
What determines the success of one 
or the other is sometimes the 
method of balloting, sometimes cir- 
cumstances six months preceding the 
election, sometimes campaign alli- 
ances. What caused the victory of 
the Moderates this time was the ex- 
istence of the Communist Party, 
which tefused an alliance and thus 
deprived the Left blec of more than 
1,000,000 votes. 

A Check on the Leaders. 

Thus the party in power in France 
always is menaced; it is always in 
need of the more moderate of its 
opponents. Whenever a_ French 
party forgets this rule % quickly loses 
the victory it thinks it has won. The 
victorious. Left Cartel lost its power 
‘because it did not know how to use 
victory with moderation. This should 
be a lesson for the Moderates who 
‘have. just won. The best among them 
‘understand it. well.

The French elections last month 
were held under a new electoral Yaw, 
passed last July, by virtue of which 
the. country returned ‘to the system 
known as “‘scrutin d’arrondissement” 
and abandoned the “‘scrutin de liste,”” 
the system in force since 1919. The 
meaning’ of the change, briefly, is a 
return to direct representation for 
each arrondissement, one ‘man for 
each such division, in the same way 
that the American Congressman is 
elected for his own district. *’ Under 
the old system the voting in France 
was by the large divisions known as.

dates who stood for the department.

Elimination of Monosyllable for Feline From 
Spelling Lists Draws Fire of Critics and Stirs 


é 


recent announcement that 
the’ word ‘“‘cat,’’ held © since 
time immemorial to be the very 
foundation of a knowledge of 
speluing, nad not been included in the 
list of @lementary words for use in 
New ‘York schools has aroused a 
storm of discussion that subsequent 
explanations by the Department of 
Education havé not wholly dispelled. 
Memories awakened by that news 
continue to interest the members of 
earlier generations, who went to 
school and were taught to spel] ac- 
cording to methods rather different 
from those now in practice. 

Facetious persons have been heard 
recently -to make many remarks 
(supposedly humorous) about the 
omission of the word ‘‘cat’’ from the 
new lists. They have professed to 
see in the official feline excommuni- 
cation a serious breach between the 
older and the younger generations. 

Some have asserted that young- 
sters today are becoming softer than 
the school children of other days 
and-are apparently unable to cope 
with words in spelling lists that their 
elders mastered with ease, These 
people turned deaf ears to the offi- 
cial explanation—that ‘‘cat’’ was 
omitted merely because it did not 
seem to occur often enough in the 
material from which the lists were 
taken—and continued to lament the 
passing of the day when spelling bees 
made a major sport of that branch 
of learning. 

Responsibility for the Lists. 

The responsibility for making out 
the new spelling lists of words, from 
which the cat is omitted, rests upon 
the shoulders of Eugene A. Niffi- 
necker, director of the Bureau of 
Reference, Research and Statistics 
of the Board of Education. He pre- 
pared the lists. 

Discussing the omission of the 
word “cat,” Mr. Niffinecker ex- 
plained ‘that he saw no reason for 
éxcitement. He asserted that per- 
dons who thought that word was in- 
variably to be found at the head of 
old spelling lists probably had read- 
ers rather than spellers in mind. 

The lists, which are called ‘“‘mini- 
mal spelling lists for use in New 
York schools,”’ contain some 2,500 
words, and they are for use in grades 
from 2A to 8A inclusive. Since the 
first grade is not included, Mr. 
Niffinecker pointed out, children 
may still learn to spell cat during 
their first year in school, if the 
teacher sees fit to include that word 
in the comparatively simple groups 
of words that children learn by sight 
in that grade before they are taught 
the alphabet and formal spelling. 

How the Lists Are Made. 

Mr. Niffinecker explained that the 
lists had been made up after an ex- 
haustive analysis of fifteen separate 
studies of words most frequently 
used by the children themselves, or 
likely to be used in the ordinary 
contacts of later life. 

.Thus in Grade 2A children are 
taught to spell such simple words as 
“hen,” “baby,” “cow” and “dog.” 
“Yes” is taught, but not ‘‘no.’”’ In 
the second and third grades the 
children learn to spell ‘“‘kiss,’’ ‘‘doll,”’ 
“child,” ‘‘pet,”” ‘fish’? and the sim- 
ple hyphen form, ‘‘to-night,’’ among 
other words. By the fourth and fifth 
grades they are ready to cope with 
“February,” ‘‘picnic,”’ ‘‘November,”’ 
‘“Thanksgiving,’? ‘‘manufacturing’’ 
and “column.” And by the time they 
reach the seventh and eighth grades 
they have progressed to the spelling 
of such words as ‘‘announcement,” 
“‘yecommendation,” “license,” ‘‘mar-

The Old Spelling Bee. 


Still, reminiscent persons who 
cherish the memory of the spelling 
bee in Edward Eggleston’s ‘‘Hoosier 
Schoolmaster’” comment sadly on 
the passing of a day when spelling 
ranked high among the inviolable 
arts. They recall the story of the 
spelling. school at Flat Creek in 
Hoopole. County, which was ‘‘the only 
public literary exercise,’’ taking the 
place of lyceum, lecture and debating 
club and being rivaled only by the 
corn husking contest in popular es- 
teem. 

Eggieston’s account of the evening 
when Ralph, the young schoolmaster, 
was ‘“‘spelled down,” has been read 
once more by many. The entire com- 
munity had arrived at the school- 
house for the festivities. Every fam- 
ily furnished a candle, so that the 
room was appropriately illuminated. 
The Squire, whose learning was not 
less notable than his glass eye, wig 
and perpétually falling spectacles, 
was chosen to preside. He selected 
the team captains and made an open- 
ing: speech fittingly eulogizing the 
art ‘of spelling: 

“IT feel as if I could: be grandilo- 
quent of this interesting occasion,” 
the Squire: said, ‘‘but raley. I must 
forego: any such exertions. It is spell- 
ing you-want. Spelling is the corner- 
stone; the grand, underlying subter- 
fuge, of a good eddication. I put the 
spelling book prepared by the great 
Daniel - Webster alongside the Bible. 
I do, raley.. I think.I may put it 
ahead: of the Bible, For if it weren’t 
for spelling books and such occasions 
as these, where would the Bible be, 
I should like to know. The man who 
got up, who compounded, this work 
of inextricable valoo was a benefac~- 
tor to the whole human race—or any 
other.” ° 


The Spelling Bee in Action. 


Having ‘completed his stirring ora- 
tion, the Squire started the contest. 
He gave out the words, he was the 
solé arbiter and commander-in-chief 
of thé embattled spellers. Two teams 
lined up against the walls of the 
rural’ schoolhouse, and, in the fitful 
glare of the candlelight, spelled 
themselves to defeat or victory. 

Easy words were given out by the 
dis¢éerting and humanitarian Squire 
to those obviously unfitted’ to cope 
with the famous jawbreakers. They 
weeded themeelves out soon enough, 
even ‘with easy wérds, and then the 
real battle of the strong began. 

The first person to fall spelled: the 
word ‘“‘teally” with one “‘l’” less than 


orthodoxy and the Squire demanded. | 


Then the spelling went, on for a 
time,: with every’ word spelled cor- 
rectly through a round or two. The 
word :.“‘atrocious,”’ spelled with an s 
where the c should be, claimed the 
second victim. Others began to fall, 
thick and fast, as the Squire’s words 
grew harder. Jim Phillips, renowned 
throughout the county for his spell- 
ing prowess, was swept from the 
ranks when he put a y in ‘‘theodo- 
lite.’ And the climax of the evening 
came when the schoolmaster himself 
bowed to a girl rival after trying to 
spell ‘‘daguerreotype’’ with an un- 
sanctioned u as the second letter. 





THE SKYSCRAPER COMMUNITY 
IN A MODERN VERTICAL CITY 





Each Building Manager Is Virtually Mayor 
Over a Public Numbered by Thousands 


ANY of New York’s skyscrapers 
are in reality vertical cities 
with populations exceeding 

those of a considerable number of 
incorporated cities and with admin- 
istrative problems and numbers of 
employes comparable to many mu- 
nicipalities. 

Each skyscraper has its own pri- 
vate police, uniformed watchmen, 
organized and under a chief, who 
patrol the corridors much as regular 
patrolmen guard the streets. Each 
has its fire-fighting force and equip- 
ment, its water supply system, with 
“mains” leading to every office; 
lighting systems and even laundries. 
Bach has a rapid-transit system—el- 
evator cars whisking passengers up 
and down and covering many miles 
a day. Many of them have among 
their tenant population every busi- 
ness, industry and profession neces- 
sary to the carrying on of any mod- 
érn city, Each is virtually a city 
within a city. 

The Equitable Building, for exam- 
ple, has forty-three solid blocks of 
offices, piled one on top of another, 
in the heart of the downtown sec- 
tion. Twelve thousand persons make 
it their business home. | Ten thou- 
sand spend their workdays within 
the massive walls of the new Gray- 
bar Building and approximately as 
many have the Woolworth Building 
as their business address,

table Building, housing approximate-} 


ly 500 firms. : Four banks, any num- 
ber of brokers, dozens of different 
manufacturing companies, several

For ah average.of 127,000 per- 
sons enter and leave building daily, 
which makes it one of the busiest 
cities to be found anywhere. A large 
proportion: of them patronize the 
building’s transportation system of 
sixty-three elevator cars, locals and 
expresses—cars that travel approxi- 
mately 275,000 miles in a year. 
Something like 120,000,000 gallons 
of water are consumed on the Equi- 
table. Building’s forty-three floors— 
three of them below street level— 
every year, so that the care and 
supervision of the water supply sys- 
tem of the structure are by them- 
selves no mean task. There are 4,800 
telephones in the building. The heat- 
ing and power plant uses 2,860 gal- 
lons of fuel oil in generating its 320,- 
000,000 pounds of steam a year. By 
Postoffice estimate, 145,000 pieces of 
mail are sent out from the building 
each day and 41,000 are received.

IS. DRESSING UP

HE suburbanite who is at pres- 
ent engaged in the essential 
’ preparations for exacting a 
floral or vegetable bounty 
re a patch Of stubborn earth ‘no 
pet a ape RB can 
appreciate to some extent the magni- 
tude of the task “of éncouraging 
herbage in an 840-acre estate which, 
although seldom invaded by a neigh- 
bor’s poultry, is often visited by as 
many as 200,000 persons on a single 
afternoon. 

It should not be difficult for even 
the urbanite to understand that tne 
planting, spraying and pruning activ- 
ities necessary to preserve a vernal 
semblance in Manhattan’s most ex- 
Ppansive breathing space—Central 
Park—constitute more of a problem 
than the encouragement of Nature 
on less public property. The hapless 
function of the 3,000 park workers is 
to foster an illusion of rustic sim- 
plicity in an area liberally streaked 
by roads covered with bumiper-to- 
bumper processions of motor cars 
and whose walks are but slightly 
more pastoral than mid-town subway 
platforms at rush hour. 


A Miiion-Dollar Task. 

Skill, infin'.e patience and a dash 
of horticultural genius are needed to 
provide: leafy..furnishings for shady 
bowers and to groom plants:to fresh- 
en. bosky dells in an’ atmosphere 
freighted by fumes from thousands 
of: motor exhausts.

') Parke Department Of the borough of 


Manhattan for the last ten years, 
has been the mobilization point of 
just.about every type of minute pest 
known to ‘the entomology of this 
region. It must have become common 
knowledge throughout’ the insect 
world, Mr. Burgevin contends, that 
the municipal appropriations for 
Central Park’s maintenance ‘during 
the last twenty years were insuffi- 
cient to defray ‘the cost of spraying. 
A legion of leaves, apparently in 
their mid-season prime, would sud- 
denly pale and curl and flutter to 
earth, each bearing as passengers 
hundreds of red mites or other para- 
sites which—although fattened by 
diet on their host—were still invis!- 
ble to the naked eye. 


Annithilating Red Mites. 

The red mites outnumber by far 
the other animalcule denizens of the 
park and are noted for the voracity 
of their appetites. They are now 
succumbing by the millions, it is 
hoped, to the jets of lime, sulphur 
and other sprays being showered 
upon them by a busy squad of ex- 
terminators. The dormant spraying, 
undertaken before the plants have 
begun to bloom, has now been con- 
cluded and the live spraying, in which 
less powerful chemicals are used, be- 
cause of the vresence of tender buds, 
is in progress. 

Mr. Burgevin regrets that so sim- 
ple an expedient as spraying cannot 
be employed to discourage many 
thousands of visitors who have a 
strong aversion to the stone walks 
when there is sensitive grass on 
which to exercise their promenading 
instincts. The many bald spots on 
the park’s surface, including numer- 
ous narrow paths not specified in the 
landscape architects’ blueprints, are 
the unsightly result of this thought- 
less traffic. Inadequate sprinkling 
facilities, too slight to assuage the 
mid-Summer thirst of parched lawns, 
have also been responsible for many 
worn spots in the park’s green car 
pet, These denuded spaces are be- 
ing ploughed and refertilized. In the 
Autumn they will be seeded by a 
hearty blending of Kentucky blue 
grass, creeping bent and’red top. An 
irrigation system that will consume a 
quarter of the whole rehabilitation 
fund is also to be installed 

Cherry Blossoms Open. 

The 500 cherry trees, the gift of 
the Japanese Government to New 
York City almost twenty years ago, 
are now resplendent with their 
snowy blossoms. They comprise, 
however, a thing of beauty that is 
not a joy forever to the gardeners, 
who find themselves compelled to as- 
sume the réle of guards as well 

*“‘We are striving,’’ Mr. Burgevin 
said in discussing the rehabilitation 
program, ““‘to keep the park as re- 
freshingly natural as possible. The 
only formal touch that we have is 
the Mall. The remainder of it, ex- 
cept for the roads and similar im- 
provements, has an element of rustic 
beauty that we trust shall not escape 
us. Were we to convert the park 
into a collection of formal develop- 
ments, our task would probably be 
easier than it is now. It is difficult, 
indeed, to perpetuate rugged pastoral 
appointments in a reservation situat- 
ed in the heart of a slim island with 





a 2,000,000 population.”

OUR eye'sweeps over the noc- 
turnal ‘sky. Five thousand 
stars visible to the unaided 
eye but 1,500,000,000 by actual 

count ‘on’ photographic plates, stars 
big and’ little, bright and dim, here 
so thinly distributed that they are 
like occasional pearls on a vast black 
background, there so dense that the 
celestial vault seems powdered with 
them—such is the universe of man. 
In this swarm of luminaries there is 
no obvious architectural plan, no im- 
mediate ‘evidence of system and or- 
der. -And to deepen the mystery the 
Milky, Way stretches over the heav- 
ens—a forked band with lanes, holes, 
black gaps, dense clouds of bright- 
ness and sprays of light. 

After some fifteen years of re- 
search, Professor Harlow Shapley of 
Harvard. believes not only that he 
has discovered a system in this seem- 
ing disorder, but also that this visible 
universe of ours is rotating around 
some unseen, central mass, just as 
the earth and planets are revolv- 
ing around the sun. In an address 
which he recently delivered before 
the American Philosophical Society 
he marshaled all the evidence that 
he and other astronomers have accu- 
mulated in the last fifteen years on 
the constitution and distance of the 
stars, to prove that our visible uni- 
verse is shaped like a watch and that 
our solar system, so far from being 
the centre of this watch, lies very 
much off the centre. So huge is the 
watch that it takes light, speeding 
through space at the rate of 186,000 
miles a second or 6,000,000,000,000 
miles a year, 3,000 centuries to trav- 
erse its diameter and 1,300 its thick- 
ness. 


How Measurements Were Made. 


Now this conception of the universe 
is based on what are probably the 
most precise measurements of stellar 
distances ever made. Shapley flung 
an invisible tape in every direction. 
He was not satisfied with the meas- 
urements of one tape but verified his 
results with as many as six other 
kinds of tapes. In other words he 
used the time-honored methods of 
the surveyor where he could; he 
made the colors of incandescent suns 
yard-sticks; he converted stars that 
vary in brightness into plumb-lines; 
and where all these methods proved 
inapplicable and another astronomer 
would have abandoned the problem 
as hopeless he arrived at trustworthy 
averages by applying the statistical 
principles of the life insurance 
actuary. So the story of Shapley’s 
colossal universe is primarily a story 
of measurement and incidentally a 
revelation of scientific ingenuity and 
resourcefulness with few parallels in 
the history of astronomy. 

Gauging Stellar Distances. 

While he was still a student at 
Princeton under Professor Henry 
Norris. Russell, one of the foremost 
mathematical astronomers of our 
time, Shapley began a study of: the 
distribution of some hundred bina- 
ries—stars.in pairs that revolve in 
such a manner that eclipses occur 
periodically. Month after month he 
measured the variations in light, es- 
tablished the relation of these to the 
masses of the bodies constituting 
each pair, calculated the orbits, de- 
termined the temperature and candle- 
power, and by thus considering a 
dozen different factors succeeded in 
gauging the distances of his binaries. 
It struck him that the universe must 
be larger than astronomers had sup- 
posed. These binaries proved to be 
thousands of light-years distant. 

There are other variables that are 
single stars with the remarkable 
property of pulsating rhythmically 
like gigantic luminous hearts. Delta 
Cephei is the brightest of these. 
Hence the whole group came to be 
known as Cepheid variables. Our 
North Pole: star is'a Cepheid. Such 
@ variable swells and contracts so 
that its light flares up and dies

down. It is as if a huge gas flame 
were..turned.high..and--low.--Thus 
Delta Cepheid has a period of five 
and one-half days, and that period is 
as fixed and characteristic as the 
pitch of a given organ pipe. 

Years ago Miss Leavitt of Harvard 
discovered a definite relation be- 
tween the brightness of a Cepheid 
and the time it takes to complete one 
pulsation. Thus if a Cepheid pul- 
sates once in twelve days it is sure 
to be a 2,000 sun power star, no mat- 
ter what its distance may be. If the 
period is 100 days the Cepheid is: 800 
times the sun’s diameter—big enough 
to include all the inner planets-of the 
solar system and almost as large as 
the orbit of Jupiter. Yet it may be 
but a point of light on~a_ photo- 
graphic plate. 


Milky Way Underestimated. 

Because the distance of some 
naked eye Cepheids had been deter- 
mined by triangulation ‘in accér- 
dance with surveyors’ methods it be- 
came possible to use mere variability 
as a measuring rod. Shapley knew 
how far away.a_ Cepheid must be 
that flared up every six days with 
the intensity of 750 suns. Some of 
these flashing celestial lighthouses 





be wrong. Less than fifty years ago 
no. astronomer would believe that the 
Milky Way could be greater than 
30,000 light-years in diameter. Shap- 
ley saw that a new measurement was 
necessary. 


With the technic of gauging stellar 
distances neatly worked out Shapley 
thought he would apply it toward es- 
timating the size of the Milky Way. 
He turned. to the. globular. clusters 
which. lie not. in. the midst of the 
Milky Way but rather along the 
edges. There was the famous globu- 
lar cluster in Hercules known as 
Messier thirteen. Shapley discovered 
blue stars within it. There were 
also blue stars near the Sun of known 
brightness. On the mere basis of 
color Shapley concluded that Messier 
thirteen must be more than 30,000 
light-years distant. — 

The conclusion might be wrong if 
there were cosmic. dust in» space or 
some other thin scattering medium 
which would make it-difficult to rely 
on intensity and color of: light as a 
gauge of distance. But there were 
also pulsating Cepheids in’ Messier 
thirteen —two of them. Knowing 
their- variability .Shapley used them 
to. plumb space. .The result was the

NEW YORK: A CITY OF CLOCKS 


EW YORK is, if any city may 
be so called, a City of Clocks, 
and the clock to be placed on 
the north facade of the tower- 

ing New York Central Building in 
Park Avenue, sixty feet above the 
ground, is described by Royal Cortis- 
soz as ‘“‘one of the most conspicuous 
sculptural decorations ever erected in 
the city.’? The dial is to be about thir- 
teen feet in diameter. It is to be 
supported by two symbolic figures, 
‘‘Transportation’’ on. the one side, 
“Industry’’ on the other, 


Down the island a few miles the 
chimes of a clock, which. will look 
on its larger, younger sister with the 
scorn of the seasoned campaigner 
for the raw recruit, will ring out 
regularly day in and day out to tell 
the time to those whose offices are 
in the Wall Street section. To the 
old tower of Trinity Church the eyes 
of thousands turn every day. The 
runner, the broker, the customer— 
all look at it as they leave the 
Street’ for Broadway and take note 
of the time. 


Across the bay the Borough Hall 
ciock in Richmond tells Staten Is- 
land the time. Richmond’s borough 
elock nas a reputation for faithful- 
ness. Contrarily, the timepiece in 
the tower of Brooklyn's Borough 
President’s offices once was known 
for its periodic eccentricities. Around 
Court Street now they say that the 
elock has mended its ways and keeps 
good time. 

One of the conspicuous clocks ‘in 
Queens is in the Bank of Manhat- 
tan Building. A little distance away on 
the top of ‘the Brewster. Rolls-Royce 
plant there rests a clock that can be 
seen by commuters on the rapid 
transit systems from Astoria, Flush- 
ing “and Corona to Manhattan. This 
clock ‘has ‘been'a landmark’ since the 
Queensboro Bridge opened up.

Ten Years’ Task Begun. 

Researches on’ the distances and 
distribution of different ‘clusters, 
globular clusters, ‘variable stars, 
nhovae and nebulae are beginning to 
yield information as to the structure 
of the hidden central region. Within 
the past few months 300 new variable 
stars have been discovered in the 
central region’ hy Harvard investi- 
gators. Harvard has begun an in- 
vestigation of Milky ‘Way variable 
stars that will take ten years’ work 
by a dozen astronomers with three 
or four telescopes before some of the 
major outstanding problems of the 
Milky: Way are solved. 

Future generations must therefore 
refine Shapley’s measurements, put 
his theories to the. test, and point 
out’ exactly whither we are drifting 
in space. Already facts of Coperni- 
can importance have. been discov- 
ered. -A few hundred years ago we 
were so) startled by the discovery 
that the sun and the stars did not re- 
volve- around the earth that we 
burned those who believed in it. Now 
we must rid ourselves of another 
hallucination: The sun is not the 
centre of the universe, It is but one 
of countless stars revolving around 
a hidden mass in space. 


A Tailor’s Prophetic Vision. 


What has been called the ‘‘grind- 
stone theory’ of the universe. origi- 
nated in the middle of the eighteenth 
century with Thomas Wright. To him 
the: Milky Way was but the projec- 
tion of a disk of stars, at the centre 
of which was our sun. Kant adopted 
Wrignt’s view and elaborated it. So 
did Johann Heinrich Lambert, a tal- 
lor’s apprentice of grandiose imagina- 
tion, whose views have a singularly 
modern aspect, although they ‘were 
published in 1761. To him space was 
filled with stellar systems within sys- 
tems. 

First, there was our sun and its 
planets. Then came other suns, 
throngs of them within the Milky 
Way, followed by groups of other 
Milky Ways, that were: parts of larg- 
er systems. And all was in revolu- 
tion, ‘‘the earth round the sun,"’ 
wrote Lambert; ‘‘the sun round the 
centre of this system; this system 
round a centre common to it with 
other systems; this group, this as- 
semblage of systems, round a centre 
which is. common to it with other 
groups of the same kind; and where 
shall we have done?”’ 

Perhaps old Lambert was right. 


Efforts to Visualize the Universe, 


In the light of Shapley’s sounding 
of the universe Lambert’s vision 
seems prophetic. The disparity in 
size between the universe of Coperni- 
cus and of Shapley can scarcely be 
visualized. Professor Jeans tried to 
do so in a recent lecture delivered 
before the Royal Society of Arts. 
‘Suppose the size represented by a 
single atom,” he asked. ‘‘Then the 
range of vision of the biggest tele- 
scope is about represented by the 
whole earth, and the size of ‘the 
whole universe, according to the 
theory of relativity, is represented by 
a stack of a thousand million 
earths.’’ 

Although the astronomer is able to 
draw a better picture of the universe 
than ever before he is convinced that 
he has lifted but a corner of the 





veil in which the cosmos is shrouded.

snack at one or- other of: the bars.

Curiously enough the State, as 
such, does not concern itself with the 
lutiches, teas and diriners of M. P.’s.

ORTY years from now the sea- 
worn traveler, sighting at last 
the low shores of Sandy Hook, 
may find himself in fact as 

well as fancy at the gateway of 
America. Before him the blue -road 
of the channel may lead between 
twin lighthouses marking, like giant 
gate-posts, the opening in a cause- 
way that all but joins Sandy Hook 
with Rockaway. Below his vessel’s 
keel an unseen tunnel would com- 
plete the union, linking Queensbor- 
ough: to New Jersey. 
Through that tunnel, as over the 
wide, tree-shaded causeway before 
his eyes, motors would whirr and 
trains would rumble. Meanwhile, 
along the causeway’s edge on either 
side would stretch the sunny sands 
of a sea beach gay with bathers. 
So, dramatically, ships may one 
day pass through this water gate, 
according to the proposal by Colonel 
William J. Wilgus made to the Re- 
gional Plan of New York and in- 
cluded as his independent suggestion 
in its volume on transit and trans- 
portation, now about to be published. 


A Comprehensive Plan. 


This causeway and tunnel would 
form but a single are of a far-flung 
railroad and boulevard loop sur- 
rounding the whole New York re- 
gion, to include all the vast new de- 
velopments of its port and industry 
that forty more years are expected 
to bring. By such a road one could, 
for instance, ride uninterruptedly 
from New Jersey to Jamaica Bay 
and across Queens and Long Island 
Sound to Westchester County with- 
out going near Manhattan. It is 
part of a gigantic scheme to dis- 
tribute dwellings, factories and peo- 
ple around our vast port and away 
from its congested centre. 

Such a road, too, would connect 
all the thirteen existing trunk line 
railroads that enter ‘the region at 
various angles. It would be. equally 
able to shift through traffic around 
the port or to send local freight to 
the wharf or factory of its destina- 
tion. 

As for the causeway itself, built of 
rock blasted from tunnels, basement 
excavations and quarries, it would 
also serve to protect New York’s chief 
treasure, its harbor. It would make 
the lower bay safe for barges. It 
would promote the self-purification 
of the ship channel. And, especially, 
it would keep the entrance to Ja- 
maica Bay from filling with silt. And 
there, for conservation, though the 
average New Yorker is little aware 
of it, lies a potential. new port in 
itself capable of containing the com- 
bined harbors of Liverpool,’ Rotter- 
dam and Hamburg. 


Widely Increased Facilities. 


New York one usually thinks of as 
crowded. Yet, lapped by the blue 
waves of its immediate waterways, 
there lie more than sixty-one miles 
of shorefront still available for pier 
and wharf development—half again 
as much as is now put to such use. 
Thirty-two: miles of this potential 
port area, like Jamaica Bay, are 
within the city limits; the rest is just 
a-ross the North River in New Jer- 
sey. And adjacent to practically all 
this shore lie huge tracts available 
for large-scale industry. In New 
Jersey one of eight such tracts—the 
Hackensack Meadows—is alone larg- 
er than Manhattan Island. Within 
New York City limits are smaller 
areas, totaling even more, the equiva- 
lent of a whole extra borough that 
might be given over to manufactur- 
in’; 

If New York is to maintain its su- 
premacy as the premier port of the 
United States, as of the world, these 
‘available areas,’’ says the Regional 
Plan, ‘‘must be properly developed, 
and industrial plants, especially those 
contemplating change of location, 
must be :ncouraged to locate in suit- 
able places.’”’ Other ports—Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, the St. Lawrence- 
Creat Lakes gateway—are creating 
new. faciliti.s. New York, the giant 
of them all, with 25 per cent. of the 
country’s foreign trade passing 
through her harbor, has reserves of 
space to hold her position through a 
c:ntury .o come if she will but put 
her house fn order. 

By 1965, according to the Regional 
Plan estimates, the Port of New 
York will need 200,600 mo e feet of 
wharf length than she has today. 
But a minute sirvey of the available 
miles of her waterfront shows that 
they could provide for a wharfage 
more than three times as great. 
Jamaica Bay alone, for instance, 
could provide 1:4,000 feet. The ques- 
tion, then, is which of these beckon-

The Regional Plan has grouped 
these in eight main areas, Your

Jamaica Bay, Gravesend Bay, the 
Bronx waterfront along the East 
River and Flushing Bay. Three 
are in New Jersey, including the 
New Jersey waterfront of the Upver 
Bay. Hackensack Meadows and the 
Newark-Elizabeth Meadows. The 
largest, comprising the opposite 
shores of Arthur Kill, is half in New 
York City—the west shore of’ Staten 
Island—and half in New Jersey.

The Regional Plan has evaluated 
them solely on three counts: The 
number of their railroad connec- 
tions, their accessibility to the 
ocean and their nearness to Man- 
hattan. And the New Jersey water- 
front of the Upper Bay, from Bay- 
onne to Jersey City, far outscores 
all competitors. It is approached 
by six railroads and it is on the 
main harbor, just southwest of Man- 
hattan. Only Gravesend Bay and 
Jamaica Bay surpass it in nearness 
to the open sea. 

On this basis, therefore, the Re- 
gional Plan believes that almost 
two-thirds of the wharf length 
needed by the port in the next forty 
years should be obtained in this 
spot. In other words, it considers 
that the most favorable way of in- 
creasing our shipping facilities 
would be to develop this whole four 
and a half miles of shore front from 
Jersey City to Bayonne. And this 
is the only one of the available port 
sites it advises immediately develop- 
ing to capacity. 

That project means the filling in 
of the land between the present 
shore line and the bulkhead line es- 
tablished by the United States War 
Department. It also involves dredg- 
ing out the waterway east of the 
bulkhead to a depth of thirty-five 
feet for the main channel, «hich 
will more than provide the material 
for the fill. 


Two advantages of this shore front, 
not regarded in the survey, are the

Surprisingly enough, according to 
the three criteria selected by the 
Regional Plan, all three potential 
harbor sites in New Jersey score 
ahead of those in New York City. 
Next to the Bayonne-Jersey City 
frontage, the Plan places the New- 
ark-Elizabeth Meadows, though it 
rates them as only one-sixth as ad- 
vantageous. This region, part of 
which is already developed as Port 
Newark, comprises about three and 





THE STRAW THAT MAKES HATS 


HE man who Is careful to acquire 

a new straw hat on or before 

May 15 each year is not so care- 
ful to call his purchase by its tech- 
nically correct name—and if he did, 
the chances are that the clerk he 
addressed would not know what he 
wanted. The ordinary straw or 
‘sailor’ hat should properly be 
called a ‘“‘sennit’’—probably a con- 
traction of the words ‘‘seven’’ and 
‘‘knit’“—but the name for some rea- 
son never has come into popular use 
to distinguish the hard variety from 
the softer Panama or Leghorn. 

The ordinary stiff straw hat or sen- 
nit is made of hemp braid from Italy, 
artificial straw braid from Switzer- 
land or hemp and straw braid from 

«Japan and China. The hat is made 
‘\by sewing the bands of straw. to- 
gether and then blocking and shap- 
ing and stiffening it; with a gelatine 
compound, usually shellac. Most of 
the shellac used’in the hat industry 
in this country comes from India 
and is.a: product of insects... Insects 
attach. themselves. .to young tree 
shoots and suck the sap. From the 
resinous deposit which forms into a 
hard: layer they cannot escape. They 
deposit their eggs under the resin

and the larvae eventually eat their 
way out. 

In June and December the branches 
with the deposit are gathered and 
lightly ground in a primitive way to 
separate the lac from the bark. Wo- 
men then winnow the resultant prod- 
uct, which is then called grain lac. 
This is washed and purified. After 
drying on a cement floor it is placed 
in canvas bags, melted near a fire 
and forced out of the bags on porce- 
lain into a sheet grasped by a work- 
man who stretches with his fingers 
and toes until it is about five feet 
square, warming it to give it uniform 
thickness. It is then broken into 
flakes and packed for market. 

Panama, when used to refer to a 
hat, is more or less a misnomer. 
Panama hats are not made in Pana- 
ma, but in Ecuador, Peru, Colombia 
and other South American countries. 
The best Panama hat is made at 
Montecristi, in Ecuador. The hat is 








not woven under water as is com- 





monly believed, although water does 
play a part in its manufacture. 
Most of the hats are woven by 
women who begin their task early 
in the morning to escape the heat 
of noonday as well as to keep the 
moist fibre damp. The weaver al- 
ways keeps her fingers wet. It takes 
About three weeks to make a Pana- 
ma hat, and for a hat that costs $50 
in Montecristi the order must be 
placed six months in advance. The 
Panama hat first came into general 
use, it is said, among the engineers 
building the Panama Railroad, and 
hence its name. 

The Cardulovica palm, a bush 
about ten feet in height, provides 
the material from which these hats 
are made. The leaves after matu- 
rity spread out like a fan. The 
young leaves are removed, cut into 
shreds, dipped in boiling water and 
bleached by the sun, The bleached 
shreds, called Toquilla straw, are 
thoroughly dried and sorted. A. good 
Panama hat is very pliable and is 
not affected by rain. 

Despite the fact that this country 
is the. greatest market in the world 
for straw hats, the raw material 
comes from abroad, 





a half miles along the west shore of 
Newark Bay. There is a thirty-foot 
channel, leading to the similar chan- 
nel in the Kill van Kull, and there 
are five railroad connections. The 
only difficulty might be the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, which 
crosses Newark Bay ona lift bridge: 
Here the plan would be to dredge 
and fill in land, mainly south of Port 
Newark and east to the channel. 


The Meadows Ranked Third. 


Third in* desirability as a pier- 
building site, the Regional Plan 
places the waterway through the 
vast amorphous Hackensack Mea- 
dows, familiar to many thousands 
of Jersey commuters. As a port for 
large ocean-going vessels, it would 
seem at first to have every dis- 
advantage. It is crossed by numer- 
ous highway and railroad bridges, 
too low for masted shipping. The 
Hackensack River is tortuous, and it 
is approached by way of the Kill 
van Kull. Moreover, the Meadows 
themselves lie within fourteen dif- 
ferent communities in two counties, 
and have several hundred owners, 
with titles to various parts. 


But the value as a port is inci- 
dental to the Meadows’ development 
as a site for large-scale industry, for 
which they are perhaps the greatest 
tract available in the whole New 
York region. And the shipping 
created by the factories alone would 
be enormous. Moreover, the Mea- 
dows actually rank third on the port 
scale, They have six railroad con- 
nections. They are almost parallel 
to Manhattan, and but a few miles 
away across the Hudson, even 
though they are of all the suggested 
port sites the most inaccessible from 
the sea 

The idea is not to use the present 
winding Hackensack River for 
docks, but to dredge a new ship 
channel from the bend in the Passaic 





River directly above Newark, north- 
east across the Hackensack, as 
shown on the map. That would give 
the proposed factories some eight 
and a half miles of shore front for 
docks. And the channel dredging 
would provide a large part of the 
necessary material for filling in’ this 
marshy meadow land. 

Of all the port sites within New 
York City the Regional Plan favors 
the development of Jamaica Bay. 
Even so, it recommends the building 
of only 9,600 out of its possible 174,- 
000 feet of wharf within the next 
forty years. 

Two difficulties are outstanding. 
One is the maintenance of a proper 
channel leading into Ambrose Chan- 
nel, and this Colonel Wilgus has pro- 
posed to master by means of the 
Rockaway-Sandy Hook causeway. 
The other is the fact that the bay 
has only one railroad connection. 
This also Colonel Wilgus has pro- 
posed to remedy by means of the 
railroad loop over the causeway to 
New Jersey and north to the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford lines 
in Westchester County. 


Advantages of Jamaica Bay. 

On the other hand, Jamaica Bay 
has enormous advantages. Title to 
the land in and around it belongs to 
New York City, which has already 
adopted a plan for its improvement, 
submitted six years ago by the De- 
partment of Docks. This proposes 
to transform the marshlands of the 
bay into two islands. West Island 
would have three great ship basins 
ranging from a mile and a half to 
two miles long. The whole west 
shore of the: bay on the mainland 
would be likewise arranged for docks. 
The work would be done by dredging 
and filling, as in the New Jersey 
projects. Moreover, on Barren Is- 
land the city is already beginning an 
airport and another is proposed on 
East Island. So here will some time 





be a junction of airways, waterways, 
railways and highways. 

Gravesend Bay on the Brooklyn 
shore is almost the only one of the 
suggested port developments that has 
no adjacent land available for in- 
dustry. It is, however, the most ac- 
cessible to the ocean of all the pro- 
posed sites in New York and New 
Jersey. But it is handicapped by 
having only one railroad connection 
and by distance from Manhattan. 
The scattered areas still left on the 
Bronx East River waterfront and 
opposite on the shore of Flushing 
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Bay are rated as the least desirable 
for port development. Both are rela- 
tively far from the ocean and have 
but one or two railway connections. 

As for the vast expanse of water- 
front on both sides of Arthur Kill— 
twelve miles along Staten Island and 
twelve more on the New Jersey 
shore—that, with the War Depart- 
ment provision for a thirty-foot chan- 
nel all the way, could one day pro- 
vide another great harbor for large 
ships. It already has four railway 
connections, and only its distance 
from Manhattan and the sea keeps 
the Regional Plan from recommend- 
ing a more extensive development at 
present. As in the case of Jamaica 
Bay, it advises during the next forty 
years only a fraction of the vast 
wharfage that might be built. 

Great Available Areas. 

And if for years to come New York 
need only begin to develop her po- 
tential harbors, no more will she 
have to use up her possible factory 
sites. According to the forecast of 
the plan, “New York City alone has 
sufficient area zoned for industrial 
use to supply nearly three times the 
estimated demand for 1965 of the 
whole region (including a radius of 
50 miles from City Hall). Also that 
part of the region outside of New 
York City can supply, in those areas 
studied, industrial land sufficient for 
more than four times the demands 
of the whole region. However, 
neither of these subdivisions of the 
region will be called upon to provide 


for its entire industrial growth. The 
problem is to supply sufficient area |- 


to meet the industrial demands of 
the. environs and sufficient area 
within the city for its industrial 
needs.”’ 

Today about 70 per cent. of the 
large manufacturing plants of the 
whole region are inside the city 
limits—along the East River, Hudson 
River and Upper Bay waterfronts. 
Since the war, however, they have 
increased less rapidly in number 
than those outside—in New Jersey, 
Long Island City and Bridgeport. 
But for the past quarter century, 
both inside and outside the city, about 
a tenth of all the people have been 
employed in large-scale industry. By 
1965 such plants within the city are 
anticipated for well over 1,000,000 
workers and outside for almost as 
many more.

of the total freight traffic of the 
Port. passes over these railroads. 
Near by are the thickly populated 
sections, of the Bronx, assuring a 
labor supply. This area alone, ‘ac- 
cording to the Plan, should solve 
almost 745 per cent. of New 
York’s new industrial problem by 
1965, with some 2,000 acres to spare. 
And the rest could be taken care of 
in the Jamaica Bay and Flushing 
Bay areas and along the Arthur Kill 
on Staten Igjand. 
The Jersey Meadows Part. 

Outside the city, the Regional Plan 
discusses the potentialities of the 
Hackensack Meadows. Here are 
forty-one’ square miles of level land 
crossed by six railroads, already 
carrying 30 per cent. of the tonnage 
of the port and near the vast labor 
supplies of Newark, Jersey City, 
Hoboken, Passaic and Hackensack. 
If the whole tract were developed 
industrially its workers could sup- 
port a population of more than 
5,000,000 people. Alone, it could be 
a& meal ticket for the greater part 
of New York City. 

But if the whole area were filled 
with factories and all the workers 
commuted from outside, it would 
choke the already congested high- 
ways and railroads, now carrying 
more than a 100,000,000 passengers a 
year. So, instead, the Plan would 
make the meadows partly residential. 
South of the New York division of 
the Erie Railroad passing through 
Rutherford it would put the factor- 
ies and north of it the workers’ 
houses and parks. In addition there 
would be sections that could not be 
economically filled for some time, 
and these the Plan would set aside 
as public preserves. 


The Marshes to Be Reclaimed. 


Dredging and filling have no term 
rors for the Regional Plan. Already 
out of this muddy, mosquito-ridden 
marsh the planners see a little Hole 
land arising, gay with pleasure boats 
on blue canals. ‘‘Civic buildings and 
other architectural features could be 
located at the heads of some of the 
waterways and attractive vistas thus 
obtained. In the residential areas 
the canals might be bordered by 
small strips of public parks, as has 
been done in certain parts of Am- 
sterdam,’’ says the Plan. 

Thus with one bold stroke the Plan 
would remove New Jersey’s time- 
honored reproach of the mosquito, 
raise insanitary and half submerged 
land above sea level, relieve New 
York’s congestion and provide a 
model suburb with the quaint charm 
of waterways. Moreover, expensive 
though the process would be, it is ar- 
gued that it would probably turn out 
to be a profitable investment. To- 
day, says the Plan, “‘the assessed 
valuation is very low in comparison 
with adjacent areas, and its improve- 
ment could, therefore, bring large 
financial returns to the communities 
in which the meadows are located.”’ 


The filled-in land is assumed to 
have an average value of $12,500 an 
acre. And if, as seems quite pos- 
sible, the State or counties would 
finance a new highway bridge and 
the Federal Government took over 
the dredging, there might indeed be 
an immediate net profit on the un- 
dertaking. 


Municipal Direction Suggested. 


The main question is, What author 
ity will undertake it? Two years 
ago New Jersey authorized a study 
of the matter. The State, through 
legislative act and a public refer- 
endum, might, legally, it was found, 
take over the whole project. Or an 
association of land-owners or a pri- 
vate corporation might do so, though 
they would not escape taxation as 
would a public body. The most fa- 
vored agency at present seems to be 
an association of the neighboring 
municipalities. 

“The municipal interest in these | 
meadows is very large,’’ said the re- 
port to the State two years ago, ‘‘and 
the inquiry would develop to what , 
extent the municipalities would sub- 
scribe to and cooperate in the prep- 
aration of the plan. Obviously, the 
improvement of the meadow lands is 
of great value to the municipalities 
of which they form a part, since the 
filling up of the overflowed areas 
will reduce the mosquito problem and 
should greatly enhance the taxable 
value of the properties adjacent to 
the meadows. There is an apparent | 
tendency toward the provision of 
additional parks and _ recreation | 
grounds, the essential features of 
which, such as boating lagoons, , 
swimming pools, &c., could be very 





readily provided.’’ 





SCOTT ISH. FARMERS’ PLIGHT 


RECENT investigation into con- 
A ditions ‘‘in every country in 
Scotland, from Orkney to Gal- 
loway,’’ conducted by a special com- 
mittee appointed by the Scottish Lib- 
eral Federation, reports that in the 
last fifty years the total agricultural 
population has declined by 63,000, 
and that since 1908 the number of 
male farm hands, mostly young men, 
has decreased by 36,000. 

Bad housing conditions, often re- 
sulting in ill-health, are held partly 
to blame for the exodus from the 
country to the cities. But as a con- 
tributary cause of the ‘rot in agri- 
culture’? emphasis is laid on the 
“growing development of land own- 
ership ‘from actual farming opera- 
tions and the increasing use of land 
for amenity and social purposes.’’ 

Figures are produced to. support 
the contention that the main attrac- 
tion of landed estates is in many 
cases their sporting value, and ex- 
amples were furnished of heavy dam- 
age to crops by the ravages of deer 
and game. Drastic changes in the 
game Jaws are urged to prevent such 
damage and to make more deer for- 
est land available for cultivation.

purposes is, however, held to be the 
principal cause of decay in the indus- 
try.

Jean Henri Dunant; Who Worked, Wrote and Spent His 
Fortune to Make Warfare More Humane, Chose to 
Live Obscurely Despite Royal Recognition

NCE more the name of Jean 
Henri Dunant, who gave the 
world the idea, of the Red 
Cross, emerges from the shad- 

ows that so strangely overlay the 
dramatic story of his life. 

At the time of Dunant’s greatest 
prominence, when he had been dec- 
orated by kings and cardinals and 
scientific societies, he passed into 
twenty years of such oblivion that 
the paper of his native town in Swit- 
zerland could write, ‘‘Henri Dunant 
has long been dead.”’ Then he.was 
found living on.three francs a day, 
his fortune spent in the service of 
his idea; and he was called to re- 
ceive more ribbons and crosses and 
to share the first Nobel. Peace Prize. 
A few years later when, in 1910, he 
died, he returned to oblivion, his 
ashes scattered on the winds that 
stirred- the. Red. Cross. flag he gave 
to fifty-six nations of the world. And 
next .Tuesday his name will again be 
recalled to prominence when the 
hundredth anniversary of his birth 
is to be celebrated. 


Out of Battle’s Cruelty. 


Jean Henri Dunant first became 
known to the world in 1862 when he 
published a smell book called, innoc- 
uously enough, ‘‘Un Souvenir de 
Solferino.’’ Around that short vivid’ 
account of one of the cruelest battles 
of modern times centres this story 
of the Red Cross and its author. 

The book was an international sen- 
s2tion. Victor Hugo, whese force as 
a liberal was world-wide atthe time, 
read it the day it appeared on the 
Paris bock stalls, and the next day 
wrote to Dunant: ‘‘You arm Human- 
ity and serve Liberty.’’ Published 
originally in French, ‘Un Souvenir 
de Solferinc,’’ was translated almost 
at once into practically every civi- 
lized tongue, and the world.read how 
one man would alieviate some of the 
reast barbarous customs of war that 
men had carried on through forty 
centuries of civilization. And a year 
after Dunant’s book was published 
sixteen nations sent their represen- 
tatives to Geneva to orgerize the in- 
ternational Red Cross that his ideas 
had celled into being. 

Scans Biographical Material. 

There are no formal biographies of 
Dunant in English, and the few in 
French are no longer than two chap- 
ters in a cvrrent novel. In encyclo- 
pedias that devote hundreds ci pages 
to the careers of mediocrities and 
nonentities, search is vain for the 
name of Jean Henri Dunant. Here 
and there a paregraph has been 
graciously accorded to him, but even 
these mentions are rare. 

It is recorded that Dunant'was born 
at Geneva on May 8, 1828, of an. ex- 
cellent family and endowed with a 
“modest fortune.’’ Since childhood, 
we are told, he had shown sympathy 
and kindness to the unfortunate, the 
lowly and the oppressed and had 
fought in their behalf with. devotion 
and enthusiasm. 


The Infiuence of Women. 


Some insight intochis character is 
contained in the information that as 
a boy he read ‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ 
and was so moved that he later on 
wrote a stirring pamphlet on the 
American slave ‘trade. Florence 
Nightingale was only eight years old- 
er than Dunant, but her achievement 
in the Crimea influenced him _ pro- 
foundly. And Elizabeth Fry, the 
Quakeress, who devoted her life and 
fortune to the amelioration of the lot 
of convicts and prison reform, was 
third among the women whose ideas 
shaped his destiny. 

A fourth woman who influenced 
him was Anne Antoinette Colladon, 
his mother. Her ancestors had come 
to Geneva from Bourges, to escape 
the religious discords that deluged 
France in blood. John Calvin as a 
young man had visited her ancestors, 
who were lords of La Chatre in Ber- 
ry. From her and from his father, 
Jean Jacques Dunant, member of the 
Representative Council ‘of Geneva in 
the days of aristocratic rule, Jean 
Henri Dunant ‘received the training 
in humanitarianism that decided the 
course of his career. 


The Battle of Solferino. 


In June, 1859, \v.hile traveling 
through Lombardy, Dunant came 


within the region of the sanguinary | 


fighting that. moved. him..to..write 
from first hand knowledge. The 
-forces of Sardinia under.Victor Em- 
manuel, allied with the French under 
Napoleon III, were fighting in. Nor- 
thern Italy against the Austrians. 
South of Lake Garda 40,000 men 
were to die on a field that historians 
have named for the hill of Solferino. 

Jean Henri Dunant was there, in- 
congruously, a tourist on a battle- 
field, apparently the most unneces- 
sary person on the scene. But in his 
‘Souvenir’? Dunant paihted the 
battle so vividly . that. artists have 
transferred his word picture to can- 
vas. ‘‘The collision of the armies of 
Austria and Franco-Sardinia on Fri- 
day, the 24th of June, 1859, was 
unexpected,” he began. Both armies 
were enduring the fatigue of forced 
marches, hot. weather, sleeplessness, 
hunger.:and thirst—‘‘except for a 
double ration of brandy’ that the 
Austrians were given to put them in 
a fighting mood. 

Then’ ‘the fifteen- hour battle began, 
and Dunant wrote: 
_ “Both armies aré awake. Three 
hundred. thousand men are standing 
‘face to face. The line of battle is 
ten miles.long. Already at 3/o’clock 
in the morning corps are moving. 
On ail, sides * ‘bugles are” playing the 
pares and the’ drums are sound-

: By 6 o'clock a furious fire had’ be- 
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gun, and by noon the dead and the 
dying were piled high.on hill’and in 
ravine. But there was nothing to do 
but go on, as ‘‘in the midst of these 
endléss* ‘combats, these massacres, 
blasphemies arise ~ in © different 
tongues, telling of the divers na- 
tionalities of the men, many of whom 
are “obliged ‘to ‘become ‘homicides in 
their twentieth year.’’ 

Through.the day the battle went on, 

“A rain of cannon balls is sending 
death to distant reserves of Austria,’ 
wrote Dunant... ‘‘If these desert the 
field they yield it only step by step, 
and soon recommence action. Their 
ranks are ceaselessly re-forming. On 
the plains the wind raises the dust, 
which flies over the roads like dense 
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Creator of the Red Cross Idea. 





clouds, darkening the day and blind- 
ing the fighters. The French cavalry 
flings itself on the Austrian. cavalry; 
Uhlans and Hussars slash furiously 
at each other with their swords. The 
rage is so great that in some places, 
after the exhaustion of the cart- 
ridges and the breaking of the mus- 
kets, they fight with fists and beat 
one another with stones. The strong- 
est positions are captured, lost and 
recaptured, to be lost again. Every- 
where men are falling mutilated, rid- 
dled with bullets, covered with 
wounds.’”’ 
The Aftermath of Battle. 

The agonies ofthe night were ‘re- 
vealed by the sunrise of June 25. 
“‘The battlefield is everywhere cov- 
ered with corpses of men and 
horses,”” wrote Dunant. ‘They ap- 
pear as if sown along the roads and 
in the hollows, the thickets and the 
fields; above all, near the village of 
Solferino.’”’ 

What Jean Henri Dunant saw thou- 
sands of other people had seen in thé 
bloody chronicle of the hattles.of the 
wor'd. Some of them had said it 
was too bad; many had felt that 
war was wrong. But Dunant, just 
past his thirtieth birthday, began a 
movement that has altered the con- 
duct of war considerably. 

At Castiglioni, a village in the cen- 
tre of the French position, Dunant 
talked the peasant women and girls 
into returning with him at ‘once, to 
do something then and there for men 


.dying of wounds, thirst, exposure. 


He took them where enemies lay to- 
gether and common soldier and offi- 
cer were dying because there was 
no one who seemed to care what 
happened to them once they were 
wounded and no longer able to fight. 


The Lesson of Brotherhood. 
Dunant’s volunteers sought out the 
French and Italians, turning their 
backs on the Austrians. Dunant 
gently and tactfully pointed out to 





the women that the Austrians were 
human beings; too. Hesaid ‘‘tutti 
fratelli’” to them—all are brothers. 
With that phrase on their lips they 
administered »help to the astonished 
Austrians: .-For three days the péas- 
ant women went among the wound- 
ed, carrying them to hospitals in 
their homes and in village churches. 
Other tourists were made to work 
at the unwonted and unprecedented 
service Jean Henri Dunant . had 
begun. 

The greatest need was. for doctors. 
Impressing' a coachman, Dunant 
drove all night to reach Marshal 
MacMahon of the French army, to 
plead for medical aid. MacMahon 
sent him on to Napoleon III, who, 
when the plan was explained to him, 
readily consented to release all the 
Austrian doctors who had been taken 
prisoners. That was another great 
innovation—the neutralization of 
medical men. — _ 

A Phophetic. Vision. 

After Dunant had written his book 
chronicling these things he said: 
“But why recall so many pitiful and 
melancholy scenes, and thus arouse 
such painful emotions? Why relate, 
with complaisance, these lamentable 
details and dwell upon these distress- 
ing pictures?’’ 

Then he answered his own questicn 
with words which led to the creation 
of the Red Cross: 


‘‘Would it not be possible to estab- 
lish in every country of Europe, Aid 
Societies, whose aim would be to pro- 
vide, during ‘war, volunteer nurses 
for the wounded, without distinction 
of nationality?’’ Recalling the work 
of Florence Nightingale, Dunant 
went on outlining his plan, propheti- 
cally: ‘These societies, by their per- 
manent existence, could also render 
great services at the times of epi- 
demics, floods, great fires, and other 
catastrophes; the human motive 
which would have created them 
would instigate them to act on all 
oecasions in which their labors could 
be exercised.’’ 

All Europe became interested. Moy- 
nier, Dunant’s fellow townsman, per- 
suaded the Geneva Society of Public 
Utility to study the question. Dunant 
visited the courts of Europe, gaining 
support everywhere he went. In 1863 
Moynier called the preliminary con- 
ference at Geneva, and in August, 
1864, the International Red Cross 
Treaty was drawn up at Geneva. 
The two representatives Lincoln sent 
from the United States did not sign 
because of the traditional fear of en- 
tangling alliances, and it was not till 
1882 that America entered. 


His Tardy Recognition. 


Dunant, who. had.been honored at 
the conference with a resolution stat- 
ing that he “has greatly benefited 
humanity and has won for himself 
the fame. of universal recognition,”’ 
was allowed to disappear. No one 
sought him till 1895, when a journal- 
ist found him living on three francs a 
day in a Swiss village, ‘‘a 70-year-old 
gentleman, presenting a fine figure 


with ‘noble head, pale coloring, silver: 


white hair,-and silver white beard.’’ 

Brought back to the memory of the 
Red Cross and the world, belated 
kindness and recognition came to 
Dunant. In 1897 the Russian Dow- 
ager Czarina Feodorovna gave him 
a life pension. The Twelfth Interna- 
tional Physicians Congress gave him 
a pension of 5,000 francs. And when 
the Norwegian Parliament awarded 
the first Nobel Peace Prize in 1907 it 
gave one-half to Passey, organizer of 
the International Peace League, and 
one-half to Dunant, ‘‘for the most 
meritorious endeavor to promote gen- 
eral brotherhood.’’ After that he re- 
tired again for his*three remaining 
years into obscurity, and when he 
died his ashes were scattered to the 
winds.

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EUROPE’S SURVIVING NEW STATES 





By P. W. WILSON. 


EN years ago a stricken Europe 
brought into being a brood of 
small and struggling sover- 
eignties. In the various treaties 
negotiated at Paris no fewer than 
eleven of these emergent States 
somehow survived the birth-pangs of 
war and revolution. Six of the emer- 
gent States—Finland, Estonia, Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia—had had no previous exis- 
tence in recent times. Two—Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia—had been in- 
creased in area and population to 
an extent that opened up a new 
destiny. Then there were three 
others—Austria, Hungary and Turkey 
—which had been cut to a mere 
memory of their former greatness. 
So sudden a redistribution of the 
map was regarded with misgiving. 
That the oppressive autocracies of 
Russia, Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary had made themselves impossible 
was not denied. But it was one thing 
to turn despotisms into democracies. 
It was quite another thing to tear 
to pieces the liberated territories 
themselves. 
The Balkan Example. 


An object lesson of what was 
feared could be found in the Balkans, 
Everywhere the emancipation of the 
Balkan peoples from the yoke of the 
Turks had been hailed with en- 
thusiasm. Yet the Balkan Peninsula, 
though free of the Sultan, had not 
ceased to be “‘the cockpit of Europe,”’ 
and if the rest of Europe were also 
Balkanized, so it was argued, there 
would be chronic instability. 

Today we are faced by the fact 
that, despite all the strife, the strain 
and the stress, every one of these 
eleven countries has retained its 
sovereignty, substantially intact. 
Not one color in the moving kaleid- 
oscope has been obliterated. 

It is an amazing phenomenon, It 
is true that in Rumania and Yugo- 
slavia a previous monarchy was re- 
tained. But in every other case a 
republic or a dictatorship of some 
kind had to be evolved out of noth- 
ing, this at a time when commun- 
ism, as in Hungary, was rampant. 
Amid financial and political chaos 
peoples who had forgotten or never 
knew the meaning of self-govern- 
ment had to organize a_ constitu- 
tion, a currency, a judiciary—indeed, 
the entire machinery of ordered 
civilization. 

In some cases there was, of 
course, a measure of outside assist- 
ance. Austria and Hungary were 
helped with their finances; Greece 
received large credits, with which 
to settle the deported refugees from 
Turkey. But, in the main, the mak- 
ing of these small nations has been 
their own achievement. 

It is an achiev>ment,. the more 
remarkable when it is realized that, 
in certain of the States—say Hs- 
tonia and Latvyia—there is no high- 
ly developed culture in large cen- 
res of population, but rather the 
simple life of the farmer and fish- 
erman. In the small State we see 
the triumph of the small town. 

The Former Austrian States. 


Consider the difficulties which had 
to be faced and overcome, Mr. 
Lloyd George once applied the word 
‘ramshackle’? to the dual monarchy 
of Austria-Hungary. No less “‘ram- 
shackle” was the citizenship of more 
than one democracy that arose out 
of the Austro-Hungarian wreck. So 
far from being homogeneous, these 
citizens, though only a few millions 
in number, were diverse and even 
mutually antipathetic in race, in re- 
ligion and in language. Also, distinc- 
tions of race are yielding to inter- 
marriage, education and economic co- 
operation, to say nothing of migra- 
tion. The map, based on race, be- 
comes every day less determinate. 

In Yugoslavia, for instance, the 
melting pot seethes with an admix- 
ture of 6,000,000 Serbs, 2,500,000 
Slovenes, 550,000 Macedonians, 450,- 
000 Magyars, 250,000 Albanians, 625,- 
000 Moslems, 150,000 Rumanians and 
450,000 Germans, with smaller 
groups to add to the confusion. 
With a population of 14,000,000 
Czechoslovakia includes not only 
Czechs and Slovaks but 4,000,000 Ger- 
mans, 750,000 Magyars and 400,000 
Rumanians. Everywhere the small 
nation has to deal with minorities, 
smaller yet not less persistent than 
itself—essentially the preblem of a 
citizenship, transcending race, which 
confronts the United States herself. 
Everywhere Europe is in need of 
good or 100 per cent. Europeans. 

Yet actual disruption has been 
avoided. Albania may represent com- 
munities of Moslems and Roman 
Catholics in an environment of 
Orthodox Greeks, but she remains 
Albania; and so with Poland, which 
includes a large Jewish element. On 
a Continent in which Belgium de- 
clared her independence of Holland, 
and Norway declared her indepen- 
dence of Sweden, and Northern Ire- 
land declared her independerice of 
the Free State, {t has been found pos- 
sible for Yugoslavia and Czecho- 
slovakia to persist as unities. 

We must not overlook external per- 
plexities. If each of these small na- 
tions had occupied an island like 
Cuba, at least its boundaries would 
have been defined. But the coun- 
tries, being continental, have had to 
maintain land frontiers, and in every 
case these frontiers, at some point, 
have been disputed. Friction with a 
neighbor has been, therefore, a con- 
stant cause of difficulty, and the dis- 
covery that these local disputes ad- 
mit of no solution, satisfactory to all 
the parties concerned, has shattered 
@ good many illusions. An excellent 
illustration is Poland, a country with 
a past, the greatness of which can, 
only be appreciated by the trained 
historian. However broad may be 
Poland’s present territory, it still 
fails to include all that once lent 
glory to her realm.

Future of the Small Nation. 


But there still remains the question 
whether the small nations, thus 
launched on the stormy sea of human 
progress, will continue their voyage 
without early disaster. How will it 
be with them another ten years 
hence, and twenty years hence, and 
a hundred years hence? That is the 
issue, and it is only in the perspec- 
tive of history that it can be re- 
viewed, 

About the small nation there has 
always been a hint of romance, In- 
stinctively we feel that in a civiliza- 
tion apt to be dominated by the in- 
sistent universals of science, of fi- 
nance, of locomotion, of art, of let- 
ters, of religion, a civilization stand- 
ardized by mass production. there 
ought to be a place for that which 
promotes variety—the home of a 
language which few can speak and 





she was ravaged by the Danes. It 
was because Germany and Italy were 
divided that they were overrun by 
Napoleon. If Prussia seized Schles- 
wig-Holstein in 1864, it was because 
Denmark was a small nation, and 
so with the more recent invasion of 
Belgium. Holland, too, lived under 
the shadow of a great dread and 
Norway and Sweden, seeing the fate 
of Finland under Russia, feared for 
their own independence. In the Bal- 
kans, the small nation was a field 
for the persistent intrigues of Rus- 
sia, Italy and the Germanic Powers, 
Hence, the tendency has ever been 
for large States to absorb small 
States. It was as a combination of 
such small States that Britain and 
Germany and Italy and Russia and 
the United States herself were all 
welded into great powers; and it 
used to be said that if there had 
been no Austria-Hungary, it would 
have been necessary to create one. 
The great power, once formed, 
tends to expand. That is how old 


have seen Japan seize Korea, France 
absorb North Africa, Russia perme- 
ate Asia, and even the United States 
extend her territory from coest to 
coast and establish a sphere of in- 
fluence in the Philippines. As for 
the British Commonwealth, it has 
federated in India alone no fewer 
than 700 thrones. 

There arises the question, there- 
fore, whether in Europe there is to 
be discovered any such tendency to 
absorb the small units into big 
units, whether by conquest or by 
confederation. The tendency is sure- 
ly apparent. Albania has become 
virtually a vassal of Italy. The de- 
fense of Lithuania against Poland 
is not any army enrolled by Lithu- 
ania, but the red army of Russia. 
Even Belgium has become a part of 
military France, and Estonia en- 
joys economic facilities which asso- 
ciate her with Russia: Also Austria 
and Germany, if left to themselves, 





would not long remain apart. 
The new map ‘of Europe does not 
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understand, of peculiar and pictur- 
esque costumes and customs seen no- 
where else, of a wisdom thet is fed 
by long memories, of a poetry and a 
music enriched by the traditional 
simplicities of joy and sorrow. 

Indeed, it is the small nation that 
usually produces the greatest men. 
It was not a United Italy that reared 
Dante and the artists. It was the 
civic republic, Venice, Florence and 
Pisa. It was not the United Ger- 
many that produced Goethe and 
Schiller. It was the Germany that 
consisted of petty principalities, each 
intent on its own prestige. It was 
no British Empire that produced 
Shakespeare. It was little England; 
so with Socrates and the others at 
Athens. The smal] nations in 
Europe thus offer a favorable spheré 
for the development of genius. Two 
men of the front rank have arisen 
in Czechoslovakia — Masaryk and 
Benés—and whatever differences 
there may be between Pilsudski and 
Paderewski, both these sons of 


* The little nation, rightly struggling 
to be free, is-thus sure of emotional 
applause. Its very persistence is a 
miracle and no patriotism is so 
deeply implanted as the patriotism 
that is restricted in its scope. We 
see Leonidas, the Spartan, dying at 
Thermopylae “in his resistance to 
Xerxes and his Persian hosts. It 
was. only after the bloodiest, the 
most desperate of all sieges that the 
Jews surrendered the City of David 
to the Roman legions; and in his defi- 
ance of Spain William the Silent did 
not hesitate to open his dykes and 
submerge the Netherlands. So with 
little Liechenstein and even more 
minute Andorra, they do not know 
the meaning of incorporation in a 
larger sovereignty. They are like 
Newfoundland, still resolute in its 
independence of the Dominion called 
Canada. The oldest of Britain’s 
allies and her comrade in the wars 
fought, whether by the Black Prince 
or Earl Haig, is Portugal. 


The small nations of Europe may 
be new in status, but they are old 
in tradition. Lithuania, Poland, 
Bohemia—as we used to call part of 
Czechoslovakia—the very names 
carry ug beyond the beginnings of 
the Middle Ages. Whether they suc- 
ceed or fail in the larger sense, they 
will not be easy to sweep away. 


Self-determination on Trial. 


The argument for self-determina- 
tion has thus been powerfully en- 
forced in print and in speech. We 
are reminded that President Monroe, 
prompted by Canning, declared a 
doctrine that safeguards the repub- 
lics of Latin-America, that Glad- 
stone demanded autonomy for Buk 
garia, and that Woodrow Wilson an- 
nounced for Europe those fourteen 
points which autocracy heard as an 
ultimatum, 

Yet it would be folly to ignore the 
views of those who challenge self- 
determination .as..a.dangerous.delu- 
sion. The essential weakness of the 
small nation is held to have been 
throughout history a peril to peace. 
Situated between the Empires of 
Babylon and Egypt, the little Pales- 
tine of the Scriptures was perennial- 
ly a prey to the aggressor. Similar- 





China grew to be an empire that in- 
cluded Korea, Mongolia and Tibet. 
That is how the Roman Empire 
spread its sway from Persia to 
Britain. So, in modern times, we 


mean that the expensive game of 
ambitious diplomacy is ended. It 
only means that a number of pawns 


bania stirs the suspicions both of 
Italy and of Yugoslavia, already en- 
flamed over Fiume. Poland and 
Lithuania both claim Vilna. Finland 
is anxious over her ice-free outlet at 
Pechenga. The Silesian and other 
Plebiscites leave behind them a cer- 
tain bitterness. 


One trouble with the small country 
ig that it is,usually planted plumb on 
the road to somewhere else. It may 
be said that Switzerland as an inland 
State leads nowhere, but this is cer- 
tainly not true of the strip of stra- 
tegic land, 600 miles long and scarce- 
ly 100 miles broad, called Czechoslo- 
vakia, which is crossed frequently by 
important rail routes. 

By a curious accident small coun- 
tries are often situated on important 
stretches of seaboard. In the New 
World of America two instances are 
immediately psrtinent—Panama and 
Nicaragua, which contain canals, ac- 
tual and prospective, of vital value 
to the commerce of all other nations. 

Run the eye around the coasts of 
Europe and it will be seen that, to 
an astonishing extent, the small na- 
tions cut off the Continent from ac- 
cess to the ocean. They control the 
Baltic. They control the Aegean. 
They oontrol the Black Sea. The 
population of Continental Europe is 
417,000,000. Yet there are thirteen 
maritime countries with an aggregate 
population of only 45,000,000. 


Federation as a Remedy. 


A remedy would be federation. But 
of federation there are no very hope- 
ful signs. Scandinavia is still divided 
among Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark. The little quartet which con- 
sists of Finland, Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania continues to be a quar- 
tet. The Balkans have yet to achieve 
unity, Indeed, Europe exhibits the 
curious individualism which sep- 
arates six sovereignties in Central 
America each from the other, and 
keeps the Maritime Provinces of Can- 
ada also distinct. 

‘What causes the situation is the 
fact that these small States, though 
separate, belong to a world League. 
It is true that the League has no 
army and navy, but there is a force, 
namely, public opinion, that the 
League can evoke through the press. 
Any aggression perpetrated on a 
small nation by violence is now 
known in advance and discussed in 
advance at Geneva, The debates on 
the equity of intervention which 
aroused such interest in the Pan- 
American Conference at Havana are 
merely echoes of the normal discus- 
sions which proceed at Geneva. In 
the United States a Federal authority 
ig associated with local sovereignties. 
A federal authority in Europe, simi- 
larly associated with separate sov- 
ereignties, appears to be the solution 
of the general problem arising out of 
self-determination on the one hand

BIG STAKES FOR THE GOLFER 


By WILLIAM D. RICHARDSON. 
ONEY matches in golf, such 
as the one in which Walter 
Hagen and Archie Compston 
played at Moor Park re- 
cently, have old precedents here and 
abroad. In the middle of the last 
century and even before that there 
were golfers who were willing to 
back themselves for sums of money 
proportionately as large as the 
stakes played for today. 

That was long before the golf pro- 
fessional was a man of opulence in 
America, where a golfing job that 
pays less than $10,000 a year is now 
declined by experts. 

Willie Park, one of golf’s most 
famous figures, a member of the 
famous Musselburgh school of golf- 
ers, once ran a standing challenge 
in “Bell’s Life’’ of London to play 
any man in the world for a side bet 
of £100. 

Of course there is a large differ- 
ence between £100, or $500, and 
$2,500, the stake Hagen and Comp- 
ston are said to have put up. 

Alan Robertson, the Morrises, the 
Parks, the Dunns and other cham- 
pions in the past put up their ‘‘ane 
bawbees,”” whereas today, except in 
rare instances, high money wagers 
are more often put up by others than 
by the professionals who do the play- 
ing. According to report, in the 
Hagen-Compston match Hagen was 
to receive $2,500 win, lose, or draw, 
and ventured none of his own money. 
The announcement of a match for 
$2,500 a side was merely ‘“‘honey to 
draw in the flies’’—spectators at so 
much per head. 


Early Money Matches. 

Golf matches have been played for 
money ever since the beginning of 
the game. The first one recorded 
was played in 1843 by Alan Robert- 
son of St. Andrews and Willie Dunn 
of Musselburgh. They played twenty 
rounds and Robertson won by two 
rounds and one to play. The size of 
the stake is not known. 

Mention of money is made in the 
description of a match in 1849 be- 
tween Robertson and Tom Morris, 
for many years his assistant at St. 
Andrews, and the brothers Dunn, 
Willie and Jamie, for £400 a side. 
After the first two matches, one each 
at Musselburgh and St. Andrews, 
Robertson and Morris stood 5 down 
at one stage of the deciding match 
and were 4 down with eight holes left 
to play. Odds of 20 to 1 were laid 
against them, but by dint of a great 
uphill fight they won. Two years 
later the same pair gave odds of £100 
to £50 to Sir Robert Hay and Willie 
Dunn and won, 6.and 5.to play, over 
two rounds at St. Andrews. 

The Dunns were twins. They en- 
gaged in many famous matches. One 
was between Willie and old Willie 
Park, father of the famous Willie 
junior, who was said to be the deadli-

side and took place in 1859, Park 
winning. 


Most notable for the number of 
great matches in which their mem- 
bers engaged were the Parks and the 
Morrises. There were three members 
of the Park family, two brothers, 
Willie and Mungo, and Willie’s son, 
Willie junior. The Morris family 
consisted of old Tom, who held the 
position of honorary green keeper 
at St. Andrews until the time of his 
death, in 1908, at the age of 87 years, 
and his son, young Tom, who at the 
age of 16 won an open professional 
tournament and who was the winner 
of four open championships in suc- 
cession, 


Between the Morrises and the 
Parks there was a standing feud, 
The two senior members of the fam- 
ilies, old Tom and old Willie, as 
they were called, engaged in numer- 
ous matches, the most famous taking 
place in 1856, 1858, 1862, 1871 and 
1882. Old Willie was victorious in 
the first two, old Tom the third and 
fifth, the fourth coming to an ab- 
rupt end when old Tom declined to 
continue when old Willie stood 2 up 
with six holes to play. 

Young Tom Morris died at the age 
of 24, too young to.figure much in 
historic money matches, but young 
Wiilie Park is known for the number 
of. matches he played for private 
stakes. In 1907 he beat J. H. Taylor 
for a £200 stake. One of his games 
was with Harry Vardon. Beaten by 
Vardon in the open championship at 
Prestwick. in .1898, he. challenged 
Harry to a home-and-home match, 
Musselburgh and Ganton, but when 
it was played, a year later, North 
Berwick was substituted for Mussel- 
burgh, The stake was £100 a side 
and it was witnessed by 10,000 per- 
sons. Young Willie finished 2 down 
at North Berwick and was beaten 
11 and 10 to play at Ganton. 


$8,000 for Beating Sarazen. 


In America the vogue for public 
high stake professional matches may 
be traced to Hagen. So successful 
has he been in these matches that he 
is now looked upon as being the 
greatest match play golfer who ever 
lived. Possessed of a temperament 
that enables him to rise to greatest 
heights when the fighting is hottest, 
Hagen has for years dominated the 
world of professional golf both here 
and abroad. His “will to ‘win; “his} 
spirit, his ability to forget bad shots 
a moment afterward and concentrate 
on the next shot, have carried him 
to distinction. 


No golfer in history has been en- 





gaged in so many spectacular 
battles as Hagen. Hagen was badly 


beaten by Compston, but so far as 
the writer recalls the American had 
previously lost only twa challenge 
matches of consequence, Once he 
was beaten by Gene Sarazen and at 
another time by Harry Cooper. In 
1922, when Gene was in his prime, 
he played Hagen a seventy-two-hole 
match for a substantial sum of 
money. Sarazen was then open 
champion of the United States and 
Hagen held the British open cham- 
pionship trophy. 

The first half of the match was 
played at the Oakmont Country 
Club, near Pittsburgh. When the 
players came to Westchester Bilt- 
more Country Club for the last half 
with Hagen leading by two holes 
Sarazen’s chances were considered 
remote. But in those days Sarazen 
was not one to be disposed of easily. 
At the end of the first nine holes he 
had his starting deficit not only 
wiped out but was leading Hagen 
and finished the morning round one 
up. Hagen squared the match at the 
first hole in the afternoon round 
only to lose the next two. After 
turning two up, Sarazen was in- 
vincible coming home and won 
easily, the victory being worth $3,000 
to him. 

Other Hagen Matches. 

That year Hagen played a dramatic 
match. It was against Abe Mitchell, 
the long hitter. Again the West- 
chester Biltmore Club was the scene 
of action. At the turn in the after- 
noon Walter was four down, and sev- 
eral of those who backed him to win 
left the match at that juncture and 
went to the clubhouse to pay off 
their bets, so sure were they that 
the match was lost. Hagen, playing 
sensationally and taking advantage 
of every miscue Mitchell made, won 
the match by 3 and 2 to play. 


He holds another victory over 
Mitchell. ‘Just before'the British open 
championship of 1926 they were 
matched for a seventy-two-hole en- 
gagement at Wentworth and St. 
George’s Hill. Once again Abe opened 
up a lead that appeared safe. At the 
end of the first thirty-six holes he 
was 4 up. The following day Hagen 
turned in a 68 against Mitchell and 
at the end of the first eighteen holes 
was one hole to the good, From then 
on jt was nip and tuck between them, 
al] square, with three holes to play, 
but Hagen won the sixteenth and 
seventeenth, giving him the match 
by 2 and 1 to play. 

Hagen once defeated Cyril Walker, 
then the United States open cham- 
pion, by the unusual margin of 17 
and 16 to play, but perhaps the most 
|astonishing thing he ever did was to 
defeat Bobby Jones by 12 and 11 in 
a special seventy-two-hole match at 
Sarasota and Pasadena a year or so 
ago. For that defeat of the greatest 
amateur Hagen received the largest 
amount of money ever won by any 
one from a singles match. %t was 
$6,800.

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FORT WASHINGTON 
WILL BE REBUILT 





City Acquires Most of Site of Main Works and 
By Aid of British Military Maps Plans 


To Restore the Stronghold 


HE site of inner Fort Washing- 
ton, scene of efforts to take 
this city for the Revolution, 
has been acquired by New 

York and is to be preserved as a 
public park. Outlying redoubts are 
already in municipal possession—in 
Fort Washington Park between 
Riverside Drive and the Hudson, and 
the breastworks where Margaret 
Corbin operated her fallen husband’s 
cannon on Fort Tryon Hill. 
The movement to save the main 
works began nearly thirty years ago, 
long before dwellings had encroached. 
upon its ground. Now the»site has 
been completely surrounded by 
buildings, and the western bastion is 
under the foundations of apartment 
houses. The belated reservation will 
take in the location of three bastions, 
the entrance and a sally port. The 
purpose is to restore the central for- 
tification so far as possible to its 
original appearance. It will then be 
perhaps the most considerable monu- 
ment of the Revolution in the city. 
The land consists of more than 
thirty lots, the average value of 
which is placed at $12,000. Half of 
the cost will be met by the city and 
half by an assessment on the local 
area. Property owners for half a 
mile above and below the fort 
site will share this expense, By 
spreading it out very thin the aver- 
age assessment will be not more than 
5 per cent. The reservation and res- 
toration is expected to enhance land 


- values in the neighborhood. 


The new reservation will be a trifle 
more than two acres in area, and 
will include the highest point on Man- 
hattan Island. It will extend north 
from 183d Street a distance of 456 


‘ feet, or more than two average city 


blocks. It will be bounded on the 
east by Fort Washington Avenue and 
on the west by Pinehurst Avenue. 
The two east bastions of the fort 
escaped destruction by the layout for 
Fort Washington Averlue. At 183d 
Street James Gordon Bennett, under 
the auspices of the Sons of the Revo- 
lution, erected a marble seat and 
tablet to mark this side of the fort, 
most of the ground of which he 
owned in the '90s; on Tryon Hill, C. 
K. G. Billings and the Daughters of 
the Revolution set up a bronze tablet. 


Existed Till 1850. 


Fort Washington occupied ar im- 
portant strategic position on the high 
ground of upper Manhattan Island 
throughout the Revolution. Although 
its guns had a short range, judged 
by modern standards, they were 
served by skillful gunners. They 
were especially effective in covering 
the Hudson River to the west. A 
series of scows and other obstruc- 
tions had been sunk in the west 
channel of the Hudson River by 
Washington, so thet British naval 
vessels would, when they approached, 
be within effective range of the can- 
non on Fort Washington. The east 
bastions of the fort, in turn, com- 
manded the valley traversed by 
Kingsbridge Road, which was later 
to become Broadway. 

The British attack on the fort was 


‘ directed from the Hudson by frigates 


and by a large force of British and 
Hessian soldiers on the east, south 


and north. The struggle at the south | 


entrance to the fort was especially 
deadly. The American forces were 
driven back and crowded into the 
fort, where thet inevitable surrender 
was made by Colonel Robert Magraw 
on Nov. 16, 1776. More than 3,000 
Americans were taken prisoners by 
the British and marched to the lower 
end of Manhattan Island. The hor- 
rérs of the prison life are an old 
story; when an exchange was effect- 
ed only 800 men survived. 

Until the end of the Revolution the 
fort, renamed Fort Knyphausen after 
the: Hessian General, remained in 
British hands. On the withdrawal of 
British and Hessian forces from the 
heights the region relapsed into the 
quiet of pre-Revolutionary days. The 
old fort stood until about 1850, when 
it was in part leveled cff to make a 
garden. Many wagonloads of cannon 
balls and other relics of the fort were 
carted away to a near-by foundry 
and sold for junk. Despite changes, 
a slight inequality in the ground still 
indicates the site of two of the orig- 
inal bastions. 


Old Maps Recovered. 


In the past quarter of a century 
diligent research work respecting the 
site and aspect of the fort has been 
rewarded by many discoveries. 
Among the records of the British 
War Office in London an old map 
dated 1777 was found. It indicated 
the lines of the old fort and the posi- 
tion of four buildings inside the en- 
closure. A second British map, made 
in 1782, was later brought to light, 
giving further important details, not- 
ably the position of the main en- 
trance on the south. 

With the maps to guide them, sev- 
eral experts.connected with the New 
York Historical Society have spent 
years in excavations. A trench was 
dug and the earth sifted. More than 
500 buttons from the uniforms worn 
by soldiers in the fort have been re- 
covered. As these buttons bear the 
regimental] numbers and other marks 
of identification, it has been possible 
to verify old records. The relics 
unearthed make it possible to recon- 
struct the daily life of the fort in 
detail. Most of the buttons were 
from the uniforms of the British and 
Hessians who garrisoned it after its 
capture; a few were from the Ameri- 
can uniforms. Shovels, picks, pipes, 
pieces of china, spikes, hinges, barrel 


hoops and coins also have been, 


found; also remnants of the camps 
which surrounded it and of fireplaces 
used by the. British and Hessians. 
Huts were built about crude fire- 
places to shelter the soldiers through 
cold weather. The fireplaces discov- 
ered inside the boundaries of Fort 
Washington were especially well built 
and probably were used by officers. 
The old huts and fireplaces will 
doubtiess be an interesting feature of 
the restored fort. 


Fort to Be Reconstructed. 
British maps furnish information 
about the buildings inside the fort. 
It is planned to rebuild these, in part 
at least. The records show that the 
fort contained twenty cannon which 
were probably the largest in America

FEMINISTS OF PANAMA GAIN 


NEW RIGHTS 


FOR THEIR SEX 





Women There Are Near Equality With Men 
In All but Privilege of Voting 


OMEN in the Republic of Pan- 

W ama who are going into busi- 
ness and the professions, and 

who outnumber the men in institu- 
tions of higher learning and night 
schools, have obtained acceptance of 
the new ideas of freedom for their 
sex in nearly all respects but one— 
the right to vote, This right the wo- 
men in Panama arte striving for in a 
feminist campaign, begun four years 


- ago, which has already reached be- 


yond the pioneer stages. It has ex- 
erted an influence on legislation in 
the National Assembly and has sug- 
gested certain other reforms which, 
it is expected, will be enacted. 

Fifty women, including delegates 
from each of the nine provinces, met 
on Sept. 21, 1923, at Panama City 
in a feminist congress called by Re- 
novacion, a group in Panama City. 
They organized the Mational Femin- 
ist Party and elected as their Presi- 
dent Sefiorita Clara Gonzalez, the 
head of Renovacion. Sefiorita Gon- 
zalez, the only woman lawyer in 
Panama, is still the President. She 
is now studying for her Government 
at Columbia University. 

They have adopted a program of 
twenty specific points, grouped un- 
der the three-fold goal of cultural, 
political and economic improvement 
of women’s status. Asking for more 
schools for women, for social legis- 
lation and for reform of the civil 
laws relating to women’s affairs, 
they went to the Assembly and pre- 
sented their case, and they are carry- 
ing on their campaign through their 
own magazine and the press of the 
courmry, and by means of confer- 
ences ana pamphlets. 

One of the initial accomplishments 
of the National Feminist Party was 
the founding of the first night school 
for women in Panama. The Govern- 
ment of the Republic provided a 
building in Pahama City and Sefor- 
ita Gonzalez, as Principal, and nine 
other teachers have served without 
pay 2nd. charged no tuition. .They 
taught civics, hygiene,.care: of chil- 
dren, domestic e¢onomy, sewing, 
cooking, reading and other elemen- 
tary subjects. Women flocked to the 
school.. It became so- successful that 


the Government took it over and it 
is now out of the hands of the Fem- 
inist Party. Two hundred students 
were enrolled last Winter. 

Civil law reforms have been influ- 
enced by the feminists. Under them 
women may now administer their 
own property and the property of 
others. They may go to court for 
themselves and others, and act as 
witnesses to wills and other legal 
documents, and women lawyers are 
admitted to the bar. Since the ad- 
vent of the Feminist Party the mar- 
riage law has been altered to read 
that husbands and wives owe each 
other “‘muttial orotection and consid- 
eration,” instead of, as formerly, 
that ‘‘obedience’’ was due from the 
wife to the husband. Divorce, also, 
may be had ‘by mutual ‘consent, ac- 
cording to oné provision of the new 
law, under which men and women 
are. made. equal. 


With a view to enacting new legis- 
lation as proposed by the feminists, 
the Government of Panama has sent 
Senorita Gonzalez to the United 
States to make a survey of women’s 
prisons and juvénile ‘courts. Laws 
will be based on her report to the 
Department of State. Also she 18 to 
study. governmental ' practice and 
make a report to the Department of 
Public Instruction.

GROOVE CUT IN PALISADES 
FOR HUDSON BRIDGE ROAD 





Trap Rock Now Being Bored for the Cable 
Anchorages—Work Is Ahead of Schedule 


ISING abruptly from. the edge 
of *%3 Palisades at the New 
Jersey approach to the pro- 

jected Hudson River Bridge stands 
a tall building that, from the Man- 
hattan shore, might be mistaken for 
a city apartment house. The struc- 
ture is a giant stone-crusher. It has 
just completed an interesting stage 
of the preliminary work of the huge 
suspension bridge that will in a few 
years span the river. 

The roadway of the bridge will be 
fifty feet below the top of the Pali- 
sades. It has therefore been neces- 
sary to cut a groove through the top 
of the cliff to accommodate the road- 
way. This artificial valley has a 
width of 120 feet at its base. It had 
to be cut through trap rock, A pow- 
erful stone-crusher was necessary.

The one set up is seventy feet in 
height, as tall as a conventional six- 
floor apartment house. 

The stone when crushed will not 
be used in building the bridge or its 
approaches; it has been piled near 
by as a by-product to be sold ulti- 
mately for various uses. 

From a point in Manhattan direct- 
ly opposite the new gash in the Pal- 
isades is the only visible break in 
their long skyline. The disfigure- 
ment will not long remain. Fore- 
sightedly, the designers of the bridge 
have planned eventually to close this 
gap with an artistic arch of concrete, 
once the bridge is completed. 

One of the preliminaries on the 
New Jersey bank involves the prep- 
aration of the bridge anchorages. 
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The cables of most suspension 
bridges are firmly secured on the 
surface of the ground far back from 
the bridge towers. The Palisades 
will be utilized to hold the Hudson 
Bridge cables. Two deep shafts arc 
being drilled into the heart of the 
high rock cliff; in these the cables 
will be embedded. Each hole, thirty 
feet in diameter, penetrates the rock 
to a depth of 140 feet. To bore tun- 
nels through trap rock was a diffi- 
cult undertaking. It was found ex- 
pedient to sink vertical shafts, from 
which transverse shafts for the an- 
chorages can afterward be driliae,. 


Tower Piers Ready. 

The building of two immense piers 
to support the steel towers on the 
New Jersey side has progressed with 
unusual speed. Within cofferdams 
the rocky bed of the river was pre- 
pared for the foundations. Toda 
these bases rise to a height of fifteen 
feet above the water line, and are 
ready for the steel structure. The 
tower will soon take shape, 

The work is reported te be ahead 
of schedule. The year scheduled for 
its completion is 1932.

Once a Brooklyn Clerk, He i oanettla Alone i in the Desert, 
Developed Tonopah, Made a Million and Later 
Lost His Hard-Won Fortune 


By WILLIAM ATHERTON Da PUY. 


_ ‘WASHINGTON. 

ASKER L. ODDIE, the junior 

Senator from Nevada, bears 

no obvious marks of his years 

in the desert, of his toil with 

pick and shovel, worries over mil- 

lions made and lost or of his per- 

sistent absorption in the idea of. un- 

covering other pay dirt that will 

surpass his performances of the 

past. Yet he is a working miner, the 

man who developed Tonopah, Ne- 

vada’s Eldorado, which made mining 

history in the first years of the 
twentieth century. 

The other day the Senator sat in 
his office and told the story of Tono-. 
pah and his contacts with it. Sena- 
tor Oddie is not a Westerner by 
birth, He was born in Brooklyn. His 
first venture into the world of action 
was as a clerk in an office in lower 
New York. He worked for the Anson 
Phelps Stokes estate and as he 
worked he read law, though he has 
never practiced it. Eventually he was 
sent to Nevada to report on Stokes’s 
investments there. His work fin- 
ished, he turned to mining. 

Nye County was a desert stretch 
4m the southwest of Nevada. Though 
it had a population of only 200, most- 
ly cattlemen, it covered an immense 
area. The sagebrush deserts. and 
broken hills spread out indefinitely. 
In that wilderness in 1899 Oddie 
thought he had found himself a 
mine. As a lone prospector, with no 
other company than his burro, he be- 
gan sinking a shaft. In this task he 
was both pick and shovel man and 
windlass operator. He would let 
himself down to the bottom of the 
shaft, fill his bucket, climb to the 
top and pull it up. Thus laboriously 
he sank a shaft of seventy feet, at 
which point his vein pinched out. 

Lack of $8 Overcome. 

Out there in the wastes Oddie had 
met Jim Butler, who was a prospec- 
tor by instinct, though he owned a 
profitless ranch in the hills; an old- 
time desert rat, always following a 
turro into some vast solitude. Butler 
had returned from a prospecting trip 
end had brought eight specimens 
with him. At a camp called Klon- 
dyke he had shown these specimens 
to an assayer named Higgs, who had 
examined them and thrown them 
aside as not worth assaying. Butler 
sent them to Oddie and offered him a 
half interest in the claims !f he would 
have them assayed. 

Oddie did not possess the $8 re- 
quired for the enterprise. Down in 
Austin, another of those shadow 
towns of the desert, he had a friend, 
W. C. Gayheart, who was an assayer. 
He sent the specimens to Gayheart 
and offered to divide the half inter- 
est Butler had offered him if Gay- 
heart would do the assaying. Gay- 
heart did. The poorest of the sam- 
ples went $60 a ton in silver and the 
best showed $600 a ton. This meant 
that a strike had been made. 

Young Oddie wrote Butler to hurry 
to Belmont, the camp nearest to the 
source of the samples. He himself 
went to Relmont, but Butler did not 
go. It developed that Butler had a 
mail box at the gate of his ranch 
and that the postman had in due 
course put the letter in it. Butler 
‘was so unaccustomed to getting any 
mail, however, that he seldom looked 
in the box. So the letter lay there 
fn the box for weeks while Oddie 
waited at Belmont, fearing that some 
casual prospector might find and 
stake their claim. 


A Grubstake of $25. 

Eventually Butler arrived. They 
went fifty miles into the wasteland 
with a two-horse team and a grub- 
stake of $25. This was the total of 
the investment that presently re- 
sulted in the development of Tono- 
fah, which in the end yielded $100,- 
000,000 in metals. 

Butler had let a third man named 
Wilse Brougher into the partnership. 
When the three of them began de- 
velopment work they did not have a 
tent nor a stove, and there was no 
water within five miles. There was 
no feed for the horses except the 
ecattered bunch grass; they had to 
be hobbled out, and their capture 
‘Was a constant chore. 

To Oddie as the younger of the 
group fell most of the chores. He 
wrangled the horses, hauled water, 
cooked the food, bore the brunt of 
getting out the ore. He was just 
turning 30. With samples’ he rode 
fifty miles on horseback to. the near- 
est assay office. On one such trip 
the water barrel sprung a leak and 
he was left on the desert with no 
water. -He learned the rapidity 
with which the dry winds of the 
desert drink the moisture from the 
human system. He suffered the 
agony of a swollen tongue, but he 
made the camp. 


Defending Their Claims. 

The desert, hot in Summer, was 
cold in Winter. Exposed to the ele- 
ments, snow, bleak winds, with no 
protection and with - -only_ sagebrush 
for fires, that first Winter tested his 
endurance. It resulted in the pro- 
duction of two Wagon-loads of ore, 
which was hauled fifty miles to Bel- 
mont, then. another 100 miles. to the 
railroad at Austin.

“TI went back to the desert. There 
is no shaking my faith that other 
great deposits of riches are hidden 
in those Nevada hills. It is the way 
of the precious metals, however, that 
they reveal their hiding places only 
now and again, and not all at once.

DRAFTY HALLS OF.CONGRESS 
TO GET MODERN VENTILATION 





OMPLAINT, lately revived, over 
the acoustic and _ ventilation 
properties of the chambers of 

both branches of Congress goes back 
to the time when the architects’ 
plans were drawn. Now it is expected 
that action is to be taken for their 
technical improvement. 


Recently Senator Taylor of Colo- 
rado gave a résumé of the his- 
tory of the Capitol from the time 
when George Washington laid the 
cornerstone on Sept. 18, 1793, and 
President Fillmore on July 4, 1851, 
laid the cornerstone of the wing now 
used by the Representatives. 

When with the Republic’s growth it 
became necessary to put up new 
chambers Major Gen. Meigs super- 
intended the construction. Against 
the advice of the architect, Walter, 
Meigs determined to have the new 
chambers built as inside rooms to 
avoid outside noises. Senator Taylor 
remarks: 


“His judgment prevailed and that 
one man has caused the Senate and 
House to sit in these two inside, 
square or rectangular, uncomfortable 
rooms, with artificial light, poor 
ventilation and abominable acoustics 
for all these seventy years.’’ 


Senator Taylor pointed out that the 
air content of the chamber is about 
400,000 cubic feet. In order properly 
to change the air eight times an hour 
enough fresh air should be forced 
into the room to allot thirty cubic 
‘feet to each person when the cham- 
ber.is filled to capacity. The present 
ventilation system:.was -installed 
thirty years ago. It consists of a 
thirty-foot tower in the park, with a 
tunnel 500 feet through which air is 
drawn, passed-over’coils of hot pipes 
in the cellar and then forced up 
through the- floor of the chambers 
under the ee y | abov

For a curious situstion has de- 
veloped. 

The herring is the moee numerous 
fish in the North Atlantic, according 
to the Bureau of Fisheries. For many 
years Passamaquoddy Bay and the 
adjacent Canadian waters have ap- 
parently been their main habitat. But 
the ways of the fishes in the sea are 
frequently unfathomable, particu- 
larly when they are herring. For sev- 
eral seasons the large schools, on 


which the sardine industry of Kast- 
port was based, have more or less 
shunned that locale. 

Last year at no time was there any 
great influx of sardine herring to 
Eastern Maine waters. On the other 
hand fish were fairly plentiful in 
Casco Bay, Sheepscot Bay and other 
western coast sections of the State. 
Eastport canneries operated only in- 
termittently, and toward the last of 
the packing period were obliged to 
send their sardine-carrying boats -to 
Portland waters to obtain sufficient 








supplie. of fish. Their total pack was 
the smallest in years.

Leader of the Red Terror in Hungary Nine Years Ago, 
Arrested in Vienna, Raises New Difficulties. for the 
Countries of Southeast Europe — 


(HE arrest in Vienna a few digs 
ago of Bela Kun, one-time 
head of Hungary’s short-lived 
Communist Government, is an 

event of much moment for those 
countries of Southeastern Europe 
that are attempting the difficult task 
of internal consolidation. Only nine 
years ago Bela Kun’s name figured 
prominently in the headlines of the 
world press and such announcements 
as “Reds Hang Forty Hungarian 
Youths’’ were fairly frequent. There- 
fore his arrest brings home to the 
people of Hungary the unpleasant 
memories of the Red Terror, and to 
the people of the adjacent territories 
that spectre of Bolshevism they once 
feared so much. 

It is, therefore, not surprising that 
the present Hungarian Government 
has made formal request for the ex- 
tradition of Bela Kun, who is wanted 
at Budapest on charges of high trea- 
son and, specifically, of causing the 
murder of two Ukrainian and one 
Hungarian officer. One account of 
the crimes he is charged with gives 
them as ‘‘236 murders, 19 robberies, 6 
cases of grand larceny, forgery of 
banknotes and complicity in the 
deaths of 200,000 Hungarian prison- 
ers of war confined in Russian 
camps.’ Despite the fact that there 
is undoubtedly much exaggeration in 
these charges, there is little question 
that Bela Kun, if returned to Hun- 
gary, will face a death sentence for 
his part in setting up the Red régime 
of 1919. 


The Countries Want Him. 


Whether Kun will be returned to 
Hungary is. another question. Aus- 
tria wants him. Late in 1918 he at- 
tempted to overthrow the revolution- 
ary Government that succeeded the 
Emperor Karl, and his name has 
since been linked to much of the 
Communist agitation that has mani- 
fested itself of recent years. in 
. Vienna. Russia also wants him, 
and can lay claim to him as a citi- 
zen. The matter is largely a ques- 
tion of international law, for his 
offenses are really of a political na- 
ture. 

When Kun sought sanctuary, in 
1919, after his régime in Hungary 
had been rudely overturned, the 
Austrian Government considered its 
position and finally ordered him to 
leave the country, whence, after 
much trouble, he found his way back 
to Russia, despite the fact that Hun- 
gary demanded his extradition. As 
Austria did not then bring him to 
trial for his revolutionary activities 
and refused to hand him over to 
Hungary, it seems that a precedent 
has been set for the present situa- 
tion, for, according to international 
custom, Kun is entitled to asylum for 
political offenses in other countries. 

Today, however, the situation is 
changed in one respect: Austria has 
reason to be grateful to the big pow- 
ers inasmuch as they saved her from 
financial and social bankruptcy. Will 
she, therefore, seek counsel from 
Paris and London? And if she does, 
what are these powers likely to do? 
Such questions are probably being 
asked and answered by diplomacy, 
for the tranquillity of Southeastern 
Europe is a matter that concerns the 
rest of Europe, and it has been ar- 
gued that to free Bela Kun would be 
to open the’ gates of Soviet propa- 
ganda anew. Another governing fac- 
tor in the situation is to be found in 
the attitude of the big powers of the 
world to the Moscow Government. 

Extradition Difficulties. 

On the other hand, it is probable 
that Austria will deport Kun on the 
ground that to hand him over to a 
foreign power, especially when that 


power could hardly ‘fail to condemn: 


him to death, would be to strain Aus- 
trian law while it would invoke 
avoidable ill-feeling with Russia and 
perhaps cause a revival of Soviet 
propaganda. Germany, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia are expected, how- 
ever, to oppose his transportation 
across their territory. 

Hungary regards the matter in a 
different light. Nothing has been 
forgotten of the Red Terror days, 
and the basis of the repressive legis- 
lation in force today is laid to fear 
of Bolshevism, And there is that 
natural desire in people who have 
suffered to see the cause of their 
sufferings justly punished. That the 
White Terror was, in some ways, 
every bit as drastic as the Red, does 
not alter the fact that the leader of 
the Bolshevist revolution of 1919 has 
so far gone ‘unpunished. 

Bela Kun, born in Kolozsvér (now 
Cluj), the principal. city of Transyl- 
vania, is now about 45 years of age. 
Squat and stocky, with thick, pout- 
ing lips and thick, bristling dark 
hair, he was, so his enemies alleged, 
arrested for embezzlement when a 
youth. Somehow or other he man- 
aged to educate himself, even going 
to the University of Vienna to ctudy 
law. He is, therefore, by HO means the 
ignorant man some assert him to be. 
As a matter of fact; those who know 
him or have seen him say that he is 
extremely intelligent, exceedingly 
shrewd and a dynamo of energy. 

Warly in the war he was sent with 
a Hungarian regiment to the Russian 
front, where he was captured. When 
the Russian revolution came he fell in 
with Radek and later came to know, 
and admire intensely, Lenin. 
Bolsheviki used him in their propa- 

. ganda ‘service,.in which he proved 
himself to be extremely adroit, pub- 
lishing a. newspaper and pamphlets 
in Magyar and getting them circulat- 
ed among the Hungarian troops. 
Thus he became known to the com- 
mon. soldiers and through them to 
thew sree mene in the towns behind the 
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‘On. Nov. 27, 1918, he stiddenly ar- 
rived in Budapest. The revolution 
under Count Michael Karolyi was 
starting the work of consolidation 
and finding it a stiff job. The rad- 
icals were dissatisfied, so were the 
moderates, and, of course, the con- 
servatives were, but they did not 
count them. Kun was hailed by the 
Magyar Reds and at once elected as 
their leader. When Karolyi returned 
from his famous interview with Gen- 
eral Franchet d’Espery, in which he 
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was rudely and cynically rebuffed, 
the dissatisfaction in the country 
grew and, finally, in a mass meeting, 
disorder developed in which Kun was 
arrested as a ringleader. 

It is asserted that the police were 
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so furious with him that, on arrest- 
ing him, they beat him almost in- 
sensible; and.after locking him in 
his cell, erturned to complete the 
job. Karolyi was able to keep him- 
self in power a bare month after he 
sent Kun to jail, and, on March 21, 
he tacitly abandoned the Government 
of the country to the Bolsheviki, al- 
though it is fairly well established 
that a strong man might have spared 
the people that misery. 

The details of Bela Kun’s régime 
are well known—the murders, .con- 
fiscations, the tearing of women’s 
earrings from their ears, the butch- 
of husbands before their 
wives, the prowlings about at night, 
the war with Czechoslovakia, the de- 
fiance of Rumania and the Allies 
and, worst of all, the atrocities of 
Samuelyi’s ‘‘Death Train.’’ The ter- 
ror was confined principally to Buda- 
pest and to the larger towns. Kun 
had to-rely on the peasants to vro- 
vide the country with food, and at 
first wisely refrained from taking ac- 
tion against them. When, however, 
the peasants showed themselves hos- 
tile to Bolshevist doctrines and still 
more hostile to not being paid for 
their produce, they refused to deliver 
any food, preferring to destroy it. 
Persecution followed, but before it 
assumed any great proportions the 
Bolshevist cause in Hungary was 
doomed. Its resources, slim to begin 
with, had been unwisely spent in bit- 
ter weeks of fighting; industry and 
commerce were at a standstill and 
the treasury was empty. Under these 
conditions the peasants gave Bela 
Kun his coup de grace. 

After the collapse of his régime 
Kun eventually found his way back 
to Russia, where he was re-employed 
in the propaganda department of the 
Soviet Government. His’ chief 
butcher, the notorious Samuelyi, 





killed himself at the Austrian fron- 
tier when escaping from the country. 





WHOLESALE SHIFTS OF LABOR 
PROPOSED FOR GARMENT TRADE 





Union Head Urges That Cloakmakers, Now 
Idle, Enter the Thriving Dress Industry 


NEW labor proposal, a plan for 
shifting thousands of workers 
from overcrowded, declining 
industries to growing, pros- 

perous. ones, has been advanced by 
Morris Sigman, President of the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union. +. 

Unorganized labor has always 
moved from place to place and from 
one job to another, in accordance 
with the demand for its services, but 
the unions have been slow to endorse 
this practice. The.recent pinch of 
unemployment in certain industries 
set economists and union officials 
thinking. While the. possibility of 
shifting union workers from a de- 
clining to. an active industry has 
been suggested before, Mr. Sigman 
has offered.a-program for carrying 
the idea into practice. 

Mr. Sigman urges the transfer of 
thousands of unemployed cloakmak- 
ers into the rapidly growing dress 
industry of New York. He says that 
it is the union’s duty to train idle 
men for work in which they can find 
employment. He will ask for the 
ratification of a program of whole- 
sale shifting at the union’s annual 
convention, opening in. Boston to- 
morrow. 

Behind Mr. Sigman’s proposal is 
the story of fashion’s fickle changes 
in the last ten years, resulting in un- 
employment for thousands of cloak- 
makers and in the diminishing of the 
garment union’s power and pres- 
tige. The women’s suit industry for- 
merly employed thousands of work- 
ers; a change in the styles of wo- 
men’s clothes has caused it to all but 
disappear, and thousands of cloak- 
makers are unable to find work on 
form-fitting garments. 

Results of Changed Style. 

In place of these modes that kept 
workers busy stitching dozens of 
pieces of cloth together to achieve 
form-fitting effects, .the simple 
straight-line garments, requiring 
little labor, have been in favor for 
several years. Dresses have been 
bought in ever-increasing quantities, 
providing jobs for additional work- 
ers, many of whom are semi-skilled 
and unaffiliated with the union. 

Unable to find work for its idle 
cloakmakers, the union, once one of 
the strongest in the land, has been 
weakened by uncontrollable circum- 


‘stances. The discontent of members 


Was Used as a means to power by 
the Communists, ‘who led the union 
into a ruinous strike in 1926. Event- 
ually the Right Wing forces regained 
control of the ‘organization. 

In seeking to move thousands of 
cloakmakérs into thé dress trade Mr. 
Sigman desires to aid the idle cloak- 
makers and at the samé time union- 
ize more thoroughly the dress trade, 
which has grown to twice the size of 


the cloak indus in the metropoli- 
tan district. Hee sas 


Prejudiced Against Dressmaking. 

Mr. Sigman’s remedy has repeated- 
ly been urged on the idle ‘cloakmak- 
ers, but with little result: 

“Some of the cloakmakers have 
heeded our advice and have found 
employment as dressmakers,” - Mr. 
Sigman said. ‘‘Inertia, however, has 
prevented thousands from making 
the change. Many of the men have 
worked for fifteen or twenty years in 
the cloak industry and feel. it is too 
late for them to go into a new field. 





Others are prejudiced against the 


I advised to go into the dress indus- 
try threw up his hands in dismay. ‘I 
should make dresses?’ he exclaimed. 
‘That’s a woman’s job.’ 

‘‘We should have started the 
process of shifting: the men long ago. 
We are now planning an educational 
program to convince the men that 
they should abandon the cloak mak- 
ing trade. The union will help them 
to learn the dress trade. The pre- 
liminary task is to. overcome the 
workers’ disinclination to change.” 

A necessity for the wholesale shift 
of workers is indicated by statistics 
gathered’ by the union. From 1925 
to 1927 the value of cloak products 
dropped from 39.2 to 35.7 per cent. 
of the total women’s garment output 
in the United States. The value of 
dresses produced, however, rose from 
40.2 to 49 per cent. of the total. 


Sweatshop Again Thrives. 


The need for readjustment of labor 
was indicated- ina letter recently 
sent by a committee of fifty in this 
city to William ‘Green, President of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

“Today the cloak industry in New 
York is ruined,”’ the letter said, ‘‘and 
with it lies the organization of the 
workers which until recently was the 
pride of the American labor ‘move- 
ment. -All the horror and: chaos 
which existed in this industry prior 
to the organization of the unions in 
1910 are gradually coming back. 
Union .standards are disappearing. 
The sweatshop employer is again 
thriving, and he is making it harder 
than ever for the legitimate manu- 
facturer to meet his competition.”’ 

Mr. Sigman’s project has been wel- 
comed by many cloak manufacturers 
as a way out of a situation which 
for them: has become trying. They 
have complained that it is difficult 
to organize their factories efficiently 
while many thousands of cloakmak- 
ers remain unemployed. 

The ‘‘make work’’ theory, in ac- 
cordance with which workers try to 
lengthen their periods of employ- 
ment through a slackening of effort, 
has gained headway, the employers 
report, If the number of unemployed 
cloakmakers could somehow be re- 
duced, the employers say, they would 
be able to produce garments more 
efficiently.

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History of the Famous Acadetay Touches the History of the 
* Nation at Many Points—School Is Still a Pioneer in 


N the Spring that. followed Wash- 
ington’s Winter. ‘at Valley Forge, 
@ young man named . Samuel 
Phillips “Jr. opened a school in 
the Colonial town of Andover, Mass. 
He called the school Phillips Acad- 
emy, and presently John Hancock 
signed its incorporation papers with 
the same magnificent flourish that 
he left on the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and Paul Revere engraved 
the seal. -On May 18 and 19, that 
academy, which is generally re- 
garded as the oldest of the great 
American endowed schools, will cel- 
@brate its 150th anniversary. 
Andover is a national institution, 
and its history touches the history 
of the nation at many points. Wash- 
ington was a friend of the founder, 
and he sent eight of his nephews 
and grandnephews there... Samuel 
F. Smith wrote ‘‘America’’ on An- 
dover Hill. Among the graduates 
one finds such names as those of 
Samuel F. B. Morse and Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes. Its undergraduates 
come from every State in the Union, 
and it has more of the cosmopolitan 
air of a university, perhaps, than 
any other American’ secondary 
school. 


New Pioneer Work. 

Secure in its past, Andover now 
looks to new developments in educa- 
tional policy at the beginning of the 
gecond half of its second century. In 
the last twenty-five years, under the 
guidance of Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, 
headmaster, the school has expanded 
its physical plant enormously. Now 
a series of teaching foundations that 
may help to revolutionize the posi- 
tion of teachers in the secondary 
schools of the United States is being 
established. Thus Andover, which 
has always prided itself on being 
wholly American, imitating no for- 
= 


eign model and following no Old- 
World precedent, continues to stand 
\as a leader of other American 
schools. 

Until this century Andover: zgrew 
very slowly from small beginnings. 
Claude M. Fuess, a member of the 
present. Faculty.end the school his- 
torian, has recorded that its first 
session in 1778 opened, ‘with simple 
ceremonies in a one-story building, 
a carpenter shop only ‘twenty feet 
by thirty-five .in. floor .space,and 
made of rough, unpainted boards. 
There were. but thirteen students 
then, and for the next twenty-five 
years the average entering class was 
thirty. 


The Phillips Influence. 


The Phillips family had a long and 
close association with the school. As 
representatives of New England Pu- 
ritanism its members had. been 
intellectual and social] leaders in the 
community for several generations 
before young Samuel Phillips inter- 
ested his father and: two .of his 
uncles in his plan for a school, These 
three, who -were all well-to-do and 
generous, provided the necessary 
funds and served in succession as 
President of its Board of Trustees. 

The Andover Constitution, drafted 
by Samuel Phillips Jr. before he was 
30, like so many American public 
documents of the time, savored 
strongly of the ideas of Locke and 
Milton. The primary object of the 
school was asserted to be ‘‘the pro- 
motion of true Piety and Virtu ”’ 
and the master, Eliphalet Pearson, 
also a young man, was enjoined to 
train his pupils in “the great end 
and real business of living.”’ 

But the founders, although they 
were convinced that religion is the 
most important factor in education; 





did not burden the academy with

any unchanging creed. As late asthe 
"70s of the last century, Edward S. 
Martin has recorded, ‘‘it was pre- 
eminently a God-fearing institution 
founded by consecrated vessels and 
very fine ones, carried along by mas- 
ters who held an intense conviction 
that the.fear of the, Lord was the 
beginning of wisdom. That attitude 
of mind has certainly been justified 
by the record of that schoo!l.’’ 

The administration from the be- 
ginning has been Icft in the hands 
of a body of trustees who were wisely 
left free to meet new conditions and 
to adjust the curriculum to the de- 
mands of changing generations. 

In 1808, partly through the efforts 
of members cf the Phillips family 
according to the historian, Andover 
Theological Seminary was founded 
under the control of the Academy 
Trustees, and several imposing build- 
ings were constructed on the hill for 
its use. Organized for the promotion 
of Calvinistic Congregationalism, it 
was a protest against Harvard Uni- 
tarianism in a day when the institu- 
tions of higher learning in America 
devoted nore attention to religion 
than they now do. 


The seminary drew many distin- 
guished theologians to Andover Hill 
and enjoyed a great prestige. A nat- 
ural result, it is recorded by Mr. 
Fuess, was the overshadowing of the 
Academy, which was. subordinated 
by the Trustees, most of whom seem 
to have been theologians themselves. 
Then, toward the end of the nine- 
teenth century, the seminary declined 
in numbers, and finally, just 100 
years after it had been founded, in 
1808, it was transferred to Cam- 
bridge, returning to the Harvard at- 
mosphere it had once so vigor- 
ously challenged. The buildings and 
grounds were sold to the Academy 


and became’a part of the expanding 
school. 

Andover has had only nine Princi- 
pals in a century and a half, from 
Eliphalet Pearson, the first, to Al- 
fred Ernést Stearns, now presiding. 
Samuel Harvey Taylor, 1837 to 1871, 
was known to thousands of alumni 
as ‘‘Uncle Sam,’’ and was famous as 
a classicist. He opposed reforms in 
educational procedure and ruled 
turbulent generations with notable 
firmness. Edward S. Martin, who 
was at school under him, has re- 
cently ©written this illuminating 
reminiscence of both the master and 
the times: 

‘‘The truth is that ‘Uncle Sam,’ to 
the schoolboy mind, was an ogre, 
reputed to be very fast on his feet 
in chasing boys who got out into the 
landscape, especially in the dark, in 
defiance of regulations. The rules 
held that every boy should be in his 
room at night unless he had a valid 
excuse for being out of it. 


“If he was at a prayer meeting or 
the weekly meeting of the Philoma- 
thian Society, or otherwise improv- 
ing himself spiritually or mentally 
by permitted association, that was 
lawful; but the pursuit of pleasure 
after dark was never lawful, espe- 
cially if it led into Pike’s oyster sa- 
loon, which was frequented by ad- 
venturous spirits who felt the need 
of regaling themselves with oyster 
stews at unlawful times. 

‘‘His purpose in life was undoubt- 
edly to make as good scholars as 
possible, as good characters as pos- 
sible, and to keep order during the 
process.”’ 


Some Famous Masters. 


After ‘‘Uncle Sam”’ came Principal 
Tilton, who began developing the 
Academy, and then Bancroft, from 
whose time the modern Andover 
dates. He revised the curriculum, 
strengthened the Faculty, increased 
the attendance and added to the 
endowment and equipment. One of 
his chief aims was to prepare boys 
for college entrance examinations, a 
purpose to which American prepara- 
tory schools have increasingly de- 
voted themselves. He also built new 
dormitories to replace living accom- 
modations which Walter Prichard 
Eaton has recalled as. including pri- 
vate houses and ‘‘little wooden tene-

end of a flat surface of natural con- 
crete known as a football field.’’ 


The present principal, Alfred E. 
Stearns, has guided the _ school 
through a quarter of a century of 
unprecedented growth, during which 
the liber-lity of the alumni body 
has provided many new buildings 
and the beginning of a permanent 
endowment. The current century, 
according to Mr. Fuess, has been 
marked at Andover by a definite 





advance in nearly every respect— 
numbers, athletic facilities, salaries 
for teachers, scholarship and pres- 
tige. 

Perhaps the simple statement of 
the contrast between Andover in 
1903 and Andover in 1928 will present 
that advance most dramatically. In 
1903 there were about four hundred 
students; there are now more than 
six hundred. There were fifteen 
teachers in 1903; that number has 


now become forty-six. The number 
of buildings has. increased from 
twelve to more than seventy, and 
their value, with the land, from 
$100,000"to $3,500,000 at a conserva- 


all is the statement that the endow- 
ment has increased from aes 000 to 
$5,000,000, 

New Buildings For the Schools. 

The extensive building program at 
Andover in recent years has led one 
graduate to say that ‘‘in 1896. Phil- 
lips Academy was a little area of 
physical ugliness in the midst of a 
very beautiful land; today Phillips 
Academy, physically, is an oasis of 
beauty in the midst of a desert of 
ugliness.’’ He happened to be in- 
veighing against the ubiquitous bill- 
boards, hot-dog stands and dancing 
pavilions of the modern American 
, countryside, but he was also drawing 
attention to the excellent Colonial 
architecture with which Guy Lowell 
had supplemented the_ beautiful 
‘building that Charles Bullfinch, 
| earliest of New England professional 
architects, designed for Andover. 


Within the last few years several 
important buildings have. been 
erected on Andover Hill. Notable 
among these are Samuel Phillips 
Hall, a recitation building given by 
2,600 alumni; George Washingten 
Hall, the gift of an anonymous 
donor; and the Memorial Tower, 
erected by the Fuller family to com- 
memorate the Andover men who 
| died in the World’ War. Ground 
has been broken for Oliver Wendell 
Holmes Library and Paul Revere 
Hall. 

Foundations For Teachers. 


In connection with the 150th an- 
niversary the trustees have been at 
work on a project that will, they 
hope, revolutionize the position of 
teachers in the secondary schools of 
the United States. The original 
plan as outlined by the trustees con- 
templated the raising of ten teach- 
ing foundations of $160,000 each, 
paying salaries of $8,000 to ten mem- 
bers of the Faculty—an annual sal- 
ary larger than most college pro- 
fessors receive. The plan has the 
endorsement of educators through- 
out the country, and has won much 
support. 

Five of the ten foundations have 
already been raised and assigned to 
members of the Faculty who teach

Latin, Greek, American. history and 
English. It has been said by a 
ber of the General Education 
that the completion of these founda- 
tions will have a far-reaching effect 
m-American education, not only in 
pened schools but in public schools 
as well. 
With the growth of Andover from. 
@ small school to one that is almost 
a college, there has been a great de- 
velopment in extra-curricular activi- 
ties. There are fraternities that seem 
to ‘be patterned on the system in 
vogue at many universities. ‘‘Origi- 
nated despite the opposition of the 
authorities,’’ says Mr. Fuess, ‘‘they 
have since developed into institu- 
tions approved by the Faculty and 
owning beautiful houses on Andover 
Hill.’”’ The usual charge for forming 
a caste system in a school pased on 
democratic pvriacizies is sometimes 
leveled at them, but the consensus 
of opinion seems to be that they are 
inevitable and that they have done 
more good than harm, 


Clubs and Athletics. 


There are the clubs of various 
sorts—a Glee Club, a Society of In- 
quiry, which seems to follow a tra- 
ditional policy of ‘‘arousing and pre- 
serving the interest of the student 
body in things of the spirit’; a De- 
bating Society, a Scholastic Society 
and the Promenade Committee. 

In athletics the name of Andover 
is also familiar. Every boy in the 
school, unless excused for good rea- 
sons, may choose either football, 
baseball, track athletics, tennis, soc- 
cer, cross-country, swimming wres- 
tling, gymnasium or hill and dale. 
Those who fail to make Academy 
teams are lined up for class games. 

“The story of Phillips Academy,’’ it 
has been written, ‘“‘has not been one 
of uniform and continuous prosper- 
ity. There have been mistakes and 
calamities, periods of depression and 
even of decline. But throughout its 
existence the men who have molded 
its fortunes have been confident of 
its future. Furthermore, they have 
not deviated from the fundamental 
theories upon which it was estab- 
lished. Some of the harder ar_''sss- 
inspiring aspects of Puritanism: nav< 
long ceased to be popular on Andover 
Hill, but the Puritan ideal has never 
lost its foothold there. So Phillips 
Academy is now liberal, democratic 
and national—as it was a century

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CAPT. KOEHL’S EXPLOIT. 
AS PRISONER OF WAR 





The Transatlantic Pilot Made a Daring Escape in a Pietich 
Airplane After the Failure of an Arduous 
Attempt to Dig.a Tunnel 


APTAIN HERMANN KOEHL, 
pilot of the Bremen, in the 
réle of leading spirit in a vain 
attempt at escape by a number 
of German officers from a prison 
camp in France is the subject of an 
article recently published by the 
Miinchener Neueste Nachrichten. 
This story, which was briefly sum- 
marized in THz New YorK TIME; of 
May 2, apparently was written by a 
fellow-prisoner. It runs as follows: 

“At the time of the lively Spring 
battles of 1918, when everything was 
running under high pressure on the 
western front, there was delivered 
one evening to: the officers’ prison 
camp at Montoire, in the heart of 
France, a Wiirttemberg Captain of 
Engineers. 

“At least that’s what he looked 
like. He was escorted by a small de- 
tachment of Frenchmen, with fix:d 
bayonets. There had to be a little 
comedy too. Before the German of- 
ficer could enter the barbed-wire en- 
Closed courtyard, with its comfortless 
barracks and horse stables, he must 
go through the office of the inter- 
preter. There each German officer 
‘was searched for articles that might 
aid in an attempt to escape and was 
catechized about his personal and 
gervice affairs. The armed guards 
gat along the wall. The interpreter, 
an elderly Captain, inquired about 
the prisoner’s height and the num- 
ber of his children. 


A Bombing Aviator Arrives. 

“After this formality, the new ar- 
rival entered the prisoners’ quar- 
ters. A number of eager prisoners 
were already lined up against the 
barbed-wire fence in expectation of 
meeting a possible regimental com- 
rade or of getting the latest news 
from the German front. But this 
time somebody quite unusual ar- 
rived. One saw.a short, strongly 
built man, with clearly cut features 
and with the order of Pour le Mérite 
around his neck. It was soon learned 
that he was a bombing aviator 
named Koehl. 

**He was shown into his box, a 4 by 
6 meter room, with a field cot, a 
chair, a table and a small bureau of 
the most primitive sort. With many 
other German officers of all branches 
of the service, he had to live in the 
big stables of a former breeding 
farm. 

“At this time the prisoners of Bar- 
rack L 3 were busy with a plan to 
escape. A number of them who 


could not become reconciled to prison 
life and preferred to be in the Ger- 
man trenches or fighting in the air 
were engaged in digging a tunnel in 
order to gain their freedom by an 
underground ‘route. After repeated 
attempts, they had become convinced 
of the impossibility of getting 
through the double lines of wire and 
past the pickets. Consequently, the 
road must be underground. It was 
estimated that one would have to 
tunnel from fifteen to twenty meters. 

‘*Koeh! at once became the leader of 
the committee on flight. A short, 
wide plank was neatly removed from 
the floor under a bedstead and a 
bag of sand was fastened to the un- 
der side so that the Frenchmen, in 
tapping the floor, would not have 
their suspicions aroused by a hollow 
sound. 

“Then the working hours were 
fixed. Some prisoners stood watch, 
others had to carry bags of sand and 
still others had to toil underground. 
Nude as Adam, with only bandages 
around the elbows to protect them 
from the coarse gravel, one lay on 
the ground and burrowed like a mole. 
At first two meters straight down- 
ward, then a direct tunnel toward 
the wall of the stockade. 

“The Loire flowed close by the 
camp so that whenever the river 
rose a little, one was lying in water. 
And so. one scratched out. the hard 
gravel with an iron leg of a bed- 
stead or a can, loaded it onto a little 
sledge and dragged it backward to 
the foot of the shaft, where it was 
put into tiny sacks and hoisted up. 
Then it was distributed in all sorts 
of places—under the floor that lay a 
little higher, in the roof rafters that 
could only be reached through the 
ceiling, in watering cans out to the 
humus covering of the garden. 

“After nine meters had been dug 
the rear part of the gallery fell in 
while a man was working at the 
head end. He was buried alive. 
There was a fever. of activity and 
after wild digging his feet were 
reached. Soon he was dragged out 
unconscious. He came to himself 
and lay on the bed while others were 
already at work bracing up the 
passageway against further cave-ins. 
After an hour’s rest the near-victim 
was again doing his bit with the 
others. 

“There surely were plenty of mining 
engineers and underground construc- 





tion experts for the job. All the 


cross-pieces and back parts of the 
closets and table drawers were used, 
but the fronts were left untouched, 
so that the French would not get 
suspicious. In short, everything 
available was used. The only tools 
were table knives. And the work 
went slowly. 

*‘Many a day the advance was not 
a quarter of a meter. The tool-mak- 
ers constructed tiny mining lamps 
out of tin cans, for there were no 
candles to be had, and, as after a 
long period of tunneling it became 
difficult to breathe and even the 
lamps gradually went out, it became 
necessary to build an airpump out of 
water pails placed upside down. Its 
piston, which was pierced with air 
holes, was: held firm while a worker 
moved its cylinder up.and down. The 
air was carried to where the digger 
was at work through pipes stolen 
from the heaters. 

Captain Koehl at Work. 

‘And Koehl worked with the rest, 
now as digger, now as dirt carrier, 
now as watchman. 

“There was a roll-call every day at 
a fixed time. At a signal from the 
trumpeter the watch turned out un- 
der arms, a guard was placed at 
every door and the officer of the 
guard read over the names of the 
captive officers, either before the 
rooms or in the yard. 

“‘And one day the man working in 
the tunnel failed to hear the signal 
and did not come out in time. The 
plank was placed over the hole in the 
floor and the bed mat thrown over 
it. The digger stood beneath in all 
his nakedness. There were a few 
bits of gravel in the room, the hob- 
nailed boots of the Frenchman grated 
on them. The guard on duty had al- 
ready passed, he turned on his heel, 
rapped the:floor, shoved the bed mat 
aside and saw the concealed shaft. 
In a second it was open, and a French 
face grinned triumphantly at the 
German and wished him ‘Bon soir.’ 
The unlucky victim crawled out and 
stood there, dripping with yellow, 
muddy gravel before the master of 
the situation. 

“Thirty days in confinement was 
the regular penalty for attempts to 
escape, with twice that long if there 
had been material damage. And 
what damage there had been! Clos- 
ets, ceilings, floors, bedsteads, &c. 

“At one stroke the prison was 
filled. Everything was“investigated.

BEHIND THE CRISIS 


IN EGYPT 





(Continued from Page 1) 


May, 1882, British and French war- 
ships gathered menacingly before 
Alexandria. In June of that year se- 
. Qlous riots broke out there. Many 
Europeans were killed, many others 
driven to take shelter on board the 
warships. 

The latter then proceeded to bom- 
bard Alexandria with business-like 
thoroughness and a British army, 
under Sir Garnet Wolseley, landed 
and signally defeated the forces of 
Arabi Pasha, who was captured and 
exiled to Ceylon. The British occu- 
pation of Egypt, which began when 
Wolseley landed, has lasted ever 
since. 

At the outbreak of the World War 
fm 1914 Britain promptly proclaimed 
a protectorate over Egypt. 

At the close of the conflict the 
doctrine of se.f-determination, spon- 
gored by Woodrow Wilson, did not 
fail to have its effect on the Egyp- 
tian Nationalists, though they wax 
indignant when any one implies that 
Wilson created the Egyptian desire 
for independence which, they elo- 
quently assert, had been alight in 
Egyptian hearts for many years be- 
fore 1918, 

They raised such a ciamor that 
Britain sent Lord Milner to Egypt 
to consult with the party leaders 
there and devise ways and means 
of appeasing Egyptian cravings for 
freedom, at the same time safeguard- 
ing British interests. Following long 
talks with Zaghlul Pasha and other 
ardent Egyptian patriots, Milner 
™made some proposals that were 
found unsatisfactory. After more 
acrimonious discussion between 
Zaghlul and his coadjutors on the 
one hand and British representatives 
on the other, the now famous Dec- 
laration.of February, 1922, was pro- 
mulgated. Thereim Great Britain 
recognized the independence of 
Egypt subject to four reservations, 
viz: 

That.the security of the communi- 
cations. of the British Empire be 
guaranteed. 

That’ Great Britain be enabled to 
protect foreign interests in Egypt 
and foreign minorities; 

That Egypt be safeguarded against 
all foreign aggression or interfer- 
ence; 

That the Sudan remain in Anglo- 
Egyptian control. 

When this declaration was submit- 
ted to Zaghlul and the other Egyp- 
tian Nationalist leaders they resolved 
to reject it. Once more things went 
beck to where they had been; dis- 
cussions ensued, more bitter re- 
proaches. came from both sides. But 
now, in addition, there came a sinis- 

of violence. The Egyp- 
its did not hesitate to re- 
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5. Finally, in 
audacity culminated im the murder 
on the streets of Cairo in broad day- 


light of Sir Lee Stack, the British 
‘‘Sirdar’’ in the Sudan. 

Britain was stung to fury. Martial 
law was proclaimed in Egypt. The 
murderers” of Stack were hunted 
down and executed. Egypt was dot- 
ted with British regiments; the bar- 
rels of thousands of British rifles 
glistened in the rays of the hot Egyp- 
tian sun. For months there was no 
more talk of negotiations, no more 
efforts to meet Egyptian ambitions 
for self-government in a conciliatory 
spirit. 

After awhile, however, negotiations 
were resumed, Zaghlul Pasha, ablest 
and most tenacious of Egyptian 
Nationalist leaders, died last Sum- 
mer in the course of these renewed 
endeavors to put an end to the ten- 
sion between Britain and Egypt, but 
others stepped into the breach and 
took up the work where he had 
laid it down. Sarwat Pasha, the 
new Egyptian Premier—who enjoys a 
high reputation for statesmanship 
both among Egyptians and British— 
had a number of long. discussions 
with Sir Austen Chamberlain, the 
British Foreign Minister. 'These re- 
sulted in: the drafting last Winter of 
an Anglo-Egyptian treaty. 

In it, the British say, they went to 
the limit in granting concessions. to 
the Egyptians; the proposed treaty 
was far more liberal, in their eyes, 
than the Declaration of 1922 which 
had failed to satisfy Egypt. 

Sarwat Pasha returned from Lon- 
don to Cairo with the draft of the 
proposed treaty in his pocket. For 
some time he hesitated about sub- 
mitting it to the Egyptian Parlia- 
ment; the premonition of, trouble 
must have been strong within him. 
At length he submitted it and the 
storm broke. Despite Sarwat’s pleas, 
despite British insistence that it 
would be impossible to find anything 
fairer than the proposed agreement, 
the Egyptian extremists—the so- 
called ‘‘Wafd’’ Party, which has the 
upper hand in politics here—insisted 
that it was simply another example 
of the old British trick of giving 
Egypt the shadow but not the sub- 
stance of independence. 

Led by the ‘‘Wafd’’ Deputies, the 
Egyptian Parliament refused flatly 
to ratify the treaty. Sarwat Pasha 
and his Cabinet resigned. They were 
succeeded by a new group of Minis- 
ters headed by Nahas Pasha. 

The Latest Crisis. 

There followed an interchange. of 
sharp notes between Egypt and Great 
Britain. The latter warned Nahas 
Pasha that the passage of certain 
legislation by the Egyptian Parlia- 
ment would be displeasing to her. 
Nahas replied that he could not ad- 
mit the right of the British to in- 
terfere with the freedom of the 
Egyptian Parliament to pass the laws 
in question. To admit such a right, 
Nahas told the British, would be the 
equivalent, for his Government, of a 





mitted to Nahas Pasha titough Lord 
Lioyd, British High Cominilsesione? at 
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Cairo, a note declaring that Anglo- 
Egyptian relations had reverted to 
where they were at the time of the 
promulgation of the Declaration of 
1922, and that the four points set 
forth in the said declaration as 
reservations on Egyptian indepen- 
dence remained reserved ‘‘to the abso- 
lute discretion of his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment, the Egyptian Government 
exercising its independent. authority 
subject to satisfying his Majesty's 
Government on these matters.” 

Scarcely a Briton with whom one 
talks will admit for a moment that 
his country can afford to give up 
her control-over Egypt. Many want 
that control to be as light as pos- 
sible, many wish to meet Egyptian 
ambitions for freedom in a generous 
spirit, but when confronted with the 
picture of an Bgypt denuded: of Brit- 
ish troops, of a Suez Canal -guarded 
by any troops except British troops 
of Egyptian troops under British con- 
trol, even the most liberal-minded 
Britisher balks apprehensively and 
promptly lines up with his ‘fellow- 
countrymen of avowedly. conserva- 
tive, imperialistic or military trend 
of thought. 

Foreigners in Cairo are told in all 
Seriousness: ‘‘If the English troops 
leave Egypt, Australian troops will 
enter it.”” For to Australia, on the 
other side of the world, the mainte- 
nance of the present status quo in 
Egypt is a matter of vital concern. 
Australians believe that to abandon 
the British occupation of Egypt and 
to cease patrolling the canal would 
mean the doom of Australia. It is 
the same with India;..the bulk of 
Englishmen shudder when they think 
what relaxing of the British grip on 
the canal might mean to Britain's 
position in Bombay and Calcutta. 

Hence, even the most impassioned 
and logical Egyptian arguments to 
the effect that Egypt must become 
an independent nation have failed 
thus far to make the British budge. 

“‘You may have your independence, 
but with a string tied to it,” they 
tell the Egyptians. . ‘We ‘shall not 
rest until we. cut, that string and 
become entirely independent,” the 
Egyptians of’the ‘“Wafd,” and those 
who think similarly, tell the British. 

At present Egyptian patriots are 
pinning their hopes on a change of 
Government in Britain. If the pres- 
ent Conservative régime there ‘should 
give place to Liberals ‘or. Laborites, 
to some régime strongly tinged with 
Socialistic beliéfs, -they feel’ that 
Egypt may at-last. get what she is 
clamoring. for ‘so loudly. 

But the British in Cairo will tell 
you that no. British Government, 
however Socialistic a stripe it may 
have, will ever consent to complete 
Egyptian independence.

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Child Labor and Other Social Problems 


By HOWARD A. BRIDGMAN. 
T Jerusalem there recently 
"gathered 250 Americans, Eu- 
ropeans, Africans, Japanese, 
Chinese, Indians and Filipi- 
nos. ‘They formed what was called 
a missionary meeting, having been 
constituted by the joint action of 300 
societies’ to whom some 50,000,000 
people on both sides’ of the 
Atlantic entrust the spending of $50,- 
000,000 annually. But it did not re- 
semble the traditional missionary 
meeting known to our grandfathers. 
No map on the wall partitioned the 
world off into white and dark spots. 
No appeal’ was made to send forth 
young men and young women on the 
ground that so-called ‘‘heathens’’ 
were dying in their sins and had no 
chance of a happy hereafter: 

As to the composition of the as- 
gembly, moreover, there were more 
Chinese than English and Scottish 
put together. There were almost as 
many delegates from India as from 
the United States. There were more 
Africans than ‘French. 

Varied Cologs and Costumes. 

This heterogeneous group naturally 
produced a considerable variety. in 
costume, ranging from the handsome 
and costly flowimg garments of the 


Orien als to the gaiters and high 
vests of Anglican Bishops. Further

eration; but; they | heretofore have 
been represented iat . international 
missionary gatherings by secretaries, 
Bishops and other masculine leaders. 
At Jerusalem, iver, there was a 
contingent of women from all parts 
of the world and\they did not hesi- 
tate to do their share of the talking 
and of serving the ‘committees. Only 
three of these women! wore bobbed 
hair; two were frota\the Orient, the 
other from Transjordania. 

Never before, perhajzs, in any part 
of the world, had there come to- 
gether so unique and‘ distinctive a 
group, meeting not only at the most 
sacred place known to’ Christendom 
but at a point where Europe, Asia 
and Africa practically ‘impinge one 
on another. They spoke in many 
languages; they sang ‘and prayed 
and debated in different tongues. A 
tri-lingual hymn book’ containing 
songs printed in German, French 
and English was used most of the 
time. 

But the members of this motley 
group were united by one ardent de- 
sire. They want to make the world 
better than it is. For twenty, thirty 


and even fifty years, some had been 
toiling in far-off lands, broadening 
the sphere of their activities until 
it now comprehends many undertak- 
ings not contemplated when the first 
missionary, Cary, went from Eng- 
land more than 100 years ago to 
India, and a few years later the 
pioneer group dedicated themselves 
at Williams College in Massachusetts 
as the first Americans to cross the 
seas on the same errand of good- 
will to men. 

No one, at that time, could have 
foreseen the widened interest that 
twentieth century heralds of the 
same gospel now take in the daily 
life of those to whom they go. In 
China they are teaching the natives 
how to produce silk worms most eco- 
nomically. All over the rural belt in 
Africa, India, Japan and Korea the 
missionaries’ share this solicitude 
that the home and community life 
should be lifted to a higher plane— 
that dirt, squalor, illiteracy, over- 
crowding, undernourishment, forced 
labor and starvation wages should 
go. 

Loud were the protests at Jerusa- 
lem against the employment of little 
children as young as 4 years of age 
for ten hours a day in the rug-mak- 
ing establishments of Persia; against 
the exploiting of Indians in the jute 
factories of Bombay, which return a 
profit of as much as 400 per cent. 
annually; against intolerable condi- 
tions in the sugar factories of Uru- 
guay, whose owners in New York 
and Boston may be quite oblivious to 
what is going on; against the send- 
ing of motor truck loads of alcohol 
into Central Africa in order that 
those who live in Western nations 
may be enriched. 

Western Industrialism. 

The most earnest discussion at 
Jerusalem related to the pressure of 
the industrial situation upon the 
weak and the defenseless—a problem 
that was seen to be common to the 
Occident and the Orient. The West 
came in for some healthy berating 
from both Westerners and Orientals, 
and it was shown again and again 
how handicapped the missionary is 
because men of his own race go to 
the same lands, introducing the vices 
of Western civilization and the type 
of industrialism and commercialism 
against which in America, England 
and Germany the workers are them- 
selves protesting and working. 
Representative delegates from 
America and Great Britain frankly 
acknowledged the shortcomings of 
their own lands. Bishop McConnell 
of the Methodist Church who resides 
in Pittsburgh and is one of the most 
outspoken Church leaders, confessed 
that he came from a nation which is, 
in many respects, pagan. ‘‘We sub- 
scribe to the doctrine of militarism, 
to the god of nationalism, and have 
given ourselves over to the pursuit 
of wealth,’”’ he said. ‘‘We should not 
be complacent regarding paganism 
wherever we see it.’”’ 

Harold Grimshaw, specially dele- 
gated to the council by the Interna- 





tional Labor Office, where he heads 
one of the important departments, 


said that the breach between Chris- 
tian and secular civilizations is be- 
cause organized Christianity does 
not: condemn war and social injus- 
tice. With deep feeling he said: 
“Our African brothers are under the 
rod of exploitation and Christianity 
is silent. ‘You missionaries must 
speak and Write, for public opinion 
is a great’ power.” 

The discussion of acute racial situ- 
ations in all parts of the world led 
to the acknowledgment that no

.fronts--the American people today 


than that of the relations of white 
and blacks. As spokesmen for the 
negro causes, President John Hope 
of Morehouse College, Atlanta, and 
Max Yergen—reared and educated in 
our South but now a Y. M. C. A. 
Secretary in Africa—went to Jerusa- 
lem. 


Desire for Self-Rule. 


Dr. Will Alexander, Secretary of 
the Inter-racial Commission on Co- 
operation, reported that in 100 
Southern colleges today, courses on 
race relations are- being taken by 
eager groups. of students... The 
younger generation, it was reported, 
is tolerant and open-minded. Many 
of them are anxious to find a solu- 
tion through a better understanding 
of one another. 

Naturally discussion of this subject 
led on to the expression of desire on 
the part of the ‘‘nationals’’ for a 
larger measure of self-determination. 
They want to run their own churches 
rather than to sit quietly and listen to 
some board, ten or fifteen thousand 
miles away, in New York, Boston 
or London, while it tells them how 
to organize and administer their own 
Christian activities in church, school 
and hospital. 

The situation in the field of politics 
is similar to that of ecclesiastical re- 
lationships and provoked one of the 
liveliest discussions. Pent up feel- 
ing broke forth on-this subject from 
several sources. The Indian Chris- 
tians went out with a rather sharp 
stick for Britain. Not one of them 
apparently is reconciled to - long- 
continued British rule. Though as 
Christians they do not join the pas- 
sive resistance movement or follow 
Ghandi implicitly, yet as they become 
more aware of their own national 
genius they grow more desirous of 
taking over the control and direction 
of their own national policies and 
programs. British delegates listened 
patiently if skeptically. 

Political Questions. 

The American delegation had a 
similar shock a few minutes later 
when a delegate from the Philippines 
declared just as vigorously that his 
fellow-countrymen wanted to be their 
own rulers and looked eagerly for- 
ward to the time when the United 
States would fulfill its tacit promises 
to them. Hardly had he done speak- 
ing when the Japanese voiced re- 
sentment of the legislation of our 
Congress respecting the presence of 
Japanese on the Pacific Coast. 
Japan’s delegates had hardly sat 





down when a woman from Korea,

The Germans are enthusiastic over 
the possibilities of bettering the so- 
cial condition of workers by legisla- 
tion. The National Economic Council 
has provided the first opportunity for 
trade unions to share in the settle-

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OLD LINCOLN TALE IS_ REVISED 


By WILLIAM E. BARTON. 


ISCUSSION has’ broken out 

again in a Richmond daily 

newspaper concerning biog- 

raphies of, Abraham Lincoln 
alleged to have been suppressed. 
Those who are confident that one or 
more biographies of the war Presi- 
dent have been bought up and de- 
strayed sometimes: specify Herndon’s 
as the book they have in mind, and 
now and then Lamon’s “‘Life of Lin- 
coln” is mentioned. It is alleged that 
Lamon’s book, which appeared in 
1872, disappeared from circulation 
and was followed by another and 
much tamer book a few years later, 
and that MHerndon’s three-volume 
work, first issued in 1889, was 
bought up and burned and was fol- 
lowed by a denatured two-volume set 
a few years later. 

Back of all these recurrent reports 
is a book called ‘“‘Facts and False- 
hoods,”’ by George Edmunds, a pen- 
name selected by a Mrs. Meriwether. 
The author affirmed that in the pub- 
lic library of St. Louis she saw and 
read, in part at least, a ‘‘Life of 
Lincoln,” by William H. Herndon, 
in one volume, and of an earlier 
date than 1889. It contained, as she 
remembered, much that was damag- 
ing to the reputation of Lincoln. 
Later she returned to the library and 
inquired for the book, and not only 
did not find it but was informed that 
there was no such book and never 
had been. This, she was confident, 
was a falsehood, and she published 
her book to tell what she remem- 
bered, or thought she remembered, 
to have read in the suppressed one- 
volume Herndon. 

A number of writers, relying on 
her testimony, have insisted that 
there must have been a one-volume 
Herndon of the sort ‘‘George Ed- 
munds’”’ described. William K. Bixby 
of St. Louis went to the trouble, 
which might have seemed needless, 
of investigating this story, and 
found, after examining all possible 
sources of knowledge, that Herndon 
issued no life of Lincoln before 1889, 
and that what he then issued was 
the three-volume set. 


The Rise of a Delusion. 


I do not imagine Mrs. Meriwether 
intended to tell an untruth. I do 
not know what she saw, but I am 
confident it was Lamon’s “Life of 
Lincoln,” based on the Herndon 
manuscripts. When she returned to 
the library and asked for it under 
the name of Herndon; she would, of 
course, have been told that no such 
book existed. So far as I am aware, 
“George Edmunds’”’ is the only per- 
gon who professes actually to have 
seen the one-volume life of Lincoln 
by William H. Herndon. No such 
book was ever filed for copyright, or 
advertised in any newspaper, so far 
as known. It simply did not exist. 
Mrs. Meriwether was mistaken. 
Whatever book she saw was not 
Herndon’s. But her story lies at the 
root of most of the talk about sup- 
pressed editions. 

However, the story is current in 
another form, and this relates to the 
three-volume set. In the closing 
months of 1927 a man of standing in 
a Southern city communicated at 
length through a Richmond paper 
the fact that in Washington he had 
discovered the ‘‘suppressed’’ three- 
volume Herndon in the library of 
Congress, and had it in his hands 
and copied some paragraphs from it. 

And, in January, 1928, another cor- 
‘ respondent of the same paper af- 
firmed that this “suppressed life of 
Lincoln bad been inaccessible for 
many years, but had now been dis- 
covered by persons determined that 
the truth shall no longer be covered 
up. 

As to the actually known “‘sup- 
pressed” lives of Lincoln, I may 
mention first the work of Ward Hill 
Lamon, published in 1872. Lamon 
was a Virginian, a man of handsome 
appearance, convivial in his habits, 
and well dressed, according to the 
standards of the frontier. He re- 
moved from Virginia to Illinois, and 
lived in Danville. Lincoln had a 
method of associating with himself 
a@ young lawyer in local county seats, 
who picked up cases in which senior 
counsel might be desired. These ar- 
rangements were not legal partner- 
ships, but they served that purpose. 

In Danville, Lamon was Lincoln’s 
*‘partner’® and the relation between 
them was more formal than in most 
of Lincoln’s local affiliations with 
lawyers. Lamon advertised in the 
Danville papers under the style of 
Lincoln and Lamon. Lamon became 
prosecuting attorney of the Eighth 
Judicial District, and when he went 
to Washington in 1860 he was suc- 
ceeded by a young lawyer, Joseph G. 
Cannon. 

“Uncle Joe’? Cannon’s View. 


I spent an evening with Uncle Joe 
Cannon in his home in Danville the 
second night before his last birth- 
day. His memory came and went in 
patches. When questioned, he would 
begin to answer slowly and with 
some effort; then what he wished to 
remember would come back to him, 
and he would speak with animation. 
‘What is your opinion of Lamon?” 
I asked him. 

“He was my friend,” said Uncle 
Joe with slow emphasis. ‘“‘He was 
my friend and he was Lincoln’s 
friend. I succeeded him as District 
Fg Po Lincoln took him to Wash-

might have told what he believed _ 
be. the: truth...” 

Lamon had intended to write a sec- 
ond volume, but the first volume 
nearly drove the Boston. firm of Os- 
‘good into insolvency. The book did 
not sell; The Library of Congress has 
letters from Osgood to Black and 
Lemon offering either or both of 
them the plates and paper stock at 
bargain prices, but. they could dis- 
cover no market to justify their pur- 
chase, So the book dropped out of 
the market. It has been charged that 
Robert Lincoln bought.it up and sup- 
pressed it. So far as I can discover 
there is no truth whatever in this 
charge. For a time the book was a 
drug on the market; then it became 


any ‘one who wants to pay $50 to $65 
for it. “A few’years ago it was mov- 
ing up to the $100 mark. That ad- 
vance in price has stopped, because 
there is now a reprint at $10, which 
libraries are buying to save expense 
and reduce danger of theft. But the 
price of the original has not fallen. 
Every now and again a copy comes 
out of somebody’s attic, and just 
about as often a new Lincoln collec- 
tor comes forward with a $50 check. 
There never has been a day since 
Herndon’s Lincoln was first pub- 
lished when it was impossible to. ob- 
tain the book. 

There are lives of Lincoln much 
more scarce than either the Lamon 





or Herndon, and no one pretends

inactive, and when collectors began 
to seek for it to fill out their collec- 
tions it grew increasingly difficult to 
obtain. It now sells at about $20 a 
copy. 

Not Suppressed, but Forgotten. 


Whitney’s ‘‘Life on the Circuit with 
Lincoln’’ was not so severely criti- 
cized, and certainly was not sup- 
pressed. For a long time it could be 
had for $1 a copy. -I have myself 
bought it for $2.50. It was long a 
drug on the market. Today it: brings 
$50. 

Herndon sold to Lamon copies of 
his manuscript material, and these 
papers became the basis of Lamon’s 
“Life.” Copies of this are in the 
Huntington’Library at San Gabriel, 
Cal. But Herndon kept his originals 
and later, with the aid of Jesse W. 
Weik, wrote his ‘‘Lincoln,’’ which 
was published in 1889. 


At first there was an effort to sell 
the three volumes through agents, 
but that method did not work. The 
agent who owned it worked hard to 
sell two sets and then gave it up. It 
was then tried as a trade book, but 
it did not sell over the counter. The 
book was severely criticized and 
people refused to buy it. The pub- 
lishers, Belford, Clarke & Co. of Chi- 
cago, lost money and went out of 
business. It was impossible to sell 
the plates to any other firm that 
would resume the publication. 

After a long interval D. Appleton 
& Co. agreed to bring out an edition 
in two volumes, containing about the 
same amount of material, but with 
some of the most criticized passages 
eliminated and a chapter added by 
Horace White on the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates. This was done and very lit- 
tle of importance was eliminated 
from the first edition. 


With so much of foundation for the 
story, it was not difficult for people 
to say and believe that the original 
edition of Herndon’s “Lincoln” had 
been suppressed and succeeded by 
one more nearly to the hearts’ de- 
sire of those who criticized the first 
edition. But I have never found any 
ore who disliked the first edition 
who greatly loved the second. 
Neither have I ever met any one who 
professed to know just who “sup- 
pressed’’ the first edition. 

Another Version. 


One story, in print only a few 
-weeks ago, was that the ministers 
brought up Herndon’s first edition 
and burned ft, some of them paying 
as- much as. $100.a set for it. I am 
confident that no one can prove, and 
certainly no one has proved as yet, 
_that.any minister ever paid $100 or 
any other sum for a copy of Hern- 
don’s first edition fur the purpose of 
destroying it. 

So far as I can learn, and I think 
I know as much about it as any one 
except possibly Jesse W. Weik, the

ly. Oakleaf’s Bibliography states that 
the only copy that the bibliographer 
has seen is the one in my collection.

not larger than 12mo or &vo, the 
most rare is either that in the Beadle 
Dime Series or the more dignified 
work of Howard, both of them pub- 
lished in 1860. They are scarce not 
because they were suppressed but 
because they were issued in pam- 
phlet form, and they were soon fol- 
lowed by larger and more complete 
works and were not thought impor- 
tant enough to preserve. 

So far as I can learn, therefore, 
there is not and never was a sup- 
pressed life of Lincoln. There were 
several that were unpopular, espe- 
cially those of Lamon and Herndon, 
but if any one ever undertook to 
suppress them. he did a very incom- 
plete job. If I were to give a guess 


at the number of copies of Herndon’s |., 


first edition now in existence, I 
should say that there are probably 
100 copies in public libraries, 200 in 
historical collections or collections of 
Lincolniana and another 200 in attics 
and private libraries. And that is 
probably a quarter of all that were 
ever issued and sold, a very high pro- 
portion. Gradually the price of 
Herndon’s first edition will rise. It 
will be worth $100 in time, and so 
will Lamon and perhaps Whitney, 
though it is difficult to understand 
why Whitney goes up so rapidly 
when the book was cheap so recently. 





BAY OF FUNDY TIDES 
ARE TO BE HARNESSED 


HE plan of the Canadian Gov- 
 § ernment to harness the tides of 

the Bay of Fundy may mean the 
outlay of $75,000,000, it is now esti- 
mated. The Cooper Dam bill, passed 
by the New Brunswick Legislature, is 
of international interest involving the 
United States and Canada and more 
specifically the Province of New 
Brunswick and the State of Maine, 
together with the International Joint 
Waterways Commission. 


The whole problem revolves around 
the extreme rise and fall of the tides 
of the Bay of Fundy. In Passama- 
quoddy Bay the rise and fall is some 
twenty-eight feet. By the use of 
dams, bridging various islands, the 
horsepower generated by the tides is 
to be turned into electric energy. 
The development of 800,000 horse- 
power is hoped for. ; 

Passamaquoddy Bay is at the mouth 
of the St. Croix River, which in its 
lower reaches forms the international 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States. Most of the waters 
affected by the development are on 
the Canadian side, lying within the 
Province of New Brunswick. 

Opposition to the measure has been 
mainly because of anticipated dam- 
age to fishing and Summer resort 
interests and the fear of the loss of a 
fine natural harbor. 





MAY DAY MEANS HEALTH DAY 
TO MANY AMERICAN CHILDREN 





National Association 


AY DAY, being connected each 
M year more definitely with Child 
Health Day through the work 
done to interest 35,000,000 American 
school children, this year found 
thirty-three national organizations 
cooperating with the American Child 
Health Association, which has this 
year celebrated its fifth birthday. 
Every State in the Union, together 
with Cuba and the Philippine Is- 
lands, now participates in the ob- 
servance of National Child Health 
Day. There are special menus on 
dining cars, health drills in remote 
communities, pageants on village 
greens, and thousands of children in 
city and country hold exercises of 
one sort or another. 


Work of the Association. 


American complacency in regard to 
its children gave way to alarm with 
the publication of war draft fig- 
ures, which showed that 70 per cent. 
of the men of draft age were physi- 
cally below normal. At the same 
time other figures brought out the 
fact that 80 per cent. of our children 
were born perfect. Apparently the 
trouble was not with American ba- 
bies, but with American health meth- 
ods. 


It was decided, however, that little 
could be done by way of betterment 
until public opinion was aroused. The 
outcome was the organization of a 
society known as the American Child 
Health Association, with Herbert 
Hoover as its President. 


During its five years of service, 
the society, through national confer- 
ences, has awakened the various 
States to the need for strict health 
supervision; twenty-two States now 
have a division of child hygiene 
under the Board of Health. It has 
instituted researches into the meth- 
ods of health education, given schol- 
arships for specialized training and 
encouraged the training of special 
teachers for all branches of public 
health work. 

Through its publications the society 
has dispensed health information. 
Three hundred thousand periodicals 
were sent out to various parts of the 
country this year in response to in- 
quiries about health day programs. 


The Health Patrol. 

Surveys in different’ States have 
been the cause of developing flying 
squadrons of health éxperts, who 
seek out the blind spots in certain 
localities and help local committees 
start health programs. Before “drink

more milk’? campaigns are inaugu- 
rated it must be proved that a dis- 
trict’s milk is pure. When conta- 
gious diseases break out the source 
of infection must be traced and 
cleaned up. Part of one survey was 
a study of the health habits of 35,- 
000 school children. This study gave 
@ composite health picture of the 
American school child. His needs 
were incorporated in a 600-page re- 
port that has been used as a text- 
book in schools of public health and 
departments of preventive medicine, 

Last year one village in the mining 
district of West Virginia put on its 
health show by means of a large 
clock. A playground was marked off 
to resemble the face, with each hour 
plainly marked thereon. One by one 
small actors came forward and did 
their illustrative pantomime. In sys- 
tematic routine the young health stu- 
dents ticked off their day. There 
was the exercise hour and the play 
hour, the hour to eat and the hour 
to clean up. 





TAX-FREE SCHOOL 


FORESTS FLOURISH 
WENTY-SEVEN schools in New 
[vor State have taken advantaga 
of the new law remitting taxes on 
school woodlands. Herbert F. Pres- 
cott, Secretary of the State Conserva- 
tion Board, reports to the University 
of the State of New York that the 
largest planting has been done by the 
town of Watson, in Lewis County, 
where almost 100 acres of non-pro- 
ductive land, purchased for about $3 
an acre, has been forested by the 
school children with trees supplied 
free by the State. 


In Broome County the children have 
now set out 280 acres as an Arbor Day 
game. They form teams, and at the 
sound of a whistle begin a race to 
the boundary—a boy with a mattock 
leading and making holes six feet 
apart, a planter boy following, and 
ea his heels comes a boy or girl who 
covers in the ‘seedling by foot. At 
Friendship Rural School, in Alle- 
ghany County, thirty-three planting 
teams set out. ninety-nine trees a 
minute, 10,000 in two hours. 

When these children are grown to 
be taxpayers the perpetual income 
from the forests they have planted 
will go toward abolishing the tax for 
school upkeep. A 100-acre forest at 
maturity, at present stumpage rates,

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MERCHANTS’ GUILD 





Chamber of Commerce, 160 Years Old This 
Spring, Clings to Old Customs While Extend- 
ing Its Activities Into All New Fields — 


HE New York Chamber of 
Commerce, which last Thurs- 
\. day elected Leonor F. Loree 
' President for the coming year, 
is 160 years old this Spring. It is 
reputed to be ‘the oldest commercial 
organization entirely independent of 
Government support, patronage or 
allegiance in the world. Founded in 
the Spring of 1768 by a group of 
merchants interested in the trade 
and commerce of New York, char- 
tered by George III as the ‘‘Chamber 
of Commerce in the City of New 
York in. America,’’ and after the 
. Revolution incorporated under the 
laws of the State, the Chamber has 
functioned continuously ever since. 
The fairs and merchant guilds of 
medieval Europe were the prototypes 
of the modern chamber. The guilds 
that followed the fairs of the twelfth 
century were. the first private insti- 
tutions formed to protect their mem- 
bers against the disturbances of 
feudal days. And when the guilds 
in their turn went the way of all 
flesh, some time in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, chambers of commerce were 
evolved. The name was first applied, 
it is said, to a merchant association 
at Marseilles early in the fifteenth 
century. But the Marseilles chamber 
was not. definitely organized until 
1650, and even then, like other sim- 
ilar associations of merchants to be 
found in various parts of Europe, it 
had close affiliations with the Gov- 
ernment, which the New York cham- 
ber never had. 


A Quarrel With the King. 

On the contrary, the early New 
Yorkers who formed the association 
began at once to oppose the Govern- 
ment. That was in 1768, and the 
Government happened to be personi- 
fied in the person of an English 
King, George III. There was consid- 
erable difference of opinion on vari- 
ous matters between the residents of 
“the City of New York in Amer- 
ica” and that monarch, anyway. So 
it was natural, perhaps, that a grow- 
ing sentiment, soon to be dramatized 
by more stirring events, should be re- 
flected in the chamber by the read- 
ing of a letter. That letter came from 
the General Assembly of the Colony, it 
is recorded, and it thanked the mer- 
chants of New York for refusing to 
import certain goods from England 
until] Parliament agreed to change 
the rules of importation. Whether 
tea was specified among the ‘‘certain 
goods’’ is not disclosed, 

At that same first meeting it was 
written in the records that the pur- 
pose of the organization was ‘‘pro- 
moting and encouraging commerce, 
supporting industry, adjusting dis- 
putes relative to trade and‘ naviga- 
tion, and procuririg such laws and 
regulations as may be found neces- 
sary for the benefit of trade in 
general.”’ 

To this original statement the 
Chamber has devoted itself along the 
broadest and most comprehensive 
lines. In 1851 a committee report 
sounded a policy to which the Cham- 
ber, it is said, has strictly adhered. 
The report pithily remarked: 

“If we speak upon every topic we 
shal] soon cease to be heeded upon 
any. The Chamber casinot step out 
of its true path without lessening its 
dignity, impairing its usefulness and 
Qetracting from the weight of its 
judgment.” 

To maintain this policy the Cham- 
ber has been organized on what is 
known as the town meeting plan, 
modeled after the New England town 
meetings. This means, it is explained, 
that resolutions passed or public ac- 
tions recommended by the Chamber 
haye been passed upon at a meeting 
at which all its members have had 
an opportunity for discussion and 
voting. The town meeting plan, it 
is pointed out, results in conservative 
action and effective utterance, but 
is handicapped in that no action can 
be taken quickly and that relatively 
few matters may be considered. 

In this plan of organization, as in 
the limitations of its membership to 
2,000, the Chamber is unique. Firr:s 
and corporations as such are not 
eligible to membership, as they are in 
many other Chambers of Commerce. 
Moreover, professional men, such as 
physicians and lawyers, are excluded. 
The chief consideration for this ex- 
clusion, it is officially stated, was 
the fact that in Colonial days, when 
the Chamber was founded, lawyers 
largely constituted the professional] 
class, ‘‘and they were closely linked 
with politics, The Chamber desired 
never to become involved with poli- 
tics and therefore excluded lawyers,”’ 

Another explanation kas been ad- 
vanced that the exclusion was decided 
upon atter the lawyers had beaten 
the merchants in the election held 
just before the Chamber was created. 
But the most popular one, according 
to one authority, is that if lawyers 
were admitted the Chamber would 
possibly talk itself out of existence.

The work of the Chamber as con- 
dutted today by its committees, 
formed of businees men whose voca- 
tions especially qualify them to deal 
with the subjects under considera- 
tion, covers a large field: Phat is 
indicated ‘by the names of the vari- 
ous standing committees: Finance 
and.

the world. Charles L. Bernheimer 
has been Chairman of it for many 
years. The arbitration system today 
is not limited to members of the 
Chamber nor confined to firms resi- 
dent in the City of New York, As a 
matter of fact, as Miss Loeber, the li- 
brarian of the Chamber, points out, 
@ numberof cases have been” held 
in which one of the parties has been 
a resident of a foreign country, and 
in several casts a foreign Govern- 
ment has officially been ‘represented 
ag one of the parties to @ dispute. 
The Chamber has received many 


expressions of thanks and apprecia- 
tion from the losers as well as from 
the winners in arbitration cases.

@ Yéw of the leawag European com- 
mercial organizations, The purpose 
of the examination is to test the de-

The collection of portraits belong- 
ing to the Chamber, according to 
Miss Loeber, covers the entire period 
of its history.. In recognition of the 
interest that he had always shown in 
its affairs, the Chamber had painted 
in 1772.a portrait of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Cadwallader Colden, then Act- 
ing Governor of the Colony of New 
York, and through whose office the 
original charter from George ITT was 
received. This was the first in a 
collection that contains the portraits 
not only of the officers of the Cham- 
ber and officials of the Government 
but of men who have helped to make 
the commercial and industrial his- 
tory of the city in the course of the 
last 160 years, 
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MONTANA SEEKS A PARASITE 
TO KILL OFF THE WOOD TICK 





Professor Cooley, 


ONTANA is sending its State 

Entomologist, Professor R. A. 

Cooley, to South Africa to find 
a minute parasite that will prey upon 
the wood tick. In the Northwest the 
wood tick spreads three serious hu- 
man diseases: Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, tick paralysis and 
tularaemia. Tick paralysis seizes 
children who have been bitten by a 
wood tick. Tularaemia, a general 
infection, may be contracted from a 
bite or from dressing furs or from 
preparing rabbits for the pot. 

Professor Cooley has explained that 
only three parasites are known that 
are dangerous to ticks. One now be- 
ing experimented with, the ‘‘French 
tick parasite,’’ was discovered by 
Dr. Brumpt of Paris. As there 
are several varieties of tick in the 
Transvaal and Rhodesia, the trail for 
those. seeking its enemy leads to the 
wild animals of South Africa. Mrs. 
Cooley is accompanying her husband 
as assistant. 

‘We shal] have,’’ Professor Cooley 
said, .‘“‘the cooperation of Captain 
Barnet Harris, who has devised a 
numbing bullet, It may seem a little 
temerarious to. propose to hunt for 
parasites on a wild animal that is 
merely temporarily stunned, but we 
shall try out Captain Harris’s system.

Laboratory facilities have been placed 
at our service, and the local Govern- 
ments have granted us liberal hunt- 
ing privileges.

BRITISH JUSTICES SIT 
IN PALESTINE COURTS 


ONSIDERABLE changes have

highest court is the Court of Appeals, 
which is presided over by the Chief 
Justice of Palestine and includes a 
British Vice President. and four Pal- 
estine members. 

For judicial purposes the country 
has been divided into four districts, 
with courts at Jerusalem, Jaffa, 
Haifa and Nablus. Each district 
court consists of one British and two 
Palestinian Judges.

OM MANOEL of Portugal (who 

is still described as King 

Manoel because he has re- 
fused to abdicate) is goon to pub- 
lish a comprehensive catalogue of 
his unrivaled collection of early 
Portuguese books. A certain amount 
of historic interest is likely to greet 
the catalogue in addition to the in- 
terest among bibliophiles. Certain 
historical problems of Portuguese 
origin and of much .more than 
Portuguese interest will be opened 
up by the catalogue, such, for in- 
stance, as the Portuguese claim that 
Columbus was really a Portuguese. 
It is known, at least, that he mar- 
ried a2 Portuguese woman, 


In the library of his small ivy-clad 
home at Twickenham in the suburbs 
of London Dom Manoel is said to 
have spent most of his time for sev- 
eral years past in compiling the 
catalogue of his collection. He has 
formed his library during the years 
of his exile; he had not a volume of 
it when he fled from Lisbon in 1910. 
It is improbable that he had any 
of it when he went to Germany in 
1918 to marry the daughter of 
Prince Wilhelm of Hohenzollern, By 
far the larger part of it, if not all 
of it, has been acquired since he 
brought his bride to England to 
share his exile, 

Their home has been and still is 
Fulwell: Park in the outskirts of 
Twickenham, a small but comfort- 
able place, with fine old trees in its 
grounds and a brook which has been

dignified by the name of the River 
Crane, purling through its shades 
toward the near-by Thames. To the 
right.of the portico.as one enters the 
house is a palm court with a minia- 
ture fountain at its extreme end. On 
the left is the billiard room with so 
highly polished a floor that it can be 
converted at will into the ballroom. 
The drawing room, dining room and 
the bedrooms are all old-fashioned 
high-ceilinged rooms. 
Books of Early Printers. 

Dom Manoel’s collection does not 
consist of mere bijouterie in sumptu- 
ous bindings studded with jewels 
and clasped with gold and silver. 
Many of his books, indeed, are not 
even things of typographical beauty, 
but all of them are episodes in the 
history of the first century or two 
of printing in Portugal. It now has 


‘no rival anywhere in private hands, 


not even in Portugal, and the task of 
cataloguing it worthily is one which 
can be attempted only after years 
of historical, artistic and typographi- 
cal research, 

The orthodox bibliographer usually 
amasses: his data thoroughly, begin- 
ning with the title page and ending 
with the colophon, but it is said to 
be Dom Manoel’s ambition to go 
further and to give his reader an 
exhaustive but readable narrative of 
every aspect of his every book. He 
has them arranged on the shelves 
of his library in chronological order, 
ranging in date from 1489 to 1600, all 
of them of various degrees of rarity, 
many of them unique and about to

be described in the catalogue for the 
first time. 

There is space here to mention 
only a few of them. Perhaps the 
most valuable item in the entire col- 
lection is the Ludolphus, “Vita 
Christi,’”” in four volumes folio, 
printed in Portugal, one of the finest 
incunabula produced in the whole of 
the Iberian Peninsula and worthy 
of the protection of the Portuguese 
kings that was so freely given to 
its printers. This is the only copy 
outside Portugal. Only about thir- 
teen other sets are known, but ap- 
parently only one other, that in the 
National Library in Lisbon, is com- 
plete. Its excessive rarity is at- 
tributed to Queen Isabella of Spain 
and her influence over the Inquisi- 
tion.

There is also a first edition in 
Portuguese of Marco Polo, printed 
at Lisbon by ‘‘Valentym Fernandez 
Allemaao,”’ 1502, a small folio with 
very fine decorative initials, of which 
only about five copies are’ known. 
Of this, one of the most popular trav- 
eb books of the Middle Ages; a re- 
print was made six years ago. Ro- 
mance of another sort is provided by

1522, no copy ig.now known to exist.

LIFE OF PAPER MONEY 
LENGTHENED ONE-HALF 


HE life of paper curency has 

been lengthened nearly 50 per 

cent, as the result of experi- 
ments carried cut by the Bureau of 
Standards. It is now possible to 
fold a bank note 5,000 times in two 
directions without separating its 
fibers, The folding strength of the 
paper enableswour money to with- 
stand the usual wear and tear of 
daily use. It has been found »y Gov- 
ernment tests that the paper when 
strengthened by glue sizing suffers 
in the process of printing. When the, 
basic strength lies in the paper fiber 
the printing has no effect. 


The paper used for making money 
is free from grain and has been suce 
cessfully imitated by several com- 
j mercial firms. Experiments are be- 

ing conducted at. present to deter- 
mine whether the. expensive linen 
fiber papefs can be replaced by 
cheaper cotton fibers without seri- 
ously impairing the quality. The 
paper money of the near future may 
last twice as long as the notes now 
supplied.

IS TONIC FOR BROADCASTING 





Welcome Ceremonies to Transatlantic Fliers Found Engineers of Two 
Radio Systems Rushing to Keep Their Microphones One Step 


life of trade and it may prove 

to be the life of radio. Hereto- 
fore there has been little rivalry 
among broadcast chains, but today 
there are signs of activity which 
are likely to put new life into broad- 
cast programs. 


Evidence of the keen but friendly 
competition that has arisen between 
the National Broadcasting Co1apany 
and the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem was never so apparent as during 
the broadcasts pertaining to the ar- 
rival of the Bremen and its gallant 
crew. The engineers who place the 
microphones rushed to secure ad- 
vantage points ahead of their rivals 
and to install the equipment quickly 
go that one network could go on the 
air sooner than the other. 

V/hen the fliers arrived at the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel the microphones of the 
two broadcasting systems were so 
close together that the WOR an- 
mouncer could be heard over either 
the Columbia System or over the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company’s net- 
work, while the WEAF-WJZ an- 
mouncer could be heard over those 
stations or over WOR. During the 
big parade of welcome on Monday 
WOR was right on the job at every 
point covered by the NEC; in fact, 
the Columbia System dedicated its 
entire day to broadcasts pertaining 
to the transatlantic aviators. And at 
the city’s banquet on Tuesday night 
the Columbie microphone was on the 
gpeakers’ table along with the 
WEAF-WJZ microphones, which 
have had exclusive places at such 
celebrations in the past. Such com- 
petition is new in radio, and it is 
looked upon with favor in radio cir- 
cles because improved programs are 
bound to be the result when two 
broadcasting systems are each do- 
ing their best to outdo the other and 
thereby win the largest audience. 


WOR Charters Airplane. 


Station WOR sent an announcer 
aloft in an airplane during the city’s 
welcome to the fliers and from the 
observation post in the sky above 
Manhattan he described the pageant 
and parade far below him as it 
moved up Broadway. The plane was 
equipped with a short-wave outfit 
that linked the microphone with 
WOR and the associated Columbia 
stations. It was called a good stunt 
in radio circles, but the word-pic- 
ture could not compare with the de- 
scriptions given from microphones 
at close range to the scene. Fading 
of the short waves, engine interfer- 
ence and talks between the airplane 
announcer and the engineers at the 
headquarters on the ground broke 
into the program and made it less 
pleasant to listen to. Nevertheless, 
these novelties indicate future trends 
in broadcasting. The man in the 
plane can give only a birdseye view, 
while the radio reporter close to the 
scene of action can let the micro- 
phone pick up the.sounds and words 
that speak for themselves and tell 
what is actually taking place. 

While the Columbia chain was let- 
ting the public hear what was actual- 
ly going on in Washington during 
the funeral of Floyd Bennett, the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company was 
sending out a memorial program 
from its New York studios. Both 
stations asked for permission to 
broadcast the event, but apparently 
the NBC was caught nodding, 
for though they applied to certain 
Government officials they declare 
they never heard further from the 
request. On the other hand, repre- 
sentatives of the Columbia chain, ac- 
cording to Milton R. Baker of Sta- 
tion WMAL at Washington, D. C., 
not only got the permission of Mrs. 
Bennett but of Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur and Superintendent of Ar- 
lington Cemetery Robert Dys as well. 

The event, the first big thing the 
Columbia people have undertaken 
from the capital, was “‘picked up’’ 
for that chain by Station WMAL, 
which, although not regularly affil- 
jiated with the Columbia system, 
broadcast it locally to the exclusion 
of WRC, the, N. B, C.. station at 
Washington.

President Coolidge and before the 
address of Sir Esme Howard, the 
British Ambassador, who had the 
unusual task that night of present- 
ing a Eritish flag on behalf of the 
London D. A. R. Chapter. 

Stations WRC and V’MAL made 
arrangements to broadcast the exer- 
cises, one of the few occasions in 
this town when both stations took 
the same program. However, some 
one noticing that a Metropolitan star 
was to appear called the attention 
of those in charge of the exercises 
to the fact that permission must be 
secured to broadcast the diva, inas- 
much as the Metropolitan people are 
under strict injunction not to sing 
over the radio. 

Likewise it was noticed that Mme. 
Wells proposed to sing an aria from 
“*Tosca,’’ which was also an impor- 
tant point, inasmuch as all of Puc- 
cini’s operas are barred from radio 
production by the American Society 
of Composers unless special permis- 
sion is secured from the Puccini 
composers in Italy. 

It is said the only person who has 
ever broadcast a Puccini selection 
in this country is Mme. Frances 
Alda, who very likely secured the 
necessary permission through the 
fact that she is the wife of Gatti- 
Casazza, the director of the Metro- 
politan. 

However, they never got to the de- 
tail of whether or not Mme. Wells 
could sing that particular song, for 
the Metropolitan authorities were 
said to have put their-foot.down on 
her broadcasting at all. So as an- 
other way around it, Mr. Edmunds 
suggested in order that there be no 
break between the broadcasting of 
the President and Sir Esme Howard 
that Mme. Wells sing her group just 
following the latter instead of before 
and at which tim. the microphone 
would be turned off at the D. A. R. 
and a New York program cut in. 
This was agreed to, but some one 
evidently forgot to tell Mrs. Brous- 
seau, the President General, about 
the rearrangement for, to the con- 
sternation of ‘the radio people, she 
went ahead with the program as 
originally planned. 


A Quartet Pinch Hits. 


Before John B. Daniels, the WRC 
announcer, at the microphone hardly 
had a chance to realize what was 
going on, Mme. Wells had begun 
singing. John quickly ‘cut off the 
microphone and the period was filled 
in by a quartet’ which was ‘standing 
by for emergency purposes in the 
New York studios of the N. B. C. 

However, the funny part of it all— 
and this is where WMAL comes into 
the story—was that Director William 
Pierson of that station, like Mrs. 
Brousseau, had evidently not been 
taken into account, with the result 
that he broadcast the whole per- 
formance the President, Mme. 
Wells, the forbidden ‘‘Tosca’’ song, 
Sir Esme and all. 

In fact, Mr. Pierson was said to 





have been the most surprised man 
in Washington when told what he 
had done. It was one of the funniest 
radio mix-ups that could be imagined 


and yet no one apparently was to 
blame.

ERA OF PERFORMANCE SUPPLANTS 
EARLY “PROMISE” DAYS OF RADIO 





HE day is, past when the under- 
taker who lived in a healthy 
town or the horseshoer who car- 

ried on his business in a motor- 
minded community took to radio to 
augment his anemic income, accord- 
ing to J. L. Ray, general sales man- 
ager of the Radio.Corporation of 
America. Five years ago there was 
a wild scramble for franchises. Any 
man who owned space behind a show 
window was a prospective radio 
dealer. In those halcyon days the 
village ‘‘Hay, Feed and Grain’’ mer- 
chant who conducted a general store 
and sold coal, wood and farming 
implements along with life insurance 
and subscriptions to the popular 
magazinés moved over his notary’s 
sign to make room for a multi-tube 
‘‘whinodyne’’. set, 

Those were the gold rush days of 
radio back in 1923, when every store 
had an agency for some set or other 
and few storekeepers gave a thought 
as to who was going to buy the re- 
ceivers that they had in stock. Ap- 
'parently they were of the opinion 
that radio sets were like .canned 
goods, ~A :-housewife* would: come in 
and -buy a oné-tube set on Tuesday 
and return on Friday for a three- 
tube set. The manufacturers bol- 
stered this fond delusion: of the -re- 
tailers with startling statements of 
sweeping improvements. Most of 
these improvements appeared on pa- 
per only; but what the prospectus 
said the storekeeper, believed, and 
he passed it on’ with native embel- 
lishments. , 2 

This great enthusiasm had one re- 
sult. Manufacturers sprang up like 
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usual procedure. The. market was 
flooded. Sales dwindled. Money be- 
came tight and liquidation brought 
radical revision of prices. In all cases 
the revision was downward. While 
the public was pleased the manufac- 
turer went into bankruptcy; but new 
optimists came into the field. 

Some of the manufacturers saw the 
handwriting on the wall and inter- 
preted it to mean that the salvation 
of radio was through sound practices 
in manufacture and merchandising. 
These men survived the flood of 
liquidation sales, and their influence 
was a direct factor in stabilizing the 
industry. By the end of 1925 the 
value of sane business methods had 
forced itself home on even the most 
optimistic manufacturer. In_ the 
meantime the general storekeeper 
went back to his oats and the black- 
smith took the radio sets out of his 
window and pumped his bellows. The 
undertaker went into life insurance 
and the few radio stores that sur- 
vived began to prosper. 

It was a case of survival of the fit- 
test. The merchant who took radio 
seriousry and studied the problem 
that. it presented in service, upkeep 
and satisfaction to the buyer found 
new buyers. The better the service 
he gave the greater was the buyer’s 
satisfaction with his set, and this re- 
acted directly and favorably on the 
retailer’s sales chart. 

The “promise” days of radio are 
over, and.the... era..of: performance” 
has set in. Sound advertising based 
on facts and not fancy’ and the sane 


business policies of the leaders in the 
field have made fheir influénce felt,

o’clock. His subject will be ‘‘The 
Story and Glory of the Last Cru- 
sade,’’ which is the story of the cap- 
ture of Jerusalem and the complete 
overthrow of the Turkish Empire. 
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of ‘Madison Square. It is bits of 
paper floating down. Fifth Avenue 
as far north as-the Park is a silver 
streak lined with swaying banks. 
Here and. there we can see patches 
of color. Now the paper storm at 
the Eternal Light becomes more 
dense. We can barely make out 
dark patches of shadow, moving in 
rhythmic order through it. It must 
be the parade. 

Yes, it is the parade. I am look- 
ing through glasses now and the 
scene shoots up. It is so near that 
I can almost read some of the bits 
of paper. There goes'a page from 
a telephone directory. It is the Smith 
family greeting the airmen. There 
is half a morning newspaper. Right 
behind it drops a bag of confetti. 
That was too bad. I was just about 
to read you the morning news. The 
Baron is getting out of the automo- 
bile. No; it.is Captain Koehl. 
After him comes Major Fitzmaurice. 
Now the Baron gets out. They look 
serious. : They all stop at the base of 
the Light and lay down a wreath. 


“The Baron turns to the Captain. 
He stretches out his hand. The Cap- 
tain clasps it. They stand that way 
for a long, long time. It seems like 
minutes. Of course, up here we 
can’t hear the crowd. e roar of 
the engine drowns that; but for a 
second or more I am sure there was 
absolute silence. The pulsing crowds 
stood perfectly still. Then when the 
fliers turned around—oh, how the 
paper streamed down and arms wav- 
ed! Now they are back in the car. 
This is 2XAQ talking to you. We 
are sending an air picture of the 
fliers’ triumph as we sail 2,000 feet 
above their heads. The story is be- 
ing rebroadcast over WOR. We are 
in a Curtiss plane, and it is lovely up 
here.”’ 

While the Bremen’s heroic crew 
was isolated on Greenely Island and 
while New York was preparing a 
noteworthy reception to the fliers in 
commemoration of their deed, WOR 
was. arranging plans for a novel 
broadcasting, something just a bit 
different. Lieutenant M. M. Merrill, 
manager of the Curtiss Flying Ser- 
vice, was consulted. ‘‘Would it be 
possible. to. follow the parade. by 
plane?’’ he was asked. 


Outfit Weighed 40 Pounds, 


After considering the matter and 
the difficulties that it presented, he 
said that in his opinion it could be 
done. The plane would have to fly 
at a height of 2,000 feet or more, but 
an announcer with powerful glasses 
would be able to see almost as well 
as he would on the ground. WOR 
went ahead with its plans. Through 
the cooperation of Lieutenant Mer- 
rill a Curtiss cabin plane was: se- 
cured. A five-watt portable trans- 
mitter and receiver, weighing about

bush of the western part of 

Northern Ontario is covered 
with small clearings. Mining camps 
and forestry department headquar- 
ters have built their cabins along the 
lakes and rivers of this vast North- 
land. Here and there at the forestry 
stations radio aerials are suspended 
between tall masts. In the shacks 
are the latest help for forest fire 
prevention, the short-wave radio 
transmitter and receiver. 


Radio and the airplane play im- 
portant réles in the protection of 
Ontario’s forest wealth. The air- 
plane spots the smoke that tells of 
the fire. The signals from the short- 
wave radio set flash the news from 
post to post, summoning by airplane, 
railway and canoe, the firefighters 
and their machinery. 

On such a system was Ontario’s 
network of forest radio stations 
founded last year. This Summer the 


M rust beyond the railway the 


chain will be expanded ‘to form a/|- 


vital part in the program ofthe for- 
estry branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests. 

The department considers the work 
that the network.has done important. 
enough to increase it from four sta- 
tions in use last year. to thirteen this 
Summer. Seven of the stations will 
be in what is called the Red Lake 
Mining District. . Sioux: Lookout, on. 
the main line.of: the (Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, is the headquarters 
of the radio system. From there the 
six other stations radiate in north- 
easterly and northwesterly direc- 
tions. At Gold Pines, seventy miles 
northwest of Sioux Lookout, is Sta- |to 
tion 9BH. Another forty miles fur- 
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further north at Woman Lake is 
9BG. Ten miles from there is Nar- 
row Lake, where a station .-will be 
established this Summer. 


In the Thunder Bay. territory a sta- 
tion will be erected at Savant Lake. 
Another will go up at Fort Hope. 
Two stations are planned for Lake 
Timagami and Maple Mountain, .near 
the newly settled Clay Belt district, 
north of North Bay. 

The stations are chiefly intended 
for the use: of the Forestry Service. 
Last year, however,~they carried a 
considerable amount of traffic for 
the prospectors in the territory. . 

The transmitters, ‘which served last 
Summer -and all Winter are 50-watt 
outfits at all four places except Sioux 
Lookout, where a 250-watt set is: in- 
stalled; Three 75-watt sets will. re- 
place the sets at Red Lake, Savant 
Lake and Fort Hope. All transmit- 
ters function on a wave length of 100 
meters. * 

Further improvements‘ for < this 
Summer include the installation’ at 
Gold. Pines and Sioux Lookout of 
two portable transmitters and receiv- 
ers at each post. Power will be de 
rived from sniall generators:. This

cabin by strong elastic’ bands to take 
up the vibration. 

The set had a sending radius of 
from twenty to twenty-five miles. It 
worked on a wave length of 65.48 
meters and used two tubés of the 
210 type—one a modulator and the 
other an oscillator. Louis C. Witten, 
the announcer, spoke through a mi- 
crophone of the Army Signal Corps 
type developed for airplane com- 
munication. Clamped:’to his head 
were earphones, which kept him in 
constant touch with WOR’s trans- 
mitter through the medium of a 
superheterodyne receiver, slung in 
the cabin in the same manner as the 
transmitter. 


As he sped along over-the route of 
march WOR. kept in constant con- 
tact with him. The plane left Mitchel 
Field at 11 o’clock and circled over 
the city. :'WOR was then'‘tied up with 
the Columbia network. Through an- 
nouncers stationed at strategic points 
along the route of march, the New- 
ark station, as key for the network, 
was furnishing a description of the 
parade to seventeen stations.. This 
arrangement was to hold until the 
fliers reached the Eternal Light, 
when the network was to sign off. 


In the meantime Mr. Witten had 
instructions to describe the proces- 
sion as it looked from the air. The 
understanding was that he would be 
put on the air during lapses in the 
program as the procession moved 
from place to place. At 1:18 the stu- 
dio picked up his short wave signals 
and rebroadcast them over WOR’s 
wave. At the start some difficulty 
was encountered. A» near-by short 
wave station interfered. ‘‘Would the 
station change its wave?’’ It would 
and did. Then WHN’s harmonic be- 
came a source of trouble. The trans- 
mitter’s omprator was notified. 

‘Thanks for telling us, old. man. 
Certainly we’ll help you. We'll sign 
off until the parade is over,’ and 
WHN’s announcer. told its audience 
that it would be silent until the 
parade program ended. 


Plane Runs Out of Gas. 


The log of the studio reads, ‘‘Wit- 
ten picked up at 1:18 o’clock P. M. 
and held until 2:13 o’clock P. M.,”’ 
when the plane was running out of 
gas and had to return to Mitchel 
Field. During that fifty-five minutes 
Mr. Witten swooped up and down 
the city, obeying the orders of the 
station director. With him in the 
plane, besides Lieutenant Merrill, the 
pilot, was Edward J. Content, of 
WOR’s engineering staff, who in- 
stalled the apparatus and kept it in 
constant working order during the 
flight, and Tommy Hogan, a camera- 
man. As Mr. Witten described the 
scene, Mr. Hogan filmed it. 

During this fifty-five minutes per- 
fect two-way communication with 
the flying studio was obtained. While 
the plane was circling over Madison 
Square, it was ordered northward to 
fly over upper Fifth Avenue, de- 
scribe the crowds there, circle over 
the home studio of the station and 
then head back to the Square. A few 
minutes later the drum of the plane’s 
motor notified those in the studio 
that the orders were being carried 
out, Shortly after it returned to 
Madison Square the procession came 
into view and Mr. Witten’ com- 
menced his aerial description of what 
occurred. when . the, two German 
fliers, both of whom had served with 
the German Army during the war, 
and their Irish companion who had 
fought against them, stopped and 
with bare heads placed a wreath at 
the base of the ever-gleaming star, 
erected in memory of New York’s 
heroes who died ‘‘somewhere in 
France.” i aries:

OVER NEW WAVES 





Wafount Reports Progress in Plans to Improve 
Radic in Western States—He Says Rural Lis- 
veners Must Be Considered in New Set-Up . 


7 broadcasters in the con- 
gested centres of the East and 
Middle West appear to be 

pretty much on the anxious seat in 
anticipation of a shuffling up of the 
‘wave lengths and maybe the lopping 
off of some stations in conformity 
with the new Radio law, on or 
before Sept. 1, their brothers in 
the’ Far West are not worrying, 
according to Harold A. Lafount 
of Salt Lake City, Federal Radio 
Commissioner of. the Fifth Zone, who 
has just returned to Washington 
from the second trip he has made 
out there within the past few months. 

During his latest trip, Commission- 
er Lafount, who evidently is not 
bothered by the fact that he has to 
travel a few thousand miles every 
now and then to keep in touch with 
his people, had conferences with both 
listeners and broadcasters in Utah, 
Idaho and Colorado. He reports sat- 
isfactory progress in the rebuilding 
of the two Salt Lake City stations, 
which are moving their transmitters 
out. of the city some six to ten miles 
because of their authorized increase 
in power. 

On a previous visit to the Fifth 
Zone Mr. Lafount met all the broad- 
casters and many listeners on the 
Pacific Coast, but had had little or 
no opportunity to meet the broad- 
casters and listeners of Colorado, and 
in order to secure all the available 
information possible he devoted con- 
siderable time.to a study of the 
broadcasting and reception in the 
Mountain States, particularly in 
Denver. 

“‘The broadcasters in that district,’’ 
Commissioner Lafount said, ‘‘are 
doing a good job, generally speaking. 
Their equipment is good, their pro- 
grams are appreciated by the public 
and their service to the rural dis- 
tricts in giving crop reports, weather 
reports and similar information is 
very beneficial.’’ 


Praise for Colorado. 


Colorado has fifteen broadcasting 
stations; some are small, but all are 
giving real public service, Mr. La- 
fount believes. He devoted consider- 
able time to the listeners and reports 
conditions there to be not unlike the 
major part of the country. The high- 


priced selective receiving sets bring 
in programs from several stations, 
but the average listeners with the 
average or cheaper receiving set are 
unable to hear anything but a few 
local high-power stations. The farmer 
in the agricultural districts, he says, 
is really the one who has difficulty 
in getting satisfactory reception. 

“EZ am: convinced,” the Western 
Commissioner said, ‘‘that a re-alloca- 
tion of broadcasting stations is nec- 
essary, and in the new set-up the 
rural listener must be considered. 
We hear ‘a lot about freakish char- 
acteristics of radio, but we know 
enough about it to realize that one 
station on a channel produces the 
desired results. We know that the 
interference and heterodyne in- 
creases as the channels are loaded 
with stations, and, while it is true 
that a certain few in close proximity 
to the station hear the program, yet 
it should be remembered that a vast 
area lying between the two or more 
stations operating on the same chan- 
nel get nothing but a whistle.’ 


Improved Reception Expected. 

Commissioner Lafount says that 
the broadcasters of his zone were 
anxious to know what effect the 
amendment to the Radio law would 
have on them. He explained that it 
was impossible to say at this time 
just what may be expected, since the 
commission has not as yet made any 
definite plans for the application of 
the new law. 


“I believe,’”? said Mr. Lafount, 
“that in the near future the commis- 
sion will adopt a plan of re-allocating 
stations that will greatly improve 
radio reception. We are thinking of 
the listeners, and I am personally 
thinking of the rural listener.’’ 


When asked if this would be ac- 
complished by reducing the number 
of stations as suggested by the radio 
engineers, Mr. Lafount said he per- 
sonally believed that the engineers’ 
plan is a very good one, and he feels 
that the object it sought to obtain 
could be arrived at by a division of 
time and other means, which would 
relieve the necessity of denying or 
canceling many licenses, but, he 
said, ‘‘whatever is necessary to im- 





prove reception will be done.”

Extra “B” Battery Required With Power Tube If 
Eliminator Output Is Limited to 90 Volts—112-A 
Tube Consumes Less Current Than 112

UESTION-I _ have a _ Crosley 

Bandbox using 201-A tubes and 

a 112 power tube. Are there 
any other tubes you suggest to use 
in the detector or other sockets? I 
am using 135 volts ‘“‘B’’ and 9% volts 
“C” battery.—C. H. G. ANSWER— 
The 112-A tube is of later design 
than the 112 and consumes less ‘‘A’’ 
battery current. 


QUESTION-—I ‘have a Radiola 17 
from which I do not. receive any 
volume without snapping the switch 
several times. Fine reception for 
seyeral hours is then followed by a 
complete decline in volume, which 
can again be revived by snapping 
the switch._F. M. H. ANSWER— 
Look for a loose contact at the 
switch. It may also be that one of 
the tubes is defective and: that 
switching on and off the current re- 
stores its ability to perform in the 
circuit. 


QUESTION-—I have a Radiola 26 
‘and have added a power tube with 
adapter. I have a ‘‘B’’ eliminator 
of 90 volts capacity. Can I gat the 
additional 45 volts by running the 
*““B” minus “B’”’ plus. wires from the 
adapter to the “‘B’’ minus and de- 
tector terminals of ihe eliminator? 
At the rresent time I am using a 
separate battery for the additional 
voltage for the power tube.—A. D. 
ANSWER—The power tube requires 
135 volts. A 90-volt ‘‘B’’ eliminator 
will not furnish that voltage no mat- 
ter how it is -wired. . The best plan 
is to use the extra 45-volt batterv 
on the power tube as you are __ing. 


QUESTION-—I have a Ware neu- 
‘trodyne with “A,” “B” and ‘“C” 
batteries. My best station was 
WEAF. I thought it would be 
clever to use an ‘‘A-B’”’ eliminatcr 
and now I never get WEAF. I use 
an indoor antenna around the sold- 
ing of the room. What can I do?— 
D. P. ANSWER—Check over the 
connections of the éliminator to as- 
‘certain if they are made correctly. 
Use an outdoor antenna. 

QUESTION—I have a No. 17 Ra- 
diola, but I find no dealer who can 
give me more than half a dozen or 
so dial numbers corresponding to 
the station letters. Is there any 
way I can get the names and ad- 
dresses of other users of this type 
of set who might be able to tell. ie 
at what numbers they find certain 
stations on the dial?—G. R. AN- 
SWER—The only way to locate the 
stations on the dial is to tune around 
and find them. Some other: set 
owner might use a different length 
of antenna and ground and his read- 
ings would not necessarily talry with 
che dial settings of- other. receivers 
of the same type. 

QUESTION—I have installed a Ra- 
diola 17 here in Mexico, the opera- 
tion of which is not satisfactory, due 
to local conditions. The aerial is at 


right angles to a 60,000-volt, 60-cycle. 


power transmission line, the near 
end being eighty or 100 feet from the 
power line. The aerial is 100 feet 
: long, the drop being about twenty- 
_ five feet-long and leading into the 
house diagonaily from the aerial and 
, at right angles to it. The ground 

_ connection-runs about thirty feet to 


its connection with water piping. 
The house circuit voltage is correct 
for the instrument. There seems to 
be considerable interference from the 
near-by transmission line, as might 
be expected. The radio reception 
comes in strongly enough from the 
Western stations, but when ampli- 
fied enough to be satisfactory the 
interference neerly drowns it out. 
The interference is of the nature of 
a steady roar, although there is also 
Some crackling, not too objeéction- 
able, probably due to a static dis- 
charge over a near-by power incsu- 
lator. The atmospheric static is not 
bad:just now. The interference in- 
creases greatly at the lower wave 
lengths, especially from 0 to 25 or 
30 on the scale, and at these points 
becomes a roar regardless of wheth- 
er a station is tuned in or not. At 
the higher points on the scale the 
interference or roar is bad only at 
the points where stations are tuned 
in. Could the local interference be 
largely tuned out by use of a wave 
trap? If so, what kind should it be 
and how connected? (2) Would it 
help:to shorten the aerial? (3) How 
can I tell by test how much -f the 
interference is from the ‘power line 
and how much from overamplifica- 
tion of weak reception?—A. H. F. 
ANSWER—No; interference of this 
nature must be eliminated at the 
source, -The power company might 
cooperate with you to_stop the leak 
or whatever is causing the disturb- 
ance. (2) A vertical antenna might 
help; however, the only way to know 
is to actually try it. (3) Operate the 
set as you normally do and then dis- 
connect the antenna and ground. 
The noise heard then will be mostly 
caused by overamplification. 
QUESTION-—I have a five-tube bat- 
tery-operated set. The tone is not 
60d; béing.rather uneven -not at all 
smooth. I attribute this to my 
loud-speaker, which I do not con- 
sider a good one. Having recently 
read in your columns of'using a 
power tube in the last socket, I am 
writing to ask if I could do this in 
my set? (2) Can & power tube be 
used in the last socket of a battery- 
operated set, or does this apply only 
to an electric set? (8) If the power 
tube can be used in my set to advan- 
tage,‘in what way will the advantage 
‘lie? (4) And if I may use a power 
tube in my set, what is the number 
and make of the tube I should get?— 
J. DB. ANSWHR-Yes. (2) 
power tube can be used to advan- 
tage in either a battery-operated or 
electric “set. <{5) improvea tonai 
quality. (4) If the total ‘‘B’’ volt- 
age is 135 the 112-A type of power 
tube should be used with a *’C’’ bat- 
tery of 9% volts. If you care to use 
180 volts. ‘‘B’’ the 171-A tube is ce- 
signed for that voltage with a ‘‘C”’ 
battery of 40% volts. A duplex base 
or..power tube adapter can be used 
in the last audio socket, so that no 
Changes ate needed ir the wiring. 
The duplex base has extra con- 
tacts on its rim for the additional 
“B” and ‘‘C”’ battery connections. If

HE filter system of a radio re- 

ceiving circuit is compared in 

importance with that of a city’s 
water supply system by Stromberg- 
Carlson engineers. One filter puri- 
fies the water and the other purifies 
or smooths out the current. and 
makes it suitable for quiet and effi- 
cient receiver operation. 

It is pointed out that any one in- 
terested in purchasing an alternating 
current set should consider the filter 
unit of such a circuit. The current 
taken from the light socket of a 
home is called ‘‘raw A. C.,”’ inas- 
much as it possesses all the fluctua- 
tions and impurities, such as line 


city. This current has to be rectified 
or changed into direct current for 
use on the filaments of the regular 
direct-current tubes and fer the 
plates of any type of tube. Rectifier 
bulbs are usually used for this pur- 
pose. 

The filter system takes this pul- 
sating direct current, filters out the 
“ripples” or ‘‘surges,’’ as they are 
called, producing a continuously even 
and smooth current for use in the 
radio receiver. If all of the ripple is 
not taken out, the A.C. receiver has 
what is known as the A. C. hum, 
which is not only annoying but is 
detrimental to tone quality. 

Some contend that the filter unit 
can be housed in the cabinet with 
the set, while others are of the 
opinion that a separate filter unit is 
More to be desired, thus affording 
more space, which permits the use 
of larger choke coils, larger condens- 
er and larger transformers, to give 
a consequently greater output with 
less distortion than is possible in a 
receiver combining all this equipment 
into the receiver chassis to conserve 
space.

“EQUAL DIVISION” CLAUSE OF LAW 
MAY APPLY TO SHORT WAVES 





DIFFERENCE of' opinion has 

evidently arisen in Washington 

as to whether Section 5, the 
“equal division’? clause of the Fed- 
eral Radio act; requires that short 
waves shall be equallv divided among 
the five zones of the United States as 
well as the long waves. 


“Does ‘the equal distribution 
clause’ of the 1928 Radio act refer 
to the equal distribution of short 
waves as well as long waves?” 

Senator James Couzens, (Rep.) of 
Michigan,’ a member of the Senate 
committee which passed on the act, 
reiterated, “To this my answer is ab- 
solutely yes. The bill makes no dis- 
tinction between the wave lengths; it 
only refers to broadcasting and re- 
ceiving. Therefore, by no stretch of 
imagination can I see how it is lim- 
ited to one class of wave lengths.”’ | 

‘‘The equal distribution clause,’ ’’ 
said Representative Ervin L. Davis 
(Dem.) of Tennessee, who is credited 


-| with having written the original draft 


of that particular clause, ‘applies to 
all licenses for broadcasting, revaré- 
less Of Wave length, so that ff short 
wave lengths. are allocated for broad- 
casting pufposes or licenses granted 
to use short Wave lengths for broad- 
casting purposes, the provision re- 
ferred to would undoubtedly apply.” 

“The equal distribution clause, in: 
my opinion, refers ex ' _to 
broadcasting,’ declared Representa- 
tive Frederick R. Lehlbach (Rep.) of 
New Jersey, who is a member of ‘the 
House committee which helped frame 
the act. ‘‘Hence it has no applica- 
bility -to the-distribution of wave 
lengths not:..used for that purpose.’’ 
“The clause does not refer to 





short waves as well as long waves,” 


' 





Judge E. O. Sykes (Dem.) of Missis- 
sippi, Vice Chairman of the Radio 
Commission, said, ‘‘for the reason 
that you will note that this section 
only deals with radio broadcasting 
service, and is, therefore, limited to 
the broadcasting band.”’ 

As a result of pressure being 
brought to bear upon the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission by commercial tele- 
graph interests, newspaper publish- 
ers and others who seek licenses it 
appears that the commission may not 
be as deliberate in. passing upon this 
issue as had been anticipated, accord- 
ing to reports from Washington. 
One guess is that whatever re-allocat- 
ing is done in connection with’ these 
waves will be done within a couple of 
months or sooner. It is safe to say 
that no further concessions will be 
granted to any one concern along this 
line until the commission has decided 
upon the entire plan of allocation. 

The public hears much about the 
disposition of the long waves used 
in radio telephony and program 
broadcasting, but considerably less 
about the stort waves used hy the 
commercial companies in radio teleg- 
raphy. Yet in allocating these short 
wave lengths the commission may 
have as troublesome a problem fac- 
ing it as in the long waves inas- 
much as the shorter ones are some- 
times heard half way around the 
world and thus take on an interna- 
tional aspect. 

“Up to this time I have given most 
of my thought to program broad- 
casting,’’ a Congressman said who 
had an important part in framing the 


recent Radio act, ‘‘but now I-am be-|- 


ginning to think in terms of short 
waves,”’ 


\PHONOGRAPH: DEVICE-PLAYS 
RECORDS THROUGH RADIO SET 





ADIO .and. the phonograph 

joined hands several years ago 
; to aid each other in the repro- 
duction .of ethereal entertainment. 
and the recording of music. Phono- 
graph records were . mechanically 
recorded until an improved electric 
method evolved from radio. It was 
called ‘‘the microphone-audio ampli- 
fier method of recording.’’ 

Today radio engineers consider the 
audio amplifier of the broadcast re- 
ceiving set is far superior to that of 
three years ago. They point out that 
this is especially true where power 


-|tubes such as the 210 or 250 are used 


with their high, undistorted output, 
giving a depth and range of repro- 
duction impossible with tubes em- 
ploying less plate voltage. They say. 
that it can be taken for granted that 
the audio amplifier of the radio set 
is a common unchanging factor. 
That is, few owners of a high-grade 
set are going to alter it for purposes 
of reproducing records. The prob- 
lem boils down, then, to utilizing a 
means outside the radio set to bring 
out the full possibilities of the im- 
proved cut record when played 
through the audio amplifier. 

Disregarding for the moment the 
radio set, there are a number of ways 
open to those who would get the best 
from records played through the 
audio amplifier of the receiver. To 
the man who is not familiar with the 
how and why of making records, 
these details are not apparent, but 
they will certainly prove interesting 
in light of the vastly improved possi- 
bilities they offer in the way of get- 
ting true quality from records played 
through the audio amplifier of the 
receiver. 

The ends to which radio and phono- 
graph research men have gone to 
work out their joint problems are little 
short of amazing. Tests which to the 
layman may seem trivial have turned 
out to be of real importance in their 
final applications. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that more true progress 
has been made in quality reproduc- 
tion of records during the past four 
years than in all previous years put 
together. 


Many Tone Arms Developed. 


In the laboratory of one manufac- 

turer of a popular magnetic. type 
pick-up for radio use, the Pacent 
Electric Company, may be seen over 
seventy models of a single type pick- 
up, all of them built for the purpose 
of testing the effect of different 
weights applied to records in rela- 
tion to the result upon reproduction 
secured with a good radio amplifier. 
To go with these pick-ups in experi- 
mental work various types of coun- 
ter-balanced tone arms have been 
necessary. More than a dozen dif- 
ferent types have been tried exten- 
sively, with different weigh:% 
pick-ups, always with a critical ear 
to the quality secured with various 
combinations of pick-up and tone 
arm, 
At first thought it might seem 
that the ordinary tone arm, such as 
used on a majority of phonographs, 
would do satisfactorily for repro- 
ducing records through the radio set. 
It works well enough on the home 
phonograph; why not on the magnetic 
pick-up used with the radio set? The 
reason lies in the difference between 
the mechanical type reproducer and 
the more efficient magnetic pick-up. 
The mechanical reproducer never re- 
produces below certain audible fre- 
quencies, and its natural period was 
such that it did not interfere with 
the audio or musical range. But try 
to use this same tone arm with the 
more efficient magnetic pick-up, and 
failure is the result, with the pick-up 
unit even jumping off the record! 
The fault is said to be in the tone 
arm, not in the pick-up. 

In working toward the design of 
a satisfactory tone arm, engineers 
concluded that a constant weight at 
the needle point must be applied to 
the record for best results. The 
spring method of securing correct 
applied weight is successful within

limits, but it has obvious digad- 
vantages. It works on the principle 
of restraining weight to a definite 
figure, rather than applying a defi- 
nite mass and correct weight, un- 
fettered by tension with its possible 
variation, to the record groove. But 
most important is the fact that dif- 
ferences in height at which the pick- 
up was anvlied to the record would 
mean differences in applied weight at 
the needle point. 

The one way to make certain that 
pressure at the needle point of the 
pick-up will always be constant is by 
the principle of dead weight. A 


‘special device with a plunger one- 


half inch square is employed to cali- 
brate the correct dead weight, by ap- 
plying a numberof small dead 
weights and comparing results and 
rechecking. 

There is another factor involved in 
the combined design of an efficient 
pick-up and tone arm, and that is 
the matter of wear and tear on the 
record. Excessive weight means that 
the record will be damaged by the 
needle more than it would under 
normal conditions of usage, thereby 














shortening its useful life. On the 
other hand, insufficient weight 
means that the record will be “play-" 
ing too light”; thatds, all its range 
and tone will not be reproduced, par- 
ticularly onthe bass side, due to lack 
of applied weight in the grooves of 
the record. 

For, best results from records 
playéd through the audio amplifier, 


(an efficient pick-up with a properly 


balanced tone arm, computed by 
dead weight methods for a constant 
applied weight to the record, is es- 
sential. While there have been 
many reports in the past of splendid 
results from:magnetic pick-ups work- 
ing with any tone arm available, the 
reproduction will be vastly superior 
with the specially engineered tone 
arm of correct design. 

Improvements are constantly going 
on in the field of magnetic pick-ups, 
as well as in the field of accessories 
for use with them. One of the most 
interesting announcements is that 
made by, the Pacent Company re- 
cently that its new Phonovox model 
is equipped ‘to. take either fibre 
or steel needles. ‘The advantage of 
fibre needles with certain records is 
too well known to call for detailed 
comment. Suffice to say that needle 
scratch is practically done away 
with, that increased volume and tone 
range are secured due’ to the lessen- 
ing of the scratch, and that music 
is softer, better rounded and defined 
in many cases. 

Today the radio set owner can 
secure at less than $15 the equip- 





ment needed to secure quality of 
reproduction from records played 
‘through the radio set’s audio ampli- 
fier. “Where power amplifier equip- 
ment is available, the quality is said 
to compare favorably with that se- 
cured from high-priced combinatioa 
radio-phonograph machin i es.

PHILADELPHIA, May 5.— Yale 
University sent another fine varsity 
eight to the starting line of the 
Blackwell Cup race on the Schuylkill 
here tonight. From the start to the 
finish the Yale men led the way to 
Columbia’s Poughkeepsie champions 
to win by three-quarters of a length 
in the big event of the triangular 
regatta that saw twelve crews in ac- 
tion today. Penn, rowing its first 
Tace as the product of Rusty Callow, 
was three lengths behind Columbia. 

Pennsylvania had its only victory 
of the day in the 150-pound event, 
which started the regatta. A _ fine 
looking Yale freshman crew took the 
second race and the junior varsity 
saw the en surprise of the day 
when Columbia’s crew beat Yale by 
the margin of a fifth of a second in 
one of the greatest finishes ever seen 
on this or any other course. 

The victory in the varsity event 
Was Yale’s sixth in as many years 
and gave’ it possession of the new 
Blackwell Challenge Cup for the sec- 
ond straight year. 


Row Against the Wind. 


The times for the races; whicg 
were rowed against a pretty strong 
wind that made for rough water in 
the opening events, were: 

Varsity—Yale, 8:05; Columbia, 8:08; 
no Penn time. 

Juniors — Columbia, 8:15; Yale, 
8:15 1-5; no Penn time. : 

Freshmen — Yale, 8:16; Columbia, 
8:26; Penn, 8:30. 

Lightweights—Penn, 7:23; Colum- 
bia, 7:25; Yale, 7:39. 

A series of bad starts and mishaps 
delayed all of ‘the races so that the 
varsities did not get away until 7:35 
in the evening in a race scheduled 
to start at 5:30. There were three 
false starts in the first race. Colum- 
bia’s Jayvees. broke their shell in a 
collision with a canoe and re-rigged 
the freshman shell to row in that. 

Daniel Newhall of Harvard, the 
referee, had a bad time in general. 
Stake boats were used, but some of 
these drifted and all of the starts 
were slow, with the crews sitting on 
the line from fifteen minutes to a 
half hour. 

Except for.the wind, the weather 
conditions were fine and a crowd of 
95.000 or 30,000 lined the banks of 
the river and followed the races in 
autos. 


Wait for 25 Minutcs. 


By the time the varsity crews went 
up to the start the wind had died 
away to a marked extent, though 
there was still enough to make a 
difference in the time. The water 
was a good deal smoother, but the 


current was strong enough to keep 
the crews on the starting line for 
twenty-five minutes before they 
finally got away. From the opening 
' strokes Yale led and never was seri- 
ously threatened. 
Penn was on the inside lane, Co- 
lumbia in the middle and Yale on the 
outside. The outside lane is sup- 
sed to be the most difficult on 
his course, a twisting one with a 
bad bend, a’ staggered start and an 
angled finish. But the course never 
bothered this Yale crew. There was 
nothing of strategy in this Yale boat 
other than to get out in front and 
stay there. It did exactly that. 
As the crews settled down from 
the racing start Yale went to the 
front and never came down in its 
beat to the level it has struck in 
races in the past. It was up against 
a crew that was able to stay up in 
the high 30s, and Yale stayed up 
there with it. 
It is doubtful if Yale ever got be- 
low a count of 36 strokes to the 
minute; certainly no lower than 34. 
And Yale rowed a more even race. 
Columbia dropped close to Yale in 
beat for a while, but had to go up 
again and when it made its greatest 
bid coming into the last quarter mile 
it was hitting close to 40. 


Yale Adds to Lead. 


Coming to the first quarter mile, 
Yale had about a half length on Co- 
lumbia with Penn about the same 
distance behind: the New Yorkers. 
Yale dropped to about 35 for a bit 
in here, but added to the lead. Com- 
ing up to Strawberry Bridge, the 
three boats, in the same order, were 
one iength apart. 

Penn never, was a factor after this, 
though it was not a badly beaten 
crew and finished “well, though out- 
classed for today. 

As the crews went into the last 
three-quarter mile, Columbia began 
the first of its two big bids. It 
gummed to about 38 and closed up a 
“pit, just a bit of the distance. ale 
had had a foot or so of open water 
showi for a. while, but Columbia 
closed t and ran the nose of its 
shell up to the coxswain’s seat in 
the Yale boat.

150-POUND EVENT TO TECH 


Repeats in Freshman Race, but 
Harvard Takes Junior Test 
by Six Lengths. -°

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 5.—Har- 
vard’s varsity eight-oared crew, trail- 
ing Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology by a length after the first 
three-quarters of a mile of rugged 
rowing, found itself in the fina] mile 
and with steadily increasing pace 
overtook the Engineers and beat 
them by a scant quarter of a length 
here today on the Charles River. 
The Crimson eight, averaging 188 
pounds, pounded its way to victory 
over a rough-water lane of one and 
three-quarter miles. There proved 
no mystery about Coach Ed Brown’s 
crew. It found its punch and made 
the most of it. . 

The junior varsity also won its race 
from the Tech juniors, showing a 
margin of six lengths. 

The Engineers’ freshman crew beat 
the Harvard first-year oarsmen by a 
length and in the race of 150-pound 
varsity crews Tech was ahead by two 
lengths at the finish line. 

The various times were: 

Varsity: Harvard, 9 minutes 45 
seconds; Tech, 9 minutes 46 seconds. 

Junior Varsity: Harvard, 10 min- 
utes 4 seconds; 
seconds. 

Freshmen: Tech, 9 minutes 412-5 
seconds; Harvard, 9 minutes 443-5 


seconds. 

The 150-pound: Tech, 7 minutes 
443-5 seconds; Harvard, 7 minutes 
503-5 seconds. The latter was rowed 
over the Henley distance, while the 
other three were contested at a mile 
and three-quarters. 


Watts Excels at Stroke. 


Much of the credit for the Harvard 
victory in the varsity race was due 
to the remarkably fine. stroke-oar 
work of Jack Watts, captain of the 
eight. He-rowed a beautiful race, 
keeping his men within themselves 
for the first’ three-quarters, then 
starting to drive up the beat, not 
fast, but gradually, first to 34 from 
33 and then to 35 and 36.

The 
entry blank shall state the name and 
address of the breeder and the place 
of mating.”’ 

Section 15 was also amended to read 
as follows: 

“Only dogs whelped in the United 
States and from a mating which took 
place in the United States shall be 
considered American-bred.

Rosenblatt in Action Against Sure 
prise Building Co. Loses Decrease in 
Rent Because Lease Was Silent.

The 
decision reverses a ruling of Su- 
preme Court Justice Tierney in favor.

follows: 
“Plaintiff was chargeable at law 
with constructive notice that the City 
of New York could not grant more 
than a revocable license for these 
vaults. The vaults were not leased, 
one the plaintiff knew. that under 
pee construction. of the 
Deets ses they were not an integral 
art of the building: They cannot 
us be \presumed to have been ‘in- 
tended to be included within -the 
lease. The tenant was an experienced 
real estate man and knew that the 
vault extended out under the side- 
walk. What the parties really. in- 
tended was a demise of the property 
itself, with the right to the use of 
the vaults which the landlord had.” 
The facts of the case, as explained 
by Adam K. Stricker of 15. Park 
Place, attorney for tie landlord, 
were that when the six-story bufild- 
ing was erected on the premises, in 
1905 and 1906, the landlord built two 
vaults under revocable licenses:

Beautiful ie: Result 
From Use of Colored Terra- 


Cotta and Similar Materials. 
i 

Color in architecture has helped to 
stimulate construction and is partly 
responsible for the large amount of 
building in the past few years, ac- 
cording to Major F. S. Laurence, 
President of the North American 
Society of Arts. 

The abandonment of the drab note 
in building for the more cheerful 
hues, is but one phase of a-wide- 
spread demand for color which has 
swept. America and affected scores 
of industries, says Major Laurence. 
a-;im nearly every case the fulfilling 
of this demand by. the application 
of color has actually resulted in 
strengthening the market for the 
product to which it was applied. 

“There is every reason to believe,” 
he said, ‘‘that the enlivening notes 
of beautifully colored terra cotta and 
similar materials have helped to 
whet the public appetite for new and 
handsome structures to take the 
place of drab and obsolete ones. 

“Tt is similar to the situation in 
regard to a ag automobiles or 
cooking utensils. The bright shades 
have been strikingly apparent in 
women’s fashions for some time. 
Automobile manufacturers have 
abandoned their somber blacks for 
ee colorings, with definitely 
eneficial effects upon the market. 

“It is now possible to find beauti- 
ful colors in purchasing kitchen- 
ware, typewriters, furniture and 
scores of other products which for- 
merly were more’ or less standard- 
ized in their hues. 

“The manufacturers, however 
much they have the interests of art 
at heart, are moved by other mo- 
tives in joining the procession to- 
ward color. They have discovered 
that it stimulates sales. 

“Of course it would be ridiculous 
to assume that a fine office building 
would be torn down because it hap- 
pened to be drab or dull. But the 
public is influenced in its favor of 
new buildings of bright colors, just 
as it is influenced in purchasing a 
refrigerator or an automobile. 
“‘Architects, with the cooperation 
of the makers of terra cotta and sim- 
ilar materials capable of color treat- 
ment, have been able to antici 
and meet this same color psychology 


as it was manifest in the building 
world. 


| Betas the most conservative of the 
Ids affected by the new mode. 
Only the more or less usual colors 
have been used throughout the build- 
ings, while the brighter hues have 
been used chiefly as: embellishments 
and ‘trimmings’. 
to expect that before the demand for 
color. has reached its crest, it. will 
be embraced without reservation and 
there will be buildings done entirely 
in beautiful and unusual tints. 

“If the effects of similar treatment 
in other lines can be taken as indica- 
tive, such a turn in construction. 
should increase still further the de 
mand for | beautiful and up-to-date 
buildings,’’

TUNNEL INFLUENCE NOTED

‘GUESSTIMATE? APPRAISAL. 


Realtor Coins New Word to Express 
Careless Methods. 


A. N. Gitterman, who was a speak- 
er at the meeting of the Long Island 
Real Estate Board last week, intro- 
duced a new word in the vocabulary 
of appraisers—‘‘guesstimate,’’ which 
he defined as ‘“‘an expression of an 
estimate that is arrived at by guess- 
work without accuracy, without 
knowledge of detail or a full consid- 
eration of records and is often termed 
an ‘expression of opinion’ and some- 
times known as a ‘horseback ap- 


praisal.’ ’’

Eugene J. Grant, former President 
of the Brooklyn Real Estate Board, 
spoke on ‘“‘The Responsibility of the 
Appraiser’ at the Brooklyn ' Real 
Estate Board’s Friday evening radio 
hour last week.

$80,000 maybe sold for $100,000, 
with the result that the appraiser is 
accused of not. knowing values in 
that vicinity. If he understands his 
business, and has had ex rience 
with builders, he will say, ‘I.do not 
doubt you paid $100,000, but what 
are the terms?’
